Effective immediately, the Bureau is instituting 
a cooi-dinated Counterintelligence Program (Cointelpro) 
directed against Klan-type and hate organizations. Offices 
receiving copies of this letter are instructedy-to immediately 
open an active control file, captioned as above, and to 
assign responsibility for this program to an experienced 
and imaginative Special Agent who is well versed in 
investigation of hate and racist-type organizations and 
their membership. 


The purpose of this program is to expose, disrupt 
and otherwise neutralize the activities of the various Klans 
and hate organizations, their leadership and adherents. 

The activities of these groups must be followed on a , 
continuous basis so we may take advantage of all oppor¬ 
tunities for counterintelligence and also inspire action 
in instances where circumstances warrant. The devious 
maneuvers and duplicity of these groups must be exposed 
to public scrutiny through the cooperation of reliable 
news media sources, both locally and at the Seat of 
Govex-nment, We must fi'ustx-ate any effort of the groups 
to consolidate their forces or to recruit new or youthful 
adhei-ents. In every instance,, consideration should be 
given to disx-upting the organized activity of these groups 
and no opportunity should be missed to capitalize upon 
organizational and personal conflicts of their leadership.

The Bureau is pleased with past successes 
achieved by our counterintelligence efforts in other 
phases of our investigative responsibilities. To 
insure our success in this new endeavor, the Agent to 
whom the program is assigned in each office must have 
a detailed knowledge of the activities of the racist 
groups in the territory and that knowledge must be 
coupled with interest, initiative and imagination. 

The Agent must be alert for information which has a 
disruptive potential. The information will not come 
to him - - he must look for it. The most effective 
way of being assured of keeping on top of the situation 
is to maintain close contact with those Agents who handle 
the investigation of the racial and hate groups and their 
membership and also to periodically review relevant files.

In view of the above, the Sebring Klavern will 
probably become inactive in the very near future. It is 
felt that any counterintelligence move at the present time 
would possibly result in a renewed Interest and regrouping 
by the members rather than the desired results. 

Should the Sebring Klavern not disband in the near 
future, it is then felt that information could be confi¬ 
dentially furnished to Highlands County Sheriff BROWARD COKER, 
Sebring, as to time, date and location of the Ku Klux Klan 
meetings. Sheriff's Department patrol cars could patrol the 
area in an obvious fashion in order to disrupt the meetings 
and cause concern among those in attendance. 

Sheriff COKER has been very cooperative and has 
reflected a distaste for any Ku Kiux Klan activity in his 
county. It is not felt that Sheriff COKER would in any 
way reveal the Bureau's interest or betray our confidence. 

It is felt that counterintelligence contact with 
the Sebring press would be unwise.

Reported Attempts to Organize Klavern 

of United Florida Ku Klux Klan in 

Sebastian, Florida (Indian River County ) 

It is recommended that immediately upon confirmation 
of the attempted organization of a Ku Klux Klan Klavern in 
Indian River County, that counterintelligence steps be taken 
to discourage same. 

The*!Ft. Pierce News Tribune,” a daily newspaper 
with circulation including Indian River County, could be 
utilized. Mr. CHARLES S3ILEY, Editor, is an SAC contact of 
the Miami Division and has proven reliable and cooperative 
in past dealings. Through information furnished to MILEY, 
the attempt at organizing the Ku Klux Elan in Sebastian, 
Florida, could be exposed to the community. Community leaders 
would then likely take steps to counteract the formation of 
this organization. 

It is not felt that Mr. MILEY would in any way 
reveal the Bureau’s interest or betray our confidence. 

It is also recommended that LEM BRUMLEY, Chief 
Deputy, Indian River County Sheriff’s Office be furnished 
Information regarding the attempted Ku Klux Klan organization 
in Sebastian. BRUMLEY could arrange for patrol cars to cover 
the Ku Klux Klan meetings in an obvious fashion. This would 
likely discourage attendance and cause concern. 

Chief Deputy BRUMLEY is a National Academy graduate 
and has been completely cooperative with contacting Agents. 

It is not felt that BRUMLEY would in any way reveal the 
Bureau*8 interest or betray our confidence.

The Council for Statehood has been found to 
be not an action group but rather a mailing facility 
for the writings of MART H. DAVISON. These writings 
are disseminated to local and national legislators and 
all are filed with the Library of Congress in Washington. 
The dissemination of writings by this group has now become 
practically negligible. The group is said to have 
political overtones as a republican group. 

It is not recommended that any positive 
harassment activities be undertaken with regard to this 
group at this time, since such action, in all probability, 
would enhance the activities of this group rather than 
accomplish the desired effect. 


United Free Men 

West Palm Beach, Florida 

This organization is now defunct.

At the present time there are no known "action 
groups” within the Miami Division. 


SUGGESTIONS FOR COINTELPRO 

(1) Many hate groups send literature, to 
individuals on their mailing lists, which has been 
distorted or is out of context, regarding individuals and 
organisations. The literature is Intended to promote a 
hostile and unfavorable image of the organization and/or 
individual. Favorite targets in this regard are the United 
/Nations and U. S. Supreme Court Justice EARL WARREN. 
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MSS 157-1114 


It is noted the United Nations has considerable 
literature setting forth favorable information regarding 
accomplishments and the desirability of having a United 
Nations. It would appear appropriate to offset the 
literature sent out by the hate groups, by sending out 
favorable information concerning the organization or 
individual under attack. 

(2) Any hate organizations tend to disguise 
their true identity under the pretext of being a religious 
study group. Using such a disguise, they find it easy 
and inexpensive to obtain the facilities of an established 
church to hold special or organizational meetings. 

By using an appropriate pretext, such as a 
free lance reporter for the local paper, or through a 
reliable news contact, the individual responsible for the 
facility could be contacted shortly prior to the planned 
meeting. At this time, the true Identity of the hatO'w 
organization could be exposed, resulting in considerable 
disruption, especially if the use of the facilities are 
canceled at the last moment. 


FOIA(b)(7) - (D) 


In September, 1962, and December, 1963, STONER 
..spent several weeks in Florida, including visits to Miami 
and Vero Beach, Florida, attempting to organize and promote 
the NSRP. To date the NSRP has failed to gain any "foot 
hold” within the Miami Division. It is not known if this 
article was responsible for STONER*s failure, however, it 
does represent a type of counterintelligence.

Office by letter dated 11/18/64 forwarded 
to the Bureau an idea to be used to discredit the National 
States Rights Party, one of the hate groups considered under 
this Program, The Bureau does not believe that the idea 
furnished by the Miami Office contains sufficient impact for 
use under this Program, but the suggestion that cartoons be 
utilized to embarrass the Ku Klux Rian and hate groups has 
considerable merit. 

Ridicule can be a devastating weapon and should 
not be overlooked in regard to the Counterintelligence 
Program which is aimed at disrupting and discrediting Sian- 
type and hate organizations. Many prominent Elan leaders 
and leaders of hate organizations possess idiosyncrasies or 
become involved In situations which present excellent opportu¬ 
nities to utilize ridicule as a weapon to discredit them both 
within their own organizations and in the eyes of the general 
public. The publication of cartoons and caricatures by 
cooperative news media or the anonymous circulation of them 
among rank-and-file members of Rian and hate groups will 
serve to both disrupt the various organizations and to discredit 
their leadership. Field offices participating in the Counter¬ 
intelligence Program are urged to carefully assess and consider 
such a situation Involving leaders of the Elan and hate » 
organizations with the idea of portraying them in cartoon fora,

In the event there are no artists in a 
respective office, a rough draft of a suggested cartoon 
should be submitted to the Bureau where an effort will be 
made to produce a suitable cartoon. Where a caricature * 
of a specific individual is involved, this, too, may 
be prepared at the Bureau providing the suggesting field 
office will submit appropriate photographs of the 
individual to be portrayed. 

In instances where counterintelligence cartoons 
are prepared by the field or rough draft for such a 
cartoon is submitted to the Bureau for preparation, counter¬ 
intelligence recommendations should also be forwarded. 

No counterintelligence action should be initiated 
without specific Bureau authority.

Several tunes in the course of the hearings when uncooperative 
witnesses expressed defiance of the committee, the protest delegation 
of the Youth Against the House Un-American Activities Committee, 
which packed the hearing room, broke into cheers and applause. The 
committee chairman had to threaten to clear the hearing room to 
maintain order. 

The henringB provided a good example of how the international 
Communist apparatus functions in support of its own. At the time 
of the hearings the committee received 11 protest letters from youth 
organizations in as many foreign countries. Each of these fetters 
expressed “sorrow,” “concern,” “ astonishment,” “distress,” etc., that 
the committee had subpen&ed young Americans who had attended the 
Vienna Youth Festival in themteresUofworld peace. 

The Communist inspiration behind these letters woe apparent from 
tho reference, in all the letters, to only five witnesses. Actually, ten 
witnesses who had attended the Vienna or other youth festivals were 
subpenacd to testify in the hearings. The international Communist 
apparatus apparently had not heard about the four anti-Communist 
witnesses and did not learn about the sixth Communist witness (who 
was subpenaed at a later date) until after the protest letters had been 
written.

Articles in the New York Journal American and the 
Philadelphia Inquirer point out the Communist backing 
of the Du Bois Clubs. In one interview Jarvis Tyner, 
East Coast Coordinator of the Du Bois Clubs, admitted 
that some of the members consider themselves Commu¬ 
nists.

2* The Worker, the Communist Party newspaper, reported 
favorably on the founding convention, in San Francisco, 
of the Du Bois Clubs. According to The Worker, "A 
national socialist youth organization was born.” To¬ 
day the Communists use the word socialist to describe 
their program of world domination. 

3* One Carl Bloice was elected a national officer in the 
Du Bois Clubs. The Worker pointed out that he is a 
staff reporter for The People’s World, which is the west 
coast equivalent of The Worker, a newspaper published 
by the Communist Party. 

The Communist youth magazine, New Horizons, folded 
when the Du Bois Clubs were founded and was taken 
over, conveniently, by the Du Bois Clubs. 

5. Phil Davis, President of the Du Bois Clubs, has at¬ 
tended Communist Party classes in California, and 
when asked by a reporter if he was a communist, he 
took the "Fifth.” 

6 . Archie Brown attended the founding convention. He is 
an admitted Communist and has run for public office in 
California as a Communist.

Enclosed for each office participating in this 
Program are one copy of a leaflet exposing the Communist 
Party (CP) spawned and controlled U.E.B. DuBois Clubs of 
America and one copy of a leaflet exposing the communist 
background of Pete Seeger. 

Both these items utilise public source material to 
expose the communists. The first was researched by the 
Philadelphia Office with its layout and design produced by 
the Bureau*s Exhibit Section. To avoid associating the 
Bureau with the DuBois Clubs of America leaflet, discreet 
arrangements were made for the Catholic War Veterans to 
sponsor its dissemination. The second leaflet was prepared 
by a private organization without the cooperation of the Bureau, 
to expose the communist musician, Pete Seeger. 


These items have been used as counterintelligence 
techniques to expose the communists and they are forwarded to 
suggest possible techniques to publicly expose Klan and hate- 
type organizations, and their members. The Bureau will be 
pleased to assist any office participating in this Program in 
the preparation of such material. Offices desiring to have 
such material prepared should submit their recommendation to 
the Eureau together with pertinent public source material and 
with suggestions for design and layout.

The Bureau, by referenced airtel of June 8, 
1965, granted authority to the Miami Office for the 
mailing of an anonymous communication which would portray 
the true character of PETE CHRISTIANSEN, who had Acquired 
the position of Co-Chairman of CORE in the Miami area. 


The mailing of this anonymous communication was 
handled in accordance with Bureau instructions and directed 
to a number* of influential persons involved in the civil 
rights field in the Miami area. 

On July 16, 1965, some three weeks after the 
Miami Division completed the anonymous mailing, Dr. JOHN 0. 
BROWN, Lia ison Source - R of the Miami Division, advised 
that PETE CHRISTIANSEN had resigned his position as Co- 
Chairman of CORE in the Miami area. He indicated that 
ostensibly CHRISTIANSEN resigned this position to assume 
some type of employment with the Economic Opportunity 
Program. No further details were available regarding 
CHRISTIANSEN'S future plans. 

CHRISTIANSEN'S replacement in CORE has not as 
yet been named. 


It would appear from the above that the action 
authorized by the Bureau in connection with this particular 
counterintelligence undertaking was highly successful in 
accomplishing the desired end.

BOB TWIST recently, while KINNUCAN was in an 
intoxicated condition succeeded in obtaining KINNUCAN's signature 
on 16 Klan documents, including a Klan application card. 

When KINNUCAN, the following day, was unable to recover these 
documents from TWIST, he retained a Fort Lauderdale, Florida 
Attorney, RONALD SLATON, instructing SLATON to endeavor to 
contact Klan officials and regain possession of all documents 
bearing KINNUCAN's signature. 

RACK, who is deeply concerned over KINNUCAN* s having 
become involved in the Klan through TWIST, has decided with 
KINNUCAN, to discharge BOB TWIST. KINNUCAN intends^to notify 
TWIST when he puts his yacht in dry-dock next week, before 
leaving on a two month vacation, that TWIST's services as 
a Yacht Captain will no longer be needed. 


In view of the above, no purpose would be served in 
contacting Mr. KINNUCAN at this time, and the Miami Office will 
not do so unless advised to the contrary by the Bureau.

Klan. BEATTY asked SYMPSON If he would toe willing to Join

In addition, VAN BUSKIRK stated that they plan 
to funnel information to the Klan through SYMPSON and will 
attempt to expose one of the Klansman as having furnished 
the information to the SO. 

Based on the information set forth above, it would 
appear this is an excellent opportunity for the Miami Office 
to suggest to the DCSO the possibility of exposing JOSEPH 
SIDDONS as the police informer.

Lauderdale. TWIST is one of the charter members of 
the UKA at Fort Lauderdale, and has been instrumental 
in organizing local klavems in Broward County, Fla. 

He operates "Ted Twist’s Sport Bar*’, 1536 Cordova 
Road, Fort Lauderdale, a hang out for klansmen. His 
father is EDWARD H. TO1ST, JR. (Miami file 157-1360) , 
who is currently holding the position of Exalted 
Cyclops of Broward Klavem No. 4; his brother, RONALD 
JEFFERY TWIST (Miami file 157-1445), is an active 
member of this klavem, and his uncle, ROBERT TWIST, 
(Miami file 157-1429) , is a klavem security guard and 
agitator for the Klan. 

It has been ascertained that EDWARD HIRAM 
TWIST, III, is a veteran of the U.S. Marine Corps, and 
was recently elected Senior Vice Commandant of the 
Broward County Chapter of the ’’Marine Corps League", a 
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national veterans' organization, with local offices 
at 521 S* Federal Highway, Fort Lauderdale, Florida. 

The address of the national headquarters is in care of 
CHARUSS WEAVER, National Adjutant, National Head¬ 
quarters, Marine Corps League, 1003 N. Randolph St., 
Arlington, Va., 22201. 

~ Although enclosed photograph was taken by 
"Fort Lauderdale News" photographer BILL BATES, this 
photograph has never appeared in anynewspaper. 

In an effort to disrupt and disclose klan 
activity in Fort Lauderdale, the Miami Office can, 
through confidential contacts with the managing editor 
of the'Fort Lauderdale News", arrange to have TWIST's 
photograph published with an accompanying article on 
his position as an officer of the Marine Corps League. 
This newspaper article can be effected without any T 
embarrassment to the Bureau by revealing the source 
of the article to the public. 

Miami is of the opinion that the publication 
of TWIST's photograph in the klan robes in the local 
newspaper would result in embarrassment to the TWIST 
family, all of whom are involved in klan activities; 
disruption of klan recruitment activities in Broward 
County; and materially damage business at TWIST's Sport 
Bar. Therefore, the Miami Office requests that the 
Bureau.approve this course of action. 

If the Bureau feels such publication as pc r cr 
posed above may result in unwarranted criticism of the 
Marine Coprs League, then it is alternat&y suggested 
that the Bureau authorize that this photograph be anony¬ 
mously mailed to the Marine Corps League headquarters 
in Arlington, Va. 

However, it is emphasized that Miami feels 
more will be gained in disrupting klan activities by 
exposing the TWIST family by publication of the news¬ 
paper article.

, The grand dragon of a newborn Ku Klux Klan group 
complained today that Dade County deputy sheriffs swooped 
down on him like highwaymen in the night. And, he said, “They 
took a lot of stuff out of my car — my personal property — 
v that they were not authorized to take:” 

Charles Baker Riddlehoover, 31, of 3111 Houston St., Fort 
• Lauderdale, said he is "just an everyday man like everybody 
|. else.” He is a sheet metal worker and thd father of three. 

1 x "I’ve always been a member of the Klan,” he said. “Most 
white people are, or should be.” He supposedly formed the 
United Knights of the Ku Klux Klan at a recent Melbourne 
meeting after becoming dissatisfied with the leadership of the 
United Klans of America. 


Riddlehoover said he would rather not comment about re¬ 
ports that the new group was formed partly because there was 
no accounting of money paid Into the treasury of the United 
Klans. 

A congressional investigation of the KKK is delving into 
what happens to money after it is. dropped into the Klan 
coffers. Riddlehoover said he was a passenger in his own car * 1 
on the North-South Expressway about 10:15 Thursday night when i 
two carloads of deputy sheriffs swooped down on him. 

He said his car was being driven by 28-year-old Harold i 
Grantham, of 18710 NW 44th Ct. Grantham is supposed to be ' 
the exalted cyclops of the new Klavern. 

He did not deny that there were more people in the car 
with them. “I’d rather not comment on that,” he said. "We 
were visiting some people in Miami.” 

Asked if the visit was to organize In Miami, he said: “We’re 
organizing all over the United States.” 

When the deputies stopped his car, he said, they claimed 
Grantham was speeding. “He wasn’t,” Riddlehoover said. 
“There were two carloads of them. They had this strategy 


planned.” 

The deputies, he said, made the people in his car get out 
and stand with their hands on the hood of the vehicle while 
they were searched.

Referenced teletypes set out information regarding 
activities of the Dade County SO in connection with their 
arrest of CHARLES (RIP) RIDDLEHOOVER, Grand Dragon, United 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., for 
carrying a concealed weapon after having been convicted of 
a felony, and the arrest on a traffic citation of JACK 
HAROLD GRANTHAM, Exalted Cyclops of the Miami Klavern of 
the United Klans of America, Inc.* At the time of these 
arrests, considerable Klan material was seized by the Dade 
County SO, the substance of which is set forth in referenced 
LHM dated 10/27/65. 

The arrest of these two individuals and the 
subsequent expose in connection with the material seized, 
has been the subject of widespread publicity in the South 
Fla., area, both through the local press as well as 
television. One station, Channel 7 (WCKT), Miami, Jigs 
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devoted considerable time to the Klan activities in South 
Fla., and contemplates further programs based on the infor¬ 
mation furnished by the Dade County SO. 

Enclosed for the Bureau are 3 copies each of 
three articles which have appeared in the local Miami 
papers. 


The Miami Division recommends that the Bureau 
favorably consider making available this material to the 
House Committee on Un-American Activities, presently 
conducting hearings regarding Klan activities, with the 
thought in mind that possibly they would be Interested in 
subpoenaing some of the people who have been exposed in 
connection with the Dade County arrests. 

In this connection, there are also being enclosed 
two copies of the press release made by the Dade County SO 
which contains information which would be of considerable 
interest to the Committee. This press release sets forth 
the entire list of officers of the new Klan group being 
formed in Fla., by CHARLES RIDDLEHDOVER. There is little 
question hut that any additional spotlight thrown upon this 
group would further disrupt their recruiting plans and 
organizational plans, which are presently in the embryo 
stage. It is further pointed out that the Dade County SO 
seized considerable Klan material, which, likewise, would 
be impressive before the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities, which would be effective in further combating 
this group and exposing them to the light of public scrutiny. 

In the event the Committee would be interested 
in the production of such material, it is felt that Lt. 

L. J. VAN BUSK IRK, Supervisor, Criminal Intelligence 
Section, Dade County SO, would be willing to, and would 
make an impressive witness before the Committee. 


2 . 
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The arrest of RIDDLEHOOVER and GRANTHAM has 
stirred up considerable dissension among the Klan members 
in South Fla., and it is felt that lf t through the 
Committee, additional light could be focused on this area, 
it might be sufficient to completely destroy Klan activity 
in this area. 


Information las just been received by the Miami 
Office that JACK GRANTHAM, the Exalted Cyclops of the Miami 
Klavern, who was arrested and issued a traffic citation 
at the time of RIDDLEHOOVER * s arrest, is allegedly extremely 
upset over the chain of events and has indicated he was 
resigning from all Klan activity. In addition, over the 
week end he allegedly received a self-inflicted gunshot 
wound in the left arm, which is currently being Investigated 
by the Dade County SO. The SO contemplates re-arresting 
GRANTHAM on the same charge RIDDLEHOOVER was arrested on, 
namely, the possession of a firearm by a convicted felon. 


The Miami Division is of the opinion that if the 
above recommended action could he taken, the ability of the 
Klan to make further Inroads in the entire State of Fla., 
would be materially diminished. 


The Miami Division strongly recommends that all 
or a portion of the above suggestions be favorably considered 
and implemented.

Lynch, commonly known as Connie Lynch Is a loading 
national speakor for the National States Righto Party (NSUP) and 
other lmte-typo groups. Lynch apparently is unemployed at 
present and presumably receives some form of compensation for his 
speaking efforts. Ho has at tiraos reportedly boon a member of the 
NSRP and Klan groups; however, Buflles do not rovcnl a continuing 
membership for Lynch in any of the hato-typo organizations. 

Ho has advocated the uoo of violence against minority 
groups and has been convicted of assault with a deadly weapon. 


Lynch again came to the attention of the Buroau 
regarding threats to FBI personnel when, during a speech on 
10/28/65 at Natchez, Mississippi, he referred to FBI Agents as 
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Airtel to SACs, Los Angeles et al 
Ee; COUNTERINTELLIGENCE PECGRAtl 
157—9—fiA IN 


"Nigger babysitters" and "haters of all whito mon." Re is 
alleged to have said he would Still F3Z Agents or anyone else 
if they molest his family or employees. During an interview 
on 9/28/65 by Bureau AgcntG for a similar comment, Lynch denied 
making any such statement but v.»as hostile tc the Agents. 

It is pointed out that while Lynch may not currently 
havo a hate group organisational affiliation, he is a very 
prominent hate group personality and has been very successful in 
stirring up violence in the past. For this reason, counter¬ 
intelligence measures taken against him should be conducted as 
though he were one of the leading officials of a group such as 
the KSRP or the Klan. 

Lynch’s automobile boars a California registration 
and he was last known to reside there. He follows a peripatetic 
way of life and may appear at any place throughout the country. 

For the information of all offices receiving this 
airtel it is to be noted that although Lynch drives a 1958 
Cadillac, four-door sedan, white over pink, bearing 1965 California 
license plate number L2DI 031, he does not havo a valid California 
drivers license, his license having been suspended by the State of 
California effective 3/5/63. Operator’s license number 2405029 
has not been surrendered or reinstated. 

The Bureau dosires that offices in whoso territory he 
may appear be alert to advise the Bureau immediately, with a 
recommendation as to a reliable lav/ enforcement agency which can 
be advised he is driving without a valid license and which can be 
relied upon to talc© appropriate action without revealing the 
Bureau?6 interest. 

The Los Angeles Office is further instructed to be alert 
to immediately advise the Bureau and interested offices in the event 
Lynch’s drivers license is reinstated by the State of California. 

This information is being sent to the designated offices 
inasmuch as Lynch has visited those areas in the past, is 
scheduled to visit these areas or is likely to visit those areas.

2. Pending Counterintelligence Action 
None. 


3. Tangible Results 

Bureau authority was granted October 22, 1965, 
to furnish information to the Managing Editor of the "Ft. 
Lauderdale News" regarding EDWARD HIRAM TWIST, III, who 
had been elected as Senior Vice Commandant of the Broward 
County Chapter of the Marine Corps League. Release of this 
information to the newspaper resulted in several articles 
detrimental to the klan in Broward County, Florida, and was 
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partly responsible for curtailing klan activity in the 
UKA in Broward County during November and December, 1965. 

In addition, the Marine Corps League held a hearing 
concerning TWIST'S association in the klan, and he was 
reprimanded by the League. On November 26, 1965, TWIST 
contacted the FBI in Ft. Lauderdale, advising that 
publicity has resulted in embarrassment and mental suffering 
for his wife and has adversely affected his family. It also 
seriously damaged his reputation in the Marine Corps 
League. He stated he wanted the FBI to know that he 
had completely severed^all relations with the klan and does 
not support the klan activity. 

In addition, this counterintelligence action also 
affected three other members of the TWIGT family, who were 
prominent in klan activities in Ft. Lauderdale. 

Informants have recently reported that TWIST is 
now contacting klan members in Broward County and encouraging 
them to get out of the klan. 

Although the following was not suggested as 
counterintelligence action, it has been eactremely valuable 
in curtailing klan activity in South Florida. This relates 
to police cooperation concerning leaders of the klan with 
felony records. In this regard, the Dade County Sheriff's 
Office was furnished information that Assistant Grand Dragon 
CHARLES RIDDLEHOOVER was a convicted felon in the State of 
Georgia, and based on information from informants it was 
learned RIDDLEHOOVER had a firearm in his possession. 

Based on Information from Informants, the Dade County Sheriff's 
Office instituted investigation regarding the klan in Dade 
County. RIDDLEHOOVER was arrested in Dade County on October 
28, 1965, at which time he had a revolver in his possession, 
and was charged with possession of a firearm by a convicted 
felon. This resulted in considerable publicity regarding 
RIDDLEHOOVER and the klan operation in South Florida. 1 
The adverse publicity has completely stopped klan activity 
in Dade County and during November and the first part of 
December, klan meetings in Broward County were temporarily 
discontinued. RIDDLEHOOVER is expected to stand trial in 
local court early in 1966, and if convicted, can receive 
as much as 10 years on local charges.

With the end in mind of disrupting Klan activities 
at the newly acquired Klan building, 232 SW 30th St., 

Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., where Klan meetings for the Klavems 
#4 and #6, Ft. Lauderdale, and the Davie Klavern, meet on 
weekly basis, the following conversation was had with J. 
LESTER HOLT, Chief of Police,Ft. Lauderdale, Fla.; 

The building located at 232 SW 30th St., is 
located within the dity limits of Ft. Lauderdale. 

It is the last building on the south side of 30th St., 
going west, which is a deadend street. 

The various Klavems and Women's Auxiliary meet 
on rarious nights at this building. 

On occasion the variotB Klaverns have a joint 
meeting when of course, the majority of Klansmen in Broward 
County are in attendance. 

Chief HOLT stated that at a time designated by 
this Bureau, he will set up a road block at the intersection 
of 30th St., and SW 2nd Ave., for the purpose of checking 
license registration and the proper operation of vehicles- 
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a joint Klan meeting is being held in this building. Chief 
HOLT further stated that this could be done without the 
FBI in any way being involved and he would, if we so 
desired, make contacts himself with local press and TV 
representatives to have this road block given full press 
coverage. 


The above counterintelligence maneuver is not being 
suggested to the Bureau at this time for-* Bureau authority 
to effect same, however, it will be submitted in connection 
with other contemplated counterintelligence actions against 
the Klan being considered by the Miami Office at this 
time.

The Miami Office submits the following separate, 
but coordinate, suggestions for disruption of the UKA in 
this Division, for the Bureau’s consideration and approval: 

X. Klan Building 

Broward County, Fla.,KLaverns (#4 and #6 at Ft. 
Lauderdale and the Davie Klavern at Davie, Fla.) recently 
purchased the building located at 232 SU 30th St., Ft. 
Lauderdale, in the name of Seaway Engineering, Inc. 

Negotiations for the purchase of the building were 
conducted by Elan officials, DANIEL J. ZB IN and SAMUEL R. 

MC BROOM. Klan ownership of this building is not known to 
the press or public. 

The 3 K1averns mentioned above, as well as the 
Women's Auxiliary of the UKA, meet on alternate nights at 
the building. In addition, Klan social functions and 
occasionally joint meetings of all Broward County Klaveras 
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are held there. This building is located in an industrial 
type neighborhood adjacent to the Ft. Lauderdale-Hollywood 
International Airport within the city Halts of Ft. 

Lauderdale. The Klan building is the last edifice on the 
south side of a dead-end street where no private residences 
are located. The only means of ingress or egress by automobile 
is by SW 2nd Avenue. 

J. LESTER HOLT, NA, Chief of Police, Ft. Lauderdale 
PD, a trusted friend of the Bureau, has advised that he will 
be able to set up a roadblock for the purpose of checking 
operator's licenses and proper functioning of automobiles 
at the Intersection of SW 30th St. and SW 2nd Ave., at 
short notice any time the FBI desires. HOLT could effect 
this roadblock without disclosing Bureau Interest. HOLT 
also advises he can arrange TV and press participation in 
order to effect photographic coverage of the roadblock. 

The Miami Office can confidentially advise MILTON 
J. KELLY, Managing Editor of the'Ft. Lauderdale News," whose 
reliability is already known to the Bureau and who has in 
the past assisted in the Counterintelligence Program, of the 
location of this building and that the legal owner. Seaway 
Engineering, Inc., is a front for the KKK. 

Bureau authority is requested to disclose the last 
mentioned item to KELLY and to inform HOLT, after a Joint 
meeting of all Klaverns is commenced in the Klan building, 
that the op p o rtune time has arrived to set up the roadblock. 

By necessity, the timing of such an operation will be 
dictated by receipt of information from Klan Informants 
whose protection, interest and concealment will be paramount. 

Miami knows from information received from 
confidential sources that the Klan is having difficulty 
meeting mortgage payments on this building, due to the 
drop off in Klan members and corresponding decrease in 
Income from dues, etc. The harassment type tactics submitted 
above willuundoubtedly result in further loss of members and 
possibly may drive the Seaway Engineering, Inc.,hto 
bankruptcy and foreclosure of the Klan building.

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II, Special TV Program 
WCKT Channel 7

(NBC Affiliate) 

GENE STRUHL, News Director, WCKT TV Station, Miami, 
who is an established source and has cooperated with the Bureau 
in the past and can be relied upon to keep the identity of 
the Bureau confidential, has previously made known to the 
Miami Office that he is interested in preparing a special 
one-hour program exposing Elan activity in the Greater Miami 
area, including Broward County. This would be a sequel to 
a program produced by WCKT in mid-1965, concerning Elan and 
hate-type activities throughout the State of Fla. 

WCKT has in its possession several filmed episodes 
of the UKA rally at Ft. Lauderdale in 1965, as well as a 
film interview with CHARLES B. RIDDLEHOOVER, Grand Dragon 
of the UKA of the KKK, at the time of his arrest in Dade 
County, Fla., on charges of possession of a concealed weapon 
by a convicted felon. STRUHL, through his connections with 
the Dade County SO, also has access to certain Klan 
documents found in RIDDLEHOOVER*s possession at the time 
of his arrest. Among these documents is a list of names of 
UKA members and supporters, not identified as such, 
residing in the South Fla. area. The significance of 
this list is unknown to STRUHL. 


The Miami Office proposes that STRUHL be confi¬ 
dentially contacted and Informed of the existence of 3 
Klaverns presently operative within the Miami Division. 

It is also recommended that the Bureau authorize the 
Miami Office to assist STRUHL in the preparation of his 
proposed program along the strictly limited lines set 
forth hereafter.

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Under a counterintelligence measure successfully 
executed by the Miami Office last year, TWIST was identified 
in a local newspaper as a Sian member and a convicted felon. 
His criminal record was set forth in detdl in this article, 
which is now public source material. 

TWIST'S name, as well as WILLIAM H. KINNUCAN's, 
appeared in the list of names found in RIDDLEHOOVER*s 
possession, which information is available to WCET. 

What is not known to WCET is the following 
information obtained from Elan informants: 

(1) During the UKA rally in Ft. Lauderdale, 
Imperial Wizard ROBERT M. SHELTON was a registered guest 
at KINNUCAN's hotel and his stay here was arranged by 
TWIST. 

(2) WILLIAM H. KINNUCAN's name appeared on 
RIDDLEHOOVER's list because he signed a UKA membership 
application card and other Klan documents furnished him 

by TWIST, while KINNUCAN was under the Influence of alcohol. 
KINNUCAN later sought unsuccessfully to have these documents 
returned to him. 

(3) After TWIST's criminal record and Jbis 
connection with the Klan were exposed in the newspaper, 
KINNUCAN still failed to discharge TWIST from his 
employment. 


Miami recommends that GENE STRUHL, WCKT, 
confidentially be advised of SHELTON'S stay at the Marlin 
Beach Hotel and the circumstances surrounding his stay. 
STRUHL will be advised that KINNUCAN is TWIST'S employer, 
that KINNU CAN's name appears on the list available to WCKT, 
and that KINNUCAN owns the Marlin Beach Hotel. 

Based on the above info rmat ion, WCKT may desire 
to conduct filmed interviews of KINNUCAN and TWIST and 
perhaps the manager of the Marlin Beach Hotel, for 
inclusion in the proposed TV program. i

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Indices of the Miami Office contain no derogatory 
information concerning GENE STRUHL. Miami feels certain it 
can initiate the above recommendations without any danger 
of embarrassment to the Bureau and without disclosing Bureau 
interest therein. 

It is pointed out that the UKA in Fla. is currently 
in a reorganization status under the administration of the 
Imperial Board of the UKA. During the reorganization period, 
a strenuous recruitment drive, including the scheduling of 
Klan rallies throughout the state, is being planned. 

Miami expects that the counterintelligence program 
suggested above will, at the very least, curtail Klan 
membership and thwart Klan recruitment activities, and at 
the most, result in the disruption of the Klan in South Fla.

In addition to Bowman's revelations concerning 
the activities of others, he could emphasize the fact 
that his identity is concealed due to fear of retaliation 
from the Klan. Bowman could equate the Ku Klux Klan 
with the ."Ku Klux Cong," underscoring the observation 
that while, the United States is involved in a great test 
in Vietnam, the Ku Klux Klan disrupts domestic tranquility 
and thereby lends aid and comfort to the Viet Cong. 

Bowman could also be carefully coached regarding 
public source information relating to the appearance of Klan 
key figures before the HCUA. Bowman could bring out in his ; 
interview the cowardly and common qualities possessed by Klan 
key figures, top hoodlums and CP functionaries who have 
testified before the HCUA. This comparison could be 
achieved by highlighting the identity of Klan key figures 
who have invoked the Fifth Amendment at HCUA hearings and 
Bowman's knowledge of the Klan propensity for violence. 

The conclusion of the TV interview with Bowman 
could leave the distinct impression that Bowman would be 
most willing to appear on WCKT, TV, periodically, in 
order to keep the public currently informed regarding 
Klan activities in the Miami, Florida, area.

CARL JULIAN VISING resides In a rural area 
about four miles from the small community of Davie, 

Florida. Davie, Florida, is in the Western section of 
Broward County in the vicinity of several small orange 
groves and horse ranches. There are about sis homes 
located in the general area of VINING 9 s home and several 
of the individuals re sid ing in the area are sympathetic 
toward the Sian. VINING became active in the Klon, based 
on Informant reports, in October, 1965, and has attended 
Klan meetings on an Irregular basis. He was a member of 
the Davie Klavern, which has since ceased to operate. 

Until recently, VINING was employed by the Florida 
State Department of Agriculture as an "Inspector for - 
Seasonal.” His employment with the Department has been only 
when heeded and the dates of these employments are as follows: 

February 18, 1963 - July 31, 1963 

August 1, 1963 - July 31, 1964 

August 1, 1964 - July 30, 1965. . , 

August 1, 1965 - March, 1966 

GEORGE VEIT, Chief of Police, Davie, Florida, 
advised his records disclosed that the subject was 
arrested on September 5, 1965, by his department for 
disorderly conduct.

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VINING has FBI Number 489750E, and his FBI 
record discloses that he was arrested on August 23, 1961, 
by the Broward County Sheriff's Office, on a disorderly 
conduct charge and given 3 days In the County Jail. Be 
was arrested again on April 22, 1963, by the Broward 
County Sheriff's Office for violation of restrictions. 

Records of the Fort Lauderdale Police Department 
contained no information identifiable with VINING. 


Interview 

Because of VlNINO's sensitive position with the 
Florida State Department of Agriculture, it was felt by the 
Miami Office that VISING might be cooperative with the FBI 
and possibly could be used as an informant. Based on SAC 
authority, VINING was interviewed on February 21, 1966, and 
furnished the following information: 

VINING stated that he resides at 6931 S. W. 67th 
Street, Davie, Florida, with his wife, DURSELLA, and is 
employed by the State of Florida, Department of Agriculture 
as an "Inspector for Seasonal" and that his primary Job is 
checking horses for certain diseases. 

VINING stated that he Joined the Davie Klavern of the 
United Elans of America, Incorporated, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Elan in October or November, 1965. He stated that he was 
originally contacted by SOL BRANHAM, and this individual 
sponsored his application for membership in the United Elans 
of America.' He stated that SOL BRANHAM has now left the 
Davie, Florida, area. 

When he Joined this Davie Klavern, ROBERT KRAFT 
was the Exaltod Cyclops, however, KRAFT was "kicked out" 
of the Davie Klavern because of his poor conduct and the fact 
he carried a gun.. He stated that subsequently the Davie 
Klavern merged with the Southside Klavern of the United 
Rians Of America at Ft. Lauderdale, Florida. VINING stated 
he did not wish to discuss other members of the Klan, however.

VINING stated that he has not notified his 
employer of his membership in the IClan, and, in fact, he 
is not sure that he will remain in the Elan.

VINING concluded by saying that he desired to 
cooperate fully with the FBI and all lav enforcement 
agencies; however, his Elan oath forbid him from discussing 
other Elan members. 

A follow-up interview was conducted on tiarch 10, 
I960, at which time VINING related that he had not attended 
or participated in any Elan meetings or activities. He 
said he had decided to "wash my bands** of the Elan and will 
not get involved in any way with future Elan activities. 

In addition, he mentioned that he had not Indicated to any

On March 13, 1986, a Miami racial informant 
advised that on March 14, 1968, CARL V1NING told BAN 
ZB IN that the FBI had interviewed him and that he was 
quitting the Klan. VISING stated be felt he would lose 
his Job with the State if he did not quit the Klan. 

ZB IS became extremely nervous and upset While VINING 
told him of being interviewed by the FBI. 

On March 23, 1966, the same Informant advised 
that CARL VINING reportedly has quit his Job with the 
State of Florida and is returning to the Klan. VINING 
reportedly stated he had been Interviewed by the FBI 
and stated should ho be recontacted he will feed thorn 
any information tho Klan wants. 

On March 28, 1966, a former racial informant 
probationary of tho %ami Office, advised that VINING 
was quitting his Job with the Agriculture Department 
and gave his reason for quitting as being too difficult 
to communicate to and from work. 


Potential Counterintelligence Action 


It is believed VINING could be utilised as a 
"vehicle" in disseminating information that would greatly 
assist in further disrupting the Klan in South Florida. 

In this regard, it would be necessary for Miami to re¬ 
contact VINING, if possible, under conditions that would 
appear like an accidental contact. If VINING indicates a 
cooperative attitude, arrangements could be made for re¬ 
contacts. During contacts with VINING, contacting Agents 
would attempt to make VINING feel he is gaining the 
confidence of the Agents. If this point is reached, 

VINING could be asked questions planting a seed of doubt 
regarding certain Klansmon, such as. Have you any knowledge 
that "JOHN DOE” is a member of the communist party? 
Questions regarding Klan finances, implying that perhaps

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certain Klan officials are absconding with Klan finances, 
as well as questions regarding morals of certain Klan 
members could be ashed of V1NXNG. In the event VINING 
reports back to the Elan on his contacts with the FBI, 
consideration could be given to "planting" a fabricated 
informant report with VINING. Such a report would have 
to be prepared by the Laboratory in the handwriting of a 
bigb Klan official reporting on confidential Klan matters 
and possibly reporting derogatory information about other 
high klan officials. 

In the event the Bureau feels the above counter¬ 
intelligence action has potential. Bureau authority is 
requested for Miami Agents to recontact VINING to determine 
if he has had a change of attitude as might bo expected, 
based on his resigning from the Florida State Department 
of Agriculture. In the event the contact is authorised, 
the Bureau should also advise Miami if VINING should be 
offered any remuneration for Information he will allegedly 
furnish to the interviewing Agents.

For the information of the Bureau, on 4/1/66, a 
special meeting was held at Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., under the 
direction of and presided over by the Grand Dragon, UKA, State 
of Fla., to try ZBIH on charges that he was a CASTBO 
communist and/or an FBI informant.

To insure complete coverage of the meeting, a diagram 
was prepared by Chief HOLT setting up roadblocks at all possible 
exits from the area. A copy of this diagram will be forwarded 
to the Bureau. 

At Boadblook Points 1, 2 and 3 on this diagram, a 
uniformed Sergeant and three police officers were to be 
stationed with a 'marked police car (with red lights) blocking 
the street. At Roadblock Point #4, searchlights were to be 
erected which could be turned on when the meeting broke up 
lighting the entire area surrounding the building. 

Chief HOLT notified MILTON J. KELLY, Managing 
Editor, "Ft. Lauderdale News'* of the roadblocks and authorised 
KELLY to station one photographer and one reporter at each 
roadblock point.

II. Execution of Roadblocks 

Shortly after 9:00 PM, 4/13/66, Chief BOLT was 
notified that the meeting had Commenced and he immediately 
ordered the above plans be put into effect. 

Shortly after 16:30 PM Klansmen started to leave the 
building and the floodlights and police car lights were turned 
on.

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Fourteen oars, all of which belonged to Klansmen, 
were thoroughly examined for safe operation and citations 
issued for all violations. The drivers and all occupants of 
the cars were questioned by police as to their identities and 
purpose of assemblage. 

It was after midnight before all Klansmen had left 
the area and the roadblocks secured. 

Ill. Tangible Results 

It is too early at this point to ascertain the full 
Impact of above-described counter-intelligence measure.

KELLY advises he Intends to follow this up with 
personal interviews of certain Klan leaders identified through 
the roadblocks.

Set forth below is identifying information concerning 
JOSEPH ZBIN and his brother. Rev. RAPHAEL ZBIN, a Catholic 
priest in the Benedictine Order: 

Mr. JOSEPH ZBIN Is a sales ^representative for the 
Arthur J, Cramer Company, Cleveland, which is a firm engaged 
in real estate sales. He is a personal acquaintance of 
SA EDWARD P. GAZ0R of this office. 

During a conversation with Mr. ZBIN on September 6 , 
3^62, he mentioned to SA GAZUR that he has a brother residing 
at Fort Lauderdale, Flrida, whom he believes is connected 
in some manner with Cuban activities relating to the CASTRO 
Government. 


Mr. ZBIN identified his brother as DANIEL J. ZBIN 
who resides in Fort Lauderdale, Florida, and who operates a 
landscaping business in Fort Lauderdale, He stated that his 
brother is the "black sheep” of the family, and that when 
their mother died recently, DANIEL ZBIN inquired if the 
Government was investigating him in Cleveland. At the time 
Of. subjects visit to Cleveland, It was evident to source 
that his brother was in favor of the Government of FIDEL 
CASTRO in view of his favorable comments.

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In addition, source related that one of his brothers, 
a Catholic priest, who teaches at Benedictine Catholic High 
School, Cleveland, was recently approached by a representative 
of the United States Government concerning the activities of 
the subject in relation to Cuba. Source related that his 
brother, the priest, could not recall the agency which this 
individual represented. 

Source stated that he frequently received boxes of 
Cuban cigars which are sent to him by way of Mexico. He 
stated that these boxes of cigars do not contain any 
correspondence oand further that he maintains no correspondence 
with his brother, but assumes that his brother is responsible 
for sending him the cigars. He further related that during 
a recent visit with his brother, his brother advised that he 
frequently makes trips to Cuba although he declined to give 
the purpose of his visits. 

Source stated that subject was formerly married 
to a Cuban girl whom he subsequently divorced. He further 
noted that the subject is not a practicing Catholic, and 
that he scoffs at religion. Source did note that during 
World War II, the subject was an officer with the Ohio 37th 
Division, and that during action in the Pacific, he was 
captured and held a prisoner of war by the Japanese Government. 
During his incarceration, he was mistreated by the Japanese 
Armed Forces and as a result, when he returned to the 
United States following World War II, he has carried the feeling 
that the world owes him a living. 

Based on information furnished by the source, 
it was felt that the United States Government representative 

who contacted the ZBIN who is a Catholic priest m ay have _ 

been a CIA representative.

You are being forwarded under separate cover a 
supply Of three different postal cards to be mailed by your 
office anonymously to a selected number of known Klan 
members. The supply of cards furnished is approximately 
equal to the number of individuals you indicated are present 
klansmen in your territory for whom you had a residence or 
business address. 

The Bureau is not suggesting that these cards be 
sent to each of the klansmen whose addresses you have and 
it is being left to your discretion as to the extent of 
coverage you desire. In some areas where there are fewer 
klansmen, total coverage may be desirable. In other areas 
you may want to cover only a portion of the Klan members. 

The Bureau feels, however, that sufficient distribution 
should be made of the cards to insure that considerable 
Klan attention is drawn to them and that they will thus 
have the opportunity to serve the disruptive purpose for

As you will note upon receipt of the cards, they 
question the secrecy of the klansman's membership and also 
question the use by Klan leaders of Klan funds. The Bureau 
feels these are two points in which the Klan organizations 
are quite vulnerable. 

Obviously, it would serve no purpose to send a card 
of this nature to the top Klan leaders who are publicly identi¬ 
fied as such and who are themselves the ones who might be 
suspected of misusing Klan funds. Other Klan members have 
also been publicly identified and would have no fear of 
additional public disclosure. 

Every precaution must be taken to insure that the 
source of these cards remains anonymous and that any possible 
connection with the FBI is avoided. You should insure that 
there is no widespread discussion of these cards among clerical 
or Agent personnel and that only a limited number of individuals 
necessary for their preparation and distribution are aware of 
this program. The cards should be prepared by your office by 
addressing them by hand or on an older typewriter which does' 
not have the business style type. If prepared by typewriter, 
insure that no typewriter used for outside correspondence is 
used in preparing these addresses since the Klan may attempt 
to obtain specimens of Bureau correspondence for comparison 
purposes. Also, if addressed by hand, block printing or some 
other change in normal handwriting should be made to avoid any 
possibility of comparison with normal handwriting of Bureau 
employees. However, changes in handwriting should not be so 
extreme as to show an obvious effort to disguise. 

A four-cent stamp should be affixed and no return 
address should be shown. The cards should be dropped in 
outlying mailboxes, but none should be mailed from headquarters 
city or from a Resident Agency city. The mailing should be 
spread over the period of a month for each card and only a 
small number should be mailed at one time or at one place. 

Every effort must be made to avoid giving the Post Office 
officials the impression of a mass mailing. If an office 
feels it is desirable to do so, a portion of the cards may be 
prepared and sent to a neighboring office for sporadic mailing 
from an entirely different territory.

You must be certain that this mailing is limited 
to those individuals who have been positively identified as Klan 
members. One card should be selected for mailing during each 
of the next three months. When the mailing of each card is 
completed, you should advise the Bureau under the above caption 
of the total number of cards mailed that month. 

Informants are not to be advised regarding the mailing 
of these cards but you should be alert to any information 
volunteered by informants regarding the cards and advise of 
any positive results achieved.

The current X$)65 City 
Directory shows MARVIN R. FRAZIL presently residing 
at 407 Angler Place, N* E,, Atlanta, 

MARVIN R. FRASIER, 407 Angler Place, N. E,, 
Atlanta, Georgia, was interviewed by SA o. RICHARD 
HAMILTON and advised he bought his present home at 
the above address from CHARLES fUEDLEHOGYSR in 1955. 

In this connection it is noted that FRAZIER is a 
Negro and the entire neighborhood is presently Negro, 
FRAZIER advised RIDDLEHOQVLR was married and was 
residing in that home at that time. In conversations 
with RXDDLEHOOVER, he recalled that his mother was 
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killed in an automobile accident a few years before. He 
did not know anything concerning HHJDLEH00V221 ’ s father 
or step-fatherj however, he did volunteer that the 
neighborhood, at the time he bought the home, was made 
up principally of Jewish persons. He recalled that 
during conversations with RIDDLEHOOVER concerning 
the purchase of that home that RIBDLEHOQVER told 
FRAZIER that if he would prefer to buy through a 
realty .company that he could buy it through the 
Drayluck Realty Company on West Peachtree Street in 
Atlanta, Georgia. RIDDLHHOOVER told FRAZIER that 
the owner of the D^ayluek Realty company is his uncle 
and FRAZIER noted that the realty company is Jewish 
owned and operated. FRAZIER also volunteered information 
that he was the second Negro to move into that neighborhood 
which had been previously all white. 

It would appear that any further inquiries

ReATairtel captioned "Charles Baker Riddlehoover, 
aka, RM-Klan," dated 4/26/66. 

Reairtel reveals that Charles B. Riddlehoover, 

Grand Dragon, United Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, State of 
Florida, was the second individual.to sell his home to a 
Negro in a previously all white section of Atlanta, Georgia. 
At the time of the sale, Riddlehoover indicated that his 
uncle was the owner of the Drayluck Realty Company, Atlanta, 
Georgia, which company is allegedly owned and operated by 
individuals of Jewish origin. 

Prior investigation in this case established that 
Riddlehoover*s mother was Ruby Ivancovich (deceased) and 
that his stepfather was Sam P. Ivancovich. 

The obvious implication is that Riddlehoover 
has Jewish relatives and/or is,himself, of Jewish origin. 

You are requested to consider this element in 
your over-all counterintelligence activity directed against 
Riddlehoover and submit appropriate counterintelligence 
proposals based on this information. 

Include in your proposals a positive recommendation 
as to whether or not an interview with Riddlehoover, in order 
to establish his present informant potential, is indicated. 

It is quite possible that the information set out in reairtel 
may prove to be significant in such an interview.

As the Bureau is aware, CHARLES B. RIDDLEHOOVER 
is scheduled to stand trial for Illegal possession of fire¬ 
arms by a convicted felon at Miami, Fla., on June 20, 1966. 



RIDDLEHOOVER, if he is acquitted, at his forthcoming trial, 
has elaborate plans to expand his organization and embark 
on a recruitment drive for new members. 


This source is certain that RIDDLEHOOVER's 
plans, in this regard, include the commission of acts of 
violence such as the burning of automobiles and cross 
burnings. 


The Miami Office feels that if RIDDLEHOOVER is 
not convicted and sentenced to prison, Miami will be 
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obligated to devise ways to neutralize the Klan activities 

RIDDLEHOOVER's Jewish background holds out one 
possibility of effecting this neutralization. 


No counter intelligence measures will be recommended 
by the Miami Office until after disposition of RIDDLEHOOVER's 
trial is known. In the interim, Miami recommends that the 
Atlanta Office vigorously continue efforts to ascertain addi¬ 
tional information concerning RIDDLEHOOVER's ethnic background. 


It is believed this could be done without embarrass¬ 
ment to the Bureau and will serve the best interest of the 
Bureau. It is specifically recommended that Atlanta check 
birth and death records of RIDDLEHOOVER's mother and birth 
records of his step father. If either of them were born 
abroad, then Atlanta should set forth leads to check Immi¬ 
gration and Naturalization Service (INS) records. 


Atlanta could also ascertain from marriage records, 
if RIDDLEHOOVER's parents were married in a synagogue. 

If the Bureau concurs with Miami that this facet 
of RIDDLEHOOVER's background deserves further investigative 
attention, the Bureau is requested to direct Atlanta to cover 
these suggested leads. 

On the basis of information concerning RIDDLEHOOVER 
in possession of the Miami Office, Miami feels beholds little 
or no potential as a perspective informant.

On 5/25/66, STBUHL advised he had teen contacted 
by members of the UKA, Ft, Lauderdale, Fla., requesting a 
television appearance for Imperial Wizard EGBERT SHELTON 
on 6/4/66, He said he told the UKA members that SHELTON 
could appear on the "Florida Forum," a TV panel-type show, 
which is taped on Friday for showin g on , the following 
Sunday, He also told them that if SHELTON could not make 
the taping of the panel shew Friday, they could afford 
SHELTON a short interview Saturday (6/4/36) for release as 
part of their regular news program. 

In the event SHELTON is interviewed on the panel- 
type program, Miami submits the following questions for 
Bureau approval to be asked of SHELTON:

Lauderdale, where 
SHELTON was the principal speaker, drew close to 2,000 
persons, whereas the UKA rally in February, 1066, at 
Ft, Lauderdale, which was not attended by SHELTON, drew 
only a handful of spectators. 

It is suggested that an editorial by the 
"Ft. Lauderdale News" newspaper a few days before the 
rally, urging curiosity seekers to remain away from the 
rally site, may help offset SHELTON*s personal appearance. 

This editorial could point out that SHELTON is 
currently under a contempt citation by the 0, S. Congress 
for pleading the Fifth Amendm ent before the HCUA; that 
South Fla, needs neither the KKK, the Communist Party nor 
the Black Muslims to stir up racial hatred in an otherwise 
progressive and peaceful community. 

This editorial could contain a warning to the 
curiosity seekers that by atte ndin g tbe rally they are 
playing into the hands of the KKK and that, in fact, a 
klan rally is not a very interesting affair, being nothing 
more than a contest to see which speaker can shout 
"nigger" the loudest. 

The Bureau most likely has previous editorials 
of this nature Which could be of assistance as a model in 
the preparation of an editorial for the "Ft, Lauderdale 
News."

Sources I and 2 furnished Information in August, 
1964, revealing that certain members of the United Florida 
Ku Klux Klan (UFKKK), Jacksonville, Florida, split away 
from the UFKKK and affiliated with the United Kians of 
America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (UKA). According 
to these sources, this resulted in the establishment of the 
Realm of Florida (UKA). 

These sources advised that WELDON DONALD COTHRAN, 
Jacksonville, Florida, was appointed Grand Dragon of the 
Realm of Florida in August, 1964. These sources further 
advised in January, 1965, that COTHRAN was still Grand 
Dragon and maintained the State Headquarters in Jacksonville. 

Source 1 and Source 3, in August, 1965, advised 
that the Realm of Florida is subordinate to the national 
headquarters of the UKA, which is located in Tuscaloosa,' 
Alabama, and has the same aims and objectives as the national 
organization.

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U.S. 

Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute, 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, white 
supremacy and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961,‘ that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South, with units in several southern states. 

Second source advised that at a meeting at 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U.S, Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on August 4, 1965, that the 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in several 
southern states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON 
is the Imperial Wizard of this organization, and was last 
elected to this position on September 5, 1964, at a National 
Klonvocation in Birmingham, Alabama. Source said the activity 
of the UKA is increasing, and the national office remains 
in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama.

Discussion was mostly concerning the forthcoming rally. 
Pompano-Deerfield may act as Security Guards. DON ZBIN said 
he could get steel helmits and liners in Miami for $1.50 each.

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MC BROOM is to contact Florida Power & Light to 
see if they have a telephone pole which can be used as a 
cross. 

ZBIN will get the Coca-Cola trailer and he wants 
3 volunteers to run it. He will also get coffee machines. 

MC BROOM is to handle contacts with the press. 

It was noted to have a press conference for 
BOBBY SHELTON when he comes to Ft. Lauderdale and to hold 
the press conference in the Klan Building. On Saturday, 
5/28/66, members will clean up the hall so the place will 
look good. HARLEY hooked up the air conditioning. HEFLIN 
and JAMES will be painting it up. MC BROOM is to try and 
get five gallons of paint. 

Several members brought pink cards they had received 
anonymously in the mail with a statement to the effect, "Don # t 
hide behind your sheet, we know who you are." HAROLD CARLSTEDT 
was real upset about the card. DON KNIGHT suggested the 
Post Office Department be advised. It was believed the cards 
were sent by a Klansman, a former Klansman or someone who 
had access to the police files. 

OLEN ABERNATHY, Klokan, said he would investigate 
the matter.

For the information of the Bureau, informants have 
reported to the Mobile Office the results of a meeting of 
I&wrence Lodge 610, United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of 
the Ku Klux K.lan (UKA), Montgomery, Alabama, the night of 
5/24/66. The main portion of the meeting was taken up with 
the discussion of recently received letters from The National 
Committee for Domestic Tranquility, which were postmarked at 
Mobile, A3abama» It appeared that a majority of the members 
had received these letters. This caused considerable concern 
among the group, as to how the information got out pertaining 
to membership of the klavern. Several theories were expounded 
upon, one of them being that it was the work of a Negro civil 
rights group that was out to break up and destroy the klan by 
implanting the seeds of suspicion and doubt in each member's 
mind as to how this information leaked out, and thereby causing 
the organization to crumble from within. The other theory was 
that the FBI, through a compiled list of names and addresses, 
sent these to members cf the organization to achieve the same 
results.

Furthermore, in the preparation of the 
photographically produced plate which was used in the * 
printing of specimens Q1 and Q2, there appears to be a 
small insect between the letters "h" and "i" in the word 
"behind" contained in the text of the message. This insect 
was probably on the card which was copied and, therefore, 
became a part of the plate which was finally produced.

The Bureau was previously advised that Florida 
klansmen were considering reproducing these postal cards 
and some nonklansmen in the Hattiesburg, Mississippi, £rea 
already received duplicates of one of these postal card.-. 
Most of the offices involved in this Project have sent 
as the first card the one with the comment "Klansman - 
trying to hide your identity behind your sheet? etc.," 
and this is the card that various klansmen are considering 
reproducing. 

In the immediate future, offices involved in 
the Project should mail the card with the legend "Which 
Klan.leaders are spending your money tonight?" It is not 
believed that Klan leaders will be nearly so desirous of 
spreading this comment any further than the original 
mailings since even if it were mailed to numerous non-Klan 
members, it would still have a disruptive effect. 

The fact that some klansmen are considering 
reproducing the first postal card may offer an opportunity 
for further counterintelligence action since the informant

Referenced Jacksonville airtel to the Bureau, 
in referring to a possible title for the proposed sham 
publication. Should have been explicit with regard to 
proposed name “Florida Segre C,ator ,: as the word should not 
have been hyphenated as in referenced airtel. This 
proposed title was intended to capitalise on a common 
usage of the term ! Gator‘ r in reference to Florida and 
f lbridiaws. Jacksonville is of the opirfon that such a 
title would not be necessary to make the publication 
effective but was proposed for reasons of identification 
of the publication only. 

Recognizing that the National Committee!for 
'Domestic Tranquility (MCBT) is the Bureau approved vehicle 
for attacking klan policies, Jacksonville’s original 
thoughts on the proponed publication were that it would 
be used to embarrass individual klansnen among fellow 
klansman and capitalize on friction and ill feelings 
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which exist between them. This would differ 
from the purpose of the NDCT which attack klan 
policies from a patriotic, common sense and low 
key position. 

The proposed Jacksonville publication 
would be more crude in its drafting and publishing 
ar.d if prepared at Jacksonville, would be typed on 
multilith with use of a typewriter not used in 
preparing outgoing communications, and published 
on unwatermarked paper and mailed in envelopes 
obtained through regular retail outlets. Each 
publication would contain items concerning relatively 
few klansmeh and would be the type information 
generally available to anyone who followed klan 
activities through associates at rallies and having 
a limited acquaintances among klansmen. Although 
informant information may be used in the publication 
it would be so general in nature so as not to pinpoint. 

The following is set forth as an example and 
Jacksonville is requesting permission to prepare 
this publication as set forth above, and mail it to 
persons identified in the publication and to a limited 
number of officers and members of the klan groups 
referred to who are generally known to be officers 
or members through their expressions in public 
identifying themselves with those organisations: 


TO ALL FLORIDA KLANSMEN: ' 


Having been a member of the klan years 
ago when the klan was "THE KLAN.^ I thought 
sometime back, that maybe it would be getting 
started again and so I started attending 
rallies and talking to a few old friends 
thinking maybe T could be of some help. However,

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I have been very disappointed in what 
I have seen and heard and would like 
to advise you of some things. I have 
come in contact with and to let you 
know v?hat I think of it. 

Over the weekend of June 4, I had 
the opportunity to go to Green Cove 
Springs.; Florida, and attend a rally 
of the Florida Kian held south cf that 
city. The only thing good about the 
rally is that SADIE STOUDENMIRE did not 
speak. There were so few people there, 
other than the regulars, that some one 
mentioned that they were probably all 
HERMAN CLARK*s relatives. If I were 
HERKAN, I think I would have Rev. BYRD 
make a record of this speech and just 
play it at the next rally rather than 
pay him to come all that way from 
Lakeland. 

In spite of the poor showing and 
the poor organization at the Green 
Cove Springs rally, that Jacksonville 
bunch doesn’t have a whole lot to 
crow about. That rally they put on 
April 16 was probably the worst ever. 
Thank goodness, SADIE hadn't brought 
her notes or boredom would have added 
to the confusion. GENE WILSON did 
a pretty good job for not"being 
prepared, but WARREN FOLKS could have 
bean a lot better. 

The old folks in #2 in Jacksonville, 
someone said, were holding their meetings 
behind SADIE r s petticoats. If they 
aren’t holding them there, I don 1 1 
know where they are holding them

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and they are really doing their 
part in keeping the empire invisible. 
The way SADIE talks you begin to 
wonder whether maybe the Grand 
Dragon doesn't live in Jacksonville 
rather than in Satsuraa. Someone 
else said that she may be the 
dragon but she sure isn’t grand. 

Maybe now that GENE FOREMAN 
got fired from his job at the hospital 
the Militant Knights can put on a 
rally. Someone told me that he was 
doing a good job at the hospital 
•emptying those bedpans. They said 
that the Niggers were real happy 
to think that the Grand Dragon would 
empty theirs- 

GENE is rea3Ly upset about all 
the Niggers in Jacksonville that are 
shacking up and having kids and living 
on welfare. At least he and BARBARA 
haven't any kids and they aren't 
living on welfare. 

Little DONALD BALLENTINE and 
ROBERT CORNWALL are probably the 
brains behind the Militant Knights 
because FOREMAN just doesn't have 
any from what BALLENTINE says. 
BALLENTINE must have enough lumber 
and burlap in his garage to buiU 
crosses for all klan rallies in the 
State of Florida held between now 
and New Yepr, 1970. 

From what I seen and heard, 
things are really a mess in Florida 
and I think it vjould probably be 
a good idea to get rid of all the 
kit and caboodle and start all over 
again.

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The above approach Is being used to 
make it appear that the writer is a former klansman 
acquainted with a number of those who are presently 
active. From time to time Jacksonville informants 
will pick up information concerning cockersations 
between active klansmen who discuss former members 
as possibly giving information to the FBI and other 
agencies on their activities. 

Reference ic made to the rally at Green 
Cove Springs on 6/4/66 and in Jacksonville on 4/16/66 
as they were public gatherings and were considered 
to be complete failures with regard to organisation 
and aftendanae. HERMAN CLARK had seen Rev. BYRD 
at the Plant City rally in the fampa Division during 
the month of May and Rev. BYRD had indicated to him 
that he was not going to return to the North Jacksonville 
area to speak at klan rallies because he had never 
been paid for his expenses for there on 

those occasions when he did speak. CLARK guaranteed 
Rev. BYRD that he would pay his expenses should he 
come to the rally at Green Cove Springs and speak 
on 6/4/G6. This situation is used in making reference 
to the possibility of recording Rev. BYRD's speech 
and then playing it at subsequent rallies. It was 
generally known in Jacksonville that CLARK was quite 
concerns# about how the rally would turn out in 
Green Cove Springs, thinking that if it was a failure 
that it would be very harmful to the klan image there. 

The present family is quite large and they all reside 
in a small area of Green Cove Springs and therefore 
the reference to his relatives being the only ones 
present other than the regulars. 

SADIE STOUDENMIRE has been speaking quite 
regularly at-all rallies of the United Florida 
Klu Klux Klan (UFKKK) and her speeches have been 
very uniform in giving the history of the klan. 

Informants have indicated that the people who regularly 
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attend are very bored with her speech and often 
criticize her when she is not present. GENE WILSON, 
former Exalted Cyclops of Robert E. Lee Klavern 
#513 of the UFKKK in Jacksonville, was present 
at the rally on 4/16/66 but had not been scheduled 
to speak, but was called on to do so when no other 
speakers were present. His speech was strictly 
political in that time he was running for the 
Florida House of Representatives. The speech was 
quite short and more or less an appeal for votes. 


WARREN FOLKS., a well -known racial 
agitator in Jacksonville, was also a candidate for 
the Florida House of Representatives. His campaign 
was originally with the supporitof the National 
States Rights Party (NSRP), but this support was 
withdrawn late in the campaign and created ill 
feelings; between FOREMAN and WILSON. The expression 
made in the above that FOREMAN could have done hotter 
than WILSON is intended to capitalize on this 
friction. 

Reference is made to !> old folks in . #2'' 
in reference to Jacksonville Klavern $502 which 
is known generally throughout the klan in Jacksonville 
as. being a haven for older klansmen. This group 
has been quite concerned about their activities 
being generally known and has made it a practice 
in the past several months to meet in members ? homes 
rather than at the regular meeting spots. The 
meeting place will change weekly, usually. SADIE 
STOUDENMIRE is active in this group and informants 
indicate that she is quite outspoken and very direct 
and not very well thought of by her fel3.ow klans 
people. She has become, very influential with the 
Grand Dragon JASON KERSEY from Sateuma and when they 
are together at a klan gathering he will indicate 
to people making any inquiry about the klan that 
they should talk to SADIE. There had been some 
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discussion among a few klansmen that they would 
use an anonymous mailing campaign to try and 
remove SADIE from her position of influence. 

Reference is made to GENE FOREMAN * 
Grand Dragon of the Militant Knights of the Klu 
Klux Klan (MK1C1GO who for a period of a few weeks 
worked as an orderly at Riverside Hospital in 
Jacksonville. He was fired from this position 
approximately two weeks ago and the reference to 
the emptying of the bedpans is made to embarrass 
him. He is living with BARBARA CLAYTON at 4335 
Marquette Street ? Jacksonville. They are not 
married. 


DONALD BALLENTIME i3 currently associated 
with the MKKKK; although not a member, and on 
occasion he has indicated a dislike and distrust 
of FOREMAN * | .

At a meeting of the Ufcited Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan (UKKKE) on 5/18/66, part of the business meeting 
related to planning how the Klan could fight back at the 
anonymous person or organization which is sending out antl- 
Klan literature (Postal Card PI). It was decided that 
one of the Klan members would go to Jacksonville, Fla., and 
pick up 500 exact replicas of these cards to be made by 
Klansmen in Jacksonville. Plans were discussed and it was 
decided to mail the replicas of the original card to 
prominent citizens and political leaders throughout Florida. 
The Klan hope this would spark an FBI or police investigation 
into who is mail ing these cards. It was first believed by 
most of the UKKKK that possibly members of the United Elans 
of America (UKA) were responsible for the anonymous mailing.

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However, when it was later learned that the anonymous 
mailing was taking place throughout the country, this 
idea was disregarded. 


At a meeting of the UKKKK on 6/15/66, the members 
again discussed the anonymous mailing. It was felt that 
some large organization in the civil rights movement is 
responsible for the mailing. The Klansman who was to pick 
up the 500 replicas of the original postal card in Jacksonville 
had not made t he t rip. A long distance telephone call was 
made to AL MASSEY in Jacksonville, who had promised the 
Miami group to reproduce the card. It was ascertained 
, through MASSEY that the cards have been made and are on 
\their way to Miami. 


Members of the UKA in Broward County, Fla., had 
also discussed the anonymous mailing of the pink postal 
card #1. It was generally concluded these cards were being 
mailed by the Anti-Defamation League. This conclusion was 
reached after it was learned during a Klan rally in 
Broward County on 6/4/66, that the anonymous mailing was 
taking place throughout the country. 


The mailing of the second postal card, "Which 
Klan Leaders are Spending Your Money Tonight?" is currently 
being handled by the Miami Division. 

Jacksonville should continue, through the normal 
course of contacts with informants, to attempt to ascertain 
the individuals assisting AL MASSEY in duplicating postal 
card #1.

The NCDT Newsletter, furnished by referenced 
communications, were anonymously mailed and a permanent 
record of the mailing list retained by the Miami Division. 
There have been no tangible results noted to date, 
however, the first letter was limited to less than 20 
individuals, while the second letter was only recently 
mailed. 

The contents of the NCDT Newsletter is excellent 
and should appeal to many Klansmen. However, Miami is 
of the opinion the Newsletter lacks a true ’'ring" of 
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sincerity since the author of the letter did not see fit 
to indicate how he could be contacted nor was there a 
request for funds or membership. It has been the experience 
of the Miami Office that most Newsletters and propaganda 
literature from Klan or hate-type organizations generally 
make some type of request for funds or membership in the 
organization. In addition, Miami feels that a number of v ‘ 
Klansmen would like to respond favorably to the Newsletter 
but would hesitate to say so to his ”Klan brother.” In 
addition to the favorable response, there would also be 
those who would criticize NCDT. Therefore, if the Klan 
could respond to the Newsletter, it would provide additional 
information for counterintelligence action by providing 
handwriting samples and identify those who generally feel 
favorable towards NCDT. 

The suggestion by the Dallas Office to utilize 
a Post Office box for the purpose of authenticity merits 
the Bureau*s attention.

The Miami Office submits the following suggestions 
for the Bureau’s consideration and approval for disruption of 
the Vero Beach, Fla. Klavern of the UKA. 

The Tri-City Sportsmen’s Club, #14, UKA, Vero 
Beach, Fla., now meets in a space in a building at 1318 - 19th 
St., Vero Beach. It is one of several spaces in a run-down 
frame building owned by one HAROLD S. RICHARDS. Miami indices 
are negative on RICHARDS. Immediately adjacent to the space 
utilized by tbe Klan,is tbe ’’Thrift Shop", an outlet for the 
sale of used clothing sponsored by the local Humane Society. 

The Klan space was rented by D. C. JOHNSON, a NSRP promoter, 
for use by the NSRP during the recent primary election 
campaign. JOHNSON, tough not a Klansman, consented to the Klan 
using the space. The Vero Beach Klavern meets at this location 
on each Wednesday evening, at 8:00 PM. 

The Miami Office can confidentially advise ROLLXN 
ROGERS, City Editor, "Ft. Pierce News Tribune", of the - 
existence of the Klan, the meeting place, the Identity of 
various officers and members, and criminal records of 
members. The "Ft. Pierce News Tribune" is a daily newspaper 
having a Vero Beach edition. Mr. ROGERS has been most

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cooperative in other matters, and recently wrote a very 
complime&ary public interest type article re the Ft. Pierce 
BA. Mr. CHARLES 8 . MILEY, Editor, "Ft. Pierce News Tribune", 
is an SAC contact of the Miami Division. 

It should be noted the majority of the Klansmen in 
the Vero Beach Klavern are employees of the Piper Aircraft 
Co., Inc., Vero Beach. This factor could be included in the 
article. Following recent FBI interviews, several Klansmen 
went to the Personnel Office of Piper to d&ermine if their jbs 
were in any jeopardy due to Klan affiliation. As a result, 
Piper is well aware that there are Klansmen who are Piper 
employees. The Piper Personnel Office is completely in 
disagreement with any Klan activities, and has been most 
cooperative in furnishing personnel files for review. They 
have not, however, felt the need to place pressure on employees 
to drop out of the Klan. This is possibly due to a recent 
unsuccessful attempt to unionize the Vero Beach Piper plant. 
Dismissal of employees due to being Klansmen would possibly 
create grounds for new union activity, which is not desired 
by Piper. Public expose that most of the local Klansmen are 
Piper employees would possibly cause pressure of public 
sentiment for Piper to take action. 

The newspaper could publish a picture of the Klan 
meeting place, and possibly obtain photos of GERALD "JERRY" 
LOVE, Exalted Cyclops, and otherofficers or members. LOVE 
is employed as parts manager of the Cbez-Boye Volkswagen 
Agency, Vero Beach. Publicity that a Chez-Boye employee is 
a Klansman would also undoubtedly bring pressure on LOVE 
by employer. Mr. FREDERIC BOYE, II, is reportedly not in 
sympathy with Klan type movements. The newspaper could contact 
LOVE or other Klansmen for an attempt at an interview. 

Informants indicate FBI interviews of Vero Beach 
Klansmen have had a definite disrupting effect, and they are 
all suspicious of each other. Three members have dropped out, 
and a prospective member has decided against joining. The 
newspaper publicity would undoubtedly result in further 
loss of members.

In 1961, DEES* 
wife signed a warrant against DEES for "Neg&dct of Minor 
Children", which was later nol-prossed. In 1963, his wife 
signed a "Peace Warrant" against DEES, in which she charged 
he threatened her life and to do her bodily harm. Disposition, 
on 3/23/64, was reflected as "released at heating". 

2) HARRISON C. JONES, who has reportedly dropped 
out since the FBI interviews, registered with the Vero Beach 
PD in 1957, under the State Felon Registration Act, reflecting 
a conviction in Wauchula, Fla., for "Fondling". 

3) TIMOTHY R. CLARKE, Nighthawk, was convicted 

for TCP in OklAhoma City in 1959, and was charged with "DWI and 
hold for investigation of child molesting" in Eau Gallie, 

Fla., on 9/27/63. A lead has been set out for determining 
disposition of same. 

4) ROBERT ALLAN JOHNSON has been convicted on 
"Drunk" charges (1956). 

Allegedly, one of the purposes of the kkk is to 
castigate men of the community whb are involved in the above 
type offenses and do not properly care for their families. 

Such an expose would be most embarrassing to the Klan.

Lauderdale inhere a Elan 
meeting was taking place. J. LESTER HOLT (NA), Chief of 
Police, Ft. Lauderdale, notified 2SIL7GB J. KELLY, Managing 
Editor of the "Fort Lauderdale Hews", of the roadblock and 
authorized KELLY to station one reported and one photographer 
at each roadblock point (3). Shortly after 10:00 p.m. on 
4/18/66 Klansmen started to leave the building and flood¬ 
lights along with police car lights were turned on. 14 

cars which belonged to Klansmen were thoroughly examined 
for safe operation^and citations issued for all violations. 
The drivers and all occupants of the cars were questioned 
by the police as to the identities and purpose of assemblage. 

As a result the "Fort Lauderdale Hews" published 
stories Which completely dominated the headlines of the 
first page on 4/19/66. 23 excellent photographs of Klansmen 

and their vehicles were obtained as a result of this counter¬ 
intelligence measure. Some Klansmen indicated that they 
would never return to the Klan Building for fear of further 
police checks. 

Interview cards prepared by the local authorities 
reflecting complete physical descriptions and background 
information on Klansmen have been made available to the 
Miami Office.

HARLEY*s Klavern, which had 
been meeting Jointly with Klavern #6, announced it would no 
longer meetwith the other Klavern and would no longer 
meet at the Klan Building in Ft. Lauderdale. 

DAN ZBIN, a member<of Klavern #4, then switched 
to Klavern #6, stating he could no longer work with HABLEY. 

On 6/16/66, Miami mailed the ZBIN cartoons from 
Hollywood, Florida, in plain envelopes bearing crude pencil 
lettering. The addressees were selected mostly from 
members of Klavern #6. They were not mailed to HABLEY or 
his close associates. 

On 6/20/66 S~ F0IA(b) m - idi (reported the roccipt 
of these cartoons by Klan members and the consternation 
they had caused. He stated that ZBIN had been desperately 
attempting to contact Imperial Wizard SHELTON and Grand 
Dragon BOYD HAMBY regarding the cartoons. On 6/21/66.

(c) NCDT Newsletter. The first 2 NCDT News¬ 
letters prepared by the Bureau have been anonymously mailed 
to pertinent UKA leaders and members in South Florida. 

As a result of the mailing of these letters, the 
Miami Office has determined through racial informants that 
these letters probably originate through the Anti-defamation 
League (ADL). Many of the Klan leaders are concerned as to 
how the identities of the Klansmen and their addresses hare been 
obtained by unauthorized people. Some leaders feel that 
perhaps an ex-KXansman has been securing this information. 
Some of the Klan leaders are recommending that no one Join 
this organization because it is a radical outfit and no good. 

(d) Postal Card #1, Klansmen Trying to Bide 
Your Identity Behind Your Sheet?, Etc. At a meeting of the 
UKKKK on 5/18/66, part of the business meeting related to 
planning how the Klan could fight back at the anonymous 
person or organization which is sending out antl-Klan litera¬ 
ture (Postal Card #1). It was decided that one of the Klan 
members would go to Jacksonville, Florida, and pick up 500 
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exact replicas of these cards to be made by Klansmen in 
Jacksonville. Plans were discussed and it was decided 
to mail the replicas of the original card to prominent 
citizens and political leaders throughout Florida. The 
Elan hope this would spark an FBI or police investigation 
into who is mailing these cards. It was first believed 
by most of the UKKKK that possibly members of the United Elans 
of America (UKA) were responsible for the anonymous mailing. 
However, when it was later learned that the anonymous 
mailing was taking place throughout the country, this 
idea was disregarded. 

At a meeting of the UKKKK on 6/15/86, the members 
again discussed the anonymous mailing. It was felt that 
some large organization in the civil rights movement is 
responsible for the mailing. The Klansman who was to pick 
up the 500 replicas of the original postal card in Jacksonville 
had not made the trip. A long distance telephone call was 
made to AL MASSEY in Jacksonville, who had promised the 
Miami group to reproduce the card. It was ascertained 
through MASSEY that the cards have been made and are on 
their way to Miami. 

Members of the UKA in Broward County, Florida, had 
also discussed the anonymous mailing of the pink postal 
card #1. It was generally concluded these cards were being 
mailed by the Anti-Defamation League. This conclusion was 
reached after it was learned during a Elan rally in 
Broward County on 6/4/66, that the anonymous mailing was 
taking place throughout the country. 

Ata meeting of the UK A on 5/30/66 Klansman DICK 
HABLEY told Klansman OWEN ABERNATHY in strict confidence 
that he, HABLEY, had collected all the pink postal cards 
from Klansmen. HARLEY explained that he was an intelligence 
officer during the war and that he took the cards and 
examined them under a microscope. He determined that the 
typewriter used Is similar or the same as other samples in 
his possession {supposedly the typewriter of DAN ZBIN) and 
the sketches on the postal cards of a Klansman is similar 
to sketches drawn by members of the Indies Auxiliary. 

This speculation was later disregarded by the Klan when 
it was learned that the same postal card had been received 
by Klansmen throughout the country.

the San Antonio, El Paso, Phoenix and Los Angeles Offices, 
these postal cards were mailed on a staggered basis between 
6/21/66 and 6/24/66 in small towns along a route starting 
in the area of Del Rio, Texas, and proceeding through the 
El Paso area, the Phoenix area and the area of Riverside, 
California. This plan was followed to leave the appearance 
these cards were being mailed by some individual traveling 
westward along this route. 

foia( b) (7 ) - (d has reported several Houston Klan members 
have recently discussed receipt of this second postal card 
and there has been open speculation that these cards were 
being mailed by representatives of the Anti-Defamation League, 
with the cooperation of the Department of Justice. The FBI 
has not been specifically mentioned in connection with this 
second mailing. Informants report there has been no additional 
discussion of any plan in the Houston area for such postal 
cards to be reproduced and mailed to miscellaneous individuals. 

PROPOSED COUNTERINTELLIGENCE OPERATION BY HOUSTON OFFICE: 

The Bureau was advised by airtel and LHM on 6/15/66 
of a cross burning incident occurdng at Cleveland, Texas, 
in the early morning hours of 6/15/66, participated in by 9 
members of the UKA known as Harris County Unit No. 1.

In accordance with instructions set out in Bureau 
airtel to Houston dated 6/22/66, all of the above communica- t 
tions being in the UKA file (Bureau file 157^370), the Bureau 
instructed that all klansmen involved in these cross burnings 
be interviewed in order to neutralize such activities in the 
future if possible. 

The Houston Office has completed interviewing 
all of the individuals involved except two and they will be 
interviewed when they can be located within the next two 
days. These interviews were mixed with interviews of 
approximately 10 other individuals designed to divert suspicion 
from our informant. 

-2 - 
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The Houston Office recovered a portion of the 
burned cross left by Klan members at Cleveland, Texas, along 
with a broken portion of a bottle apparently used as a 
"Molotov cocktail" to actually ignite the cross. 

For the information of the Bureau, klansman R. D. 
DIETERT, at whose residence the Houston Klavern has been 
meeting every Tuesday night, recently suggested that this 
klavern adopt as a cover name the name "Harris County Coon 
Hunter’s Club". This name was registered by DIETERT at the 
Assumed Name Record Section, Harris County Tax Collector's 
Office, Houston, Texas, where it has been reviewed by a 
Bureau Agent, and where it can readily be reviewed by anyone 
browsing through such records. Commercial firms regularly 
review these records in order to supplement their mailing 
lists for advertising purposes. 

The Houston Office proposes the following action 
in order to further disrupt and confuse the Houston UKA 
Klavern, and to further discourage them from engaging in 
activities bordering on intimidation. 

It is proposed that the charred remains of the 
wooden cross, together with the broken portion of the bottle 
referred to above, be placed in a securely wrapped package 
and address to the Harris County Coon Hunter's Club at the 
address of R. D. DlfeTERT, which address was used when he 
registered the above name. It is proposed arrangements be 
made through a local package delivery service, without 
revealing in any way the Bureau's connection with this matter, 
for this package to be delivered to DIETERT c s residence at 
9 p.m., on a Tuesday night, either 7/12/66 or 7/19/66, if 
possible. A,pretext could be used by a Bureau Agent that he 
was a member of this club and the delivery is desired to 
coincide with a special meeting of the club at which prizes 
are to be awarded to club members. 
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It Is anticipated that this package would then be 
delivered during one of these klavern meetings and would be 
opened and readily identified by klansmen present. It is 
believed this would have a favorable psychological reaction 
which would tend to unnerve some of the weaker hearted members 
and perhaps convice other members that such activities could 
not be engaged in without their being identified and possibly 
prosecuted in the future. 

The Bureau's early consideration to the above pro¬ 
posal would be appreciated, inasmuch as the Harris County 
Unit No. 1 of the UKA is presently considering the rental of 
a building for future klan meetings,, in order to avoid 
holding meetings in the residences of members.

Reurairtel 6/21/66 recommending counterintelligence 
action calculated to expose and disrupt the Vero Beach, 
Florida, Klavern of the United Klans of America. Your' 
request to accomplish this technique through a cooperative 
news media source has been handled by separate communication. 

Reairtel set forth that Gerald "Jerry” Love, 

Exalted Cyclops of the Vero Beach Klaveriv is employed as 
a parts manager of the Chez-Boye Volkswagen Agency at 
Vero Beach. It is suggested you consider preparing an 
anonymous letter allegedly from a disgruntled owner of a 
Volkswagen purchased at Love's place of employment. This 
letter could be directed to Love's employer as well as to 
the regional Volkswagen distributor suggesting the writer, 
and a number of personal friends purchase Volkswagens from 
the Chez-Boye Agency and are sick and tired of having their 
cars referred to as "Love's hate wagons." The letter would 
reveal Love is a bigoted Klan leader and indicate ULs 
continued employment at the Volkswagen Agency may result in 
embarrassment and loss of business. 

An anonymous letter along these lines may very 
well result in pressures being placed upon Love which would 
tend to mitigate against his Klan leadership and activities. 

Submit for prior Bureau approval a draft of any 
proposed anonymous letter you believe pertinent.

A meeting of the Miami and Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida, units of the UKKKK was held at the home of 
C51ARLES B« RIDDLEHOOVER, Fort Lauderdale, on June 30, 1966. 
Those in attendance were RAY and ADRIAN KINSER, JOE SIDDONS, 
PETE ROMER, HOBART ANDREWS from Miami and CHARLES B. 
RIDDLEHOOVER, RAY (LNU) and LEON FLYNN from Fort Lauderdale. 
Also attending was a (FNU) CASSIDY (ph) from Jacksonville, 
Florida. , • - - 

RIDDLEHOOVER had just been released from the 
Cade County Jail on bond. He was telling of his experiences 
while in jail. RIDDLEHOOVER said he was treated fairly 
by the jail authorities but was harassed by his fellow 
prisoners. RIDDLEHOOVER told the group that a Negro who 
knew karate kept trying to pick fights with him. 

(FNU) CASSIDY is a member of the Klan in North 
Florida and is down in South Florida for the Fourth of 
July weekend. They discussed with CASSIDY how the Klan 
mailing list fell into unfriendly hands. The fact that 
pink post cards had been received by these men indicates 
that, someone was an informer. JACK GRANTHAM and BOB WHITE 
were discussed as possible informers. 

The meeting was terminated early because the 
RIDDLEHOOVERs had not yet eaten dinner. No acts of violence 
or cross burnings were mentioned.

A meeting of the Miami and Fort Lauderdale, Florida, 
units of the UKKKK was held at the home of CHARLES B. 
RIDDLEHOOVER,. Fort Lauderdale, on June 24, 1966. CHARLES B. 
RIDDLEHOOVER was not present as he was incarcerated in the 
Dade County Jail. Those attending the meeting from '/'■ 

Miami Were PETE ROMER, HOBART ANDREWS, RAY and ADRIAN 
KINSER, and JOE SIDDONS. LEON FLYNN and RAY (LNU) attended 
the meeting from Fort Lauderdale. 

Bond for CHARLES B. RIDDLEHOOVER was discussed. 

It was brought up that no one wanted to post bond for 
RIDDLEHOOVER because of his association with the Ku Klux 
Klan and the unfavorable publicity that would follow. 

Also discussed were post cards, pink in color, 
and anti-Klan in content, which had been received by many 
Klansmen up and down the Florida coast. It was agreed 
that someone must be in possession of the mailing list. 

There was nothing mentioned about any cross 
burning. The meeting ended early as Mrs. RIDDLEHOOVER 
was upset at her husband having been committed to jail.

July 4, 1966 
Fort Lauderdale 

The regular weekly meeting of the U.K.A. was held at Seaway* 
Engineering Inc. July 4, 1966 at 8:00 P.M. which consisted 
of 12 regular members: The Exalted Cyclops (McBroom) 

Klokard (Don Knight) Kludd (Mr. Carlstedt) Kligrapp 
Joe Burd, Klabe© (Abernathy) the newly elected Kladd 
(Fred Keuhner) the Vice Grand Dragon of the U.K.A. of the 
State of Florida (Dan Zbim), and Jess Taylor. Three new 
members were brought in and initiated by Don Knight and 
welcomed by the members. Their names are as followss Dwayne 
Wilkie, John D. Pearson, and Wayne Boyle. (Correct spelling 
of the last unknown). 

During the regular meeting Mr. Carlstedt announced that the 
Broward Civic league in the N.W. section of Fort Lauderdale 
was reorganizing and usds a motion that the Klansmen of this 
area should infiltrate and try to get control of same. The 
motion was seconded by an unidentified Klansmen. Mr. Zbin 
brought to the attention of the group an article in the 
local newspaper concerning Sen. Smather who noted that 
C.O.R.E. is revising their charter to change from non-violent 
to violent. After much discussion primarily by Mr. Carlstedt, 
who brought another motion to the floor to recommend Klansmen 
and their friends to writ© to their congressman -and senators 
letters bringing about the revoking of their (C.O.R.E.) charter 
If stronger means such as a petition would be more effective 
he would make an ammendment to that effect. 

Before the motion was seconded Mr. Zbin took the floor and 
recommended we do nothing, and in his words, Quote '’Let them 
change to violent means because this is the best thing that 
could happen to help the people wake up andrealize the 
necessity and existence of the U.K.A." Ena Quote. Mr__ 
Abernathy then agreed with Mr. Zbin leaving the motion up in 
the air. The Exalted Cyclops (Me Broom) went on to new 
business announcing a snake lecture and display which will 
be held July 25, at Seaway Engineering Inc. Tickets were 
then given out to anyone who wished to donate a dollar each. 

Mr. Zbin then took the floor andaamounced he was preparing to 
solicit anyone owning a horse or horses and let as many 
Klansmen as will participate to ride in a parage next July 4, 
across town. Mr. Zbin then asked for all Klansmen to subscribe 
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to an anti-communist newspaper by the name of "Common 
Sense". He also had a limited quantity of a magazine 
name of "Protocals Of The Learned Elders of Zion" Priced 
at $.50 ea. urging all to read, and distribute to Triends. 
Mr. Zbin also announced that he visited the School board to 
pick up literature containing proposals and demands from 
the N 0 AoA.Col > „ to the board, which he didn't receive, 
but later was delivered to his address in person by a person 
from the school board. After trying to read same, he 
decide to send it to the State Headquarters of the U.K.A. 
for fiTing. The meeting was then adjourned by Exalted. 7 
Cyclops (McBroom) at approximately 11:00 P.M., at which time 
McBroom, Abernathy, Taylor, Keukner, Zbin, and an uniden¬ 
tified member all met at the Dobbs house Restaurant on S. 
Andrews Ave. /

Dan Zbin, in private conversation stated that he 
wasn't worried about Negroes but that his real concern 
is with Jews. He fears that the Jews will take over the 
country in a short while. Zbin said the FBI is now run by 
a Jew, Katzenback, and the FBI hires a lot of "niggers and 
Jews."

Zbin visited "Rip" Riddlehoover and gave him 
a $10.00 donation of his personal money for Rip's legal 
troubles. Zbin said he gave the money as a "white man" 
and not necessarily as a Klansman.

_ ZBIN asked the informant,| 

j 1 to make 10,000 Nazi swasxiKas, screen processed 

in 3 colors on 4 inch by 4 inch paper, which ZBIN can place 
in plain white envelopes. ZBIN wants to anonymously mail 
these swastikas to every Jew and B'nal Brlth member in the 
State of Fla. 


ZBIN explained to informant, "When a Jew 

sees one of the swastikas he feels like you do when you see 
a buzz saw coming at you." 

ZBIN claims he can mall these swastikas to 48 
Post Office boxes across Fla., from which they will be 
mailed locally. ZBIN said he himself will mail the 
envelopes to Dade and Broward County Jews from the Miami 
Beach Post Office.

ZBIN Insisted on secrecy and that the plans 
not be divulged to other klansmen. He emphasized that the 
public can never learn that this is a klan inspired project. 

He instructed source to buy a pair of white gloves to wear 
While working on the project. 

On 7/4/66, ZBIN again approached informant and warned 
him of the danger of having the paper and material used in the 
project traced back to the UKA and recommended the importance 
of utmost discretion in obtaining materials to be used regarding 
this campaign.

Postal Inspector £. W. MC CLURE, U. S. Post Office, 
Miami, Fla., advised that a recent ruling by the Post Office 
General Counsel in Washington, D. C., stated that swastikas 
appearing on the exterior of an envelope or a post card is 
*'objectionable mail" and can be seized by the Post Office. 

HC CLURE stated that the circumstances in this case, 
that is, large quantities of swastikas being placed in an 
envelope for a specific purpose of terrorizing the recipient 
would require a specific ruling by the General Counsel. 

In view of the UKA recent campaign to legitimatize 
itself in the eyes of the public as an anti-communist and 
non-bigoted organization, the revelation of such a vicious 
plan as ZBIN's would undoubtedly result in acute embarrassment 
to the UKA and it would be disastrous to ZBIN personally. 

Miami, at this time, makes no recommendation as 
to a means of turning ZBIN's propaganda campaign against him 
in the UKA.

On June 20, 1966, at about 6:30 p. m., BOYD 
HAMBY, Grand Dragon of the United Klans of America, Inc., 
for the State of Florida, was observed going to the home 
of SAMUEL MG BROOM, 1420 N. W. 1st Avenue, Fort Lauderdale, 
Florida. HAMBY told MC BROOM that he came to Fort Lauderdale, 
in order to buy a new car from the Delta Car Rental Agency, 
on the 17th Street Causewafy at Fort Lauderdale, Florida. 

On the afternoon of June 21, 1966, HAMBY 
bought a 1960 white Ford station wagon, bearing 1966 Florida 
license 10W«(digits not known). HAMBY did not trade in his 
1960 white Plymouth, 4-door, for the Ford station wagon, 
but instead is planning to sell raffle tickets at $1 each 
to Klan members in order to raise $300 to pay off on a 
loan still owing on the 1960 Plymouth. Any monies raised 
above the amount of $300 will be donated for equipment for 
the rally truck. 

Fort Lauderdale Klansman JOE BURD, removed the 
two-way radio out of HAMBY’S 1960 Plymouth, and took it 
to his shop to make repairs upon it. Eventually this 
radio will b© installed in HAMBY®s new Ford station wagon. 

On the afternoon of June 21, 1966, at 3:30 p. m., 
BOYD HAMBY departed from Fort Lauderdale earoute to 
Okeechobee and Belie Glade, Florida to arrange for rallies 
in those cities. The rally at Okeechobee was set for 
Saturday June 24, 1966, at 8:00 p. m. Klansmen were expected 
to arrive in Okeechobee at 4:00 p. m. in the afternoon, 
in order to organize a motorcade down the main street of 
Okeechobee, Florida. When HAMBY departed Fort Lauderdale, 
he did not have any guns in his car, as far as could be 
ascertained. 

BOYD HAMBY stated that he is going to Virginia 
in early July 1966 to attend the Virginia State Rally to 
be held in South Hill, Virginia, on July 3, 1966. He is 
going to Virginia as the special guest of the Virginia 
Grand Dragon U. ROBERT KOR2U3GAY. He intends to stay 
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at KORNEGAY’s home for the weekend of July 3rd. 

On June 21, 1966 BOYD HAMBY prepared a 
letter to be sent to the Exalted Cyclops of all Klaverns 
in the State of Florida. This letter announced that on 
June 26, 1966, at 11:00 a. m. a trial would be held in 
the Klan building at Fort Lauderdale, Florida, to try 
FRANK STEPHENS on charges of conduct unbecoming a 
Klansman. The letter did not in fact state that STEPHENS 
would be the subject of the trial, but it indicated that 
he would be tried at that time. At the same time HAMBY 
included in the letter information relative to the raffling 
off of the 1960 Plymouth and that the profits would be 
applied to the rally truck. 

On the evening of June 20, 1966 BOYD HAMBY 
accompanied Exalted Cyclops SAMUEL R. MC BROOM and OLIN 
ABERNATHY to the Klan building in fort Lauderdale, for 
the scheduled meeting of Kiavera #6 of the United Klans 
of America. MC BROOM handed over the chairmanship of 
the meeting to the Grand Dragon, the meeting got underway 
at approximately 8:30 p. m. and concluded at apprpximately 
10:30 p. m. la addition to BOYD HAMBY, the following 
individuals were present at this meeting:

Two new applicants were sworn in to the United 
Kiaris of America during this meeting by Grand Dragon BOYD 
HAMBY, after being questioned by Kleagle DON KNIGHT.. They

DRUEY is a white male, who is a retired person, 
and claims to be a former Klansmaa. His application was 
mailed in, which application he picked up at a Klan rally 
in Oakland Park, . ’ 

FRED KUEHNER is a white male, 35 years of age, 
dark hair, ruddy complexion, 5 f 5", who resides in the 
800 block of Oakland Park Boulevard, Fort Lauderdale. He 
is a sign painter by trade and was solicited for membership 
in the United Klams of America by OLIN ABERNATHY. 

At the meeting it was announced that the rally 
at Okeechobee will take place on the following Saturday, 
and all Klansmen were to attend. It was also announced 
that the state rally in Virginia would be held on July 3, 1966 

Grand Dragon HAMBY played a tape recording of 
a song entitled, ’’Day of Decision" and numerous other records, 
most of which belittled Negroes". 

It was discussed that a cartoon had been received 
by several local Fort Lauderdale Klansmen indicating that 
DANIEL J. ZBD7, Assistant Grand Dragon of the State of Florida 
is a CASTRO Communist. Grand Dragon HAMBY said that such 
a cartoon can be expected from the ADL or other organizations. 
ZBIN seemed quite upset over the cartoon, but HAMBY did 
not seem too perturbed. 

It was announced that on the following Monday, 
a film would be shown in the Klan hall on Karate and that 
$1 admission fees would be requested. 


t 
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On June 25, 1966 a Klan rally under the 
sponsorship of the United Klans of America, Realm of Florida 
was held at Okeechobee, Florida, The rally was preceded 
by a motorcade of eight cars through downtown Okeechobee, 
Florida, on the afternoon of June 25, 1966. Four to six 
Klansmen were in each of the eight cars, and they were 
dressed in Klan robes. Several signs appeared reading 
’’Save out land and join the Klan” and "The Klan fights 
communism". 


The Klan rally got underway at about 9;00 p. m. 
in the evening on property owned by Mrs. LIGHTNER (phonetic) 
which land is located about three miles west of the junction 
of the truck stop located on Route 441. This land is 
located on a dike. 

There were approximately 150 to 200 persons 
at the rally and 20 to 25 of them were dressed in Klan 
robes. The rally concluded at approximately 11:00 p. n. 
with the burning of a 35 foot cross. 

Before and during the rally, a fish fry was held 
and plates were sold at $1.50 each. 

The rally commenced when Klansman BILL RICHARDSON 
who acted as Master of Ceremonies, mounted the platfom and 
introduced HOMER CANADA, who gave the opening prayer. 

The first main speaker of the evening was SAM 
MC BROOM of Fort Lauderdale, Florida. MC BROOM is State 
Kligrapp, MC BROOM delivered a speech on the organization 
and history of the original Ku Klux Klan and the recent 
history of the United Klans of America. He emphasized that 
the Klan is non violent and law abiding. His speech was 
written by Grand Dragon BOYD HAMBY, but this point was not 
made known to the public. 

The second speaker was the Assistant Grand Dragon, 
DANIEL J. ZBIN. The main theme of ZBIN’s speech was that 
the white man must unite against the Negroes. ZBIN was 
particularly vehement in his attacks upon the Jews and 
Communists. 
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Reverend HOWELL, a Baptist Minister, delivered 
a speech in which he attempted to prove that the segregation 
of the races is based on Biblical teachings. 

BOYD HAMBY, Florida Grand Dragon, introduced an 
unidentified Klansmen from Mississippi who spoke briefly 
about the conditions in Selma, Alabama. This Klansman said 
that it was necessary for white people to carry guns in 
Alabama in order to be safe. 

The rally was closed with a prayer by HOMER 

CANADA„ 

A collection was taken up during the rally ■ 
which neted $56.42. This did not include the money collected 
for the fish fry. 

At the conclusion of the rally BOYD HAMBY stated 
that he had to remain in the area to swear in some new 
members from the Okeechobee area. It was noted that BOYD 
HAMBY had a gun in his station wagon, between the rear seat 
and the back of the car.

After this rally BOYD HAMBY was heard to state 
that a rally recently held in Bell View, Florida, was 
located in the area of the Colored District of Bell View. 
Shortly after this rally it was rumored that several negroes 
stated that the Klan would never hold a rally in this area 
again. 


On Friday night, June 24, 1966, approximately 
60 Klansmen under the leadership of BOYD HAMBY, held a 
rally in Bell View on the same plot of land, which was 
located near the Colored District. No incidents occurred 
at the rally. 

On June 26, 1966 a trial for FRANK STEPHENS, 
was held at the Klan building in Fort Lauderdale, Florida. 
This trial got underway at about 11:00 a. m. and did not 
conclude until 4:30 p. m. in the afternoon of June 26, 1966. 

FRANK STEPHENS was present at his trial which was 
precided over by OLIN ABERNATHY, who acted as President 
of the court. Charges were brought against STEPHENS by 
the Florida State Grand Dragon BOYD HAMBY and the case 
was prosecuted by NORMAN CARTER, BOB RQACHE acted as the 
Defense Attorney at this trial. The following individuals 
were present at this trial:

The charges against STEPHENS were as follows: 

1. Conduct unbecoming a Klansman 

2. Not working in the best interest of the United 
Klans of America 

3. Slander of a fellow Klansman 

4. Disclosing information obtained at a United Klans 
of America Meeting held on June 12, 1966. 

When the trial got underway, BOYD HAMBY announced 
that anyone who had a gun on his person should take it out 
to the cars, as he did not want any guns in the Klan building. 

Two Klansmen got up and left the proceedings and a short 
while therafter returned. The trial was opened by a prayer 
and followed with allegations made by the Grand Dragon. 

ABERNATHY read the charges off and STEPHENS answered 
not guilty to all charges, but charge number four, to which 
pleaded guilty with the following explanation: 

, After attending this meeting STEPHENS wanted to 

verify a statement made by BOYD HAMBY to the fact that anyone 
who tried to tear down the units of Klaverns in the United 
Klans of America in the State of Florida would be personably 
answerable to BOYD HAMBY' 0 HAMBY allegedly stated that he would 
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take his 357 magnum ami go looking for that person himself. 
HAMBY said, "This is not a threat, but a promise”. 

J 

When the Grand Dragon did not refute this 
statement, GEORGE CANADA got up and asked HAMBY the follow¬ 
ing question, ”Do you mean to sit there and say that if 
anyone makes a mistake, you are going to take your gun and 
go after him, who do you think you are, God?" HAMBY refused 
to reply to this question. 

GEORGE CANADA them stated that he was resighing 
as Exalted Cyclops of the Melbourne Klavern of the United 
Klans of America and he was officially resigning his 
membership from the United Klams of America. GEORGE 
CANADA stated that his written resignation would not be 
submitted to the Grand Dragon of the Realm of Florida, but 
would be sent directly to the Imperial Wizard, ROBERT 
SHELTON at Tuscaloosa, Alabama. CANADA also stated that, 

"You can make all the threats you want, and you can come 
after me with your gun, but I have one myself”. 

The jury returned a guilty verdict, and it was 
announced by Foreman of the Jury DAN ZBIN that a recommenda¬ 
tion by the jury was that STEPHENS be suspended for six 
months, during which time he would pay his dues, and that 
after his reinstatement he could not hold office in the 
United Klans of America for a period of six months. This 
recommendation could or could not be followed by the 
President of the court, ABERNATHY. 

SAM MC BROOM stated that he personally recommended 
a 90 day suspension and after the reinstatement, that 
STEPHENS could not hold office for a period of one year. 

At the conclusion of the trial, BOYD HAMBY Claimed 
that he has done much during his short period as Grand Dragon 
of the State of Florida. He stated that he inherited seven 
working units (Klaverns) from the former Grand Dragon, DON 
COTHRAN. He made the point of the fact that he 
has now 20 working Klaverns in the United Klans of 
America. 


During the trial of STEPHENS, Klansman GENE JOHNSON, 
GEORGE AUSTRA, DICK HARLEY and RONNIE WIER, left the 
proceedings because they had a former appointment. When 
GEORGE CANADA walked out on the proceedings, BILL RICHARDSON 
was placed in his position as a juryman. 
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During the proceedings STEPHENS made the state¬ 
ment that he was offered $25,000 by the FBI to act as an 
informant. 



During the trial of STEPHENS, the wife of 
several Klausmen remained at the home of SAM MC BROOM.

ABERNATHY stated that he wasted to advise the 
two state officers that he had bees interviewed by the 
FBI since he intends to keep it .confidential and does 
not, at a future date, want to be accused ©f being an 
FBI informer. ABERNATHY stated that the interview with 
the Agents was courteous and polite and was not' a harrass- 
ment type interview. 

ABERNATHY stated that the Agents were mostly 
concerned with the prevention of acts of violence and that 
the interview was friendly, reasonable and objective. 

BOYD HAMBY stated, "Most of them are good guys who have a 
job to do 9 ®. 


KENNY MYERS, former Pompano Beach, Florida 
Klansman, recently was in Pompano Beach on leave from the 
military service. MYERS visited with JOE BIRD and questioned 
him closely about current activities in the UKA. BCRD 
refused to reveal to MYERS the location of the Klan building 
in Ft. Lauderdale, and would discuss with him only public 
known events, such as Klan rallies. 

Grand Klaliff of the Realm of Florida, DANIEL 
J. ZBIN, is quite concerned over the receipt by several 
Ft. Lauderdale Klansmen, of a cartoon depicting ZBIN as 
.a Castroite Communist. ABIN does not know the origin of 
these cartoons, however, he has gone to great lengths 
to convince local Klanssmen that he is anti-Communist and 
that he has a vast storehouse of books and literature 
exposing the world Communist conspiracy. 


ZBIN stated that he received a telephone call 
from Atlanta, Georgia JGLansm&n BOB THOMPSON. THOMPSON 
allegedly told ZB IN he received one of these cartoons 
depicting ZBIN as a Communist, and that THOMPSON was 
going to talk to ROBERT SHELTON about this cartoon. 
THOMPSON indicated to ZBIN that SHELTON would probably 
send some Klan officials t© Ft. Lauderdale to speak to 
ZBIN concerning these cartoons. 
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Inquiries at the Elan rally In Okeechobee, 

Florida, on Jane 25, 1968, elicited the fact from out-of- 
town Klamszaen, that none of them received this ZBIN cartoon. 

C?raad Dragon BOYD HAMBY had not seen the cartoon 
prior to Its display to hisn by Ft. Lauderdale Klansmen.

The regular meeting of the U.K.A. Unit #610,met at 
their Klavern located at Seaway Engineering Inc. on 7/11/66, 
Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. 

The Grand Dragon and an unidentified Klansman paid 
a surprise visit from Titusville, in time for the meeting. 

The meeting was called to order by the Exalted 
Cyclops, S. R. McBroom who ordered the Kladd, F. G. Kuehner, 
to collect from each man present the countersign and password, 
(which was "Fight for Effort") . 

Approximately 20 men were present, among them 
were; McBroom, Abernathy, Kuehner, Zbin, Fisher, Carlstedt, 
Wilkie, Pearson, Boyd Hambley and his unidentified friend. 
Matthews, the Hermatologist, and a man called "Smitty" who 
works for "Mobile Concrete.' 

No new members, or applications for citizenship 
were present. The meeting was routine and short. After a 
hand vote was taken to send a $10.00 floral arrangement to 
a Klansman in the hospital and $15.00 appropriated to pay a 
bill on a new (used air conditioner, volunteers were asked 
to meet next Sunday, July 17th, to install same. 

The exalted Cyclops then asked the Grand Dragon 
if he would like to say a few words. He spoke on discipline 
among the Klansmen towards the officers and State Officials 
during meetings, and especially at Rallys: In his own words 
he said, (Quote) "Too much grab°assing is goin' on and we 
must set a good image to the public. Starting in 2 weeks, 
we will be holding 3 rallies a week, Friday, Saturday, and 
Sunday, in different locations around the state, concentrating 
on small towns. We need new members and lots of 'em. A 
membership drive is under way, because the people ain't 
got no one to turn to except the Klan, and we have to show 
strength and organization. You can expect another "Watts" 
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episode to happen here (Florida) soon and we must be ready. 

The people will need us to turn to. The Police will turn 

their backs, who are they going to for help.the Jew, 

Hell No! they're behind the NIGGER, they can't go to the 
Nigger, we are the only ones they can turn to. We have to 
have as many rallies as we can! I want at least 6 men from 
each unit at every rally to serve as Security Guards, and 
those that can't go for reasons of their own, can at least 
ship in a quarter or fifty cents to the ones that are going, 
so it don't cost them 'nothin. It's 'nothin to drive 30 
miles - I want to see as many as you can, show up to these 
Rallies. I know you have had some bad publicity here, but 
thats good, we need publicity and I wish we had some up 
state - we can't get any good or bad! But you have a rally 
10 or 15 miles from here-you can get a piece of land, 
theres always someone who'll give you a lease to have a 
rally. We'll get a 10 foot Cross up, and we’ll be here. 

People are gonna come, and even if we get only one new 
member... .its worth it! Wehre the only ones these people 
can turn to!" (Unquote) 

Then he said, "Brother McBroom is holding some 
raffle tickets at $1.00 a piece donation. I want you to 
sell as many as you can = we had 550 printed, we're going 
to give away my '60 Plymouth, it's not in too good a shape, 
but for transportation its Q.K. If all 550 tickets are sold 
before Labor Day, we’ll get some more printed. I need a 
better car to get around in. We got a rally truck now and ■ 
a full-time driver." (Unquote) then he announced he wanted 
the state officers present to stay after the meeting! 

With that McBroom said, "If there's no further 
business, we'll have the chaplain give the closing prayer," 
which, Mr. Carlstedt gave, and the meeting was adjourned. 

The Grand Dragon then approached Mr. Kuehner and told him he 
wanted (2) 2’x 3' signs painted reading: WELCOME TO TITUSVILLE, 
STATE HDQTS, Realm of Fla., with a U.K.A. Emblem in the center, 
and P. 0. Box #1764 across the bottom.

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Everyone then left the Klavern except the State 
Officers,which were McBroom, Zb in, Abernathy, and the Grand

Klaverm of the TJHA was held on May 18, 1966 at the residence 
of SAM DEES, Vero Beach, Florida. Those present were SAM 
DEES, JERRY LOVE, JAMES HAMBLIN, MARVIN VONIER, WILLIE 
POOLE, J. W. ENGLISH, BOB JOHNSON, JIMMY BLANTON and HARRISON 
JONES. 


A discussion was held concerning possible 
new members. Four mew members are being considered and if 
approved will all be accepted at the same time. •’ 

A discussion was held about the local 
bowling alley and JIMMY BLANTON said negroes are still using 
it. LOVE has been attempting to get "skunk juice" from a 
Melbourne Xlamsman but has not had any success so will try 
to get it himself. J. W. ENGLISH who was to assist in 
building a cross said he had car trouble and has not been able 
to build it. He promised to build it right away. No date 
was set for the cross burning or spreading of skunk juice 
at the bowling alley. : 

If was announced that the wives of DEES 
and LOVE took the $25 Klan contribution to a needy family 
in Micco, Florida, buying $21. in grocery and giving the 
balance in cash. 

Discussion was held about a change of 
meeting place. BOB JOHNSON called D. C. JOHNSON who had 
rented a store at 19th Street near 14th Avenue, Vero Beach 
for the National States Rights Party before the primary 
election. D. C. JOHNSON agreed to let the Klan use it and 
the next meeting will be held at that location. 

It was decided to back HAYDQN BURNS in' 
the campaign for governor of Florida. 

The meeting was adjourned after the meeting 
VONIER said he and one or two others had received a letter 
from an organization which said the Klan had communist 
backing. LOVErecommended that no one join this organization 
because its just some radical outfit and no good.

The proposed anonymous mailing of 10,000 Nazi 
swastikas being considered by Daniel J. Zbin, Assistant Grand 
Dragon, UKA, Realm of Florida, in order to terrorize Jews in 
the State of Florida has been confidentially discussed with 
Mr. Edward Bier, Chief of the Mailability Section, Fraud and 
Mailability Division, Office of the Postal Inspector, 

Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Bier indicated that the mailing of such swastikas 
in plain white envelopes with no exterior markings would not 
constitute a postal violation. He indicated that if objection¬ 
able markings appear on the exterior of the envelopes trans¬ 
mitting the swastikas, then this matter may be of prime interest 
to the postal authorities.

plan, we feel that any counterintelligence proposal you may 
make concerning this matter should carefully provide for the 
security of our informant.

The following results have been obtained to date 
as a result of Interviews of members and counterintelligence 
action against captioned group: 

Six members have resigned, including GERALD "JERRY" 
LOVE who sent word to the group at the 7/20/66, meeting that 
he was resigning due to FBI action against him. LOVE has 
been Exalted Cyclops since the Klavern was organized in 
2 / 66 . 


Members are now suspicious of J. V. ENGLISH and feel 
that he is an informant. ENGLISH recently purchased another 
automobile after indicating to members he was in need of money. 
He also lied about the price he paid for the car and members 
found out he paid more than claimed. 


On 7/20/66, it was announced that meetings would be 
every other week hereafter rather than weekly. 
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MM 157-1114 


Members think the meeting place, their houses and 
phones are "bugged" and monitored by the FBI. They believe 
they are constantlyfollowed by the FBI. 

No particular reaction has resulted from the re¬ 
contact of SAM DEES; however, DEES did announce he was re¬ 
contacted by the FBI. This is being followed and the Miami 
Division is remaining alert for an opportunity to cause 
suspicion of DEES. 

It is felt that the Vero Beach Klavern has been 
seriously disrupted and the setting of meetings for alternate 
weeks rather than weekly is the first step in its becoming 
inactive. This will be followed closely and appropriate follow¬ 
up counterintelligence will be recommended.

Fto Lauderdale 9 Florida 

July 19 9 1966 

Itoe regular meeting of the UKA, Unit 610, Fort 
Lauderdale, Florida, was held at Seaway Engineering Inc,, 

July 18, 1966, and commenced at 8:30 p.m. Fifteen members 
including the officers were present. The Klonklave was 
set up, and arranged by the Grand Dragon earlier in 
ceremonial style, according to the recommendations of the 
Imperial Kloncilium. The Exalted Cyclops (MC BROOM) opened 
the meeting and ordered the Kladd (KUEHNER) to proceed in 
collecting the password and countersign. All Klansmen 
present, presented same except two men, who MC BROOM/vouched 
for, and later identified as two visiting Klansmen (first 
names of LEE and RICHARD) from Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The 
officers, BURD, ABERNATHY, KUEHNER, CARLSTEDT, and ZBIN 
took their respective stations. 

It was noticed that DON KNIGHT was absent and 
presumed to still be on vacation. After the Chaplain 
(CARLSTEDT) gave a prayer, the reading of last week's 
minutes were read and approved. With no report from the 
treasurer, the meeting proceeded with routine procedure. 

Under the heading of new business, KUEHNER introduced a 
project under way to screen process front bumper tags 
with the initials UKA in the form of U. S. Navy signal 
flags. KUEHNER explained that the cost of the project was 
$.22 each and would be sold for a dollar ($ 1 . 00 ), but 
MC BROOM interrupted and corrected KUEHNER, saying that 
the cost was $.41 and would be sold for a $1.25, explaining 
that KUEHNER forgot to figure the paint in his estimated cost, 
and that KUEHNER also meant if anyone paid in advance they 
(the tags) would only be $1.00. KUEHNER looked surprised 
and baffled by this interruption, but then with a look of 
realizing MC BROOM was using this as a means to get in on 
a piece of the action, KUEHNER stood corrected. 

CARLSTEDT then took the floor and directed,a 
question to ZBIN, asking why. he (CARLSTEDT) and other 
members were not informed of the school board meeting 
thijit took place this last week. ZBIN answered saying, 
he (ZBIN) didn't feel it necessary to attend this par¬ 
ticular session because it would be strictly arguments 
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and tossing over of unnecessary talk, etc., ZBIN then went 
on to say that he had someone on the inside who was going 
to let him (ZBIN) know when they (?) want ZBIN and the Klan 
to show up (for resistance) in the matters concerned. 
CARLSTEDT wouldn't accept this and wanted to put in the 
form of a motion making it necessary for the Klan to be 
represented at every session. After both (ZBIN & GARI^TEDT) 
debated the issue, and showing a tempered animosity towards 
each other, the chair (MC BROOM) interceded, and the 
meeting went on to other business. 

Next, the Exalted Cyclops (MC BROOM) reminded 
the Klansmen ofT last week's promise by the Grand Dragon 
that a newsletter from his office was to start'.this .week 
and come out every week, went on to read the newsletter 
received by him (MC BROOM) Saturday. The newsletter 
mentioned that they (State Headquarters) have a rally 
truck fully equipped, with amplifier and record player, 
but, contained mostly the same information that was 
mentioned in this reporter's July 11, 1966, report of the 
Grand Dragon's speech. 

ZBIN then asked for the floor. MC BROOM, (with 
a disgusted look) asked,(quote) "What subject do you wish 
to speak about, and just how long do you intend to talk", 
(unquote). ZBIN (with animosity) answered, (quote), 

VI won't talk too long,"(unquote). He (ZBIN), then put a 
question to the members, asking, (quote) "Why do I see 
so many empty chairs tonight." (unquote). Without an 
answer heard, ZBIN said again that he wanted an answer 
from someone. One unidentified Klansmen spoke out, 

"vacation time". ZBIN wasn't satisfied with this and 
suggested that going around to known (absent) members, 
and delivering the new July edition of the "Fiery Cross" 
to keep them informed, and also to spread around town in 
places where Jews and Niggers can get them, last month's 
issues, (rather than burn them, which has been done in the 
past.) He (ZBIN) then came out with a startling announce¬ 
ment that the Grand Dragon and himself had spent fourteen 
hours (Sunday, July 17) dividing (on a map) the state of 
Florida into five parts, which five Titans will be chosen 
this week to govern. He then announced the appointment of 
DAVE MATTHEWS as Chief Security Guard for this Province 
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and asked for five volunteers to work with him (who is to 
be uninformed and equipped through Tuscaloosa). ZBIN then 
said, (quote) "The five Titans chosen must be dedicated 
men, AND ALL DAN ZBINS...it will take this kind of man, 
and dedication, to do the job that the Grand Dragon and 
me (ZBIN) have in store for them(Titans). It*s later than 
you think, the time has come, if you don*t believe me, 
read your paper about Chicago"(unquote). He also said 
(ZBIN) (quote) "Some of you here may be called upon, and 
you*11 have to do your job. I (ZBIN) do anything the 
Dragon asks of me"(unquote). 

A five minute recess was called at which time 
a 24" flashlight (which was described by the Klansmen 
(WILKIE) handling the raffle, not only threw a good 
light, but was quite handy for crushing Nigger*s skulls) 
was raffled off at a dollar donation. Twelve Dollars 
was taken in and an unidentified KLansmen who won it, 
donated it back so it could be raffled off again next 
week.

A motion by an unknown Klansmen was brought up 
to have a drop ceiling put in the Klavern to help the 
(Bcroustics’ and further the job that the air conditioner 
ish*t doing. (It was noticed that the thermometer on

MC BROOM’S desk read 90°.) MC i»OOM asked the motion be 
dropped because of NO FUNDS in the treasury, and because 
next week a P„A. system was going to be used at future 
meetings, also another air conditioner will be installed 
Saturday which he asked for volunteers to help install. 

MC BROOM also mentioned that there would be no regular 
meeting next week because of a ’’Snake Show”, and ’’exhibit” 
by DAVE. MC BROOM then proceeded the closing ceremonies 
by giving next week’s password which is "True - Klansmen”, 
the chaplain then gave a prayer, and the meeting was 
adjourned. 


ZBIN was overheard stating that he had received 
three phone calls from Jews telling him to stop the flow 
of the magazine ’’Protocals of the Zion Elders”, because 
he has been misinformed of its value. According to the 
Jews the book is very outdated and has no bearing on 
these times. ZBIN mentioned that one of the callers 
asked him(ZBIN) if he was trying to build up his Klansmen 
into a Nazi party? ZBIN’s answer (according to him) 
was (quote)’’You said it, I didn’t”(unquote). ZBIN was then 
heard telling a group of Klansmen (quote)”The Jews are 
really scared, and I am ordering more ’’Protocals” and 
getting more out”(unquote). Everyone went their separate 
ways with the exception of MC BROOM and ABERNATHY, who 
had to take the two visiting Klansmen somewhere (?).

weekly attendance of its membership at kiavern meetings since 
the issuance of the first NCDT newsletter. Offices in 
Alabama, Louisiana, South Carolina, and Virginia have reported 
that the proper application of the KCDT nev/sletters has caused 
some Klan members to resign, and other Iclansmen to fall under 
suspicion as FBI informants. 


Recently, Robert Marvin Shelton, Imperial Wizard, 

United Klans of Aiaerca, Inc., issued an imperial newsletter 
attacking the NCDT. In the July issue of the Klan publication, 
"The Fiery Cross," Shelton again attacked the NCDT and reproduced, 
without change, an NCDT newsletter which urged Americans to "quit 
the Klan; and back our boys in Vietnam." 


The Jackson Office has furnished the Bureau a copy 
of the July issue of the previously-mentioned publication, and 
expressed concern that Shelton's denunciation of the NCDT 
drastically reduced the disruptive potential of our organization. 

That Shelton attacks publicly any and all entities 
which oppose Klan activities is a fact and an attack on the NCDT 
was expected. We regard Shelton's reproduction of the NCDT 
newsletter and the insured circulation of same to most klansmen, 
a significant achievement. In the first instance, the NCDT 
newsletter was the only sane article appearing in "The Fiery Cross"; 
secondly, it is indicative of the important fact that Shelton is 
concerned; finally, we are provoking patriotic thought among a 
large percentage of klansinen and Klan sympathizers which,, 
hopefully, will continue to reduce Klan membership and perhaps 
prevent acts of violence. 


In order to further authenticate the NCDT, each 
recipient office, . with the exception of Chicago and Baltimore, 
will complete the following action, within 14 days of the date 
this communication: 


1. Each office prepare at least 5 communications, 
and mail same to the National Office of "The Fiery Cross,"

The six' seen th^n left and entered ZBIN°e ear 
and proceeded on a Cooks-tour of Pahokee, While 
pulling out of KEEN 9 s driveway," it wa©'noticed that a 
Florida Highway Patrol State 'Snooper car was parked in 
the driveway of his (State Trooper 0 ®) home 9 which ZBIN 
jokingly said to KEEN, <}uote' 9 -' ,, that°s pretty good 
having a security guard parked across the street from 
youe’^ unquote* KEEN then claimed he was "IN 99 with the 
Sheriff and Police Chief 9 and two highway patrolmen 0 

They then proceeded across town and visited 
an abandoned gas station, which was turned into a bait 
and tackle shop, owned by a member of this newly formed 
Klan« After entering, ZBIN noticed the shelf behind 
the proprietor was stacked full of assorted wines. 

After getting permission from MC BOOOM, he (ZBIN) then 
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purchased a fifth of '’Rose 5 wine. MC BROOM, seeing 
the beautifully packed decanters, purchased two fifths 
of the same wine, which was promptly put in the trunk 
of the car* The group then proceeded to what KEEN 
referred to as "Niggerville n 9 

KEEN seems to be a man ©£ means, which is 
undoubtedly attributed to his father, who not only owns 
a local gasoline distributorship, but through the help 
of the Federal Government's money lending agency, has 
a housing project in colored town, consisting of at 
least a hundred units. 

It wasn't quite understood if this project 
belonged solely to the KEEN family, but young KEEN took 
the five men on a tour to this location called ’"Nigger- 
ville", by him (KEEN). He claims to have, besides the 
laundrymat that was shownj another same type operation 
and also claims to possessing at least 100 automatic 
washers. After KEEN approached the Negro woman (house) 
manager, who KEEN claims handles a prostitution busi~ 
ness on her own, he gets nothing from this, who couldn’t 
find the pass key to one-of the empty apartments, JOE • 
B T JRD spoke up and said, quote ,v Who needs it, (the key). 
I've never seen a lock yet I've needed a key for2 #, un-' 
quote. With this, BURD pulling a pen knife out of his 
pocket went up to one of the apartments and before you 
could strike a match to light a cigarette, the door was 
unlocked and opened. After taking a look around, the 
door was relocked, and the men proceeded towards the— 
car. Before leaving, ZBIN and MC BROOM threw a hand¬ 
ful of nickels to some small colored children who 
gathered around to get a peek at JOE BURD's beard. 

The group then drove to a restaurant called 
’'Selma's" on the East shore of Lake Okachobee, 17 miles 
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from Okaehobee City on Ui S'. 441 § with everyone ordering 
cat fish and hushpuppies, except KUEHNER, who ordered 
roast beef. The group stayed here for approximately an 
hour* While eatings ZBIN noticed a man arriving and 
taking a table in earshot of the group,; This seemed 
suspicious to ZBIN because there were at lease 30 
empty tables in the room. MC BROOM acknowledged ZBIN 9 s 
suspicions that this man was an FBI agent and there to 
spy 1 on them;' * The conversation turned to everything but 
Klan business. KUEHNER then got up from the table and 
went outside. ' He (KUEHNER) returned in 3 minutes and 
sat down shaking his head negatively to MC BROOM. He 
then told MC BROOM, quote -"It can 9 t be, because he 9 s 
driving a 64 Cadillac."unquote MCBROOM then said, 
quote "You don 9 1 know what they drive, they could be 
driving anything" unquote. After the suspicious man- 
wrote in a small book, which appeared to be an ordi¬ 
nary traveling salesman°s expense ledger, the man ~ 
left and went on his way. KEEN then asked the group 
if they would like to take a ride to Indian Town. They 
all agreed and proceeded to Indian Town, where a couple 
of stops were made for gas and cokes, and the searching 
of some land suitable for a rally, which will be held 
August 27, 1966. 

The men then went back to Selma 9 s restaurant, 
and arrived at approximately 4s30 PM, where they entered 
the lounge and ordered beer and mixed drinks. At this 
time, MC BROOM brought up the subject of officers and 
mentioned that temporarily he was appointing RICHARD KEEN 
"Exalted Cyclops" and LEE GRAZZTNNA "Klaliff". KEEN 
spoke up and said, quote "Because of my draft status, 

LEE and I thought it would be better if Lee was Exalted 
Cyclops, and I be Klaliff, because we 9 11 both be working 
together anyway." unquote. The boys (KEEN and GRAZZINNA) 
then discussed who they had in mind for the other officers 
MC BROOM mentioned that he will tell the newly formed unit 
that December is election year for all the units, and at 
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that time they (the unit) can vote for whoever they want* 

MC BROOM then opened his brown leather attache case, and 
gave KEEN and GRAZZINNA each a copy of the Constitution 
and Kloran, and a book entitled "ACTION", which explains 
the operation of a unite Also, at this time, he (MG. BROOM) 
sold GRAZZINNA and KEEN each 1500 calling cards. 500 of 
them reading; '“YOU HAVE BEEN PATRONIZED BY A MEMBER OF 
UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC. KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN, 
and the reverse side readings THE ONLY REASON YOU ARE 
WHITE TODAY IS BECAUSE YOUR ANCESTORS BELIEVED AND PRAC=> 
TICED SEGREGATION. Another 500 reading; YOU HAVE JUST 
SERVED A PROUD. KLANSMEN. UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA KNIGHTS 
OF THE. KU.. KLUX. KLAN . The other 500 reads ONE DOLLAR 
HAS JUST BEEN CONTRIBUTED IN YOUR NAME TO THE N.A.A.C.P. 

YOU ARE NOW AN OFFICIAL NIGGER.” 

* 

MC BROOM also gave them each a couple of dozen 
miniature bumper stickers that read; THE KU KLUX KLAN 
IS WATCHING YOU. MC BROOM said to spread these around 
town, they are very effective, but KEEN interrupted 
saying, quote "no, we 5 d rather save these for special 
occasions.- If too many are spread around it loses it*s 
punch.” unquote. KEEN then mentioned that he needed 
another 600 Fiery Crosses (Klan Newspaper). Also KEEN 
and GRAZZINNA ordered personal calling cards with thei*> 
name and Klan insignia on them, which MC BROOM will de¬ 
liver at a later date. After collecting about $300.00, 

MC BROOM asked GRAZZINA for his home address, and 
GRAZZINNA replied, quote "Nobody, not even RICHARD 
(KEEN) knows that. Put down my box number."unquote. 
GRAZZINNA then admitted that two of their original newly 
formed Klan members work at the local Pest Office and 
are government employees. Also', two members work with 
Coca Oola. One also is a fireman and one man runs a bait 
and tackle shop, and one man is custodian for the Pahokee 
Lions Club. Two men which (one of them is an officer 
and his name believed to be TINSEL) works for the Sugar 
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Industry in Pahokee. These particular two men are union 
members and according to GRAZZINNA, claim that they will 
have a good portion of these workers as future Klansmen, 
not only because of the two members in their unit work 
for Coca Cola, but because of the fact that a Negro is 
Vice President of the Pepsi Cola Company,, The boys 
(GRAZZINNA and KEEN) said they have visited every store 
in Pahokee and Indian Town and the surrounding area, 
advising these proprietors not to handle Pepsi Cola 
or it e s by-products» 

At this time the conversation turned to p@r- 
nagraphi© movies, as MC. BROOM asked KEEN where same 
could be purchased* ZBIN also added he would like to 
get a eouple of reels himself. GRAZINNA spoke up and 
said, quote "I can get you all you want for $25.00, a 
reel of 300''.” unquote MC BROOM said get me two reels 
and ZBIN ordered one reel. GRAZZINNA said I”11 bring 
by an order blank next week with titles, and you can 
piek out what you want. KUEHNER asked quote -’’Bo you 
send away for these through the mails, or do you piek 
them up somewhere''-unquote GRAZZINNA replied, "the 
mails”. Then he said, QUOTE "If you want, 1 9 II have 
them sent to my box number." unquote. KUEHNER mentioned 
that he heard through a man by the name of JOE ALTER, 
who operates Hyde Photo, in Fort Lauderdale, and rents 
these movies for $10.00 a reel, thafthe Syndicate had • 
a mail order operation at the McAllister Hotel in Miami, 
and claimed to have such a large foreign market for them, 
that they occupy a whole floor. KUEHNER also mentioned 
that Mr. ALTER told him personally that he (JOE ALTER) 
only receives $2.00 from these $10.00 ren tala, the 
other eight dollars goes to a syndicate that resides 
in Deerfield Beach. And also that JOE ALTER charges 
$40.00 for the sale of these movies. ' No money was 
collected at this time for the transaction that will 
take place In the near future. 
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KEEN', who went to the - cashier to' purchase a 
package ofrolaids, returned with a toy that was on 
sale at the counter of the cashier 9 and set it up on 
the table where the six men were' sitting. It was a 
little boy made out of rubber standing in front of a 
commode. From it 5 s back was attached two air hoses with 
rubber bulbs on the end. KEEN filled it with water — 
priming it then operated the bulbs which made it ani° 
mate. It shows (when squeezing the bulbs) the boy's 
penis protrude and makes it appear that he is urinating. 

MC BROOM asked KEEN:if he (MC BROOM) could have it to 
keep 9 which KEEN replied yes. ZBIN then went to the 
cashier's counter and returned with' three postcards 
which had pictures'of Baby Chimpanzees on the other 
side of them,' He came back'and showed the group, and 
told them that he was mailing them to ALCEE HASTINGS;, 
which after addressing them proceeded outside to" the- 
mailbox and mailed them. ZBIN no more took his seat, when 
the Grand Dragon (BOYD HAMBY) outside and g£ave him the 
two signs that HAMBY had ordered from KUEHNER to install 
on the north and south ends-of Titusville signifying that 
the town was the State Headquarters of the UKA Knights 
of the Ku Klux Klan Realm of Florida. ZBIN then followed 
them outside and afber twenty minute® of unlearned dis¬ 
cussion returned and sat down', MC BROOM then ordered a 
round of drinks for all, but announced he was only paying 
for his own, and HAMBY's. Everyone had a Tom Collin®, 
except JOE BURD who ordered the same drink he had had 
before, which was Meyers Rum and Gingerale. After — 
talking and drinking their drinks; which took approxi*= 
mately a half .an hour, 'they proceeded into the dining 
room and ordered, where again all including the Grand 
Dragon had catfish and hushpuppie®, except KUEHNER who 
ordered Southern Fried Chicken. 

After leaving their calling card®-, the group 
left the restaurant and MG BROOM and ZBIN rode in the 
Dragon's car 9 and BURD,. KUEHNER, KEEN and GRAZZINNA, 
left in ZBIN*e ear with KEEN at the wheel. 
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> ( They arrived, at a large rooming bouse (address 

tinknown) but directly across the canal from the Bait ' 
Shop, where : the only identification was a sign reading 
Canal Pointy where .the'"new formed K1 an was to meet and 
receive'their charterIt was heard that three FBI men 
were living in the town.of P&hokee„ but when asked by 
KUEHNER if they (FBI) was harassing them,, KEEN replied 
quote t? No** unquote. GRAZ^TNNA- then told'a story that- ■ 
took place recently'on how they got rid of three girls„ 
(reason unknown)„ but a lot of talk was going on of the 
white girls who worked for "Vista" and are living in 
colored town among the Negroes, GRAZZXNNA then went on 
to explain that one ©f their men bought a case of wine„ 
and gave a bottle to different known colored (Winos) 
men and told them the. wine was from the girls 9 and when 
that ran out and they needed more to go knock ©n the 
girls door and they will give them some more, and if they 
wem®t to© rough„. they will also receive sexual pleasure;, 
According to KEEN„ the. girls moved out of town" because 
of the callers. Whether'these same girls belonged to 
,r Vista M it was not known. 

Another prank admitted by KEEN and GRAZZXNNA,, 
was the putting out of business a "Jewish Merchant whoft , 
when opening-his store on a Monday morning found five-'--' 
dead "rabbi t@' 9 . which by: the odor, had been'put there on 
a Friday night. The results"were'damaging to whatever— 
merchandise that'was‘in the'store. GRAZZXNNA also men= 
tiomed that, something was - going to' be done about the 
Star Motel 9 where a "Vista** worker who was a white 
female,, was living and working with seme Negroes. It . 
was heard that. 600 Fiery 'Crosse® (Klan Newspaper©) were 
delivered door t© door in this 'town. • The meeting place 
prescribed for" tonight gathering was a boarding house 
run by a mechanic,, who wear© a uniform labeled Osceola 
Farms,, Xnc..„ with, .another: patch identifying his name 
as BUCK.... Exactly 34'men ..plus HAMBY, MC BROOM, BURS, 
KUEHNER 8 and ZBXN attended this rally which was de=> 
signed to ask question® of the Grand Dragon pertaining 
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t© KXan membership,. It wag "learned later"that 21 ©f 
these men were '"members and already sworn in during the 
past 3 week® by MG' BROOM and DON KNIGHT, The* meeting 
started with... tW.introducing.of (the'new Titan of 
Dig trie t' #1)' S. R, MG. - BROOM f who 1 m re turn' ili tr© duce d 
the 2 state officers 8 BURD. and ZBIN, 'and'the KLaddof 
Unit 6 P Nr,. KUEHNERg and finally turned the meeting'ow 
t© the Grand Dragon;: BOYD HAMBY,' ‘Mr, HAMBY asked for 
questions'.'.and.. gave .'..answers.'"-to .those questions asked. 

He then - spoke of'non-violence'and'accented organization. 

He 'explained.that the reason•the' niggers have more civil 
rights than -the whites is 'because'of organization. He 
stressed non-violence: with Negroes; but at the same time 9 
•'don't let them: step on you”, - He told'a story of "a 
recent"experience he ..had when 2 women called him saying 
that their husbands .were at. work and they needed help s 
he went-and learned that' there "was a Negro prowler; 
He v @aid p {, if..:he would, have caught*him e he would have 
shot "him ,s j but-because of:'the mosquitoes and something 
about a fogger;..he/wag unable to do this, " He - advised . 
everyone to'get a guu: 9 but not to use it'carelessly. 

He brought"up religion: by claiming he wasn't much of' 
a Christian 0 but"ha® read"in' the Bible„ ©ad was against 
integration 0 . he also pointed'out that "the Bible strongly 
upheld segregation;. :.and"he would be willing to meet" any • 
minis ter "of any .faith and: - debate this one specific issue. 
He announced.a rally was to be held Friday; August 5 0 
at New Smymap where a minister said he was going to 
bring'300 people to.hear him'(Dragon) talk to prove 
to hie (minister's), congregation the sin that "the Klan 
is preaching.: . Mr.;. HAMBY claima that when he gets through 
talking D ' "the"."preacher, wi.ll' leave' with' 150"of the 300 he 
arrived- there.-with',""" The 1 Dragon also announcedp i3atur° 
day e August 6 9 . a rally :will be‘ held"outside of Titusville p 
and he would like t® see this unit attend. 

Finally the Dragon brought up the Jew situation 
in the country and how. the white' Americans are being 
blackmailed by this group,- He named at least 12 different 
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products which included'Genera! F©©&§ 9 Kra£t„ and all 
washing detergent®.- and coffee,,' through''the literature 
you'will be handed„ the instruction® given you will 
become, aware of. the.: seriousness" of necessity of the 
white man. organizing t©'regain strength enough to get 
the right politician® back in Washington 9 down to your 
local government. After: tearing the -JOHNSON admini@=> 
tration apart 9 and stressing "how'ruined this country 
has: become 9 :.. he touched on a new subject by sayiwgv 
quote'"There's only, one man left in Washington 0 ' and 
that's J. EDGAR HOOVER but every time this poor man 
opens his mouth„ JOHNSON and Mr. KATZENBAGH call him 
crazy and put him back in his room. Right now the 
FBI is controlled ..by Mr. KATZENBAGH, and for the past 
3 years they are training a man by the name of ADAM 
YARMOLXNSA,, who is to replace HOOVER when the time — 
comes. This man„ and I can"prove it with facts 9 be- . 
longed to five.Communist Front Organization®,, three of 
which he was President. Now I'm telling you something 
that you're going :to.'be" surprised to .hear. I called 
the FBI and made an appointment for August 4 C 1966. 
Three FBI agents are going to meet me at a certain — 
location 9 and from'there: we. will go to another io©a<= 
tion to talk. They think that I am going to get 
into their car 9 but what they don®t know is' that I'm. 
insisting on them getting into my car. I ate going 
to'swap them information , about: two' dope peddlers 9 in 
exchange for.-them, laying off the Klany unquote.'

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The Grand Dragon explained, the duties of the 
officers 5 and a run down of the KXoran and a synopsis 
of the constitution and ordered all to read.

ZEIN was heard to state that this photograph 
was t'&ken from the files ©f the FORT LAUDERDALE NEWS. 
In view of the fact that Klavern #4, UEA, under the 
leadership of Exalted Cyclops RICHARD HARLEY has been 
opposed to ZBIN 9 s position as Assistant Grand Dragon, 
it has been speculated that HARLEY or one of his 
Klansmen sent this anonymous cartoons.

The following information is being forwarded to 
those offices that received a copy of Los Angeles airtel, 
dated 1/7/66: 

On 8/9/66, SA J. A. GRIMES determined through a 
review of the records of the Drivers License Bureau, Oklahoma 
Department of Publis Safety, Oklahoma City, Oklahoma, that 
Operator r s License No. 2021361 was issued 6/30/65 to CONNIE 
CHARLES LYNCH. The applicant for the license dated 6/30/65 
describes LYNCH as a white male, born 11/15/12, height 5'7 Tl , 
weight 145 pounds, gray eyes and brown hair. His address was 
listed as Box 923 > Wewoka, Oklahoma. LYNCH indicated on the 
applicant that he was currently licensed in the State of 
California and that the license had expired in August, 1963. 
LYNCH answered "No" to the question on the applicant which 
reads, "Has your driving privilege ever been suspended, revoked, 
cancelled or denied." 

/ 

The Oklahoma operator’s license issued to'LYNCH will 
expire 11/15/67. The records of the Drivers License Bureau 
contained no traffic violations against LYNCH. 

On 8/9/66, BYRON E. MC FALL, Assistant Commissioner 
of the Oklahoma Department of Public Safety and a retired 
Special Agent of the FBI, advised that the State of Oklahoma 
has no reciprocal agreement with any state regarding revoked 
drivers licenses. He stated that in the event a person applies 
for an Oklahoma drivers license and it is determined 
that his license has been suspended or revoked in some other 
state, the State of Oklahoma may or may not issue the license 
depending on the reason for the previous revocation or sus¬ 
pension. He stated that ordinarily the fact that a person 
has made a false statement on his applicant regarding pre¬ 
vious suspensions or revocations would be sufficient to cancel 
the license issued. 

MC FALL advised that when a person is issued a license 
in Oklahoma, the name is checked through the National Registry 
in Washington, D.C., which agency advises if that person has 
ever had a suspended or revoked license. Following notification 
from the National Registry, the State of Oklahoma determines 
from the state involved the nature of the revoked or suspended 
license.

Oklahoma City advised that from the discussion with 
MC FALL, it would appear that the State of Oklahoma could cancel 
subject's Oklahoma drivers license based on the false statement 
made on the applicant and his previous driving record in 
California. It would appear that the check made through the 
National Registry in Washington, D.C., did not reveal subject's 
prior suspensions. This could have been due to the fact that 
subject may have used a different first name on his drivers 
licenses in California and Florida. 

The Oklahoma City Office advised that in the event 
the Bureau desired further action be taken, it was recommended 
that the matter be handled through contact with BYRON.E. MC FALL, 
who was considered to be completely reliable and who was in a 
position to initiate the action necessary to cancel subject’s 
drivers license. 

LYNCH, using the name CHARLES CONNIE LYNCH, was 
issued California license no. Z405029, and as of i960 resided 
at 12940, 10th Street, Chino, California. This license has 
been revoked by the State of California. 

It is the feeling of the Los Angeles Office that the 
removal of LYNCH's driving privilege could be best 
accomplished at the time of his arrest. It is to be noted 
that LYNCH was arrested in Baltimore, Maryland, in July for inciting 
a riot, and that as recently as Sunday, 8/21/66, he was arrested 
in Chicago, Illinois, for speaking at a rally without a permit. 

It is a matter of routine to peruse an individual's license at 
the time of arrest, and since LYNCH is using a Post Office box 
on his license, it is also logical for the arresting department 
to check his license out with the issuing state. If it could be 
determined exactly where the much traveled LYNCH was scheduled 
to speak, this plan of depriving him of his driving privilege 
could be accomplished. It is just about certain that LYNCH will 
now continue to focus his attention on racial trouble spots like 
Chicago especially since he has made an "alliance" with GEORGE 
LINCOLN ROCKWELL,' self styled Commander of the American Nazi Party, 
who shared the rally with LYNCH. If Oklahoma Department of Motor 
Vehicles would cooperate, LYNCH's license could be held for that 
state because of his false statements on the Oklahoma drivers 
application.

The meeting ended at 10:10 P.M. and the four men 


hurriedly tried to drive to the Okeechobee City area to catch 
the tail end of their Unit meeting. Only four men were there, 
which were: BOB ROACHE, (the Kleaver) and "organizer” from 
Eau Gallie, Florida, who has been working with the Unit; a man 
by the first name of FLOYD; and two unknown men, one an alien 
who was to be sworn in tonight, but was not, because when 
filling out the application, noticed that if a person was 
convicted of a felon he was ineligible. When the question 
came up on the floor, (according to ROACHE) Mr. JAMES CRAWFORD, 
the E.C. said he waived that question! When told by ROACHE, 
he (CRAWFORD) said that he (CRAWFORD) was a felon and was 
still on parole. According to ROACHE, the meeting ended up 
in confusion, with CRAWFORD and his friends quitting and 
walking out, the meeting never got started!, According to 
ROACHE! 

CRAWFORD said "BOYD HAMBY" the Grand Dragon approved 
his application because the felon charge was a minor thing, 
"bootlegging". CRAWFORD in the past brought in 17 members 
from a fishing club he is a head of, so it looks like the Unit 
is finished. The Charter will probably be pulled next Tuesday.

While discussing felons, MC BROOM mentioned another Klansman's 
initials (B. Q.), who is one too! It was not too long before 
RQACHE and MC BROOM got into a heated argument over authority 
pertaining to the "Great Titan" giving orders to RQACHE! The 
"Summerfield" deal came up and two women were talked about 
(one being an ex-call girl). It is presumed by the conversa¬ 
tion that HAMBY had had a physical relationship with the one 
girl. A Mr. MAXWELL was mentioned being at the Panhandle 
rallies with these two women. 

MC BROOM and RQACHE both lead up to talking about 
BOYD HAMBY and the inefficient job he was doing and something 
has to be done to get HAMBY out of office. MC BROOM said 
that a KBI man was in the area gathering information to do 
"just that". MC BROOM said he talked to SHELTON privately 
in his new 65 car at Bonefay and the two men discussed 
HAMBY and the Summerfield Charter (which had 31 members) 
being pulled! And also about a Mr. RICHARDSON keeping dues 
money belonging to the Klan because HAMBY bought some tires 
from him and never paid for them. According to RQACHE and 
MC BROOM, all the State Officers want HAMBY out of the Grand 
Dragon's job. RQACHE also mentioned he was not answering 
to MC BROOM or recognizing him as Great Titan until a 
letter comes to him (RQACHE) from SHELTON personally. HAMBY 
approved MC BROOM Titan until the File Elections come up. 

RQACHE mentioned that SHELTON was leaving Tuscaloosa 
on August 24, and going to Detroit, Michigan. 

The meeting broke up at approximately 1:30 A.M. 
and RQACHE driving a Mercedes Benz, went his way and the 
three men from Lauderdale, and KEEN went to Pahokee and had 
a snack, and then picked up MC BROOM's car which was left 
at KEEN's house. The three men reached Lauderdale at 4:00 A.M.

200 people in attendance at this rally. 

Mr. BENDER, a HA organizer for the southern part 
of Alabama and the Panhandle of Florida, and who resides in 
southern Alabama, was one of the speakers at this rally. 

BE5IDER ? s speech was on the topic of school segregation. 

Mr. MILLS, a Elans officer from the Esto, Florida, 
Elaverm of the HA spoke at this same rally. HILLS 9 speech 
primarily related to the school board in Esto, Florida. 

A third speaker at this rally, BOYD HAMBY, Grand 
Dragon of the HA for the State of Florida.

HAMBY made reference to a girl that 
had been attacked by three colored men in a shopping center at 
Ocala, Florida, After the opening remarks by HAMBY the feature 
speaker of the evening was the Imperial Wizard of the OKA, 

ROBERT SHELDON, SHELDON spoke on school segregation and re¬ 
ported various statistics on the costs of the school segregation 
program, SHELDON was well received by the people attending the 
rally and in his comments he made no reference regarding 
Negroes and Jews other than the implied reference in his re¬ 
marks regarding school segregation. 

During the Klan rally several books were sold, 
including "None Dare Call it Treason™ and w Selma°*„ 

The attendance at this rally was estimated between 
400 to 500 people and a collection was taken up amounting to

ROBERT SHELDON was accompanied by his secretary

The regular meeting of the UKA, Unit #6 met Aug. 

29, 1966 at Seaway consultants,/ Inc., at 8:30 p. m. There 
were 13 members present who included MC BROOM, ABERNATHY, 

BURD, HUNTSINGER, KUEHER, HEFLAN, TAYLOR,'CARLSTEDT, 

PEARSON, OSCAR, BLAND and 2 unidentified members plus 2 
visitors from Pahokee Unit #29, RICHARD KEEN and his father. 

Most of the meeting time was taken up by the report 
of the School Board Meeting last Wed. Aug. 24, 1966. KUEHNER 
who said he attended with DAN ZBIN and reported on how the 
B’nai Brith had sent a Dr. GERTRUDE NOAR down from New York 
to explain to teachers and parents on how to integrate. 

Question and answer period directed to the seven children 
who formed the panel and were representing the children of 
Fort Lauderdale High brought out much of the work they 
(?) are trying to accomplish. Questions addressed to the 
white students were: (a) At these mixed-dances are you going 
to ask the Negro girls.to dance? (b) Will this lead to 
kissing? (c) And petting (d). Future mixed marriages? The 
answers being: (a) Yes. ..(b) If we want to. (c) Maybe. 

(d) Yes and no. .One Jewish.boy added, although.he wants to 
make the Negroes welcome, and comfortable, he will dance 
and date, but as for marriage, he would be "crucified" if he 
married anyone but a Jewish girl! JESS TAYLOR talked about 
the afternoon session he attended with Mr. HEFLAN. Then Mr. 
HEFLAN took the floor and mentioned he attended the Saturday 
trial (or hearing) of the 11 Negro boys arrested. HEFLAN 
said it was all "cut and dry" -and the attorney for the boys 
threatened the prosecutor by saying if the prosecutor would 
drop "his" charge, that they would drop theirs. Whether the 
boys* lawyer would charge police brutality it was not known, 
but was surmised by HEFLAN. 

MC BROOM asked for a building fund report, and 
ABERNATHY said, nothing has progressed on the "ceiling venture", 
KUEHNER suggested a mimeographed letter be sent to all absentee 
Klansmen and ask for donations even if .they are scared to 
attend the meetings. CARLSTEDT was in favor of a "personal 
visit" because some wives don't know their husbands are in the 
Klan and the letter would expose them. This brought up a 
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’’secret project” thats in the "fire”. MC BROOM says our 
membership includes policeman,.fireman, doctors, lawyers, 
etc. who won't attend meetings, so MC BROOM and ABERNATHY 
are forming a bunch of small units around town with these 
men and they will take turns meeting at each others homes. 

Not more than 10 in a group, under the supervision of one of 
the unit's officers. Each officer will have a group, and 
be the contact man, and report to MC BROOM. These men will 
not be known as members at large. They all claim to want to 
be active but refuse to meet at Seaway Engineering (name has 
been changed to Seaway Consultants this month) since the 
"raid”. They will play an active part only the Great Titan 
will know which members each officer will handle. 

CARSTEDT was against this, and KXJEHNER agreed only 
if the constitution provides 'that this can take place. Both 
were overruled by MC BROOM, because Mr. SHELTON said 
in Bonnefay last week, that he liked the idea. 

Also MC BROOM is setting up a telephone pyramid. 

He will call 2 men and they each call 2 men who each call 2 
met, etc., until all the members are contacted in case of a 
need for the whole Klan to come out in force. 

I 

MC BROOM was heard saying that CLAUDE TINDALL was 
sworn in as a member (last week) to insure the confidence in 
the past. Mr. TINDALL had agreed to "work” with the Klan, 
but the Pahokee boys wanted to make "sure”. 

MC BROOM also mentioned he has word that another 
sheriff wants to meet with him and he'll see him this week.' 

MC BROOM said he is going to Okachobee Tues, Aug. 30, and 
meeting with the Grand Dragon (BOB ROACH) and the 
Okachobee Klan, to try to straighten out "a problem”. Wednes¬ 
day afternoon he has a meeting in Belle Glade, Wednesday night 
he will attend Unit #29, and Thursday making the Deerfield 
unit's meeting. 

MC BROOM also told Ihe members how hard he has 
been working traveling the state and he is going to step down 
as E.C. but didn’t say when. Mr. ABERNATHY was asked by 
MC BROOM to help HERB BLAND with the Security Guard getting it 
in shape. A motion was brought up and seconded to mail crank 
notes and give "P" calls to a Mr. JOHN MILLER, who lives in the 
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1400 block on S. W. 15th Ave., because he was the only 
white man associated and friendly with the Negro boys and 
their lawyer at the police court last Sat. (according to 
HEFLAN) when KUEHNER turned over a list of all the teachers 
in Broward County (he picked up at the school) to the E.C. 

It was noticed that there were no addresses next to the names. 
After the motion was voted on and passed to sent literature 
to these white teachers. Mr.ABERNATHY says he has a master 
list of their addresses even the janitors and other school 
employees and also "this list" identifies if they’re negroes 
or whites. The colored teachers will receive literature 
also preferabbly the tract showing the negro skull and the 
"apes skull"). The white teachers will receive the tract 
showing that "mixed marriages" come from starting integration 
in kindergarten. The meeting brokeup at 10:30 p. m. 

This month’s Fiery Cross arrived and everyone was instructed 
to take a couple dozen and drop them in the right places!

Two reliable Elan informants have advised that DON E. 
KNIGHT, Broward County Kleagle (MM File 157-1309), has tem¬ 
porarily absented himself from Elan meetings (Klavern No. 6 
at Ft. Lauderdale, Fla.), due to his activities campaigning 
for his employer, BOB MC MICHAEL. 

MC MICHAEL, owner of Dixie Lumber and Supply, Inc., 

841 N. E. 44th St., Oakland Park, Fla., is the regular Demo¬ 
cratic candidate for County Commissioner (Broward County, Fla.). 

B8C MICHAEL, by means of ’’pink cards” has been noti¬ 
fied of KNIGHT’S membership in the KKK. These "pink cards” 
were mailed pursuant to the Bureau authorized counterintelli¬ 
gence program.

KNIGHT has,unfortunately, avoided public exposure 
as a Klansman through previously approved Bureau authority 
counterintelligence measures at Ft.

Enclosed for the Bureau is one photograph of KNIGHT, 
which was taken at the UKA rally Oakland Park, Fla., 7/8/65, 
by the "Fort Lauderdale News "photographer. This photograph 
has never appeared in any newspaper, and the negative is still 
in possession of the'Tori: Lauderdale News" photo lab. 

Bureau authority is requested to advise MILTON J. 
KELLY, Managing Editor, "Fort Lauderdale News", Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla., of the fact that DON KNIGHT is actively campaigning for 
MC MICHAEL, and also the fact that KELLY has in his photo 
lab a photograph of KNIGHT in Klan robes. KELLY may then, 
if he so desires, through independent action, establish the 
fact that KNIGHT is actively campaigning for MC MICHAEL 
and disclose his Klan affiliation through a newspaper 
article.

Mr. HAMBY also said there was too much talking behind 
backs about each other going on, and this is to stop right 
now! and refreshed the Klansmen that in the Constitution 
it states that the Grievance Committee will handle all 
spying! and no one but the Klokann and his deputies can 
investigate. 

Another pitch for the "ceiling fund" came from 
MC BROOM, and MC BROOM also announced a fellow member (who 
works in the roofing business) fell off a roof 10 days ago, 
and is home in bed.

On 9/15/66 HARRY GLENS, Security Officer, Southern 
Bell Telephone and Telegraph Go., Pairs Beach, Fla., advised 
that the telephone company actively investigates violations 
of the Waits service, identical t o the circumstances 
described in the SHELTON case, GLENN stated that these 
“Watts abuse** cases are consistently upheld .in the courts 
when the telephone company brings civil suits against 
the subscribers. 

GLENN explained that upon receipt of informa¬ 
tion that a subscriber is abusing his Watts service, the 
telephone company connects a computer to the watts phone, 
which computer reports the lapse of time between receipt 
of a person to person call on the Watts line and when the 
call is returned to the first caller. 

According to GLENS, a series of “short lapse** 
telephone calls of this nature are prim* facie evidence 
that the Watts phone is being abused and that the telephone 
company has been defrauded. 

GLENN stated that in a recent case, the court 
awarded the telephone company $56,009 in damages for such 
abuse. In addition to the recovery, the telephone company 
is then entitled to disconnect the Catts service and the 
local servlco to the subscriber. 

Bureau authority is requested to furnish GLENN 
with the identity and telephone cumber of ROBERT H. SHELTON 
and the fact that his "Wafts service" is being abused. 

It is very likely that SHELTON has given the same 
instructions to Sian officials in several southern states that 
he has given to the informant and that the telephone company 
will be able to make a good case against SHELTON*

He advised that LEE GRANIMS, Exalted Cyclops, and one of the 
individuals involved in the beating, got up at the meeting 
and said that the affair was a personal matter and did not 
involve the KKK and he would handle the matter himself. He 
advised that there was much criticism of GRANXMS in the 
organization concerning the affair and its publicity. 

On 9/23/66, LEE GRANIMS, Exalted Cyclops, Klavern 
#29, UKA, appeared at the Vest Palm Beach Resident Agency 
where he volunteered the information that he was extremely 
concerned about the beating affair in Belle Glade, Florida, 
and was very concerned about being convicted. He attempted 
to emphasize the fact that the beating did not involve the 
KKK in any manner and was a personal affair of his own. 

It is apparent from the above that this 
counterintelligence measure was extremely effective and 
will undoubtedly have a bearing on the growth of the Pahokee 
Klavern. It is anticipated the Pahokee Klavern may start to 
deteriorate from this point on. The Bureau will be advised 
of any further tangible results.

On September 19, 1966 SAM DEES telephonically 
contacted SA HAROLD K. PARSON and advised th at he wished to 
talk to an agent. On September 20* 1966 BEES was Interview¬ 
ed at his residence, Vero Beach , Florida., 

He said he wanted to tell agents that he had re¬ 
ceived two anonymous telephone calls since his resignation 
from the United Klans of America (UKA) approximately three 
weeks previous. The calls were believed by DEES to be from 
out of town and the caller Identified himself as a Klansman. 
The caller Indicated DEBS was a traitor and unfit human 
being. He believes the calls wer e f rom a member of the Eau 
Gallie, Florida Klavern named GARTER c as the result of in¬ 
formation furnished to this man by JAMES HAMBLIN:, a Klans¬ 
man in the Vero Beach Klavern. He is not sure if the calls 
were because of his resignation, his recent arrest on the 
charge of "Contributing to the Delinquency of a Minor" or 
if the Klan suspected him to be an FBI informant. 

DEES said that the Vero Beach Klavern practically 
broke up because of dissension and suspicion as to possible 
FBI informants. To his knowledge, the only active Klansmen 
remaining are LEON BLANTON and JAMBS HAMBLIN. DEES said 
he resigned not only because he knew some of his activities 
were not in accordance with the Klan°s "Christian concept", 
but that he also became disillusioned and disgusted with the 
poor state leadership. He also said they were paying dues 
but saw no results from it. In addition they were asked to 
give $50 each for the defense of ROBERT SHELTON and that 
if SHELTON needed money why did he not get out and earn it 
just like DEES had to do in order to pay his attorney. 

DEES said the Vero Beach Klavern was involved in 
very few activities but that they did receive an anonymous 
call sometime ago about ! l a white woman, 

being at the home of a Negro man in nearby Gifford, Florida. 
BLANTON, DEES and other unnamed Klansmen were going to do 
something about it but saw police cars in the area and did 
nothing.

Lauderdale, has produced excellent counterintelligence, 
action. 

Because of this action. Grand Tita n SAM MC BROOM 
prepared a report for Imperial Wizard ROBERT SHELDON con¬ 
cerning allegations against ZBIN in the Ft. Lauderdale area. 

On 9/25/66, two informants covering the Florida 
State Officers meeting in Jacksonville reported that ZBIN 
has submitted his letter of resignation from the lclan. 

On 9/2/66, BOYD HAMBY, Florida Grand Dragon of 
the UKA, attended a meeting of Klavern No. 4, Ft. Lauderdale 
Fla. HAMBY dissolved Klavern No. 4 and ordered the charter 
pulled. As a result Klavern No. 4 members DICK HARLEY (EC), 
RONNIE WIER, CONDA MC CONNAUGHAY and FRED ATTXX have refused 
to Join with Klavern No. 6 of the UKA at Ft. Lauderdale and 
consequently are now out of the klan. The pulling of the 
charter for Klavern No. 4 was the result of a feud between 
HARLEY and ZBIN created by the counterintelligence program.

Based on information from informants, 
it is expected PUGH will visit the Ft. Lauderdale Klavern 
some time in the near future. Miami has an excellent re¬ 
lationship with the Ft. Lauderdale Chief of Police and the 
local press in matters relating to the Klan and it is hoped 
that on PUGH's visit to Ft. Lauderdale, arrangements can 
be made to have him arrested or stopped for possible traffic 
violations in the area of the Ft. Lauderdale Klan building. 

Miami is currently developing a proposed 
counterintelligence measure against PUGH for Bureau considera¬ 
tion. At the present time, no counterintelligence action has 
been authorized by the Bureau in connection with this individual. 

c. DON E. KNIGHT,. Broward County Kleagle 

of the UKA 

. . " ..w 

KNIGHT is one of the original founders 
of the UKA in the Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. area and his powers 
and influence in the UKA far exceed the duties inherent . 

in the office of County Kleagle. Unfortunately, KNIGHT 
has avoided public exposure as a Klansman through previously 
approved Bureau counterintelligence measures at Ft. Lauderdale. 
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However, KNIGHT was photographed at a UKA rally, Oakland 
Park, Florida, 7/8/65, by the "Ft. Lauderdale News." 

KNIGHT is currently actively campaigning for his employer, 

BOB MC MICHAEL, a candidate for Broward County Commissioner. 
The Bureau has granted authority for the Miami Office to 
alert established sbunces at the "Ft. Lauderdale News" to 
these facts, which has been done. Results of this CIP 
measure are still pending. 

d. CHARLES BAKER RIDDLEHOOVER, Grand Dragon, 

UKKKK. 

RIDDLEHOOVER was convicted 6/30/66 for 
carrying a concealed weapon as a convicted felon in Dade 
County, Fla. He is currently out of Jail on an appeal bond 
and until recently, remained active in the UKKKK. As a 
result of counterintelligence measures, several articles 
appeared in the local press, along with RIDDLEHOOVER*s 
photograph,showing that he was still active in the Klan. 

To insure that these news items were brought to the attention 
of the appropriate Dade County authorities, the Bureau 
authorized Miami to furnish newspaper clippings regarding 
RIDDLEHOOVER’s Klan activities to Capt. L. J. VAN BUSKIRK, 
of the Dade County SO. This information may be of assistance 
in affirming the court’s decision regarding RIDDLEHOOVER's 
conviction oh the firearms violation. This CIP measure is 
still pending. 

e. ROBERT M, SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, UKA. 

Miami originally received information 
that SHELTON had installed a "Watts phone" at his office in 
Tuscaloosa, Ala. Subsequently, he instructed Klan leaders 
in Florida, and possibly other Klan leaders throughout the 
country to call him person-to-person at his "Watts" phone 
number, and that he would never be at home, however, he 
would call right back using the"Watts"service. It has been 

determined through the Southern Bell Telephone & Telegraph 
Co., that the telephone company actively investigates vio¬ 
lation of the "Watts" service, identical to the circumstances 
as related regarding SHELTON. These cases are consistently 
upheld in the courts when the telephone company brings 
civil suit against the subscriber. According to the tele¬ 
phone company, the courts a war 3&d substantial damages 
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and the telephone company is entitled to disconnect the 
"Watts” service, as well as local service to the subscriber. 

The above matter is still under con¬ 
sideration by the Bureau as a proposed counterintelligence 
measure. 

f. Pahokee Klavern, UKA, Pahokee, Fla. 

The Pahokee Klavern is the newly formed 
Klavern of the UKA in South Fla. To date, it has been the 
fastest growing Klavern within the Miami Division, and 
because of its fast growth, several individuals have joined 
this Klavern who are known to have criminal records. Miami 
believes that these individuals can be exposed through 
distribution of a handbill type leaflet, possibly titled 
"Klanman of the Week." This leaflet would contain a photo¬ 
graph of the Klansman with a super-imposed Klan robe or 
hood, along with a portion of his criminal record, which 
would depict the type of individual joining the Klan. It 
is believed that these counterintelligence measures would 
disrupt the Pahokee Klavern, possibly resulting in the 
dismissal of several Klansmian with criminal records. This 
counterintelligence measure is still pending Bureau approval. 

g. NCDT 

Mailing of the NCDT letter to Klansmen 
in South Florida will continue when additional approved 
letters are received from the Bureau. 

III. Tangible Results

a. DANIEL J. ZBIN, Florida Grand Klaliff, 

UKA 

Several communications have been furnished 
to the Bureau regarding ZBIN; one letter involving ZBIN's 
proposal to anonymously mail 10,000 Nazi swastikas to 
terrorize Jews In the State of Florida.Through the use of 
FoiA(b) (7) - (p) damages of the anonymous mailing 

was pointed out to ZBIN and as a result, ZBIN did not carry 
out his proposal for the anonymous mailing. This was the 
direct result of a counterintelligence measure approved by 
the Bureau.

In an effort to remove ZBIN from his 
position of leadership in the UKA, the Bureau approved 
an anonymous mailing of a cartoon and a leaflet depicting 
ZB IN as a friend of FIDEL CASTRO, with possibly Communist 
connections. As a result of the anonymous mailing, a feud 
erupted between ZBIN and several members of Klavern four, 
headed by DICK HARLEY, E. C. In addition, the anonymous 
mailing was brought to the attention of Imperial Wizard 

ROBERT SHELTON, who requested a Klan investigation of ZBIN.

On 9/25/66, at a State Officer's meeting 
in Jacksonville, Florida, ZBIN submitted his letter of re¬ 
signation from the Klan. 

On 9/2/66, BOYD HAMBY, Florida Grand 
Dragon, UKA, ordered the pulling of the charter for Klavern 
four, and as a result, four members of this Klavern, in¬ 
cluding DICK HARLEY, refused to join with Klavern six, and, 
consequently, are now out of the Klan. 

The counterintelligence measures against 
ZBIN have resulted in the pulling of Klavern four charter, and 
the loss of five UKA members, including ZBIN. 

b. Pahokee Klavern, Pahokee, Fla. 

On 9/15/66, information was received 
from the Belle Glade PD, that four Klansmen of the Pahokee 
Klavern, including LEE J. GRANIMS, E. C., of the Pahokee 
Klavern, were arrested for assault and battery of a teen¬ 
age white male, and left their KKK calling card at the 
scene of the beating. The Bureau approved a request by 
Miami to afford maximum publicity to this incident. As a 
result, five items appeared in the press at Palm Beach, 

Belle Glade, and Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. Subsequently, one 
Klansman of this unit was fired from his job, and his wife 
separated from him due to his membership in the Klan. ' 

Several of the Klan leaders were extremely upset over the 
publicity which was afforded the incident and some of the 
members are concerned regarding their employment, as well 
as domestic problems with their wives.

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On 9/23/66, Exalted Cyclops LEE GRANIMS 
appeared at the West Palm Beach Resident Agency, and 
volunteered information that he was extremely concerned 
about the beating affair in Belle Glade, Fla., and was 
concerned about his being convicted.

counterintelligence measure cannot be assessed at this time, 
but it is expected it will have a decided effect on the 
growth of this Klavern. 

c. CHARLES BAKER RIDDLEHOOVER 

Several communications have been 
furnished to the Bureau regarding counterintelligence 
measures against RIDDLEHOOVER, including the advising of 
the local press at Ft. Lauderdale regarding a Klan rally 
at Winter Beach, Fla., 8/20/66. As a result, this rally 
was given considerable publicity, which reported RIDDLEHOOVER 
as the main speaker and the rally as a "flop” in view of 
the poor attendance. In addition, participating Klansmen 
had to ’’fork out” a considerable amount of money to offset 
the expenses of the rally, which was supposed to raise 
money for the Klan. 

Subsequently, RIDDLEHOOVER reported 
to two Klan informants that he could no longer be active 
in the Klan as he has had a serious argument with his 
employer who has threatened to fire him if he continues 
his Klan activities. In addition, the Miami and Broward 
County units of the UKKKK are at odds with each other as 
a result of RIDDLEHOOVER's failure at the Klan rally in 
Winter Beach. No joint meetings have been held by these 
units since the Winter Beach rally, and at this time, the 
U KKKK is at a standstill, and will probably disband.

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d. Tri-City Sportsman Club, Klavern 14, 

Vero Beach, Fla. 

On 6/21/66, Miami proposed counter¬ 
intelligence action against Klavern 14, which was then a 
growing and active Klavern of the UKA in Vero Beach, Fla. 

The counterintelligence measure related 
to the use of the news media in exposing leaders of this 
group, especially those with criminal records. As a result 
of this measure, 6 members of the Klavern resigned, including 
the Exalted Cyclops, GERALD LOVE. Other members became 
suspicious of each other and regular meetings were drastically 
curtailed. 

On 9/19/66, SAM DEES, a leader of 
Klavern 14, requested to be interviewed by the FBI in view 
of an arrest in which he was charged with contributing to 
the delinquency of a minor. At this time, DEES reported 
that the Vero Beach Klavern practically broke up because 
of dissension and suspicion as to possible FBI informants. 

He stated there were only two active Klansmen remaining in 
the Vero Beach Klavern as of 9/19/66. 

e. HORIP 

At a UKA Klan rally in the Panhandle 
of Florida, during the weekend of 8/20/66, Imperial Wizard 
ROBERT SHELTON received several complaints regarding the 
leadership of BOYD HAMBY, Florida Grand Dragon of UKA.

/ HAMBY indicated that he was not being sufficiently 
paid ana xeit that suggestion should be made wherein about 
20 Klansmen, or benefactors,donate $5.00 a month to the 
State organization. Out of this amount, the Grand Dragon 
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could be paid a salary. HAMBY, evidently. Is under stress 
from criticism by the Imperial Wizard regarding his handling 
of the Florida organization of the UKA. 

f. Anonymous Mailing of Postal Cards 

The anonymous mailing of three different 
postal cards prepared by the Bureau has been completed by 
the Miami Division. Tangible results from the mailing 
of these cards is difficult to assess because of ite indivi¬ 
dual effect on Elansmen, results of which are not known 
to the Miami Office. However, it would appear such mailings 
would have a decided effect on the general growth of the 
Elan. 


g. Overall Tangible Results 

•» , 

Counterintelligence measures utilized 
in the Miami Division have had an overall effect on the 
UKA. It is noted that recruitment in the UKA in the Ft. 
Lauderdale, Fla. area has dropped off to the point where 
only one or two individuals have been considered. The drop¬ 
outs from the Elan far exceed new membership. 

The counterintelligence measures in the 
Miami Division have practically eliminated the potentially 
dangerous Elansmen who could be considered as troublemakers. 


Elan activity in Ft. Lauderdale has 
been reduced from actions of violence and vandalism to such 
acts as letter writing and anonymous mailings. 


Miami, through the informant program in 
conjunction with the CIP program, has effectively utilized 
Elan informants to blackball, or otherwise eliminate indi¬ 
vidual Elansmen who are prone to instigate acts of violence.

Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 


The regular meeting of the UKA, Unit #29, was 
replaced 9/21/66 with an ’’Open House” meeting, starting 
at 8:00 P.M. Wive^t of the men attended to hear why the 
Klan was around, and also a bid towards forming the 
Ladies Auxiliary. Seven women showed up, most of them 
in their teens, along with 31 men. It was not known how 
many were regular members. The known faces there, were: 

Lee Granins, Bichard Keen, Bill Lucey, Buck, and Buck’s 
son, two visitors, (McBroom and Kuehner) and a surprise 
visit by the Grand Dragon, Boyd Hamby. The E. C. started 
the meeting by having his Kludd say a prayer and then 
mentioned that he had ”Adverse Publicity” last week, and 
wanted to make it clear that the Klan was not involved. It 
was a personal thing, and a mistake on his part for picking 
the wrong time and place. The meeting was turned over to 
the Grand Dragon who asked McBroom to give a talk, which 
he did. After McBroom*s 15 minute talk, Hamby got up and 
talked, and asked for, and answered questions for two hours 
and 15 minutes. The meeting ended at 11:00 P.M. Hamby, 

Keen, Lucey and the E. C. stayed to swear in 6 new members, 
after everyone left. Kuehner and McBroom had to leave because 
of a long distance call McBroom was expecting between midnite 
and 1:00 A.M. Lucey was heard saying that he had joined the 
South Bay Police Force, (and showed a Badge to prove it) 
and only works 3 days a week.

"The United Elans of American, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, sent delegates to attencT the B*Nai B*rith 
sponsored lessons on integration at the Fort Lauderdale, 

High School. 

"After receiving our report from these delegates, 
we were understandably aroused as to the context of these 
'so called' Instructions. Furthermore, we do not feel that 
the B'nai B'rith is qualified or justified in giving certain 
directions to parents on how their children should behave 
during social affairs, when in the company of negro students. 

"Integration of Public Schools is now a Federal 
Law, and we of the UKA, do not intend to disregard this law, 
however, we also do not intend to instruct our children as 
the B'nai B'rith suggested, to dance with, or date other 
negro children. The B'nai B'rith seems to think if we do not 
Tell our children to do this, the Negroes will have their 
feelings hurt, and feel offended. If the Negroes feel hurt 
because white girls and boys will not dance with them, or 
date them, then they are just going to have to learn to live 
with their hurt feeling. We intend to encourage as many 
parents of white children as we possibly can, to use their 
right of choosing their friends discrlmlnately, as they always 
have. 


"As much as we resent this entire idea of school 
integration, we will accept the situation until such time as 
the law can be changed! as long as our children are not 
forced by their teachers or principals to associate socially 
with Negroes. 
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"In view of all the demands the N.A.A.C.P. is 
making on the school Board, we, as citizens and taxpayers 
are not going To concede to anything we feel infringes on 
our childrens* best welfare. 

”If the N.A.A.C.P. is sincere in saying that all 
they want is for the Negroes to have an equal opportunity 
for education, then I’m sure they will accept our demands 
as logical and Justifiable. 

"As much of the white population of Broward County 
as possible are going to be asked to support us in seeing 
that the following stipulations are carried out, so that 
this process of integration can be done smoothly and without 
incident. 

"1. Any white child that does not feel comfortable sitting 
next to a negro in the classrom, should not be forced to do 
so. 

"2. If sitting next to a negro in the cafeteria, repulses 
some white children so they cannot digest their meals 
properly, they should have a segregated area to sit in. 

"3. The school buses likewise, should have at least one 
segregated area for the white children strongly opposed to 
sitting next to Negroes. 

"4. At social functions, of any type, absolutely no white 
girls should be allowed to be insulted by having to contend 
with a Negro boy asking her to dance. This same rule should 
be followed through pertaining to all social or recreational 
functions.”

SAs PARSON and CHARLES A. RHEWoproceeded to the residence 
of DEES where his wife stated he was due home momentarily.

DEES advised he had received two anonymous telephone 
calls since his resignation from the KKK. The caller 
identified himself as a Klansman and called DEES a traitor 
and unfit human being.

The regular meeting of the UKA, Unit #29, was held 
9/14/66, in their new Klavern, at Canal Point, Florida, (address 
unknown). 29 men were present, including the 3 new members, 

(names unknown) sworn in tonight by S. R. MC BROOM, Great Titan 
of Province #1, who along with BURD and KUEHNER were visiting 
from Ft. Lauderdale. KUEHNER brought his sign painting kit 
and lettered four signs in the back room, while the meeting was 
going on. Approximately 15 new applicants were voted on, and 
all passed. Among the twenty-three (23) regular members present 
were KEEN, GRAZZINA, THOMPSON, LUCEY, AL (?), BUCK and BUCK'S 
son. It was heard that the Kladd and the Kligrapp (FELIX) 
were at the hospital donating blood to the State Trooper who 
needed Type "A-Positive". A raffle for 20 gallons of gas 
(donated by the E. C. who owns a Standard Oil Station in Canal 
Point), was won by BILL LUCEY after $14.50 was collected. 

Literature was voted on in the amount of $30.00 and 
the money was turned over to KUEHNER (who had already brought 
the literature up from Ft. Lauderdale) because KEEN had ordered 
it last Monday while visiting Ft. Lauderdale. The E.C. mentioned 
that two white "Vista Girls" have moved into a duplex in 
colored town, in Belle Glade. The E.C. instigated a plan to 
bring a "case of wine" to Belle Glade next Friday night to hand 
out to Negroes who are "known winos", and if they want more 
wine and also to go knock on their doors after 

10:00 PM. This plan is to give "harrassment" to the girls 
from the Negroes. The E.C. said "this plan was put in operation 
before and did the job". A case of wine was "donated" by one 
of the members who will deliver it to the E.C. Friday, late 
afternoon, September 16, 1966, to his Service Station. The next 
regular meeting will be "open house" and the members will 
bring their wives. 

The meeting broke up around 10:00 PM. It was heard 
that MC BROOM, BURD and KUEHNER (who drove his 1963 Dodge car) 
left Lauderdale at approximately 3:00 PM and arrived in Pahokee 
at approximately 4:30 where,after MC BROOM purchased a case of 
wine at Allreds Bait & Tackle,,they went to BILL LUCEY's 
trailer and picked him up along with KEEN. The five (5) men 
drove in KUEHNER*s car to South Bay to a barbecue restaurant, 

(name believed to be "Roy's). This was a pre-arranged meeting 
place for the Great Titap and his staff to meet and be intro¬ 
duced to the South Bay Chief of Police, Units #29, new member.

LEE JEFFRY GRANIMS voluntarily appeared at the 
West Palm Beach, Florida Resident Agency at his dgn re¬ 
quest , and furnished the following information: 

GRANIMS stated he is the Exaulted Cyclops of 
Klavern 29, Pahokee, Florida, of the UKA, Inc., KKKK. He 
stated he was appointed to this position by regional officers 
who he would not Identify, when the organization was formed 
and stated that there would be an election of permanent 
officers in his organization in December of 1966. 

GRANIMS stated that he was very concerned over the 
publicity his organization had received recently concerning 
he and several other individuals being involved in a beating 
in Belle Glade, Florida. He slated his main reason for 
coming to the FBI at this time, was that he wanted emphatically 
emphasized that the beating in no way involved the KKKK and 
that it was strickly a personal matter between himself and 
the person who was injured. He stated however, during the 
conversation, that he was quite concerned over the actions 
of two of the other individuals who were present at the time 
of the beating, and felt that these two individuals had 
"framed” him or "set him up" in connection with the beating. 
During this portion of the conversation, GRANIMS exhibited 
two newspaper^:articles in which JIMMY JOHNSON and KENNETH 
ALLEN WBLTY, had made statements to the newspaper that they 
were not members of the KKKK. He emphatically stated that 
both these newspaper articles were "a lie” and "untrue”. 
However, GRANIMS would not say directly that either WELTY or 
JOHNSON were members of his organist ion. 

GRANIMS definitely did state that JACK SCOTT, 

JAMES WHITE and FRANK BECK, all of Belle Glade, Florida, 
are definitely not members of his organization and to his 
knowledge are not members of the KKKK anywhere. He de¬ 
finitely stated they would never be members of his organization 
if he had anything to do about it.

During the conversation, GRANIMS stated that he 
had received information that weapons, of all types, could 
be obtained from JACK TATUM in Belle Glade, Florida. He 
admitted that he has heard that semi-automatic weapons

CRAWFORD has stated that Florida Grand Dragon 
BOYD HAMBY has waived this question and approved bis application 
because his felony conviction was a minor thing "bootlogging". 
CRAWFORD also stated he wants to take anyone into the Klan 
that he deems fit, regardless of their past record. 


JAMES W. CRAWFORD, aka., Jim Crawford, Collie;,* Baughns 
O'Toole, C. B. O'Toole, Collie Toole (TN), FBI #4 423 505, 
born 4/5/24, Colquitt, Ga., residence 2210 8* Parratt Ave., 
Okeechobee, Fla., was arrested by ATU, Miami, Fla., and found• 
guilty by jury trial to 6 counts of a 7 count indictment 
involving transportation and possession of illegal whiskey.

In addition, CRAWFORD has had other arrests 
involving worthless checks and on one occasion escaped from 
Jail in Ga. and later arrested in Vero Beach, Fla. 

On 6/1/05, CRAWFORD was committed to the custody 
of the Attorney General for one year on count 1 and to be 
confined to Jail for a period of three months thereafter 
balance of sentence suspended and placed on probation 9 months. 
Sentence of confinement withheld on the other 5 counts and 
to be placed on probation for 3 years at the conclusion of the 
sentence on count 1. The court reserved the right to change 
the conditions of the probation, reduce or extend the period 
of probation and revoke probation. 

On 8/20/65, CRAWFORD was released from the federal 
prison camp, Eglin Air Force Base, Fla., and is currently on 
probation reporting to his probation officer JOHN CARTER, 

Miami, Fla., the first of each month. Under the conditions 
of CRAWFORD*s probation, he must refrain from violation of any 
law (federal r state and local) and immediately contact his 
probation officer if arrested or questioned by a law enforcement 
officer. He shall also associate only with law-abiding persons 
and maintain reasonable hours. In addition, he must follow 
his probation officer’s instructions and advise. 

Since the probation officer is the controlling 
factor re the activities of any individual on probation, and, 
if necessary, can b$lng the individual before a Judge on 

questions relating to violation of probation, Miami requests_ 

Bureau authority to contact U. S. Probation officer JOHN CARTER. 
It is believed CARTER will be in a position to immediately 
request CRAWFORD to cease all Klan activities or have his 
probation revoked. This action will remove CRAWFORD from the 
Klan and cause internal friction among the members that could 
possibly break up the Okeechobee Klavern. 

It is believed this counterintelligence measure can 
be carried out without disclosing Bureau’s Interest or result 
in embarrassment to the Bureau.

The motivating force behind this klavern has been 
the Exalted Cyclops, who Is captioned subject, and his close 
associate, RICHARD C. KEEN. 


Based on Informal coverage, Miami has developed 
information that the Pahokee Klavern has secret meabas, not 
known to the general membership, who are believed to be law 
enforcement officers in the Pahokee area. In addition, 
Miami has also developed that at least two members of the 
Pahokee Klavern are employees of the U. S. Government, be¬ 
lieved the B. S. Pest Office In Belle Glade, Fla. Investi¬ 
gation also Indicates that some members of that klavern are 
possibly in possession of automatic firearms In possible 
violation of Federal statutes. 


As a result of Bureau approved counterintelligence 
measures as set forth in referenced communications, GRANIME 
voluntarily appeared in the Rest Palm Beach, Fla. 2A on 
9/22/66. At that time he admitted he was Exalted Cyclops 
of Klavern Ho.

During the conversation, G3AKXHS stated that he 
had received Informatio n tha t weapons, of all types, could 
be obtained from JACK TATUM in Belle Glade, Fla. Be ad¬ 
mitted that he has hear d that seal-automatic weapons can 
be obtained from TATUM, but stated to bis knowledge, TATUM 
does not sell automatic weapons. Be stated, however, that 
he has been told there is an individual in Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla., who will convert semi-automatic weapons to automatic 
weapons, if requested. Be refused to furnish the identity 
of this individual in Ft. Lauderdale who allegedly could do 
this work. 


G3ANXH3 stated that all members of his organization 
must be 18 years of age or over. Be stated that there were 
no members of his qganlssatlon that were under the age of 18. 
He also advised, however, that there was a Junior organisa¬ 
tion for those individuals under 18 who desired to become 
members of the klan.

The regular meeting of the UKA Unit #6 met at 
Seaway Consultants Inc. Oct. 10, 1066 at 8:30 P.M. There 
were 20 members attending which included 3 visitors from 
Unit #9, Pompano. R. T. Wasser and the same 2 unidentified 
Klansmen from his unit. The regular members present were 
McBroom, Anderson Jr., Kuehner, Huntsinger, Abernathy, 

Anderson III, Carlstedt, Griffin., Fisher Tayler, Heflin, 
Pearson, (Abernathy's nephew, Don Stevens) and 4 unidentified. 

Kuehner was 5 minutes late, Burd was not present, and 
George Oscar was reported ill. Kuehner was asked to read his 
letter to the School Board, and turned it over to McBroom who 
will sign it in the name of the UKA and mail it Oct. 11, 1966. 
Anderson (who forgot his glasses) asked Kuehner (His Kladd) 
tp read 2 different articles from a North Dade publication 
called "North Dade Citizen Hub" which Griffin brought to the 
meeting. It was given to him by Mrs. Jos. E. Challis, 7761 
fl.W. 35th St. Hollywood, Fla. The two articles were: #1. 

A special report on the "Demonstration Cities Bill" and #2. 
was an article taken from the Richmond "News Leader" The 
U.N. Declaration on the Elimination of Racial Discrimination. 
The Klavern was "Up in arms" over this article, Anderson Jr. 
and Pearson said, If this passes the Klan has "had it". 

Kuehner said, "Not only the Klan, but the Birchers, the 
Churches, and even the F.B.I. will be "out", we should get 
some literature on this and get it to the people." A motion 
was made and seconded to have 5,000 printed and passed out. 
Kuehner, who is in charge of the Propaganda committee, was 
given $15.00 which was collected and $16.50 will be reimbursed 
him later to pay for the printing. Wasser, E.C. Unit #9, 
wants 500, and McBroom is taking 1000 to Okeechobee and 
1000 to Pahokee. 

Plans for a Barbeque, that was brought up at last 
week's meeting, was mentioned and McBroom said the women at 
the Barbeque pit said it was $1.75 per person and at 8:30 P.M. 
the place will be turned over to the Klan, because she usually 
closes the restaurant at 8:30 P.M. anyway. The motion was 
tabled til next week, til some one sees if a Fish Fry 
wouldn't be so expensive. Anderson Jr. said he talked to a 
Mr. Williams D, Partin, at the Homearma Show at the Fort 
Lauderdale War Memorial Auditorium last Friday, and the man 
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who is running for congress (10th Dist. is a sympathizer of 
the KKK and wants to meet with the men and talk to them. 

After a motipn was made and seconded to write him to next 
mondays meeting, it was declared to be "a open house affair". 
Wives and friends invited to hear Mr. Partin speak on "How 
to write-rin" on a ballot and why to vote for him! Kuehner 
was against bringing Partin to the Klavern to see only 15 
to 20 people in the audience when the Klan is boasting of 
"Hundreds pf members", but Anderson said (Quote)"We have a 
gimmick for that! were going to tell him that the 20 people 
here are only a "Committee", and they will rach the regular 
members at the next meeting." (Unquote) Carlstedt said the 
newspaper should be invited to the meeting but Anderson and 
Kuehner were against it! with Kuehner saying "It would hurt 
his chances if the newspaper got wind that the Klan was behind 
him," Anderson and McBroom agreed! Pearson read from a 
revised New Testament that puts the complicated passages 
in every day modern words, which no one seemed very interested 
in! Kuehner asked what the latest was concerning the location 
of the Pompano Rally, Wasser said that they haven’t been able 
to get the land. When asked why he doesn’t have it in his 
3 acre back yard he said, that re-election time is near and 
seeing he is a city commissioner we don’t want to hurt his 
chances of being re-elected by labeling himself as a Klansman. 

Anderson said Kon Knight have him about 500 post cards for 
McMichael and asked that the Klansman address 25 each of 
people they knew and turned them back to the E.C. who will 
give them back to Don Knight who will stamp them and mail 
them out. It's strictly because McMichael is Knights Boss, 
and is "not a Klan project". 

The meeting ran late, because of much discussion. It was 
noticed that Wasser swore a man in out in the "Outer Den" 
while the 1st part of the meeting was going on. Anderson Jr. 
announced that the Pahokee, Pompano and what’s left of the 
Hollywood Klan will be in the audience to hear Partin speak!

On Wednesday, September 14, 1966, JOE BURD, 

SAM MC BROOM find FRED KUEHNER, Ft. Lauderdale Klan 
Officials, were observed proceeding to Pahokee, Florida, . • 
where they met with BILL LUCEY and RICHARD KEEN, Pahokee, 
Florida Klan Officials. 

The above-named Klan Officials were observed 
driving to South Bay, Florida, where they proceeded to 
Roy’s Barbecue Place, arriving at that restaurant at 
approximately 6:00 PM. These Klan Officials were then 
observed to meet with the South Bay, Florida Chief of 
Police "RAY” PUGH, whose real name is D. R. PUGH. 

It was revealed at this time, in the previous 
week, PUGH was sworn in as a member of Klavern #29, Pahokee 
Florida, by RICHARD KEEN and BILL LUCEY.

PUGH stated that he would be unable to attend V 
the Klan meeting scheduled for that night due to the factV 
j he had to appear before a City Commission Meeting at 7 PM 
/•' "j. that evening in South Bay, Florida. 

PUGH expressed his feelings, and said that in the 
future hfe would openly attend Klan meetings and he did 
not want to be a secret Klan member. He stated that he 
was not ashamed of his Klan affiliation. He stated 
that he was recently interviewed by two FBI Agents, 
one of whom was named JOHN BARRON. These Agents asked 
PUGH if he knew of any Klan activity or of any Klansmen 
in the area. PUGH stated that he did not, however, if he : 
is questioned again by the FBI he will admit to knowing 
’’one" Klan member. 

The name of CLAUDE TINDALL, Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Officer, was mentioned during this discussion 
and PUGH mentioned that he wanted nothing to do with this 
individual. 
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During this meeting another police officer entered 
the restaurant "Whom PUGH identified as his Assistant in the • 
police department. When PUGH was asked whether or not ;?.• 

this individual would join the Klan, PUGH replied, "I don’t 
know him well enough to bring him in.'* , \ " 


After the conclusion of the meeting with the 
Chief of Police PUGH, these Klan Officials returned to 
Pahokee, Fla., to attend a meeting of Klavern #29 in that 
city. 

This meeting commenced at approximately 8 PM 
and concluded at 9:30 PM in the local Christian Church. 
The meeting was presided over by the Exalted Cyclops 
"SHORTY" GRIMINS. 

Two new men were sworn in by the Florida Great • 
Titan, SAM MC BROOM. The first individual sworn in 
was (FNU) CREEL who is described as follows:

At the conclusion of the meeting, SAM MC BROOM,F 
KUEHNER, JOE BURD, (FNU) ADAMS, RICHARD KEEN, BILL LUCEY, 
went to the Pure Oil Truck Stop Cafe for something to eat.. 

During the conversations at this restaurant, 
it was learned that KEEN and LUCEY have sworn in two or 
three secret members, identities unknown, who may or may . 
not be police officers. While in this restaurant, approxim 
eight Florida Highway Patrolman were observed eating at /•’ 
a table. Four of the Highway Patrolman were in 
uniform. BILL LUCEY stated, "One of them is transferring

September 21, 1966 


The regular meeting of Klavern #29 was held 
at 8 PM in a yellow stucco building on Lake Boulevard, which 
was formerly operated by the Everglades House of Beauty 
and meeting conducted by Exalted Cyclops LEE "SHORTY" 

GRANIMS. 

Grand Titan BOYD HAMBY was also in attendance 
at this meeting. During this meeting there was discussion 
concerning GRANIMS recent involvement in a fight at Belle 
Glade, Florida, in which he had beaten up a teen-aged boy 
at the individual's trailer in Belle Glade, Florida. HAMBY 
and others at the meeting appeared critical of GRANIMS' 
activities in this beating and while HAMBY stated he would 
have probably done the same thing if someone had made 
insulting remarks about his wife, he feels ^hat GRANIMS 
mishandled the whole affair. As a result it was stated 
that GRANIMS was being placed on probation in the Klan at 
this time and it was stated at the meeting that a report 
concerning the fight between GRANIMS and the teen-ager 
in Belle Glade, Florida, had been sent to ROBERT SHELTON 
at Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 

It became known to some members at this meeting 
that the Chief of Police ROY PUGH of the South Bay, Florida 
Police Department had been sworn in secretly as a Klansman 
and that on the following daySeptember 22, 1966, 

Security Unit Chief for this Klavern, WILLIAM LUCEY 
is to begin operating as an auxiliary policeman in the 
South Bay, Florida area. During this meeting it was decided 
that the Security Unit would have a meeting on the 
evening of September 22, 1966, at this meeting hall. 

The meeting of September 21, 1966, was described 
as an open meeting with approximately 40 people in attendance 
and of th^se approximately 30 were members of Klavern #29. 
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There was discussion on the floor and by GRANIMS 
concerning a rally which is being planned in 
Jacksonville, Florida, and which is to "come off" in 
the near future at the two-story headquarters of that 
Klavern in Jacksonville, Florida. 

During the meeting someone questioned the 
identity of the individual with the red beard, who had been 
brought to the previous week’s meeting by the leader of 
the Ft. Lauderdale Klavern and it was stated that this 
individual operates a number of PDQ Markets in the Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florida area. 

During the meeting of September 21, 1966, five 
new members were approved and of these five, four are as 
follows: 

• WOODY STRAYER 

son of a present member of Klavern #29 

BILLY LINGFELT 

employed by the Florida Sugar Company 

DON CULBERSON or CULBERTSON 

employed at the Glades Gas Company 

JOHN EATON 

There was some humor expressed by several of 
the members concerning EATON and it was stated that he had 
formerly been convicted on moonshine charges. 

During this meeting three or four members 
complained that while they had already placed their 
orders and paid money for their robes they had not received 
these robes and had heard nothing regarding their delivery, 
however, nothing additional was stated concerning the robes. 

During the latter part of the meeting, Security 
Chief WILLIAM LUCEY approached a member, WALLACE DE BERRY 
or DU BERRY concerning his joining the Security Unit of 
Klavern #29 and DE BERRY indicated he was interested. 


y 
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During this meeting there was discussion from 
the Exalted Cyclops and various members at the meeting re¬ 
garding the payment of prices on Kosher type food and 
it was felt this money would be going to a Jewish Rabbi 
and that the Klavern was opposed to this and it was indicated 
that there was some type of move in the UKA to see if 
something could not be done to prevent Jewish Rabbis from 
benefiting from sale of Kosher foods to gentiles. 

There was additional talk at this meeting 
concerning the formation of a Ladies Auxiliary to Klavern 
#29. Several members expressed that their wives and 
sisters and girl friends would probably be interested 
in such an auxiliary here in the Bells Glade, Pahokee and 
CanalIbint, Florida areas. 

During the meeting some indignation was expressed 
by various members and also by Exalted Cyclops GRANIMS 
regarding member JIMMY JOHNSON who was involved with 
GRANIMS in the fight in-Belle Glade, Florida, and the fact 
that JOHNSON had publically stated he was not a, Klansman. 

An article concerning this admission was carried in the 
area newspapers. 

There was some talk in the membership that 
JOHNSON should be "dismissed" from this Klavern. 

During the meeting GRANIMS or someone assisting 
in the direction of the meeting, stated that GRANIMS* 
assistant RICHARD"SPUD" KEEN had been contacted on two 
occasions during the previous week by members of the FBI, 
however, this matter vj&s not further discussed at the 
meeting.

With respect to the latter check she advised 
that an Individual or firm might have a dealer's license 
under the FFA to sell firearms, including most semiautomatic 
weapons but not be registered or pay a tax to deal in 
"automatic" weapons as defined under the NFA. 

For the information of the Miami Office reference 
is made to U. S. Treasury Department Publication Number 
364(REV4-66) for detailed information pertaining to the 
definitions of various weapons as defined in the NFA 
and the FFA and the regulations pertaining to dealers under 
these acts. 


Mrs. WHEATON l>ri<?£ltp\y pointed out that the 
NFA-special (occupational) taxes pertained generally to 
the taxing and registering of specifically defined weapons 
which Included weapons designed for full automatic firing. 
The FFA concerned establishing the first ownership link 
of a weapon which included all "firearms" as defined under 
this act. Some weapons under this latter act frequently 
are given the generic term of automatic when actually 
semiautomatic is a more accurate description. 

Inasmuch as UFO is not aware of action taken by 
Miami with respect to the above indicated record checks,

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On the morning of 10/18/66, PARTIN was interviewed 
and was constrained to acknowledge his presence in the Klan 
building. This admission by him resulted in preparation of 
newspaper articles exposing his association with the Elan. - 
KELLY stated that the articles prepared by him in this con¬ 
nection will be written in such a manner so as to not only 
expose his Elan connections, but also will contain criticism 
of the Klan by PABTXN so as to alienate Klan votes. KELLY 
stated that these articles will appear in each and every 
edition of the Ft. Lauderdale News and the Pompano Sun 
Sentinel published on 10/18/66. 

The Home Edition of the Ft. Lauderdale News, 

Page 1, Column 1, Section 1, contains an article entitled 
"Candidate Pays Visit to Klan Hall." This article is 
accompanied by a photograph of PARTIN and a report on his 
attendance at a Klan meeting and his subsequent interview 
by reporters. This article is highly embarrassing both to 
the Klan oriented candidate and to the Klan Itself. This 
article concludes with a q uote from PARTIN in which he states

West Palm Beach/ Florida 
October 19, 1966 


The United Klans of America, Inc., Klavern #29, 
Pahokee, Florida, held a rally at ’’The Dike" near Canal 
Point, Florida, on October 15, 1966. There were about 
150 people at this rally. 

Several of the members of Klavern #29 were 
at the rally, wearing robes, including LEE GRANIMS, Exalted 
Cyclops, as well as several State Officers including 
BOYD HAMBY. 

Dpring the rally and talking to the people subsequent 
thereto, JACK>SCOTT approached LEE GRANIMS and requested that 
he, SCOTT and JAMES WHITE, both of Belle Glade, Florida, be 
permitted to become members of Klavern #29. GRAKIM$ told 
SCOTT to call him later in the week and they would discuss 
this matter further. 

After the rally it was noted that LEE GRANIMS, 
Exalted Cyclops, Klavern #29, sold an"Eagle" gun to JOE 
BURD and A. J. ANDERSON,JR., both of Ft. Lauderdale, 

Florida. GRANIMS was further overhead to say that 
his source of guns, JACK TATUM, Belle Glade, Florida, 
has allegedly said he will be able to obtain some "grease 
guns" which he will offer for sale. No price for the 
grease guns has yet been decided upon. 

GRANIMS was overheard to say that it was 
his opinion that JOE BURD would have his "eagle" converted 
to full automatic by the gunsmith in Ft. Lauderdale, 

Florida, who does this, but he believed that A. J. 

ANDERSON, JR., would not have his gun converted. 

GRANIMS stated that he would obtain the name 
of the individual who converts the guns in Ft. Lauderdale, 
and would furnish this name at a later date. 

LEE GRANIMS, later advised that he had been 
grea&y bothered by the publicity received concerning the 
Klan and his membership therein involving the beating of

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the young boy in Belle Glade, Florida. GRANIMS also 
was overheard to say that RICHARD C. KEEN helped him 
organize Klavern #29, Pahokee, Florida. He stated that 
KEEN was related to him distantly by marriage. 

He further commented that KEEN had a "juvenile 
mentality" and might do something stupid sometime. He 
stated that KEEN has often bragged of having dynamite and 
hand grenades but that he has never seen either of these 
in KEEN’s possession and at this time does not believe 
that KEEN actually has this material but is merely 
bragging. 


During the conversation GRANIMS was overheard 
to say that Klavern #29, Pahokee, Florida, has a bank 
account in the Bank of PaHokee, Pahokee', Florida. This 
account is in the name of "Lake Okeechobee Fishing Club." 
The account is authorized on any two of four sigantures 
including GRANIMS, KEEN and two others, not kncm at 
this time. 


GRANIMS was further overheard to say that 
the Klavern #29, has several "secret members" who do 
not attend meetings because they do not want their 
Klan affiliations publically known. He identified these 
members as RAY PUGH, Chief of Police, South Bay, Florida. 

He was overheard to say that MC BROOM swore PUGH in as 
a Klansmen and that BILL LUCEY was a witness to this 
swearing in. He also advised that L. D. DUKE, Ed’s 
Autos, Pahokee, Florida, had been sworn in as a secret 
member by RICHARD KEEN. He stated that PETE WILKERSON, 
and DANNY STANLEY, were sympathizers of the Klan, but could 
not join due to the fact they were both either police 
officers or former police officers. 

GRANIMS was overheard to say that he had been 
in contact with CLYDE TYNDALL,Lieutenant in Charge of the 
Palm Beach County Sheriff’s Office, Belle Glade, Florida, 
concerning relations with the Klan. GRANIMS stated 
definitely that TYNDALL was not a secret member of the 
Klan and, in fact, was not necessarily in sympathy with 
their activities. In his discussion with TYNDALL, the 
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result was that TYNDALL said that as long as the Klan did 
not break the law he would not bother them, but that in 
the event they did break the law he would do whatever was 
necessary. 


GRANIMS stated that he had assured TYNDALL that the 
Klan wald not break the law and would cooperate with law 
enforcement whenever it was necessary. 

GRANIMS commented that he had been in contact 
with Grand Titan BOYD HAMBY on several occasions and on 
one occasion made a trip to Ft. Lauderdale with HAMBY. 1 
During this trip, HAMBY mentioned that he had a girl friend 
in Miami, Florida, but did not identify this girl friend. 
GRANIMS stated that HAMBY had told him he was considering GRA¬ 
NIMS for a State Officer of the UKA as "investigator. ,f 

During the conversation GRANIMS bragged that they 
even had Government employees asnembers of Klavern #29, 
and identified one of these Government employees as WAYNE 
MOTES, an employee of the U. S. Post Office.

EASTER LILY GATES, 
Supervisor of Elections, Board of Elections, Broward 
County, Fort Lauderdale, Florida, confidentially 
furnished the following information: 

LESS? 0 . FLYNN, 1629 22 .tf. 15th Place, Fort Lauderdale, 
Fla., whose occupation is listed as painter, on October 1, 

1964, registered to vote in Uroward County. On that date, 
FLYHN came into the Voter’s Registrar’s Office and took 
a sworn oath with witnesses that he was not a convicted felon 
and that he was thus entitled to vote. 

Mrs. GATES* records show also that FLYNN; in fact, 
did vote in the primaries in 1964 and again in 1966. 

Mrs, GATES explained that each registered voter 
is required to take an oath that he or she is not a convicted 
felon. If they state that they are a convicted felon, then 
they mast swear that their civil rights have been restored 
in order to register to vote. 

On October 1, 1964, FLYNN was <$uly registered 
and was assigned voter registration number 230545A. 

Mrs. GATES produced the election code for the 
State of Florida, which contained the following provisions: 

i- Chapter 104.011 describes penalty of one year in 
prison $5,009 fine or both for anyone who perjures himself 
while taking oath to become a registered voter. 

Chapter 104.015 describes the same penalty for 
any person who knowing he is not a classified elector and 
votes at an election. Both of these chapters are felony 
violations. 

Chapter 104.42 of the election code of the 
State of Florida, authorizes the expenditure of $5,000 to 
investigate violations of the election code. 

Mrs. GATES stated that even if a convicted felon 
has had his civil rights restored, and stated under oath that 
he is not a convicted felon, this is technically o felon 
violator of perjury.

A special open meeting ms held at Seamy Consultants 
Inc. building in Fort Lauderdale, Oct. 17, 1966 at 8s30 PM. 

The reason for the open meeting was because the E.C., ANDERSON, 
Jr., had invited WILLIAM D. PARTIN to speak to the Klansmen 
and their wives, to ask the Klan for support in his up-coming 
election. Mr. PARTIN asked for volunteers to come to his 
headquarters and work for him by picking up literature and 
they would also be given a list of names and addresses to 
approach. 


Before giving his "conservatism in government" type 
speech, PARTIN thanked the Klan for inviting him, and was 
"deeply honored" to be able to set foot inside their Klavern, 
and that he was sure that few outsiders have the priviledge 
of experiencing. PARTIN told that he was from East Texas, and 
where he came from, anyone that was someone, belonged to the 
Klan there. Mention of his father being a Klansman was not 
heard at tonight’s meeting. 

PARTIN accused VARON of being "Bought by the Mafia", 
and "the CIO". He called BURKE a "Yellow Republican". 

PARTIN promised the Klan members that he would fight against 
any Civil Rights Bill or ammendments that would appear if he 
is elected to the congress. PARTIN also said, because the 
government is now bidding on food with the business man, so 
in return the farmer now will not let anyone order a full 
crop in advance of its ripening, because the farmer knows that 
by the government bidding for the food to send abroad, they're 
(farmers) getting top dollar, so in return, the tax payer 
"feels it" when he or she goes shopping. 

PARTIN said he talked to a manager of "Publix 
Market" who told him that oranges are now 5Q<£ a bushel more 
because of the government bidding on them to send to the 
Arabs. He mentioned something about million dollars being 
appropriated for the Arab relief. PARTIN also said he is 
against all Foreign Aid.

After his brief 25 to 30 minute speech, PARTIN 
asked for any questions the Klansmen would like to ask. JOE 
BURD asked if the 50£ a bushel raise in price was valid, 
when he heard that the farmers were up to their "Dimples" 
in them (oranges). PARTIN’s answer was once the price is 
set, it stays. HUNTSINGER and GEORGE OSTRA asked questions, 
then KUEHNER stood up and said he had quite a few to ask. 
KUEHNER started off with (quote) "To start with, I want you 
to know I’m for you, but these questions were given to me by 
friends who want answers .. (1) "Why didn’t you run in the v'1-jj 
primaries?" PARTIN answered that he thought STACK was a 
conservative, and thought he (STACK) would upset BURKE. 

KUEHNER then siad, ’’The Birch Society of Pompano Beach is 
backing VARON, because he is the better man between the two." 
PARTIN again replied that the Mafia is behind VARON, and 
VARON received $1,000.00 from the CIO for his (VARON’s) 
campaign fund. He said why the Pompano Bunch is behind 
VARON he’ll never know. 

KUEHNER then said a "Minute Man" friend told him 
(KUEHNER) that they are instructed to vote straight 
Republican whether the man is a known liberal or not, because 
they'll (Republic Party) weed them out later. PARTIN answered 
"How, If a political machine puts a man in, is he going to 
be gotten out?" KUEHNER said, "Now we’ll get to Klassen", 
(KUEHNER and PARTIN laughed out loud to each other). KUEHNER 
then said, "I see you know what I’m about to say . . . 

KLASSEN accused you of stealing 3 or 4 of his campaign workers 
PARTIN answered, "The people who started with him work for 
a number of candidates.

KUEHNER also asked what area was meant by Kist. 10. 
and PARTIN said from Boca Raton City Limits north, to 163rd 
St. Miami. It was noticed that on the blackboard on the wall 
in the Klavern was written #1, #2, #3, #4, #6, #7, #8, #9, #10, 
#11, and LADIES AUXILLIARY, above which read, "Broward County 
Units," This was prepared earlier before PARTIN’s arrival, 
by ABERNATHY who was called by ANDERSON to take roll call 
(after the opening prayer). McBROOM ms asked by ABERNATHY 
to identify those units that were present and being repre¬ 
sented. ABERNATHY called each number out and waited for 
McBROOM to say "Here" or "yes" to each Unit No. including 
the Ladies Auxilliary. It was noticed that everyone in the 
room was from Unit #6, and the camouflage was to impress Mr. 
PARTIN that he was talking to unit representative who would 
be passing the word to thousand of members. 

Those present were McBROOM, ABERNATHY, ANDERSON, Jr., 
ANDERSON, III, HUNTSINGER, OSTRO, TAYLOR, BURD, KUEHNER, 
STEVENS, GRIFFIN, PEARSON (who missed the whole talk because 
of a meeting-at Service Masters where he is employed as a rug 
cleaner).

The regular meeting of the UKA, Unit #6, was 
held at 8:30 P.M. at Seaway Consultants Inc., on October 24, 
1966. There were 14 present which included McBroom, 
Abernathy, Burd, Anderson, Jr., Heflin, Stevens, Pearson, 
Huntsinger, Kuehner, Taylor, Fisher, Carlstedt, Ostro and 
one unidentified. The School Board issue was brought up 
and Abernathy read Dr. Ashmore's reply to the letter sent 
by the UKA and Signed by HcBroom. Both the letter the 
Klan sent, and and the reply was read. Huntsinger took the 
floor, and very "thick tongued," (and acted as if enebriated) 
insisted that the letters are the wrong means. By sending 
ridiculous letters you're going to receive ridiculous 
answers. Huntsinger spoke to Ashmore personally, and he 
said, in his opinion, Ashmore, the School Board, and most 
of the teachers want integration. After Carlstedt and 
Huntsinger argued back and forth over letters being sent 
to the School Board, Carlstedt asked him if he had a 
better answer, which Huntsinger said he didn't. McBroom 
politely told Huntsinger that if he had any squawks, he 
should have brought them up when "we voted on sending the 
letters." Huntsinger then repeated himself by saying he 
feels stronger methods should be used, and couldn't see 
where the letters were doing any good. A motion by 
Carlstedt and seconded by Stevens was in favor of keeping 
the letters and correspondence back and forth with the 
school board. Kuehner gave a report on his Birch Society 
party he attended and told of the movie, "Anarchy U.S.A." 
that was shown. Kuehner also played a record during the 
entertainment segment that he rented from the anti-Communist 
bookstore, title >of "Red Pipeline to Moscow", which is a 
speech given by Major Jordan. Anderson Jr. announced that 
next week Local elections are going to be held," so get to 
all the members you can, to show up." When asked why the 
elections are going to be held now instead of December, 
Anderson said Besides vacancies, there is one office 
(Treasurer) that needs to filled thats important. So 
ftext Monday October 31, 19TJ3 all officers must resign, 
and new or the same will be nominated. George Ostra asked 
if "he" could see a copy of the Deed (of the Building). 
Abernathy said next week he'd bring a copy. Taylor stood

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up and said that a copy could be seen at the Court House 
where it is registered. Abernathy, and He Broom seemed 
"fidgety" over the question. Abernathy then said 10 
minutes later, "He" (Abernathy) had no right saying he 
could bring a copy, but will check with the Boa£d who 
Dan Zbin is President of, and Knight is Secretary, to 
find out if a copy can be brought to the Klavern next 
weds, Later after the meeting, Abernathy, and McBroom 
was he$d telling Kuehner (who asked them "who" put Ostra 
up to "it,") That They know that a Dick Harley (who is 
no longer a member of UKA put Ostra up to it. McBroom 
also said that it was Harley who had Ostraask McBroom 
"What" he was doing in the FBI office. McBroom said that 
he didn't even know where the FBI office was, and would 
like to know the date and the time he (McBroom) was seen 
there. Anderson had Kuehner tell the members that the 
Klan agreed to "back" Partin, and that they should pass 
fche word to their friends. Kuehner also said he brought 
the literature that was voted on 2 weeks ago, and to pick 
some up and pass it out, or add it inside the "Firery 
Cross". Anderson passed out "Wallace Stickers" to the 
members to put on their cars. A raffle was held, for 
$1.00 donations with two drawings (amount collected unknown) 
a clock and a 2*-0" Flashlight. Kuehner won the flashlite

raffled over, as the last 3 or 4 men did, because he needed 
it for attending rallies. The clock was won by the 
unidentified man (whose first three letters of his last 
name begin with the letters GER) and he gave it back to 
be re-raffled next week. The meeting was motioned to be 
adjourned by Fisher, and the men piled out fast around 
10:30 PM. It was noticed that Burd and Kuehner stopped 
at Dobb's House forCoffee, and Burd was overheard saying 
that "he" has been tearing down HIGH signs and had run 
over a 4* x 8* sign, he was seen by "someone" who turned 
his license number over to the High People (Headquarters) 
who paye d him a visit, and Burd apologized, and turned 
it over to his Insurance company saying it was an acci¬ 
dent.

The first speaker of the evening was SAM MC BROOM, 
South Florida Great Titan who gave a speech concerning the 
formation of the Klan and the distinction between the 
United Klans of America and the old Ku Klux Klan. 

The second speaker of the evening was ARTHUR 
J. ANDERSON, III who gave the invocation and opening 
prayer. 

The third speaker was FRED 1U3&H2UER, from Fort 
Lauderdale, who gave an excellent speech and received a 
large hand. 

•. The final speaker was the Florida State Grand 
Dragon BOYD HAMBY, who delivered the same speech he 
delivers at all rallies. 

The Master of Ceremonies at the rally was NORMAN 

CARTER. 

The rally concluded toy the burning of a 20 foot 

cross. 

On the following day, September 25, 1966, a 
State wide meeting of the United Klans of America was 
held in the Jacksonville area. 

This meeting was held on the north side of town 
on New Berlin Road in a two stall garage. The meeting 
commenced at approximately 11:00 A.M. and concluded at 
about 2:00 P.M.

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The meeting was presided over by the Florida State Dragon 
BOYD HAMBY and those in attendance were noted to be 
SAM MC BROOM, GLEN ABERNATHY, ARTHUR ANDERSON, JR., ARTHUR 
ANDERSON, III, FRED KUEHNER, "PBQ" BILL GRIFFIN, BOB ROACHE 
LLOYD WILLIAMS and FRED WILLIAMS (Exalted Cyclops of the 
Dade City Klavern of the USA). 

A total of approximately 25 persons were in 
attendance. 


The following points were made at this officer's 

meeting: 

BOYD HAMBY stated that he would shortly appoint 
a Grand Titan to work inthe panhandle of Florida. 

HAMBY suggested that 120 Klansmen or Klan 
supporters donate $5 per month which money would be used 
for salary for the Grand Dragon. HAMBY’ pointed out that 
he had a large phone bill and owes the telephone company 
$229. HAMBY said that if he could pay his phone bill 
off with the pledges from the 120 supporters, he will 
set up an office in downtown Titusville to handle Klan 
business. 

BOB ROACHE suggested that BOYD HAMBY appoint 
officers to fill the vacant offices of Klaliff, Kligrapp, 
and other vacancies until State elections are held. 

HAMBY read a letter from DANIEL J. ZBIN in 
which he resigned from the United Klans of America as 
a member and also as Klaliff of the State of Florida. 

HAMBY did not read the entire letter but stated that 
it contained therein the reasons for ZBIN's resignation. 
HAMBY himself stated that it was for personal reasons 
because of difficulties with his wife and also because 
of some difficulty with fellow Klansmen.

Ft. Lauderdale, Florida 
October 20, 1966 


On the evening of October 17, 1966, an open meeting 
of Klavern #6 was held at the Klan Building, Ft. Lauderdale, 
Florida. 


The usual meeting was canceled on this occasion since 
a guest speaker had been invited to address the group. The 
guest speaker appeared in person, WILLIAM D. PARTIN, Write-In, 
candidate for the 10th Congressional District on the Republican 
ticket. 


PARTIN's speech consisted of a denunciation of the 
United Nations Declaration of the Elimination of Racial 
Discrimination, which UN Ambassador ARTHUR J. GOLDBERG 
announced he intended to sign on behalf of the U. S. Government. 

PARTIN took exception to the signing of this 
declaration since, in PARTIN's opinion, the declaration 
amounted to a convention of treaty and, therefore, needed the 
approval of two-thirds of the Senate. 

PARTIN claimed that he was a working man and was 
entitled to the votes of Klansmen and their friends since he 
represented the working man. 

He promised that if he was elected to Congress, he 
would vote and work for the escalation of the war in Viet Nam 
in order to bring it to a victorious and prompt end.

The regular meeting of the UKA, Unit #6, was held 
at 8:30 PM at Seaway Consultants Inc., on October 24, 1966. 
There were 14 present which included MC BROOM, ABERNATHY, 

BURB, ANDERSON JR., HEFLIN, STEVENS, PEARSON, HUNTSINGER, 
KUEHNER, TAYLOR, FISHER, CARLSTEDT, OSTRO and one 
unidentified. The School Board issue was brought up 
and ABERNATHY read Dr. ASHMORE’s reply to the letter sent 
by the UKA and signed by MC BROOM. Both the letter the 
Klan sent, and the reply was read. HUNTSINGER took the 
floor, and very "thick tongued", (and acted enebriated) 
insisted that the letters are the wrong means. By sending 
ridiculous letters you’re going to receive ridiculous 
answers. HUNTSINGER spoke to ASHMORE personally and, 
he said, in his opinion, ASHMORE, the School Board, and 
most of the teachers want integration. After CARSTEDT and 
HUNTSINGER argued back and forth over letters being sent 
to the School Board, CARLSTEDT asked him if he had a better 
answer, which HUNTSINGER said he didn’t. MC BROOM politely 
told HUNTSINGER that if he had any squawks, he should have 
brought them up when "we voted on sending the -letters", 
HUNTSXNGER then repeated himself by saying he feels 
stronger methods should be used, and couldn’t see where 
the letters were doing any good. A motion by CARLSTEDT 
and seconded by STEVENS was in favor of keeping the letters - 
and correspondence back and forth with the school board. 

KUEHNER gave a report on his Birch Society party he attended 
and told of the movie, "Anarchy U.S.A." that was shown. 

KUEHNER also played a record during the entertainment segment 
that he rented-from the Anti-Communist bookstore, title of 
"Red Pipeline to Moscow", which is a speech given by Major 
JORDAN. ANDERSON, JR. announced that next week local elections 
are going to be held, 'bo get to all the members you can, to 
show up". When asked why the elections are going to be held 
now instead of December, ANDERSON said besides vacancies, there 
is one office (Treasurer) that needs to filled thats important. 
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So next Monday, October 31, 1966, all office® oust resign, 
and new or the same will be nominated. 

GEORGE OSTRO asked if "he" could see a copy of the 
Deed (of the building). ABERNATHY said next week he’d 
bring a copy. TAYLOR stood up and said that a copy could 
be seen at the Court House where it is registered. 

- ABERNATHY and MC BROOM seemed "fidgety" over the question, 
ABERNATHY then said 10 minutes later, "He (ABERNATHY) 
had no right saying he could bring a copy, but will check 
with the Board who DAN ZB IN is President of, and KNIGHT 
is Secretary, to find out if a copy can be brought to 
the Klavern next week. Later after the meeting, ABERNATHY, 
and MC BROOM was heard telling KUEKNER (who asked them 
'•who put OSTRO up to ’it' ") That they know that a DICK 
HARLEY (who is no longer a member of OKA put OSTRO up to 
It. MC BROOM also said that it was HARLEY who had OSTRO 
ask him (MC BROOM) "what" he was doing in the FBI office. 

MC BROOM said that he didn’t even know where the FBI office 
was, and would like to know the date and the time he (MC BROOM) 
was seen there. ANDERSON had KUKHNER tell the members that 
the Klan agreed to "back" PARTIN, and that they should 
pass the word to their friends. HUEHNER also said he 
brought the literature that was voted ©n 2 weeks ago, and 
to pick 8erne up and pass it out, or add it Inside the 
"Firery Cross". ANDERSON passed out ’WALLACE Stickers" 
to the members to put on their cars. • 

• A raffle was held, for $1.00 donations, with two 
drawings (amount collected unknown). A elcwck and a 2’-0" 
flashlight. KUEHNER won the flashllte (and commented that 
he would not give it back to be raffled over, as the last 
3 or 4 men did, because.he needed it for attending rallies. 

The clock was won by the unidentified man (whose first three 
. letters of his last name begin with the letters GER) and he 
gave it back to be re-raffled next week. The meeting was 
motioned to be adjourned by FISHER, and the men piled out 
fast around 10:30 PM. -* *

’’Seaway Engineering Inc. *o officer’s, and Board 
of Directors were called on by Oven Abernathy (by phone and 
in person,) to vote on a motion brought up by S. a. KcBroom, 
(Vice President) and seconded by Ban Sbin, (President) to 
pick up the *64 Ford Station ’Kagon that is being driven by 
Boyd Hamby, but Is owned by Seaway Engineering Zee. and 
financed through the Danis Bank, Banin, Fla. Zt was heard 
that a majority vote was in favor passing the motion. The 
affirmative votes wore given by Abernathy, SSeBrocm, Sbin, 
Roclsroth, Bon Knight and others unknown at this time. A 
hold out vote by Ettehner, who asked that he be allowed to 
abstain from voting because of being a newly elected member 
of the board, end knew no details of the arrangement, which 
kept the vote from being unanimously passed. On the question 
of the motion Kuehner asked if be would be allowed to make 
an ammondment to the motion, that the car not be token frem 
Hamby”until after the North Carolina trip planned by Hamby 
and himself* (Kuehner), in which they would return 
November 14, 1966. Another ammendnent wan suggested by 
Kuehner that Hamby allowed to Tteep the car If he would sign 
authorisation over to KcBrocm to collect monies in the 
future owed him (Hamby) from the United Elans of America Inc. 
Knights of the Ku Klux Sian, Province 61 in the form of dues, 
which would be applied to the car payments with any left_ 
overs forwarded to Boyd Hamby.”

"A Rally was held Nov. 4, 1966 on U.S. 441 just 
passed the Pahokee Airport at approximately 8:45 P.M. - An 
extlmated 60 persons attended in 33 automobiles. The speakers, 
Boyd Hamby the Grand Dragon, and S. R. McBroom who spoke 
on the threat of communism and going to the poles next 
week on the upcoming election and said “This is about the 
only right you have left.' Fred Kuehner spoke also on the 
threat of communism, and gave a brief history of the 
communist party. Robt. roach from Eau Gallie, spoke on 
the communist threat, an3 the ciwlll. rights situation, and 
instructed the housewives to take the matter in their hands, 
including the PTA participation to super market price 
raising complaining. 

"Joe Burd M.C.'d the program. The poor turnout 
was blamed on football games, and the weather in the area. 
Complaints were heard from State Klan officers that the 
last minute Rally was very poorly planned and resentment 
flurried because of the Grand Dragon not appearing until 
8;15 P. M, with the Rally truck, and no one made an effort 
to build a cross. A collection was taken up which added 
up to $31.07. 

"After the rally, the Broward County Chapter 
members, who consisted of McBroom, Abernathy, Burd, 

Kuehner and the Grand Dragon, Bob Roach and Mrs. Roach met 
in a Truck Stop Cafe for coffe_ and food. While there, 
they were visited by Shorty Grannins, E.C. of the Pahokee 
unit. McBroom announced to Grannins that ’they’ had a 
better outlet for Eagles in Fort Lauderdale, and the price 
Tatum of Bel Glade has been charging them. Shorty asked 
him about ammunition price for Eagles and McBroom said 
’That Price we can’t meet' (referring to the $2.87 price 
Tatum had charged them per box.) (in six hundred round 
quantities). Grannins expression was unconcerning toward 
the matter. An unknown Klansm^n who straggled in during 
this conversation mentioned receiving from Grannins a gun 
as a gift which Grannins admitted to have received also as 
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a gift from Tatum. Speculation was made (but unconfirmed) 
that this was a commission (or kickback) for the past sales 
and dealings by Grannins, with Tatum. 

f "Except for the future rallies to be held in 
Winter beach and Eau Gallie, discussion was made between 
Kuehner and Hamby in referrence to the upcoming North 
Carolina rally the two men anticipated on attending. 
Arrangements were made for McBroom to drive Kuehner to 
Pahokee from Lauderdale where after attending the local 
meeting of unit #29, Hamby and Kuehner would depart for 
the North Carolina rally. When the coffe break broke up 
a fathering formed outside, where discussTon was heard 
concerning the sixty four ford station wagon that Hamby 
is driving, but owned and "Financed by Seaway Engineering 
Inc. Payments are delinquent and McBroom insisted that 
Hamby either come up with some money or turn the car over 
to him (McBroom), that he (McBroom) had a buyer that would 
take over the payments. McBroom then pulled out a 
paper (or papers) which gives McBroom authorization by 
Hamby to collect future monies from 'Province one's’ 
units due the State Office (monthly) until such time 
(which would be applied to the car payments) until same 
in paid in full. Hamby refused to sign the papers, and 
tie matter was left hanging in air."

You are In receipt of prior communications relating 
to the National Committee for Domestic Tranquility (NCDT), a 
fictitious anti-Klan organization employed in the Counterintelli 
gence Program, 

As you know, the NCDT has issued two newsletters 
and one piece of personal correspondence from the Executive 
Director of our organization. Distribution of the newsletters 
has been extremely limited but well placed by some of our 
offices handling same, in order to obtain maximum impact. 

It is the objective of the Bureau to create the 
impression that within the Invisible Empire exists the 
semblance of an organization (NCDT) which seeks to criticise 
the leadership and injustices. 

Recently, the New Orleans Office utilized the NCDT 
in conjunction with another significant activity, causing 
the Assistant Grand Dragon, United Klans of America, Inc, (UKA), 
Louisiana, to resign. 


As a follow-up to this activity. New Orleans has 
suggested the NCDT send a special newsletter to all UKA units 
in Louisiana stressing that no funds be submitted by those 
units to national headquarters in Alabama,

On the evening of November 15, 1966, an open 
meeting of the Okeechobee Klavern #28 was held at Okeechobee, 
Florida. The primary purpose of the open meeting was to 
acquaint the wives of the Klahsmen with the operation of 
the Klan and to incourage formation of a ladies auxiliary. 

The meeting was presided over by the Fury 
BILL LUCEY who answered all questions. The Exalted Cyclops 
BURL HOLT and FLOYD LIGHTNER and his wife also participated 
in this meeting. 

It was decided that on November 22, 1966, a 
meeting of Klavern #28 would be held at Okeechobee, and 
a ladies auxiliary would be organized at that time. 

Complaints were heard from various Klansmen 
that certainnonies were missing from the treasury. Complaints 
were also made against the Florida State Grand Dragon 
BOYD HAMBY and State Officer BOB ROACHE, who come around 
to Klavern Meetings only for tte purpose of collecting money. 

BILL WILLIAMS and JIMMY WALKER (Secretary), 
were present at this meeting. 

JAMES CRAWFORD, the former Exalted Cyclops, 
entered the meeting 15 minutes before it broke up. After 
the meeting several of the ladies went to LIGHTNEHS 
house to map plans for the future organization of the 
ladies auxiliary of Klavern #29, United Klans of America^ 
Incorporated, Realm of Florida. 

On November 16, 1966, at a meeting of the 
Pahokee Klavern, #29 of the UKA at Pahokee, Florida; ten 
men showed up for the meeting. 
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The meeting was presided over by the Exalted 
Cyclops SHORTY GRANIMS who blamed the low attendance 
on a ball game being played in the Pahokee ■=» Canal Point 
area. 

The Exalted Cyclops seemed discouraged at this 
meeting and said that he was thinking of dropping out of 
the Klan. He said he would discuss his feelings with the 
Florida State Grand Dragon BOYD HAUBY. 

BILL LUCEY has taken over the Florida State 
Grand Dragon's repossessed station wagon and he will 
make payments on this automobile.

TANGIBLE RESULTS 

On 10/25/66, JOHN CARTER, U. S. Probation Office, 
Miami, Fla., was advised of CRAWFORD's position in the 
Okeechobee Klavem. CARTER noted that based on terms of 
CRAWFORD's probation, be would not necessarily be in 
violation of his probation by being a member of the Klan. 
However, since CRAWFORD f e associates in the Rian possibly 
have criminal records, CRAWFORD could be in violation of 
his probation by associating with people having criminal 
records. 


GARTER said he would question CRAWFORD on hie 
neat contact. At this time he would point out to CRAWFORD 
that he could be in violation of his probation and it would 
probably be necessary to bring the matter to the attention 
of the U. S. District Judge for a ruling. CARTER noted that 
in all probability, CRAWFORD would withdraw from the Klan 
rather than have the judge make a ruling as to the possibility 
of his being in violation of probation.

As previously advised, subject was arrested at 
3s00, 12/7/66, after running a red light at Oakland Bark, 
Fla. He was fingerprinted, photographed, and released on 
a $25.00 surity bond with trial date set for 12/17/66. 

At the time of his arrest he was driving his newly 
acquired 1961 Ford Thunderbird hardtop, bearing 1966 Florida 
license 10W59266. 
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He admitted to the arresting officer that he ran 
the red light and produced a Florida operator’s license 
number F1007160. This license showed his home address as 
50 Brown St., Lexington, N.C. His occupation was listed 
as ’’Grand Dragon - United Klans of America.” 

Oakland Park Police confidentially advised that 
while subject was being booked at the police station, a 
blue steel .38 caliber two inch barrel Smith & Wesson 
revolver was located in the floor console between the front 
seats of his car. This pistol bore serial number 383904 
and was sheathed in a black leather holster. 

MILTON J. KELLY, Managing Editor of the ”Fort 
Lauderdale News”, was confidentially advised, pursuant 
to instructions set forth in referenced radiogram, of 
HAMBY’s arrest. This action resulted in the publication 
of enclosed article as well as publication of the arrest 
by local radio and television stations. 

It is too early to tally the tangible results 
gained by this CIP measure. The Bureau, will be kept advised 
of same and of any new avenues opened as a.Result of this 
which can be further exploited.

December 5, 1966 

Members of Klavern Number 29, Pahokee, Florida, 
arrived In Orlando, Florida, the afternoon hours of 
November 26, 1966 and proceeded to an area outside of 
Orlando where the Oflando Klavern headquarters are located 
on a side road. 

FRANK STEVENS, a security guard for the Orlando 
Klavern, wearing a gray uniform with jump boots, and 
a vest, and driving a 1958 black Cadillac, was directing 
members and visitors from the highway to the meeting 
spot for the rally. 

During the early afternoon hours, ROBERT SHELTON 
was in attendance and met a larg number of the Klansmen 
arriving. Grand Dragon BOYD HAMBY of Florida, passed 
out scarves to a number of the security guards. 

Approximately twelve Grand Dragons from Southern 
States were in attendance, these included a one-armed 
individual from Tennessee, a BOB JONES, from North 
Carolina, a very effective speaker from Louisiana, 
who claimed his grandmother had been raped by Negroes; 
and the Texas Grand Dragon. 

SAM MC BROOM of the Ft. Lauderdale Klavern, did 
not attend the rally or meeting, claiming his brother 
had died, however FR&D KUEHNER of the Ft. Lauderdale 
Klavern was in attendance. 

Several dogs were being used by the security 
guard prior to and during the rally and one ifierman 
Shepard was wearing Klansmen robes. 

During the late afternoon of November 26, 1966, 

Exalted Cyclops LEE GRANIMS, of Pahokee, Florida, 

Klavern number 29, indicated to several other Individuals 
that on meeting SHELTON earlier, SHELTON claimed he 
did not know Klavern ntunber 29 was in existance, 
however, in the presence of GRANIMS, Security Chief WILLIAM 
LUCEY and Security Guard L.W. MOTES, all of Klavern 29, 
he called Tuscaloosa, Alabama about 4:00 P.M. ind 
verified Klavern 29*s existance. 
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In addition to the above, Security Guard WALLY DU BERRY, 
or DE BERRY, was also in attendance, wearing a gray 
uniform, jump boots, and agray helmet liner and carrying 
a flashlight. 

The Mayor of Orlando refused 4 parade permit to the 
Klansmen, however, Florida Grand Dragon BOYD HAMBY 
told klansmen and others to ride around in their cars 

in Orlando in an orderly fashion and not to block traffic. 

✓ 

The North Carolina Grand Dragon JONES 
with a short wave radio, or citizen’s band-type 
radio, -spoke to numerous other Klansmen who had the 
same equipnsit in their cars and this resulted in 
an orderly-type motorcade for approximately one hour 
when they returned to the Klan meeting place. 

During the evening hours of November 26, 

1966, the Texas Grand Dragon spoke primarily about getting 
backing to get the United States out of the United 
Nations andalso his plans to run for Governor. 

SHELTON during his evening speech, referred to 
President JOHNSON as "Beagle Ears" and stressed 
the Importance of voting to all in Attendance, 
stressed the non-violent tactics which should be employed 
by Klansmen, stressed the need for honest and capable 
bookkeeping and traced the hl&ory of the Klan movement. 

Numerous newsmen, television cameras, movie 
cameras were being utilized by individuals at the rally 
and there appeared to be a lot of coverage, by news 
media, but very little of this coverage appeared in 
the newspapers or on television. 

Several members remarked that they were aware 
that a number of prostitutes had apparently come to 
Orlando in anticipation of the rally. 

In attendance at the rally and the Florida meeting 
on November 27, 1966, was a women's auxiliary unit from the 
area of Eau Gallie, Florida, and among them was a 
very attractive female who claimed the FBI had been 
trying to recruit her as ap informant. 
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During the evening of November 26, 1966 a confererate 
flag was torn from her car and a security guard remarked 
that at every function she attends, someone tears 
her Confederate flag off and it was this individual's 
impression that it is because she is suspected of 
being an informant. 

On November 27, 1966 at the portion of the meeting 
ifceld for the Florida Klansmen, ROBERT SHELTON directed 
the meeting and indicated disappointment in the 
Florida Klavern pointing out that Michigan was leading 
Florida in Klan activities. Approximately 80 
Florida Klansmen attended the meeting held inside 
of the Orlando Klan headquarters and SHELTON 
pointed out that Mississippi had given $15,000.00 
and he thereafter stressed the need for a business-type 
organization and stated he would be in Florida during 
February, 1967 to assist various Klaverns in setting 
up books. 

During the meeting it was generally known that 
Grand Dragon ®DYB HAMBY had been forced to take 
outside employment, owed a $300.00 telephone bill 
and $200.00 for printed matter and SHELTON made 
critical remarks to HAMBY in this regard.

SHELTON made statements that the headquarters of 
the UKA, Inc., would match any donations by Florida 
members dolla r for dollar for repairs necessary for 
the Florida rally truck, and at this time, Florida 
Klansmen each donated $200for a total of $160.00, and 
SHELTON announced he would forward the same amount 
to HAMBY who is in possession of the truck. 

Exalted Cyclops GRANIMS of Klavern 29, Pahokee, 
Florida did a lot of talking at this meeting and 
complained of the lack of communication between Florida 
Klansmen, and when SHELTON made accusations about 
different Klaver&s contending they had 20 to 30 
members and were keeping the dues and other monies 
contributed by the remaining unknown members, GRANIMS 
offered to submit photostatic copies of all records 
to UKA headquarters. 

SHELTON stated that some Klaverns have 50 and 60 
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members and the officers of these Klaverns are keeping 
money Indicating smaller memberships. 

'It was made known that monies sent to the UKA 
at Tuscaloosa, Alabama in the form of checks should 
be made payable to some organization, such as the 
Alabama Resistance Group, exact details not known. 

SHELTON gave out his business telephone number, 
claiming he had obtained a flat rate from the telephone 
company which would result in a savings for long telephone 
conversations to headquarters. 

SHELTON remarked that he was going to the area of 
Richmond or Roanoke, Virginia, as the Grand Dragon 
of Virginia, a Mr. LONG, had charged two FBI Agents 
for trespass and arrest without warrants and that 
a lawsuit was pending. SHELTON stated that anytime 
Klansmen encounter FBI Agents who attempt to enter 
their premises without warrants and who get "pushy”, Klansmen 
are to push back, defend themselves, and if it becomes 
necessary, use firearms, but only in the gravest necessity, 
when threatened with firearms as SHELTON described the 
Klansman's home is his castle. 

It was stated that the Louisiana Grand Dragon made 
s tatements the FBI follows him continuously and has 
even followed him to Orlando, Florida. 

During the meeting, November 27, 1966, Florida 
Grand Dragon BOYD HAMBY stated that the State elections 
would probably be held during the last week of 
January, 1967, if this was agreeable with SHELTON. 

SHELTON was critical of Klavern 29 in their 
handling of a recent suspension of member JIMMY JOHNSON, 
claiming it was "witching hunting" and appeared conversant 
with the sitistion in which JOHNSON had been temporarily 
suspended by Klavern 29 for denying membership in the 
Klan, following a beating Exalted Cyclops GRANIMS had given 
a young boy in Belle Glade, Florida recently. 

HAMBY during this meeting raffled off a 1961 automobile 
for a dollar per ticket and a Ft. Lauderdale Klansman 
won the car. 
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SHELTON, on Sunday, November 27, 1966, suggested that 
Klansmen buy or otherwise obtain a book that has recently 
been published called "The True Facts about Selma". 

It was discussed that the book sets out the low 
moral character of individuals from Northern states 
who attended marches and demonstrations and reflects 
the true character of the Southern populace regarding 
racial matters. 

There was some indication by persons at the 
Sunday meeting thatExalted Cyclops GRANIMS is too 
young and irresponsible to hold his position in 
Klavern number 29 and that older, more settled members 
would possible attempt to take control of the Pahoke?, 
Florida Klavern. 

One individual who was prbminently observed in the 
area was the nephew of the Virginia Grand Dragon whose 
name is GENE L0CKSLE7 and who is a major in the 
security guard. 

The night hawk, an officer from a North Carolina 
Klavern was observed with a pistol in his belt the 
night of November 26, 1966, and several members 
indicated that SHELTON would be dissatisfied if he 
observed this.

The proposed national rally of the United Klans 
of America, Inc. (UKA) planned for 1/21-22/67, at Orlando, 
Florida, would most probably be held at a location, which is 
the private property in the name of Trustees of some other 
Klan groups. Some of the Trustees reportedly were members of the 
former Florida Pioneer Club, now defunct, and one or two were 
formerly members of the United Florida Ku Klux Elan (UFKKK). 

This property has a building situated on large grounds where there 
are trees, benches, etc. and all is surrounded by a high cyclone 
fence. The property is in a lonely Isolated section about 15 
miles outside of the City of Orlando, therefore being in Orange 
County under the jurisdiction of Sheriff DAVE STARR. The Sheriff 
took no action whatsoever concerning the last Klan rally held 
at the same location, and therefore no consideration is being 
given to any proposed disruption of the rally through local law 
enforcement. 


The Tampa Division, therefore, proposes the following: 


1. On the premise that the UFKKK do not in any way 
want to join, nor promote, the UKA's infringement 
in Florida by taking away potential recruits for 
the UFKKK, the Tampa Office recommends interview

There was an open meeting of the UKA Unit #6 
held at the Seaway Consultants Inc. building on December 12, 
1966, at 8:30 PH Sharp. All wives were invited to see if 
they would be interested in forming an Auxiliary for the 
Ladies. Those of the men present were McBroom, Anderson 
Jr., Anderson III, Griffin, Burd, Huntsinger, Heflen, Austra, 
Carlstedt, Abernathy, Stevens, Huehner, and Taylor. One 
child was present who was Carlstedt's son who is a polio 
victim. Among the ladies were Mrs. A, J. Anderson Jr., 

Mrs. Arcy Anderson II, Mrs. Griffin, Mrs. Stevens, Mrs. 
Austra, Mrs. Jess Taylor, and an unknown who was with no 
husband. A total of 21 persons. McBroom was asked to 
give a lecture on Ladies Klannishness, and what the Ladies 
can do to help the Invisible Empire which lasted about 
20 minutes. Questions were asked by 3 or 4 of the men but 
only one lady asked (Mrs. Taylor) how many ladies belonged 
in the State, or Empire, in which McBroom answered was a 
secret. It was brought out that the ladies hold their own 
meetings, and except for a security guard outside the Klavern 
no men are allowed near the meeting. MrBroom mentioned that 
the Dragon or Titan could come in, but only if invited by 
the ladles. 


Kuehner brought the movies that he and Hamby shot 
while in North Carolina. The only visible scenes were 
three cross burning ceremonies, and a shotjof The Grand 
Dragon of N. C. Mr. Bob Jones, and his Vice President 
(name unknown) Also on one reel was a shot'; of Hamby, and 
Kuehner, and a klanswoman. A third reel was to have been 
shot but the film hasn't got back from the photo lab yet. 
Kuehner mentioned that the 2 minutes of darkness on the one 
reel was due to Hamby leaving the cover over the lens, and 
another lapse was due to the film not being loaded properly, 
and the camera had to be opened to fix it.

For 
approximately 40 minutes a practice session took place 
with six security guards from the local Klavern who 
i were instructed on guarding the speakers and the flag 
and the cross. 

Shortly after 8:00 P.M., the State rally 
scheduled for that day got under way. The news media 
was represented and the following high Klan officials 
were observed in attendance: 

ROBERT H. SHELTON, Imperial Wizard 
MELVIN SEXTON, Imperial Kilgrapp 
BOYD HAMBY, Florida State Grand Dragon 
RAYMOND R. ANDERSON, Tennessee Grand Dragon 
J. ROBERT JONES, North Carolina Grand Dragon 
JACK G&NN0N, Texas Grand Dragon 
JACK HELHS, Louisiana Grand Dragon 
HERB M&SS,, ftojrth Carolina Night Hawk 

The rally which commenced at approximately 
8:30 P.M. and concluded at 11:45 P.M., was attended by 
over 400 persons, 50 of whom were dressed in Klan robes 
and 18 of whom were dressed in security guard uniforms. 

The ceremony concluded with the burning of a 20 foot cross. 

A collection was taken up and $70.76 was collected. 

In addition to the collection, $160.00 was 
collected on raffle tickets which were sold on an old 
Plymouth belonging to the Florida State Grand Dragon. 

This vehicle was won by Ft. Lauderdale Klansman OLEN 
ABERNATHY. ABERNATHY redosnated this automobile to the 
Seaway Engineering Company, Inc., a front for the Ku Klux ~ \ 

Klan in South Florida. 

The Imperial Higrapp, MELVIN SEXTON, who was 
intoxicated and unable to deliver a speech, opened a suitcase and 
sold Klan paraphernalia. He collected $27.25 from the sale of \ 
Klan rings, etc. 
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The Klam rally was mc®d by FRED KUEHNKR, 

Florida State Kleagle. SUMMER introduced the 

principal speakers of the evening, including the following: 

ROBERT Mo SHELTON, Imperial Vizard, who lashed 
out at "Zionist Jews" and claimed that these 
Jews controlled international banking affairs and world 
commerce. He stated the Jews are in conspiracy with the 
Communists to take over the world. 

JACK HELMS, BOYD HAMBY, and other Grand Dragons 
also delivered speeches at the rally. 

BOB JONES, North Carolina Grand Dragon, 
delivered a speech in which he took credit on behalf 
of the Ku klux Klan for the results of the recent 
nation-wide elections, in which he stated many anti¬ 
communists were elected to public office. 

The wife of BOB JONES delivered a speech in 
which she criticized the National Council of Churches 
'"and stated that oinlsters were "jpanty waists." .* 

It'was noted that a contingent of the Jacksonville 
Klansnen was in attendance at the rally and were represented 
" by a slight but If 'imdividnalV who was believed to be’ RAY

.)f 0 'iYcwing' the Klan rally which took place 

without incident,' Florida Kl'aisisasen , along with ROBERT 
SHELTON and MELVIN SlJigtOT, went to a Klan building located 
off the Chicksaw Trail for a Florida State Officer’s Meeting. 

This meeting started shortly before midnight 
on November 26, 1966, and concluded at approximately 
2:00 A.M., November 27,1966.

Th® meeting with a short speech by 

the Imperial Wizard in which he stated he was generally 
disgusted with the way the Elan was run in the State 
of Florida„ H® insisted that the Florida State Grand 
Dragon, BOYD HAMBY have a telephone Installed in his 
home and maintain <. books . SHELTON stated that there 
■“ would be a meeting the following day at which time 
more problems could to® worked onto 

SHELTON" explained that the UKA has to be 
run like a business and maintain bocks like a business. 

He stated that the main trouble in the State of Fla&da 
is the lack of communications between the State Office 
and thelocal Klasasmea. He was very critical of 
BOYD HAMBY for not getting letters out, for not having 
a telephone, not maintaining books, and for having no 
_____money in. the .treasury. . 

Tibs Imperial Vizard stated although he has 
a lot of criticism of the Grand Dragon, he stated he 
was aware of th© fact that HAMBY gets no help from 
other Klam&men and that there is much dissension In the 
Florida Kl&ffio 

~ .BILL LUCE? and LEE GRANXH8, of Klavern 29, * 

were critical of the Grand Dragon for his failure to 
follow the rules as set forth in th® Klan Q^meMtution. 

BOB ROAGHE criticized HAMBY for the latter’s lack 
of ability to appoint Klansment© do certain tasks and to 
delegate authority. 

ROACHE also pointed out that the Grand Dragon 
had failed to appoint Xlaasassn to fill the posts of 
secretary, treasurer, and vice president in the State of 
Florida, until these vacancies could be filled by elections. 

BILL 3LTCEY also stated that other units could 
be organized within the State of Florida if only there 
was communication between the Grand Dragon and the local units.

On the morning of Sunday , November 27, 1966, 
various Klansmen congregated in the dining room of the 
Holiday Inn for breakfast. The following Klansmen were

During breakfast, Mrs. WASSER stated that 
numerous FBI men were staying at the hotel checking on 
the Klansmen. When she identified the Texas Grand Dragon 
as an FBI Agent working for R-nl Brlth, she was held up 
to ridicule by other Klansmen. 

On November 27, 1966, the Florida State Officers 
Meeting resumed at approximately 10:30 A.M. at the 
Klan building off Chicksaw Trail and concluded at approximately 
3:00 P.M. 


Forty three Klansmen were present including the 
Imperial Wizard, Florida State Grand Dragon, BOYD HAMBY, 
MELVIN SEXTON, FRED KUEHNER, BILL RICHARDSON, and wife, 

Mrs. LEE, FROM Jacksonville, seven Jacksonville Klansmen, 
four Klansmen from Panama City, including two women and two 
men from the Summerfield Klavern. Kla vern 29 at Pahokee : , 
Florida was represented by BILL LUCKY, RICHARD KEEN, 

LEE GRANIMS and TWO UNIDENTIFIED Pahokee Klansmen. Several 
Klansmen from the Orlando, Florida Kla vern were present, 
along with OLEN ABERNATHY-JOE BIRD, ARTHUR ANDERSON, JR. 
and ARTHUR ANDERSON, III, BILL GRIFFIN and BOB WASSER 
from South Florida. BOB ROACHE from Eau Gallie, Florida 
was also present at this meeting. 

The meeting opened with a prayer by ANDERSON, III 
and then BOYD HAMBY commenced the meeting. HAMBY opened 
the meeting by stating "If there are any complaints, sake 
them now". 
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The iMperlal Wizard suggested that a screening 
board be sat op to deeide on possible candidates for 
. the forthcoming elections so that their backgrounds - 
... could be thoroughly cheeked and the names submitted 
to the Grand Dragon for approval prior to their being 
nominated from the floor.

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BOB ‘SASSER v Exalted Cyclops, Klavern 9, Pompano 
Bea^l, Florida , took the floor and asked the Imperial 
Vizard how it was possible to identify FBI agents, 
who, according to VASSER ceuldin fact be Agents of the 
B-ni Brith of the Anti defamation league. 

SHELTON gave a short discourse on the FBI, 
and stated that it was an excellast organization wh£n 
it was nm by J. EDGAR HOOVER. Shelton explained that 
HOOVER is no longer in power and that the FBI is now run 
by the Department of Justice and by Jews. SHELTON stated 
that an FBI Agent questions various Klansmen who are 
ostensibly uncooperative, they gather much kno wledge b y putting 
together several small pieces of information. SHELTON 
attested that when an Agent comes to your house , yon . 
immediately turn on & tape recorder and photograph the 
Agent. If the Agent then requests the film from the camera, 
the person being interviewed should telephone the local 
police. 

..ELTON then went on to show how the Imperial 

books are kept and said they should be used as an e xamp le 
to be copied by the local State organizations. SHELTON 
also stated that he has a flat-rate telephone at his 
office in Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and tha t all Klan officials 
can simply call his number, which he gave out, leaving a 
number so the call can be returned. SHELTON stated that 
he then plays back the tape, obtains the telephone number, 
and calls the Klan official on his "scrambled phone". 

SHEL TON said this service costs him $1,000.00 a month. 

SHELTON then announced that he would return to Orlando on 
January 21, 1967 and th at at th at tine another State Officers 
meeting would be held. SHELTON insisted that on this occasion, 
books be set up per his instructions and that province 
elections can be held at that time. For the State officers 
meeting, voting delegates will be the Exalted Cyclops, two 
delegates from each Klavern, State Kleagles and all state 
Officers as well as Province Titans. 


At this meeting the vacant offices of secretary- 
treasurer, and vice president will be voted upon. Ur. SHELTON 
suggested that at this time that potential candidates names 
be given to the Grand Storages so that he can check on their 
background and determine if they will be useful.

BOB RGA€HJ§ cosnplaiaed that the Grand Dragon had 
no telephone and that it ms impossible to communicate 
with him on important matters „ .• 

The Imperial Wiss&rd stated that the matter must 
be settled right now and stated that the Imperial Office 
would match any amount of m©n@y collected in order to pay 
a $231.00 bill owing the telephone company by HAMBY and 
a $100.00 deposit retired for the installation of a 
new telephone. 

$160.00 was collected and this amount was matched 

by the Imperial Office and it was decided that the phone 
would be installed in the imaedM® future. The plume will 
be placed in the name of the Waited Klans of America, and 
not in HAMBY 0 ® name, sine® it is doubtful the telephone 
company would issue a telephone to HA1BY personally. 

During this discussion, BILL RICHARDSON stated 
that he had previously attempted to have a telephone taken 
out in his name and placed in the HAMBY residence. However, 
the telephone company caught ©as to his scheme, and refused 
to install the telephone. 

Concerning the collection of money for the payments 
on the rally truck, a sufficient amount of money was collected 
nd/or pledged, coupled with the match of funds from the 
Imperial Office, to pay off on the rally truck. In addition 
to this amount,. KORSI CARTER paid a $200.00 bill for a rebuilt 
motjscr placed in the rally truck. 

$68.00 was collected in cash for the rally 

truck. 


HASSBY then brought up the fact that he owes 
approximately $150.00 printing bill in Titusville and he 
has outstanding debt® of approximately $260.00 in North 
Carolina. ROBERT SHKLTON refused to collect money for 
these debts and stated that HAMBY could pay this money 
out of forthcoming dues when the Stmt® is reorganised. 

BOYD HAMBY went <m to explain that since he ^ 

has been Grand Dragon of the State of Florida,' he has - . . r « 

collected approximately $9,000.00 and he has paid out over .; 
$7,000.00 for Mil®. He stated that since the end of October^ 
of last year, he ha® kept a salary of approximately $1500.00., 
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It was ascertained that the elections originally 
were scheduled for February, but were being moved up to 
January 21, 1967 since HAMBY was reluctant to appoint 
Klansmen to fill the vacancies at this time.

SHELTON stated that since he will be in Orlando 
on the 21st of January, it would be a good idea to hold 
a Elan rally on that day or the following day so that 
,W• "We can kill two birds with one stone". 

SHELTON weht onto state that Klansmen can no 
longer operate underground and that they must expose themselves 
as Klansmen and get the fear of the FBI out of their heads. 

He stated the Klan can only be respectable if the members 
are proud of their organization and are not ashamed to 
admit their membership in it. 


FRED KDEHNER said from a floor that a rumor 
was rampant in the State of Florida that BOYD HAMBY would 
soon be out of office. KVEHRS said that it would be 
helpful to Klansmen if they, in fact intend to remove him, 
that SHELTON announce this fact now. 


SHELTON, in reply to this comment, stated that 
there is only a touch of truth in this rumor. He stated 
that he is very unhappy with the state of affairs in Florida, 

and that if HAMBY does not reform and reorganize he will _ 

___be. removed from office. However, SHELTON stated that if HAMBY 

gets moving forward, he will remain in office for the 
next two years so long as he gets the Job done. SHELTON stated 
that HAMBY has made many mistakes, but he has to learn te 
trust other people so that he can get help in his Klan work. 

BILL RICHARDSON then stated that he would like to 
get his Sumaerfield unit rechartered s o th at he can continue 
Klan activities in his hometown. Hr. SHELTON stated that he 
would see him after the meeting and he would discuss this 
matter with him and with HAMBY so that the matter could be 
straightened out to mutual satisfaction of both HAMBY and 
RICHARDSON. 

It was learned after this meeting, that BOYD HAMBY 
was heard to say in confidence **I still won 0 1 give RICHARDSON a 
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charter unless he apologizes to ae". 

It tas also learned that RUSSELL MAY, a first 
Lieutenant in the security guard from Wilson, North 
Carolina, while en route to the Elan Rally in Oriando, 
Florida on November 26, 1966, was involved in an automobile 
accident in Orangeburg, North Carolina, which resulted in 
his hospitalization.

On 12/20/66, BYRON E. McFALL, Assistant Commissioner, 
Oklahoma Department of Public Safety, advised that he has 
ascertained from the Driver Improvement Bureau of the Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety that Oklahoma Driver's License No. 2021361 
issued to CONNIE CHARLES LYNCH on 6/30/65 has been suspended. 

He stated the suspension is effective 10/31/66, the date notifi¬ 
cation of the suspension was sent to LYNCH at Box 923, Wewoka, 
Oklahoma. He stated attempts to serve notice to LYNCH through 
this Post Office Box had been unsuccessful. McFALL advised the 
suspension is based on the false statement made by LYNCH on his 
application reflecting he had never had his license suspended 
when, in fact, his license was suspended by the State of 
California in 1963.

discredit HAMBY’s leadership of the UKA in Fla., and to 
remove him from his position as Grand Dragon. 

In September, 1966, HAMBY told I I 

that it might be a good idea if a suggestion was made 
wherein 20 klansmen or benefactors donate $5 a month to 
the State organization. Out of this amount the Grand 
Dragon could be paid a salary. At a later date, HAMBY 
suggested that each klavern in the State of Florida 
make a monthly payment to the State headquarters to help 
defray expenses for the Grand Dragon. 

The Bureau has approved counterintelligence 
action through the use of Bureau informants to oppose 
the suggestions by HAMBY. To date this action has been 
productive in that HAMBY has not received any donations 
and this phase of the program will continue to prevent 
HAMBY from soliciting funds through the various klaverns. 

It is noted that Miami has excellent informants in all 
klaverns of the UKA, who are in a position to raise 
serious objections to HAMBY's proposals. 

During November, 1966, information from various 
Informants Indicated that Imperial Wizard ROBERT SHELTON 
was extremely upset over his inability to contact BOYD 
HAMBY. He was very insistent that HAMBY have a telephone 
installed at his residence. Every effort possible was 
exerted by the Miami and Tampa offices to prevent HAMBY 
from obtaining a telephone primarily based on his bad 
credit rating, however, HAMBY was successful in obtaining 
a telephone but was required to make a deposit of $100. 

This matter will be followed closely as it is anticipated 
that HAMBY will not be in a position to pay his phone 
bill and every effort will be made to have the telephone 
company discontinue service to HAMBY as soon as he becomes 
delinquent in his payment of his bill. 
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At a State meeting in Orlando, Fla., on 11/26/66, 
donations were made by the various members, which funds 
were matched by the Imperial Wizard, to provide HAMBY 
with funds to pay off various debts Including money owed 
on the Volkswagen rally truck, telephone bill, printing 
bills and personal loans. In early December, 1966, 

HAMBY purchased a Ford Thunderbird with funds obtained 
during the State officers meeting. This action by HAMBY 
will create a new bone of contention among klansmen. It 
» is believed HAMBY will be unable to meet his current 
financial obligations with money already furnished to 
him by SHELTON and will have difficulty in explaining 
what he did with the money. 

This action by HAMBY affords additional potential 
for the Florida informants to continue to discredit HAMBY 
and his ability to head up the leadership of the Florida 
Klan. 


It is noted that on 12/16/66 HAMBY arrived in 
Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., in his newly purchased Thunderbird. 

He had in his possession over $500 in cash, which he 
claimed to have obtained as a loan from an unidentified 
individual. HAMBY reported that this money had to be 
repaid within two weeks. It is noted that on the same 
date, HAMBY paid off BILL BINKO Used Cars at Ft. Lauderdale, 
and obtained a full title to his Thunderbird. It is 
believed that HAMBY will have difficulty in paying off 
the $500" loan and every effort will be made to ascertain

from whom HAMBY obtained this loan. It is suspected that 
HAMBY will probably use the title on his Thunderbird to 
obtain another loan, possibly to pay off the $500 loan. 

^hls money problem will provide additional potential 
by the Florida offices to take steps to identify individuals 
/ or banks to determine where HAMBY is obtaining his money 
// and thereafter take appropriate action to have HAMBY*s 
car repossessed if he uses it as collateral. 

b. ROBERT SHELTON (Wide Area Phone Service) 

Based on Information developed through 
informants, it has been learned that SHELTON has installed 
a "Watts Phone" at his Tuscaloosa, Alabama, office at a 
cost of about_$800 per month. SHELTON has instructed 
Elan officials throughout the United States that they 
can save the expense of long distance telephone calls 
to him by placing person to person calls. These calls 
will be recorded on a tape and immediately thereafter 
reviewed by him and he will then place a call to the 
party called through his Watts Service. This procedure 
will thereby avoid any expense to the caller. 

Since this is an abuse of the Watts Service, 
which can be determined through the "short lapse" tele¬ 
phone calls, the telephone company can develop a case 
against SHELTON, which could result in a civil suit 
asking for damages and in addition entitle the com pan y to 
disconnect the Watts Service and local service of 8HBLT0N. 
Since there is no criminal violation involved, the Bureau 
has advised Miami to notify the telephone company regarding 
this matter. The telephone company is currently developing <■ 
their case and this matter is being followed closely by 
Miami. 

c. LEON STEPHEN FLYNN 

FLYNN has been a long member of 
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various Klan groups In the greater Ft. Lauderdale area. 

He is a known agitator, joins picket lines, is known to 
have teen involved in cross burnings and vandalism. 

He is currently attempting to form a unit of the National 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, and is known to have made 
trips to Georgia in connection with this organization. 

Miami has developed information that FLYNN 
is a convicted felon and has never had his civil rights 
restored but is a registered voter in Broward County 
and has voted la the primaries in 1964 and 1966. FLYNN 
is in violation of state statute because he perjured 
himself while taking oath to become a registered voter 
and who knowingly is not a classified elector and v6tes 
in an election. These are both felony violations and 
provides a penalty of one year in prison or $500v fine 
or both on each violation. The Bureau has authorized 
Miami to bring this matter to the attention of J. LESTER 
HOLT, Chief of Police, Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., fox^ appro¬ 
priate action. Chief HOLT has teen advised and the matter 
is currently under Investigation. \ 

d. Pahokee Klavern (TROY MARTIN, Member) 

Information has teen developed by "-the 
Miami Division indicating that eleven members of the\Pahokee 
Klavern have prior criminal records. Of the eleven \ 
members | FoiA(b) m - <di jone of the other members \ 
is identified as tkuy mARTIN. In an effort to exploit\ 
the criminal backgrounds of the various members, Miami \ 
has proposed to use a leaflet to be circulated among the. 
members to expose the criminal background of Klan members. 
The Bureau has approved this suggestion and has: furnished 
Miami fifty copies of a crudely prepared leaflet relating 
to TROY MARTIN. These leaflets have been mailedVto 
selected klansmen and tangible results are being iawaited. 


e. DRENNON RAY PUGH, Chief of Policed 
South Bay, Fla. '\

Information regarding PUGH’s membership 
in the UKA has teen furnished to the Governor of Florida, 
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since it was not deemed advisable to notify city officials. 
No action has been taken by the Governor regarding the 
Chief.

Miami is currently developing additional 
background information regarding the Chief and has 
determined that while he was in the service he was 
involved in fourteen court martials. In addition, it 
has been determined that while residing in the Birmingham, 
Alabama area the Chief was arrested on three occasions 
during 1960. One charge was burglary, one was burglary 
and grand larceny and a third charge was disturbing the 
peace and resisting an officer. The disposition of the 
first two charges was not listed on bis FBI record and 
Miami has requested the Birmingham office to ascertain 
the;disposition of these charges. Miami will thereafter 
v - make recommendations regarding counterintelligence actions 
against PUGH. 


f. NCBT 

Based on a proposed newsletter prepared 
by the Bureau, Miami has requested that copies of this 
letter be mailed to six Elan officials in South Florida. 
This CIP major is still in the process of being carried 
out. 


III. Tangible Results 


a. BOYD HAMBY, Florida Grand Dragon 

In the latter part of September, 1966, 
HAMBY reported that he was distressed with the state of 
affairs of the UKA in Florida and indicated something 
had to be done. HAMBY suggested various plans to raise 
extra money to defray his expenses. Through the use of 
various Miami informants, HAMBY has had difficulty in 
raising funds and to date most of his fund raising has 
been nil. In the latter part of October, 1966, HAMBY 
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FOIA(b)(7) - (D) 


This same Informant also reported that 
HAMBY was In serious financial straits reportedly owing 
over $250 telephone bill, has two cars which he has not 
made payments on for over ten months and reportedly owes 
over $750. The same informant reported that HAHBY had 
obtained a personal loan of $1,000 from a trusted friend 
of the Klan and this Individual has been unable to collect 
the loan and has reported the matter to the Imperial Wizard. 
The information regarding the $1,000 loan has never been 
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verified through other sources. 


The same Miami informant reported on 10/26/66 
that HAMBY was using an automobile that belonged to the 
Ft. Lauderdale Klan. HAMBY was supposed to make payments 
of this car but failed to do so and was instructed to 
return the car to the Ft. Lauderdale Unit. Early in 
December, 1066, the Ft. Lauderdale Unit was successful 
in getting this car from HAMBY. 


On Nove mbe r 1, 1966, a second Miami informant 
reported that ROBERT SHELTON unexpectedly appeared at a 
Klan rally on the panhandle of Florida. At this rally, 
HAMBY tried to discuss his Florida nrohlpms with STTEI.TOM-

Dragon. At this time HAMBY anticipated his expulsion 
as Grand Dragon of Florida at the Klan Rally in Orlando, 
11/26/66. 


This information was confirmed by Tampa 
informant during the first two weeks of November, who 
felt that it was highly probable that BOYD HAMBY would 
resign as Grand Dragon of Florida. On November 9, 1966, 
HAMBY left Florida for a four day trip to North Carolina 
where he was in contact with ROBERT SHELTON at Wilmington, 
North Carolina.1

, The Chief of Police of Oakland Park, Fla., was notified 
regarding HAMBY*s presence and the fact that he allegedly 
carried a firearm. 

,, On 12/7/66, HAMBY was arrested by the 

& Oakland Park, Fla., PD on a charge of running a red 
light while operating his Thunderbird. HAMBY was 
fingerprinted, photographed and then released on $25 
bond. -• The Bureau authorized Miami to notify the local 
_**Ft. Lauderdale News” of HAMBY*s arrest in order that 
details could be obtained and published which-would be 
embarrassing to both HAMBY and the Elan. This was 
successfully handled and an article appeared in the 
local paper with a photograph of HAMBY and details of 
his arrest. It was determined through informants that 
when HAMBY made the original purchase of the Thunderbird 
he deposited $200 down payment and applied for credit to 
cover the remainder of the purchase which was about $800.

During the following several days, through 
the use of Informants, HAMBY was thwarted in obtaining 
a loan to make good the $500 payment due on 12/12/66. 
Based bn Bureau approval, the seller of the Thunderbird 
was anonymously notified that HAMBY may leave the state 
without paying the $500 still owed. HAMBY appeared to 
be desperate in his efforts to obtain a loan and when he

and extremely upset over this situation, 

On 12/17/66, HAMBY appeared in the City of 
Oakland Park Municipal Court and pleaded guilty to the 
charge . of running a red light. He was fined $15, which 
he paid. 
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As of 12/28/66 y HAMBY was en route to 
Jacksonville, Fla., to endeavor to borrow $3,000 from 
« an individual in Jacksonville described by HAMBY as a 
bar owner who used to operate a house of prostitution.

b. Okeechobee Klavern 24, (Okeechobee, 

Fla., JAMES W. CRAWFORD) 6 

CRAWFORD was E. C. of Klavern 28 and the 
motivating force in the formation of this unit. CRAWFORD 
“has a felony conviction and is currently on Federal pro¬ 
bation. Bureau authorized Miami to notify CRAWFORD's 
probation officer regarding his Klan connections. It 
was determined that CRAWFORD would not necessarily be in 
violation of his probation by being a member of theKlan, 
but could be in violation by being in connection with 
associates who have criminal records. The probation officer 
stated he would contact CRAWFORD pointing out that he 
could be in violation of his probation and that it would 
probably be necessary to bring the matter to the attention 
of the U. S. District Judge for a ruling. The probation 
officer noted that CRAWFORD would probably be willing to 
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withdraw from the Klan rather than have the Judge make 
a ruling as to the possibility of his being in violation 
of his probation. 

On 11/30/66, a vote was taken by all members 
of the Okeechobee Elan regarding CRAWFORD•s membership. 

The vote was unanimous and CRAWFORD will no longer be 
permitted to attend any Elan meetings in view of his 
criminal record. 

c. Ft. Lauderdale Klavern 6, Ft. Lauderdale, 

Fla. (WILLIAM D. PARTIN) 

PARTIN was a candidate for Congress in 
the 10th Congressional District of Florida. In his campaign 
PARTIN was seeking Klan support and made arrangements to 
appear at a Klan Rally to speak to the general membership. 
The Bureau authorized PARTIN's affiliation with a radical 
group by exposing him through the press. On 10/18/66, 
an article appeared in the "Ft. Lauderdale News" reporting 
PARTIN'S attendance at a Klan meeting. The activity was 
highly embarrassing to the Klan orientated candidate and 
to the Klan Itself. PARTIN was noted in the new spap er 
article as stating, "I am certainly not seeking KKK support. 
I need it like I need a hole in the head". 

It is noted that because of this and other 
bad publicity the Elan has received, a disagreement has 
arisen among the local Elan leadership as to whether or 
not to sell the Klan building because of this bad publicity. 

d. Pahokee Klavern 29, Pahokee, Fla. 

On 10/27/66, the Palm Beach County SO 
advised that the SO had raided a building used by the 
Klan at Pahokee, Fla. The raid was based on an anonymous 
telephone call that various individuals were using the 
Klan hall for gambling. The raid resulted in the arrest 
of seven individuals, including three Klansmen. Based on 
Bureau approval, considerable publicity was afforded this 
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incident which has resulted in considerable unrest among 
the members. The publicity also created mistrust among 
the Klan members and it has been a source of trouble for 
the leaders to cope with. 

JIMMY JOHNSON, a member of the Pahokee 
Klavern, was fired from his job based on publicity con¬ 
cerning his involvement in the beating of a Juvenile 
in Belle Glade, Fla. In addition, JOHNSON resigned his 
membership in the Klan and reportedly was having trouble 
with his wife over Klan membership. This matter related 
to authorized CIP measures leading to the arrest of four 
klansmem in Be He Glade, Fla., in connection to the beating 

of a juvenile . Wide spread local publicity was given _ 

this incident!

IV. Overall Tangible Results 



Counterintelligence measures utilized in 
the Miami Division continue to have an over all effect 
on the UKA membership. It is noted the recruitment of 
new members in the Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. area is nil and 
that dropouts from the Klan is exceeding new membership. 

The counterintelligence measures continue 
to eliminate the potential dangers of Klansmem who can 
be considered trouble makers. Klan rallies in the Miami 
Division have been anall and donations received normally 
do not cover expenses.

JN T-5 advised that THORNTON told BURNS that he, THORNTON, 
had access to several sticks of dynamite and this dynamite 
was available for use in the Leake County area where he, 
THORNTON, saw fit to use it. JN T-5 said EURNS told THORNTON 
that he should not use any explosives unless he was so 
instructed to do so by the State Officers in Natchez, 
Mississippi. ' 
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JN T-5 advised that BURNS demanded that THORNTON 
confiscate all the dynamite in the possession of any of the 
members of the Carthage Unit and immediately turn it over 
to the Sheriff’s Department in Leake County, JN T-5 advised 
that BURNS told THORNTON that if he did not turn this dynamite 
into the Sheriff’s Department, he, BURNS, would notify the 
State UKA Office in Natchez and at the same time demand • 
THORNTON’s expulsion as Exalted Cyclops of this unit, 

JN T-5 advised that immediately following the 
meeting of the Carthage Unit on the night of August 9, 

1966, he overheard THORNTON tell BURNS that he had confis¬ 
cated all the dynamite in the hands of the members of his 
unit and had turned same over to Sheriff RUSSELL EDWARDS 
at Carthage, Mississippi, JN T-5 advised that THORNTON 
promised BURNS that he would be on the lookout for any 
other dynamite that might be in the hands of the members 
of his unit and he would confiscate any of the dynamite 
that came to‘his attention. 
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IV, FIANCES 

Dues for the Benton County Unit Number 704, 
Ashland, Mississippi, is $2.75 per month per member 
and the dues are paid to DUDE BOWDEN, Exalted Cyclops, 
or to ROBERT HUDSPETH, Treasurer.

August 5, 1966 

JN T-l advised on August 18, 1966, that the 
United Klans of America (OKA) in Mississippi has about 
$900 per month coming into its headquarters. Each 
member paid twenty-five cents per month dues into the 
state treasury until July 1, 1966. As of July 1, 1966, 
each member began paying fifty cents per month into the 
state treasury for dues. JN T-l advised that the Grand 
Dragon°s salary and the expense of operating the head® 
quarters office is taken out of the monthly income to 
the office. 

JN T-l advised that when a new unit is formed, 
the ten dollars initiation fee for the first twenty-five 
members gees to the state headquarters. After the unit 
has its twenty-five members, the ten dollars initiation 
fee is then split three ways? five dollars to the state 
headquarters; three dollars to the Klesgle, who obtained 
the new members; and two dollars to the local unit. 

When the Imperial Wizard of the UKA decided 
on September 27, 1966, to abolish the state offices of 
the UKA in Mississippi, he decided that the Mississippi 
dues for the month of October, 1966, would include the 
one dollar Grand Dragon°s fee, which was to be used to 
pay off the debts which had been incurred by E. L. . 

MC DANIEL. 
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After the first month, the dues would be 
reduced to one dollar which would be forwarded to the 
national office. Fifty cents of this dollar would be 
held in a reserve account and eventually returned to 
the province after the re«organization is completed. 

The ten dollars initiation fee for new members would be 
forwarded to the national office where it would be held 
in a reserve account until such ties as 25 new members 
had been obtained and a charter issued. When the charter 
was issued, the national office would issue a check to 
the Kleagle in the amount of $250.

JN T-l advised on October 31, 1966, he had 
heard that ROBERT M. SHELTON made the statement on 
October 30, 1966, at a Klan meeting in Thomastown, 
Mississippi, that he had received $900 dues from the 
State of Mississippi for the month of October, 1966. 

JN T-l advised that based on this figure, it would 
indicate that 450 Klansmen, paying two dollars each, 
paid dues for the month of October, 1966. 

JN T-l advised that SHELTON also commented 
at this meeting that the salary for MELVIN SEXTON, 
Imperial Secretary, and himself is $2500 per month ■ 
plus car expenses of over $400, plus traveling expenses 
of over $900 for the month of October. 
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V. PUBLICATIONS AND PROPAGANDA; 

JN T-ll advised on August 22, 1966, that at a 
meeting of the UKA Unit #736 at JOE OUR t s Airport, Highway 
82 East, Greenville, Mississippi, on August 21, 1966, the 
following mimeographed copy of the Klan Ledger was dis¬ 
tributed to the members present: 

"THE KLAN LEDGER 
WE STAND FOR THE RIGHTS 
OF THE WHITE CHRISTIAN PEOPLE 

"An open letter to Martin Luther King 

"Dear martin Luther King, Hoseah Williams, all 
members SiCtLtC,, S.N.C.C., G.O.R.E., C.0.F o 0., 
N.A.A.C.P., ETC. 

"We the Knights of the Ku Kline Klan, 

Greenville unit, sincerely welcome you to 
Greenville. 

"No harm will come to any of you at our 
hands. You will only be shown courtesy and 
welcome by us. 

"We saw in this days paper that yuu had 
advised your President L.B. Johnson that you 
had selected our city of Greenville Miss, as your 
next target. We say hooray!. 

"Greenville Miss. Dr. King, is ripe and ready 
for you and your followers and ideas.

JN T-5 advised on August 12, 1966, that a 
meeting of the officers of Province Number Four, UKA, 
was held in Quitman, Mississippi, on August 7, 1966, 
and approximately 65 officers were in attendance. 

JN T-21 advised on August 23, 1966, there was 
a state meeting of the UKA at Natchez, Mississippi, on 
August 14, 1966. E. L. MC DANIEL, Grand Dragon, UKA, 
Realm of Mississippi, presided over this meeting. 

There was considerable discussion concerning whether or 
not MC DANIEL should remain as the Grand Dragon; how- * 
ever, before the meeting adjourned, a vote of confidence 
was taken and thetP&^yas a vote of 30 to two in favor 
of MC DANIEL remaining as Grand Dragon. 

JN T-21 stated that there was considerable 
discussion concerning the moving of the state office 
from Natchez to Jackson or Meridian, Mississippi. ' 

MC DANIEL advised the group that they would take this 
matter up at the next state meeting in order to decide 
whether it was feasible to move the office out of 
Natchez. 

JN T-21 advised that MC DANIEL told the group 
that the UKA in Mississippi should remain non-violent 
and they should seek the respect and support from law 
enforcement officers throughout the State of Mississippi. 

JN T-9 advised on August 29, 1966, that the 
following Exalted Cyclops in the UKA had been meeting 
to formulate plans for the removal of MC DANIEL

JN T®9 advised that MEANS and SULLEN had been 
driving around the state contacting various Exalted 
Cyclops regarding this matter. JN T-9 advised that the 
group is in favor of replacing KC DANIEL with ERNEST 
GILBERT of Brookhaven, Mississippi; however, some of 
these individuals favor GILBERT being the Grand Dragon 
only on a temporary basis. 

JN T-3 advised on August 30, 1966, that a 
meeting was held at 10:00 a.m. on August 28, 1966, in 
the private dining room at the Rebel Cafe in Louisville, 
Mississippi, wherein four Exalted Cyclops of the UKA 
met with ERNEST GILBERT, formerly the King Kleagle of 
the UKA, to discuss plans of making changes in the UKA 
in Mississippi. This group planned to meet with the 
Imperial Wizard within the next three or four weeks to 
find out what his plans were insofar as the Mississippi 
organization was concerned. JN T=»3 stated that the group 
had nothing constructive in their minds to offer at this 
meeting but their main concern was to bring about a 
movement or an election to remove KC DANIEL as the Grand 
Dragon. 


JN T°3 advised on September 6, 1966, that the 
national office of the UKA in TusOaloosa, Alabama, has 
a WATS line to the §tate of Mississippi so the Imperial 
Wizard can call any number in the State of Mississippi. 
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JN T-3 advised that the Imperial Wizard has 
called a number of the Exalted Cyclops In Mississippi 
and Indicated to them his dissatisfaction with E. L. 

MC DANIEL as the Grand Dragon. SHELTON has also stated 
that MC DANIEL Is submitting his resignation as the 
Grand Dragon and he had called a state meeting for 
September 18, 1966, at Natchez, Mississippi, for the 
purpose of electing a new Grand Dragon and a slate of 
state officers. 

JN T-3 stated that SHELTON had expressed the 
opinion that it appeared that KC DANIEL was attempting 
to rig this election so he would be able to submit his 
resignation and then be Immediately re-elected to the 
position of Grand Dragon. 

JN T-3 advised that SHELTON would be unable to 
attend this state meeting on September 18, 1966; however, 
he would attempt to have some of the national officers 
from Tuscaloosa, Alabama, attend this meeting. These 
national officers would recommend that the state offices 
in Mississippi be abolished for the time being and that 
the Mississippi organization would operate from the 
national office. 

JN T-$isdvised on September 6, 1966, that he 
attended a meeting in Jackson, Mississippi, on Septem¬ 
ber 4, 1966, with 24 Klansmen of the UKA who were in 
favor of removing MC DANIEL from his position. JN T-3 
advised that all the individuals at this meeting agreed 
that the state office of the UKA should be re-organized 
and new officers elected. They also agreed to pool their 
efforts in electing a new Grand Dragon to replace MC DANIEL. 

JN T-3 advised that individuals present at 
this meeting agreed to assist in raising $500 to finance 
a WATS line for the Imperial Wizard in Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 
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JN T”21 advised on September 10, 1966, that 
E. L 0 1® DANIEL 9 Grand Dragon of the UKA in Mississippi, 
called a special meeting of state officers and delegates 
from each unit to take place in Natchez, Mississippi, 
on September 18, 1966. MC DANIEL mailed the following 
bulletin dated August 31, 1966, to the various units: 

'*10 All Units; 

'•There will be a state meeting on Sunday 
9/18/66 at 11:00 AM. The meeting will be held at 
Natchez, Miss., and everyone will gather at the Liberty 
Ball Park where we held the rallies. There will be 
someone there with a flag on his car to direct every¬ 
one to the meeting place. Each unit shall elect three 
delegates to vote for their units. All Klansmen are 
cordially invited to this meeting but only the delegates 
will vote. 

"Each unit shall discuss in their local unit 
the following, as these things will be brought up: 

i . • 

"1. Election of a Grand Dragon, as the present 
Grand Dragon will he stepping down. 

"2. Election of state officers who have stepped 

down. 

"3. To discuss and prepare for the election of 
Province Titans and Province Officers shortly thereafter, 
according to Article XVLL, Section 3, Paragraph 126, of 
the Constitution. 

"4. To set salary for.Grand Dragon. 

"5. To discuss and settle once and for all 
any friction or problems which new exist. All problems 
regardless of their nature must be presented in writing 
to the chairman at this meeting. 
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"6. To work out a solution to dropouts In local 
units and to get those who have dropped out re-lnstated. 

"7. To discuss the political situation in 
Mississippi. 

"8. To discuss and work out a solution to. combat 
integration of our schools in Mississippi. 

"9. To discuss how to infiltrate and control 
the 8 Great Society 9 Program such as MDTA, Head Start, 

STAR, and others. 

,9 10. To have as many Klansmem as possible 
present in order that they may see first-hand the 
inter-workings of the UKA. 

"11. To discuss whether or not each unit 
should make robes or have the state office supply all 
robes guaranteeing three weeks delivery if five or more 
robes are ordered at one time. 

"12. To set dates for each Province to hold 
their Province Klonverse so that the (Grand Dragon can 
be present at all Province Klonverses. 

"I hope whoever is placed in leadership will 
be someone, who can please everyone because I could not 
although I believe the majority of the units were behind 
me. But I do not want to hinder the UKA in any way and 
that is the reason for me stepping down. I will always 
be grateful to everyone who has supported me. 

"Everyone must be true to this oath and have 
faith in their leaders in the UKA if the UKA is to con¬ 
tinue regardless of who the Grand Dragon may be. 

9 Vith kind, personal regards, I remain, for 
God and Country, E. L. DANIEL, Grand Dragon, UKA." 
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JN T°3 advised on September 12, 1966, that 
DURRELL FONDREN had been contacted during the week of 
August 28, 1966 - September 3, 1966, by the Imperial 
Wizard and asked if he would accept the position of Grand 
Dragon for the State of Mississippi. FONDREN supposedly 
told SHELTON that he would not accept the position at this 
time, according to the source. . 

JN T~3 advised that on September 7, 1966, DURRELL 
FONDREN went to Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to talk with SHELTON 
and at that time, FONDREN agreed to accept the position 
of Grand Dragon in the Mississippi organization if he was 
appointed to the position by SHELTON or if he were elected 
by the membership of the organization. 

JN T-3 advised that in the recent past, he had 
overheard SHELTON make the statement that something was 
definitely wrong with MC DANIEL and his crew in Natchez, 
Mississippi, and SHELTON was attempting to determine what 
was wrong in Natchez. JN T°3 advised that SHELTON had 
stated that in the last two or three months, MC DANIEL 
has been attempting to destroy the U&A in the State of 
Mississippi and that MC DANIEL appeared to want to get 
out of the UKA; however, he appeared scared to get out. 

JN T-3 advised on September 21, 1966, that at 
a state meeting in Natchez, Mississippi, on September 18, 
1966, E. L„ MC DANIEL was re-elected as the Grand Dragon. 

JN T°3 advised that a number of the units in attendance 
at the meeting were of the opinion the election was rigged 
and they were still dissatisfied with MC DANIEL's leader¬ 
ship. 


JN T»3 advised that the Imperial Wizard had 
expressed concern over the affairs of the UKA in Missis¬ 
sippi and planned to conduct an investigation of MC DANIEL 
with the view in mind of removing him from his position or 
abolishing the state offices in the State of Mississippi. 
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UKA Province Number Four held a meeting on 
October 2, 1966, in Meridian, Mississippi, and nine units 
were represented. The main topic of discussion was the 
ruling of ROBERT SHELTON to avoid state elections and for 
him to operate the Mississippi organization from his 
office in Alabama.

October 5, 1966 

JN T®5 furnished the following information 
regarding the statewide UKA province meeting at Thomas- 
tcwn, Mississippi, on October 30, 1966; 

ROBERT M. SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, presided over 
this province meeting and he was assisted by MELVIN SEXTON, 
Imperial Secretary, from Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The meeting 
began at 2;00 p.m. and approximately 100 Klansmen were 
present. SHELTON advised the group that there had been 
68 active units in the State of Mississippi at one time 
and now there were only 19. He was very upset about the 
decrease in activity of the Mississippi units and charged 
the group to immediately plan rallies in an effort to 
reactivate some of the old units, 

SHELTON set the date of November 20, 1966, for 
another state«=wide province meeting which was to be held 
at the same location for the purpose of electing Titans 
for the provinces in the State of Mississippi. 

A rally of the UKA was held at Polkville, 
Mississippi, on the afternoon of October 23, 1966, 
which was observed by Agents of the FBI. A sign adver» 
tising a public rally of the UKA at 2;00 p.m. was observed 
in an open field alongside State Highway 13, one mile 
north of Polkville, Mississippi, in Smith County. 
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At Approximately 2:00 p.tsu, a number of cars 
were observed parked on this field. At one end of the 
field was a truck with a platform built over the cab. 
American, Christian, and Confederate flags flew from 
this platform. Religious music was played over a public 
address system as persons arrived in the vicinity. 
Approximately twelve men were dressed in white Klan 
robes and circulated in the area. One robed Klansman 
rode horseback up and down the highway. 

At 2:25 p.m 0 , four men climbed onto the plat¬ 
form and the rally was opened by a prayer. Approxi¬ 
mately 200 persons were present at the rally. 


ERNEST GILBERT of Brookhaven, Mississippi, was 
introduced and he spoke for 30 minutes about the need 
for those present to be active politically in order to 
preserve their rights. 

ROBERT M. SHELTON, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, was 
then introduced as the Imperial Wizard of the OKA, 
Incorporated, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. He spoke 
for approximately one hour and outlined the growth of 
Communism in the United States and stressed the need 
for white citizens to stop it. 

At the close of the rally, robed Klansrcen 
circulated throughout the crowd accepting money from 
those present. During the rally, Klamsraen distributed 
Klan literature, including a copy of a newspaper entitled 
"The Fiery Cross.”

The Lowndes County UKft Unit Number 740, Columbus, 
Mississippi, sponsored a public rally held on August 27, 
1966, at Jsek 3 s Truck Stop, Highway, 82, Columbus, Missis¬ 
sippi. ROBERT M. SHELTON, Imperial Wizard of the UKA, 
was the principal speaker and he spoke for approximately 
one hour outlining the growth of CoaM&unisro in the United 
States.

September 7, 1966 

JN T°10 advised on August 22, 1966, that a 
rally of the UKA was held by the Neshoba County Klavern 
in Philadelphia, Mississippi, on the night of August 20, 
1966. There were approximately 500 persons in attendance 
but only a few of this number were Klansmen, according 
to JN T°10. JN T=10 advised that the rally was held on 
the ball field of DOCK SAVELLE. This property is located 
southwest of Philadelphia and is a short distance off 
Highway 16, west.

JN T-10 advised that the rally began at approxi« 
mately 8:00 p.m. with A. J. BURNS leading in prayer and 
afterwards, he made a short introductory statement, 
introducing the only speaker of the night, E. L. MC DANIEL, 
Grand Dragon, Realm of Mississippi. 

JN T»10 advised that MC DANIEL gave his standard 
speech concerning Communism and the threat of the Federal 
Government to the white Southerners. The speech had 
numerous comments concerning President JOHNSON and the 
Bureaucrats in Washington, who are attempting to take 
over the Southerners and any rights that'may be granted^ 
to them. At the conclusion of MC BAN2EL°s speech, 
books and records were sold and a collection was taken 
by L. C. MURRAY, a Klansman from Natchez, Mississippi. 

There were approximately ten individuals in robes at 
this rally, one of whom was NORMAN STEVENS, the Exalted 
Cyclops of the UKA unit at Philadelphia, Mississippi. 

Agents of the FBI observed a UKA rally in 
Ashland, Mississippi, on October 22, 1966. The rally 
was held ©n the east side of the courthouse in Ashland. 
Prior to .the commencement of the rally, records were 
played over a loud speaker system and it was noted 
that a table, had been set up on the courthouse lawn 
where various types of literature was made available to 
the public. 
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The rally commenced at approximately 7:40 p.m. 
with a prayer being offered by WHEELER BOLEN of Benton 
County, Mississippi. After the introductory pryer, 
ERNEST GILBERT of Brookhaven, Mississippi, was intro¬ 
duced to the public and he thereafter made a' short 
speech. 


At 8;00 p.m., GILBERT introduced the featured 
speaker of the rally, ROBERT M. SHELTON, Imperial Wizard 
of the UKA.- 

SHELTON’s speech centered around the civil 
rights movement being a Communist conspiracy advancing 
the goal of world Communism. In this regard, SHELTON 
pointed out thatVthe. Cbmaamist Manifesto, as written by 
KARL MARX in 1849, made reference to the Industrial 
Revolution, the Slave Revolution, and the Class Struggle. 
SHELTON pointed out to the audience that the United 
States was currently in the third step, or the Class 
Struggle step. SHELTON repeatedly urged the audience 
to combat this Communist conspiracy by-registering to 
vote and voting in all elections. After SHELTON con¬ 
cluded his speech, a collection was taken and the rally 
came to a conclusion at 9:10 p.m. 

Approximately 125 men, women, and children 
were noted to be in attendance at this public rally. 
Twenty-five individuals were noted to be dressed in 
Klan robes and two of these were females. 

The Clarion Ledger , a Jackson, Mississippi, 
daily newspaper, in the October 24, 1966, issue reflects 
that members of the Ku Klux Klan had informed the com¬ 
mittee of the Morton, Mississippi,. Centennial Celebration 
that they would parade in costumes-minus their hoods— 
Monday morning when the official parade got underway. 

The article continued as follows: 
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'•The decision to join the parade apparently 
followed a Klan rally near Polkville Sunday after¬ 
noon* Robert Shelton of Alabama, Imperial Grand 
Wizard, was present for the rally*"' 

On October 24, 1966, Chief of Police LAIJRIS SESSUMS, 
Morton, Mississippi, Police Department, advised an Agent 
of the FBI that four Klansmen,on horseback participated in 
the Morton Centennial Parade, Morton, Mississippi, on the 
morning of Qstdbe'r 24, 1966, after having made a last- 
minute request to officials handling the parade. Chief 
SESSUMS stated that Mayor CARLETON LYLE, City of Morton, 
was initially going to deny their request; however, in. 
view of the small number of Klansmen, they were allowed 
to march at the end of the parade line. 


Chief SESSUMS stated that no incident occurred 
during the parade in connection with the Klansmen and 
the Klansmen did not speak to the public during the parade. 
He said he did not observe the Klansmen after the parade 
and he assumed they left the parade area as soon as the 
parade ended* 

JN T-14 advised on November 1,.1966, that a 
"commander school" of the UKA was held in Tuscaloosa, • ^ 
Alabama, on October 28 and 29,, 1966. JN T-14 advisedju^ 
thathe had learned that GEORGE^TApLOR, age 60, of 
Merid ian, Mississippi, and JERRY.^tHJDSON, age late twenties, 
of liumITIMissSgsippt, were two of the five individuals 


who attended the school. 




JN T-14 advised that the school was held in '' 
Room 402 of the Hotel Stafford in Tuscaloosa. The first 
day of the school was the indoctrination of the Klan 
in the South and the history of the UKA. ... • 


JN T-14 advised that on'October 29, 1966, ,a 
meeting of four or five individuals was held at Reform, 
Alabama, and the discussion at this time was about the 
history of the Klan. 
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On the evening of October 29, 1966, a meeting 
was held at Ironbcw, Alabama, and there were approxi- 
mately seven persons In attendance. The history of 
the Klan was again discussed at. this meeting.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter cm February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc.. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in the - 
U. S. Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. Accord¬ 
ing to the source, the split resulted from a leadership 
dispute and United Klans has the same aims and objectives 
as the parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second, source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, - 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization 
established headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama. (The organization is directed by 
ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, and is the cominant 
Klan group in the South, with units in several southern 
states.) 

\ Second source advised that at a meeting in 

Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the 
UKA is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several states. This source said that ROBERT M, SHELTON 
is the Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected 
to this position on September 5, 1964, at a National Klon- 
vocation in Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that during 
April, 1966, the national office was moved from Suite 401, 
Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the. carport of 
SHELTON's residence, #18 Lake Sherwood, Star Route, North- 
port, Alabama, which space he had converted into a room.

For the information of Jackson, Miami has received 
information that Robert Shelton, Imperial Vizard, United Klans 
of America, Inc^ (UKA),-utilizes a wide-area telephone service 
to contact Klan subordinates throughout the United States. 
Miami's information indicates that Shelton has conspired to 
defraud the telephone company by utilizing his wide-area 
telephone service in a manner designed to keen Klan emjnRBB 
down. In essence, Shelton has instructed 

to utilize the following method when necessary to telephoni- 
cally contact the Imperial Office in Alabama: The informant 
will call Shelton person-to-person and the call will be refused 
by Shelton's secretary even though Shelton is physically 
present. The informant will then leave his name and telephone 
number, and Shelton will thereafter recontact the Informant 
through the wide-area telephone service in the Imperial Office. 
In this manner, Shelton can remain in contact with Klan leaders 
throughout the United States and yet only pay the flat rate 
charged to him by the telephone company for the wide-area 
telephone services. No expenses would accrue to various Klan 
leaders who alert Shelton to the need for telephonic contact 
by placing a person-to-person call which will be refused. 

The Miami Office has presented the facts in this 
matter to the United States Attorney, Miami, who has taken 
same under advisement in order to determine if Shelton is in 
violation of Title 18, Section 1343, USC (Interstate Trans¬ 
portation of Stolen Property - Fraud by Wire). 



From a counterintelligence viewpoint, Miami was 
authorized to confidentially furnish the Southern Bell 
Telephone and Telegraph Company information indicating

Regular weekly meeting of Klavern No. 29 
held at 8:00 p.n., 1/4/67. Eleven members in 
attendance, all from Klavern No. 29, and members 
voted to swear in two new members on 1/11/67, these 
prospective members named Troy Kirk and Paul Ingram. 
Meeting conducted by E. C. Wilbur Finley and some of 
the members in attendance were Richard Keen, Lee 
Granims, Bud Wilson, Ronald Stevens, Wally De Berry, 
Gene Phillips, Larry Miller, Archie Jones, and Woody

Membership voted to give up present meeting 
place, the Everglades House of Beauty, and to hold 
future meetings at Finley's residence and various 
members stated they should pay Bob Durance 7500 pennies 
for the $75.00 month rent due.

A regular meeting of Klavern Mo. 29 of the USA, 

Inc. was held on January 11, 1967, at the Klavern meeting 
hall In Canal Point, Florida, beginning about 8:20 p.m. 

There were 13 persons present, as follows: WILBUR FINLEY, 
Exalted Cyclops, BUD WILSON, LEE GRANIMS, TROY MARTIN, 

GENE MARTIN, WOODY 8 TRAYER, RON STEVENS, LARRY MILLER, 

ARCHIE JONES, E. J. CAULEY, RICHARD KEEN, WALLACE DB BERRY, 
and an unknown individual. 

Exalted Cyclops FINLEY announced that there is a 
possibility a local preacher will sublease the Klavern 
meeting hall to hold revival meetings on Wednesday nights. 

He announced that if this took place, the Klavern would be 
able to afford and keep the meeting hall indefinitely. 

In line with this, the Klavern voted to change its meeting 
night in the future to Tuesday night every week. 

Mos^ of the discussion at the meeting was over 
the "leaflets" concerning TROY MARTIN which had been distributed 
in the area.. Everyone was "shook up" concerni ng these 
leaflets, particularly the MARTIN brothers. GENE and TROY 
MARTIN walked out of the meeting, saying they would not 
participate in the group activity until the matter of the 
leaflets was cleared up. During the discussion, it seemed 
the consensus of opinion that the leaflets had been prepared 
by a left-handed individual. Several members were overheard 
to say that if another similar leaflet was received, they 
would immediately quit the organization completely. 

LARRY MILLER was appointed Klokan (Investigator).

Source stated that prior to the above time when 
he would call SHELTON person-to-person, Mrs. SHELTON would 
always state that he was not there and get the name and 
number of source and shortly thereafter, SHELTON would 
return his call. Source stated, however, that at the 
present time when he makes a person-to-person call to 
SHELTON, the telephone is answered by an electronic record¬ 
ing device and the operator will take source's name and 
number.

Referenced Bualrtel set forth recommendations rela¬ 
tive to counterintelligence proposals looking to the removal 
of DRENNON BAY PUGH as Chief of Police, South Bay, Fla., it 
being noted that PUGH has been regarded as a member of the 
United Elans of America, Inc. (UKA) and allegedly had offered 
to furnish confiscated guns to the Elan. 

The Miami Division was not advised as to xtether or 
not the counterintelligence proposals set forth in referenced 
Miami airtel were approved. 

For the information of the Bureau, however, GENE 
MC CANN, investigator for the Palm Beach County Solicitor's 
Office, advised that PUGH was dismissed as Chief of Slice 
of 8outh Bay, Fla., on 1/9/67. He stated this dismissal was 
based on information he had furnished to the city officials 
concerning PUGH's involvement in "pay-offs” to allow a house 
of prostitution to operate within the city limits of South 
Bay, Fla. He further advised that on 1/10/67, PUGH was arrested 
by the Palm Beach County Sheriff's Office on a charge of 
conspiracy to obstruct Justice on information furnished by 
Investigator CANN. 


According to Investigator MC CANN, PUGH was arrested 
and immediately released on bond and refused to submit to an

The meeting started one-half hour late because the Unit was 
informed that three State Officers under special orders 
from the Grand Dragon was to take charge of the meeting and 
run Elections. The Men were told that the Elections that 
were run the first week in December was voided by the Grand 
Dragon. It was heard that a smiliar incident occured in 
Ft. Lauderdale last Money December 26, 1966. 

"There were 12 Members Present, and the Three State 
Officers sent by Hamby, were Burd, Kuehner, and Abernathy. 
Among the members were Granins, Keen, Finley, Cauley, 
DuBarry, and Grannin's Father-in-law Stoniker (Spelling 
unknown).

"A new member was sworn in tonight by Abernathy whose 
last name was Youman (spelling unknown). 


"Kuehner was asked if he had any announcements. He 
mentioned that the Grand Dragon couldn't be with them 
tonight because of having to go to Jacksonville to try to 
borrow money in order to pay for an off-set press he wanted 
to buy from a man in Lauderdale. Kuehner also mentioned that 
the Grand Dragon will have a newsletter in the mail at the 
end of the week. 
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"Also that there will be Rallies on the following 
dates; January 13-Vernon, Fla./January l4-Bonifay, Fla./ 
January 15-Panama City/ January 21-0rlando/ with a state 
meeting on January 22 which will include election of new 
state officers. Kuehner announced, that he hopes the two 
units (Canal Point and Ft. Lauderdale_will continue to keep 
working together as they havein'the past. Kuehner invited i 
all who could attend, to visit Unit #6 and sit in on the 
Classes (Hamby is going to conduct) the next 6 weeks there. 

"It was noticed that the men were in poor spirits, 
and the morale was at an all time low. Members have dropped 
out at a tremendous rate lately, and $500.00 (according to 
Keen-Acting EC) is owed back dues from the members. Keen 
also announced that the Landlord asked them to move out 
because of not paying their rent. Grannins reported that' a 
Minister has offered to rent the building from them for 
$40 a month, but some of the members were afraid of publicity : 
in the papers, because the holy-coller type church, which 
claims to not believe in integration, preaches to the niggers 
in Colored Town one night then goes across town and preaches 
to 'white only' the next time (or day) _ Kden suggested meeting 
at Felix's Boy Scout building (address not mentioned) but it 
was not voted on until they could find out if repercussions 
from the county would arise. It is a public building build 
by the county for the scout troop only. Keen mentioned that 
the bank balance of the Unit was $20. with the new members 
Klectoken it is now $35-00. Finley walked up to the EC's 
desk and donated $5-00 followed by Keen and Wilson with the 
same amount. Before the matter was closed the men including 
the state officers came up with all but $4.00 for Decembers 
rent, which Keen said he will get from a member who was aBs’ent 
but promised to pay the next day. 

"The meeting ended approximately at 10PM, and the 
men left.. The state officers headed back to Ft. Lauderdale. "

Officers held January 5, 1987 at 8;00 PM at th® horn® of 
A.J. .Anderson Jr., 342 SW 30 Ave., Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. 

The meeting was promptly called to order by the 
Exalted Cyclops, Fred Kuehmer at 8:00 PM. Among those present 
were all but two of the Units Officers. ' The Officers were 
Carlstedt, Burd, Anderson Jr., Anderson III, Stephens, 

Taylor, Abernathy,: Heflin, and the Great Titan, who was an 
invited guest. Mr. Griffin, called and reported ill ana 
George Austra wasn’t invited by Kuehmer because of repeated 
drunkeness on the part of Austra at the last few meeting®. 
Austra will be replaced in the next few weeks. 

The meeting was opened with a prayer by the Chap¬ 
lain Anderson III, and then the order of business began. 

Kuehmer stressed the unifying of the Officers, before planning 
any membership Drive, or attacks at the State Office, which 
most were in favor of because of the recent interfering of 
the Grand Dragon in Unit #6. The last being the re-holding 
©f Local Elections, and the announcing off the EC appointing 
the office of Klokann, instead of the electing of same ( 
according to the Constitution of the Invisible Empire) 

The meeting started off with the same cliques in 
the room that has been running for the last year, but after 
these cliques were attacked by Kuehmer and brought out in 
the open, it looked like' the parties concerned realised that 
they were hindering any unity, or building up of the unit. 

Before the meeting was over everyone there was of the ©pinion 
that something great had been accomplished. 

|£c Broom asked the officers iff they considered him 
still the Great Titan, when Carlstedt asked him why he made 
a statement like that, Me Broom answered sayin that he had 
received a word that Hamby was going to fire him., and two 
men came to him and said Hamby has repeatedly said this but 
has not told him (Me Broom) to his face-, or in a ffom of 
a correspondence; .'Everyone present agreed to recognise him 
as Great Titan, till such time'as Hamby serves him with papers, 
or verbal orders to the contrary. -Me Broom then announced 
that he was shown a way by the present EC where as he can go 
to the State Elections with Eight eligible Votes from'his 
Provincial Officers. And counting the EC and his two appointed 
votes from Unit #6, plus Bob Wassers group in Pompmn© who 
also'pull 3 -votes. Gives Me Broom th® power off 13 Votes. 

Kuehner added that these 13 votes are to be used only in the 
good off UKA, and South Florida..and not to be used as a weapon 
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against another clique 


This Episode changed the attitude in the room towards 
Kuehner.

He then told all the officers that he wanted 
every officer there t® respect each other and t© stand behind 
their EC and their Great Titan, and said unless they all 
agree tonight t© unite together, and stand behind the EC., 

He would gladly resign the office next Monday, and with n® 
hard feelings would stand behind the man they fgid want in - 
there. Every ©me including Young Anderson, stood up when 
Carlstedt with a. tear in his eye shouted out that The only 
thing to d® is unite and stand behind Kuehner. (This seemed 
to be the climax of Carlstedt’s held back emotion that he 
was holding inside, after Kuehner earlier announced to Burd 
(the Secretary) to tell him how much money was owed by any 
active member that is out of.work and behind in dues. 

Kuehner told Burd that he wanted no.names, but when given the 
figure next Monday would have a donation-raffle with the 
proceeds paying off. the delinquency.)

The subject of Bam Zbin was brought up by the Eg* 
and announced that Zbin was planning on returning t© Unit #8 
after the State Elections, Kuehner also announced that Hamby 
stated that the Imperial Wizard, who (according to ZB 210 
invited Zbin to attend the State meeting in Orland®, when saw 
him present for the rally. ' But since has received a letter 
from on© of his investigators in South Florida saying that 
Dan Zbin is affiliated with Communists, and a friend, and 
admirer of Fidel'Castro. Whether there is proof of just 
accusations it is unknown except to Shelton, tout Hamby instruct¬ 
ed Kuehner t® notify the unit that if Zbin tries to come back, 
make sure that there' .is a vote on it, and also see t© it that 
there are 3 negative votes against him.

When 3 or 4 asked if Stephens 
couldn’t just mention a little about it Kuehner allowed him 
five minutes. 

Tfed plan was that he can buy a w Lotms w thru his boss 
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at the Port for $2000.0©. He said a Raffle could Tbe held Nation 
wide with the permission of the Imperial Wizard, aifcki "Kicking 
back" 15% to Shelton, would assure Shelton passing the word 
to his Empire of 42 states, and Grand Dragons would receive 
5% "kick-back" and 5% t© each Unit for selling the tickets. 

This adds up t© 25% off the top and 75% left to pay for the 
car and the rest going to Unit #6 to pay off their building. 
Kuehner interupted saying that Shelton would steal the idea 
and do it himself.

The reason for 
the delay was because Hamby told hi® he was going to be a State 
Officer come January and it would be wasted money t® buy a 
white one.

A characterization of the United Elans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku 
Klux Elan (UKA), on a national and 
state level, is contained in the 
appendix section of this memorandum. 

On January 22, ,1967, MM T-l and MM T-2 furnished the 
following information; 

\ I. UKA RALLY, ORLANDO, FLORIDA 

January 21, 1967 __ 

The UKA sponsored a Elan rally on Chickasaw Trail, 
Orlando, Florida, on Saturday, January 21, 1967. The rally 
commenced shortly after 8:00 p.m. and concluded at approxi¬ 
mately 10:30 p.m. with the burning of a 20-foot cross. No 
incidents took place during the rally. 

There were approximately 200 persons in attendance 
at the rally which featured a speech by the Imperial Wizard 
of the UKA, ROBERT M. SHELTON. 

SHELTON's speech was preceded by the showing of a 
film which was critical of the National Council of Churches. 
This film alleged that the National Council of Churches 
was infiltrated by communists and that this organization 
operated several communist-front organizations. 

SHELTON's speech consisted of personal attacks on 
the National Council of Churches, on Negroes and on Jews.

II. STATE OFFICERS MEETING 
UKA, REALM OF FLORIDA 
ORLANDO, FLORIDA 
JANUARY 2%, 1967 _ 

On January 22, 1967, the state officers meeting of the 
UKA, Realm of Florida, was held at Orlando, Florida. This 
meeting commenced shortly after 11:00 a.m. and concluded at 
approximately Ii30 p.m. on the same date. There were approxi¬ 
mately 50 Elan officials and delegates at this meeting. 

BOYD HAMBY, Grand Dragon of the State of Florida, 
presided over the meeting, and the Imperial Wizard, ROBERT M. 
SHELTON, was in attendance. The specific purpose of this 
meeting was to hold elections for state officers throughout ' 
the State of Florida. 

After the meeting was opened by HAMBY, ROBERT M. 
SHELTON took the podium and announced that he was distressed 
and disgusted with the UKA in this State. He postponed the 
elections until April 9, 1967, and stated that in the interim 
the UKA in Florida would be under the direct control of the 
Imperial office of the UKA at Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 

He abolished all offices, including 1 that of Grand 
Dragon, during the interim period.

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC. 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN 


Records of the Superior Court, Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 

Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 

Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South, with units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that a meeting at Prattville, 
Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of America, 
Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on August 4, 1965, that the 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several southern states. This source said that ROBERT M. 
SHELTON is the Imperial Wizard of this organization, and was 
last elected to this position on September 5, 1964, at a 
National Klonvocation in Birmingham, Alabama. Source said 
the activity of the UKA is increasing, and the national 5 
office remains in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama.

As previously reported to the Bureau, SHELTON has 
left the UKA in a state of limbo for 90 days while he 
decides what future course the Klan should take in Florida. 
SHELTON has indicated that by 4/9/67, he will decide 
upon one of the following courses of action for the UKA 
in the state: 

(1) On 4/9/67, hold state elections for a 
new Grand Dragon and other state officers; 

(2) Abolish the post of Grand Dragon, 
divide the state into four parts and either elect or 
appoint a Titan to administer each part;

Flynn was originally a mem¬ 
ber of the United Klans of 
America but left to join the 
United Knights of the KKK 
along with C. B. (Rip) Riddle- 
hoover, Melrose Park. 

Flynn later left Riddlehoo- 
ver’s groups and became the 
South Florida organizer for the 
National Knights of the KKK. 

He"attended a series o5 rallies 
in Lauderhill in February, 1966, 
attired in a cowboy hat. 

National headquarters (for the 
National Knights is in J Stone 
Mountain, Ga. . . 
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Sparkling satin Klan robes are available this season for $18. 

And for-a paltry additional $2, a blood drop tie will be 
mailed to the member upon request. 

The order blanks do not explain what a blood drop tie is. 
Presumably, Klansmen are familiar with the regalia before 
they send off their checks. 

Order forms, along with a diagram explaining how mem¬ 
bers should be measured for robes, were among leaflets found 
in a truck driven by Leon Flynn, local organizer for the 
National Knights of the Ku Klux Klan when he was arrested by 
police today.

On February 7, 1967, the Ft. Lauderdale, FIs*, PD 
arrested LEON 3. FLYNN on a charg e o f violation of the State 
of Florida Election Lavs, upon FLYNN’s return to Florida 
from Columbia, S.C. 

FLYHN’s arrest received wide-spread publicity 
in the local press, television, and radio in the south 
Florida area. 

Detective ELWABD PATTON, Ft. Lauderdale PD, 
advised that a search of subject’s truck, which he 
was operating at the time of his arrest, turned up voluminous 
amounts of Sian literature and propaganda. 

As pointed out in the "Siam! Herald” newspaper 
a rtic le, the arrest and attendant publicity surrounding 
FLYNN’s arrest and exposure will probably result In the 
demise of the MEEK in south Florida. 

It is most likely that the bad publicity resulting 
from this arrest will d isc ourage future Klan activities on the 
part of members of the KKK in this area. 

The Bureau will be kept advised of additional 
tangible results obtained in this regard.

Both were convinced that the leaf¬ 
let originated through a jealous member in the Pahokee 
Klavern whom they feel is RICHARD KEEN. They stated they 
will not attend another Klanmmseting until the individual 
responsible for the leaflet is identified. In addition, 
both stated that the leaflet has had e devastating effect 
on the Pahokee Klavern, and in all probability the Pahokee 
Klavern is on its way out. 


Inasmuch as the distribution of the leaflet

Lauderdale Ku Klux Klan 
leader, is under orders today 
to appear Feb. 23 before Cir¬ 
cuit Judge George W. Tedder 
Jr. in an action to force Flynn 
to pay support for three chil¬ 
dren whose mother says she 
bore them out of wedlock. 

Flynn, 31, is already facing 
a charge of illegal voting 
j brought against him because 
ai an ex-convict he has lost 
his voting rights. 

' He was convicted of rape in 
Trenton, N. J., in 1955 and 
served a year and two 
months. Court officials say 
that he voted illegally in the 
election last May 3 because I 
he made a denial when asked 
as he registered if he had 
ever been convicted of a 
felony. 

A Juvenile Court judge of 
Mercer County, N. J. asked 
the Broward County Circuit 
Court a year ago to have 
authorities here find Flynn 
and serve him with a sum¬ 
mons. 

The summons would have 
directed Flynn to appear be¬ 
fore Judge Tedder so that 
Flynn could be ordered to pay 
$60 a week for the support of 
the children, who a 26-year- 
old woman of Hamilton Town¬ 
ship, N. J., says are his. 

T he chi ldren, twifr girls al¬ 
most' iourT'and a two-and-one- 


half year old boy, live with 
their mother. 

The communication from 
the New Jersey court gave 
Flynn’s Ft. Lauderdale ad¬ 
dress as 1629 NW 15th PI. 

But the office of Carl Chris¬ 
tie, head of the child support 
division of the State Attor¬ 
ney’s office, failed to send a 
summons for Flynn to the 
Sheriff’s office. Normally the 
summons would have been 
sent and the Sheriff’s office 
would have reported that the 
defendant had been served or 
could not be located. 

Judge Tedder's secretary 
recently noticed that there 
had been no action in the case 
for a year and made inquiry 
oi_JLhfi_gtate Attorney’s- office. 


One of Christie’s secretaries 
replied in a letter that Flynn 
could not be found. 

On Feb. 7, the day Flynn 
was arrested on the illegal 
voting charge, Judge Tedder 
dismissed the request for 
Flynn’s apprehension on the 
ground that he could not be 
found.

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INC., 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UKA) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted 
a corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 
Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Inc. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U. S. 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc. According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
of America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of 
the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization established 
headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. (The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the 
South, with units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U. S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the 
UKA is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON 
is the Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected 
to this position on September 5, 1964, at a National 
Klonvocation in Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that 
during April, 1966, the national office was moved from 
Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the 
carport of SHELTON’s residence, #18 Lake Sherwood, Star 
Route, Northport, Alabama, which space he had converted 
into a room.

for the KLAN. 3URD and ABERNATHY are in charge of new, and old member¬ 
ship, Nc Broom, and Taylor are sorta spokesmen and consultants and if 
they approve of any ideas or developments, the rest follow in line. 

The meeting stafcted at approximately 8:05 due to a late . 
arrival by Rockroth, and Zbin.lt was noticed that the only notes that 
the EC had in front of him was the following; Frayer-Announcing of comm- 
ittees-Reading of Xian In Action- Give Fitbh-with cards-Dlscussion- 
and close with Frayer. And in that order the meeting ran. 


KUEHNER announced that a movement was already in the making 
to set up 10 SUB-UNITS around Ft. Lauderdale with' each unit consisting 
of 10 men. These men would only be known to ABERNATHY,BURD, arid the 
offficer in charge that KUEHNER appoints to that sub-unit.The reason 
for the secrecy was to unite the old members who have been staying away 
because of the so called RAID that the Ft. Lauderdale Police gave the 
Unit about a year ago in the form of a "safety-check" a block away from 
the XIavern. 

Each of KUEHNER’3 officers will be in charge of a unit. 

There were 3 shocards with diagrams and was presented on an easle, and. 
a pitch iv*as given by the EC saying that seeing that the attendance has 
dropped down to as low as nine men and most of the time 12 to 15 he felt 
that there is no r'eason to keep a big building up, and also the - paying 
of $150.00 a month payments. Kention was made that the building was 
priced at $16, 000.00 at purchase time but that the purchase was for the 
sum of $14,000.00. The going price on the building at the present time 
is $13,000.00 but the feeling was that a figure of $ 16 , 500.00 should, 
be the asking price. When asked what the payoff price was as far as the 
mortgage was concern, ABERNATHY said the the mortgage had a balance of 
approximately 10,400.00 which include the 2 nd mortgage. 


KUEHNER felt that vrith the $6,000.00 profit the unit could

In accordance with a Bureau approved 
counterintelligence measure, this 
Information was brought to the attention 
of the telephone company. The telephone 
company has since conducted their own 
investigation to verify SHELTON'S misuse of the 
watts service. In the event SHELTON is misusing 
his watts service, the telephone company can 
bring about civil action against SHELTON in the 
way of a damage suit and could deprive him of 
any telephone service. This matter is being 
closely followed by Miami and the Birmingham 
Office to insure that the Bureau is fully 
aware of current developments. 

TANGIBLE RESULTS 


A. BOYD HAMBY, Former Florida 

Grand Dragon, UKA. _ 

Through the use of klan Informants 
by the Miami, Tampa, and Jacksonville 
Divisions, various Bureau approved 
counterintelligence measures were utilized 
for the removal of HAMBY as Florida Grand 
'; i: l Dragon. On 1/22/67, the Imperial Wizard 

removed BOYD HAMBY as Grand Dragon of the UKA 
in Florida. This action resulted after HAMBY was 
severely criticized by those present at the 
meeting on 1/22/67. It was through informants 
that SHELTON had been made aware of HAMBY's 
shortcomings on many occasions during HAMBY'S 
tenure as Grand Dragon of Florida. 

B. DRENNON RAY PUGH, Former Chief of 

Police, South Bay, Florida. _ 

Information was developed through Informants 
that PUGH was a member of the UKA, which 
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Information was brought to the attention 
of the Florida Governor. Additional 
investigation developed that PUGH had a 
criminal record and in addition his 
service record indicated 14 court-martials. 

In addition it was developed that PUGH was 
under Investigation by the Palm Beach County 
Solicitor's Office in connection with 
allegations in taking "bribes" and other 
matters Involving misconduct in office. 

Prior to receiving the approved counter¬ 
intelligence measure against PUGH, Information 
was received through GENE MC GANN, Investigator 
for the Palm Beach County Solicitor's Office, 
that PUGH was dismissed as Chief of Police of 
South Bay, Florida, on 1/9/67. On 1/10/67, 

PUGH was arrested by the Palm Beach County 
Sheriff's Office on a charge of conspiracy to 
obstruct justice, based on information furnished 
by Investigator MC CANN. There has been no 
indication, based on Informant contacts, that 
PUGH will become active in the UKA. 

C. LEON STEPHEN FLYNN__ _ 


FLYNN has been a long-time member of various 
klan groups in the greater Ft. Lauderdale, 

Florida, area. He is a known agitator, joins 
picket lines, is known to have been involved 
in cross burnings, and vandalism. Miami 
developed information that FLYNN is a convicted 
felon and never had his civil rights restored 
but is registered voter in Broward County, Florida, 
and voted in the primaries in 1964 and 1966. In 
doing so FLYNN was in violation of State Statutes 
because he perjured himself while taking an oath 
to become a registered voter and thereafter 
taking part in an election. This matter was 
thoroughly reviewed by the Miami Division and 
the Bureau authorized Miami to bring this 
matter to the attention of the Ft. Lauderdale 
Chief of Police for appropriate action. On 2/7/67, 
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the Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, Police 
Department arrested FLYNN on a charge of 
violation of the State of Florida Election 
Laws. His arrest received wide-spread 
publicity in the local press, tdevIsion, 
and radio in the south Florida area. 

As a result of FLYNN's arrest additional 
information was developed that Juvenile 
Court Judge of Mercer County, New Jersey, 
asked that the Broward County Circuit Court 
have FLYNN served with a summons. This 
summons was in connection with a child support 
suit in New Jersey by his former wife. The 
arrest of FLYNN was very humiliating to him as 
it brought to light his conviction as a rapist 
and the fact that he is the father of three 
illegitimate children who he failed to support. 
Information has since been developed that 
FLYNN is no longer active in any klan organization 
in south Florida and his connection with the NKKKK 
in Atlanta, Georgia, has been severed. 

Pahokee Klavern (TROY MARTIN, Member) _ 

In an effort to exploit the criminal 
backgrounds of the various members of the 
Pahokee Klavern, Miami proposed the use 
of a leaflet to be circulated among the 
members. This suggestion was approved and 
50 copies of the first leaflet regarding 
member TROY MARTIN were prepared by the Bureau 
and anonymously mailed to various members of the 
Pahokee klavern. This took place at a time when 
the Pahokee klavern was very active with one of 
the largest memberships in the Miami Division. 
Based on Information developed by informants, 
the effect of the leaflet was immediately noted 
as it caused much dissension and arguments by 
various members. In addition there was an 
immediate drop-off in attendance and in recent

weeks meetings of this klavern 
have been cancelled since there were not 
enough members present to hold a regular 
meeting. 

E. Vero Beach Klavern, UKA _ 

The editor of the "News Tribune", a 
daily newspaper published at Ft. Pierce, 

Florida, prepared an editorial regarding 
klan activities in the area. This was based 
on a Bureau approved counterintelligence 
measure. The article was extremely critical 
of the klan and of the local klan leader 
LEON BLANTON. Based on information developed 
through klan informants, this article was 
most effective and was of great concern to 
BLANTON. It is believed that articles such 
as this help prevent the growth of local klaverns. 

F. UKA_ 

Through the | F0IA ( b > m - (d> and various 
counterintelligence measures the UKA in 
Florida was left in a state of limbo for 
a period of 90<fays while SHELTON decides the 
fiture course the klan should take in Florida. 

There has been little direction coming 
from SHELTON during recent weeks and it will not 
be until 4/9/67, when elections will be held, 
that a definite course of action will be planned 
by the leadership for the UKA in the State of 
Florida. SHELTON complained during the 
officers meeting on 1/18 - 23/67, that the UKA 
in Florida is "bad business" inasmuch as he is 
out more than $800.00 so far this date. 
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IV. OVER-ALL TANGIBLE RESULTS 


Counterintelligence measures used 

in the Miami Division continue to have an 

over-all effect on the UKA membership. 

It is noted recruitment of new members 
in the Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, area 
remains nil in that drop-outs from the 
klan is exceeding new membership. It 
is felt that counterintelligence measures 
continue to limit the potential dangers 
of klansmen who can be considered as trouble 
makers. Klan rallies in the Miami Division 
have been small and donations received normally 
do not cover expenses.

According to be3t information available, Dorsett 
has been banished for several reasons including allegedly 
showing ,, Catfish ,, Cole, former leader of the North Carolina 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, the official minutes of a State 
Board meeting held in North Carolina. Dorsett intends to 
fight the banishment order and is presently in the process 
of picking up local klavern charters and mailing these charters 
to Robert Shelton, Imperial Wizard, in an effort to create 
dissension and to demonstrate Dorsett f s support. 

By way of further background, over the past year 
the Bureau has been operating several informants in North 
Carolina with the aim of discrediting Grand Dragon J. R. Jones 
and disrupting the North Carolina Klan, by far the largest 
Klan in the country. This new move to oust Dorsett creates 
an excellent opportunity to put pressure on Robert Shelton 
and to further disrupt the North Carolina Klan. Dorsett is 
not attempting to split the UKA in North Carolina, nor attempt¬ 
ing to form a separate Klan organisation, but through a show 
of strength, is striving to force Shelton to take action 
against J. R. Jonos, 

Dorsett *s banishment has caused come publicity and 
has received local television coverage. A television station 
in Greensborough, North Carolina, has advised the Charlotte 
Office that taped interviews with Dorsett may be shown nationally 
over the Columbia Broadcasting System (CBS - TV).

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It is believed that this type of counterintelligence 
movement will have a profound impact on the klan in North Carolina, 
throwing it into turmoil, leaving many units undecided as to 
whether to send money to the state office or national office and 
will require attempts at rebuttal by both SHELTON and JONES, who 
will probably attempt to point out there is no such committee. 

This would then give DORSETT the further opportunity to point out 
there is such a committee and use as an example for the National 
Intelligence Committee the provision set out in Section 11 of 
"The Klan in Action" as relates to the unit level.

It is felt that such letter will also create confusion 
and work to the detriment of the klan in general and for that 
reason, the Charlotte Office recommends that all Imperial Officers 
and Grand Dragons in states other than North Carolina also receive 
copies of the communication. 

To further this portion of the program, Charlotte is 
requesting that all offices receiving copies of this communication 
covering the States of Alabama, Georgia, Florida, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Virginia, furnish to Charlotte the current 
addresses of all Imperial Officers and other Grand Dragons in 
the states set out above.

advising of spies and enemies within the klan. 

A copy of "The Klan in Action" has previously been 

furnished to the Bureau in Charlotte letter to the Bureau on 
4/7/65, directed to the attention of Research - Satellite Section, 
Domestic Intelligence Division, under the caption of "United 
Klans of America, Inc.; RM".

It will be noted that this letterhead lists on the left margin the 
location of various committee agents. 

"The Klan in Action" provides for such Intelligence 
Committee on a klavern level and it is not known that such a 
committee is in existence or operation on the national level, but 
it is felt that this operation has immense potential for creating 
confusion and disruption within the klan ranks as will be set out 
hereinafter. In connection with this counterintelligence operation, 
Charlotte proposes and strongly recommends Bureau approval to 
utilize letterheads identical with that which is enclosed for the 
Bureau's information. If Bureau approval is granted, Charlotte 
will prepare a letter on this letterhead which will be sent to 
all Imperial Officers and other Grand Dragons in the UKA empire. 

This letter will point out to the Imperial Officers 
and Grand Dragons that this committee has met, after being duly 
assembled for the purpose of ascertaining the true state of facts 
existing within the North Carolina klan as relates to the charges 
and counter-charges being made by North Carolina Grand Dragon 
J. R. JONES and Imperial Kludd, Rev. GEORGE DORSETT. 


- 2 - 
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The letter will state that the committee, after a full 
investigation of the controversy raging in North Carolina, has 
found sufficient cause to warrant the removal of J. R. JONES as 
Grand Dragon and will state that the charges directed against 
JONES by DORSETT have been found to have basis in fact, and based 
upon this finding the committee will set out that Imperial Wizard 
ROBERT SHELTON, because of his failure to take appropriate action 
in regard to this matter, is being suspended as Imperial Wizard. 

Based upon these findings, the committee will then 
direct that all Imperial Officers and Grand Dragons receiving 
copies of this letter should immediately reproduce copies of this 
letter which should be forwarded to the Exalted Cyclops of all 
units with the instructions that until further notice, no further 
monies or contributions in any fashion should be directed to the 
North Carolina State Office or to the Imperial Office until such 
time as the committee meets in final session and until such time 
as a new Grand Dragon is appointed for North Carolina, and until 
such time as SHELTON is re-instated by the committee.

By virtue of the fact that "The Klan in Action" under 
Section 11, sets out that the members of this committee must work 
in utmost secrecy, this will be used as the reason the letter is 
not signed but a seal has been prepared and has been affixed to 
the copies furnished the Bureau and it is believed that this will 
lend authenticity to the document in the eyes of the klansmen, 
although it is not signed.

have the letter reproduced and he will then personally furnish 
the letter to all units in North Carolina by cover letter, pointing 
out that the units may not have received a copy of this letter since 
JONES in all likelihood would not follow the mandate in the letter 
and forward it to all units as ordered by the National Intelligence 
Committee.

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It is believed that this type of counterintelligence 
movement will have a profound impact on the klan in North Carolina, 
throwing it into turmoil, leaving many units undecided as to 
whether to send money to the state office or national office and 
will require attempts at rebuttal by both SHELTON and JONES, who 
will probably attempt to point out there is no such committee. 

This would then give DORSETT the further opportunity to point out 
there is such a committee and use as an example for the National 
Intelligence Committee the provision set out in Section 11 of 
"The Klan in Action" as relates to the unit level. 

It is felt that such letter will also create confusion 
and work to the detriment of the klan in general and for that 
reason, the Charlotte Office recommends that all Imperial Officers 
and Grand Dragons in states other than North Carolina also receive 
copies of the communication. 

To further this portion of the program, Charlotte is 
requesting that all offices receiving copies of this communication 
covering the States of Alabama, Georgia, Florida, South Carolina, 
Tennessee, and Virginia, furnish to Charlotte the current 
addresses of all Imperial Officers and other Grand Dragons in 
the states set out above. 

If the Bureau approves of this counterintelligence 
operation, Charlotte .will prepare these letters for forwarding 
and re-mailing from Fort Lauderdale, Fla. 

In view of the present turmoil within North Carolina 
relating to the DORSETT and JONES situation, it is felt that time 
is of the essence in this operation, and offices receiving copies 
of this communication are requested to submit the addresses of 
the Imperial Officers and Grand Dragons to Charlotte by return 
airtel. 

The Bureau is requested to expeditiously consider this 
program and advise Charlotte if such program can be instituted.

The arrest 
followed a disturbance at a Baines City restaurant caused by 
JAKE FAKA after he alleged that a Negro had tried to run him 
down in a car. BILL RICHARDSON was present during the incident. 
The charges were thrown out of court because of an invalid search. 

On April 8, 1967 RICHARDSGR and sis other klansmcn 
were arrested in Plant City, Florida for attempting to incite 
a riot and vagrancy. This incident arose after RICHARDSON 
bad been denied a parade permit by the city and he thie stoned 
to march through the city anyway. They are appealing their 
conviction on the above charges at the present tiro. 

In Bay, 1967 HAROLD WAYNE HURRAY and CHARLES FAY GREEN, 
20 and 18 years respectfully, entered a plea of guilty in the 
Court of Record, Titusville to charges arising out of a racial 
matter at the Royal Castle Restaurant on March 1, 1967. Again, 
no proof exists, hut it is logical to assume that it was the 
corrupting influence of RICHARDSON and FAHA that caused the 
incident. MURRAY was a member of the Titusville HIavern at 
the time of theincident.

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On 5 /6/6 7 RICHARDSON was arrested by Brevard County 
SO Deputy EARL FUTCH for speedin g. On 5/8/67 a cross was 
burned in the front yard of the FUTCB hose. Investigation by 
tbs Brevard County SO and FBI indicate that RICHARDSON and 
WILL1AH HUBS, a Titusville Klavern member, were responsible 
for the incident.

Informants have reported on many occasions that 
RICHARDSON, JASB TAMA, and JACK EDWARD BENNETT, a close 
associate of RICHARDSON and ierser R<P8QB) of the Jacksonville 
Division carry weapons, either on their person or in their 
automobiles. 

In view of the above incidents, Tampa suggests that 
a vigorous counterintelligence program against RICHARDSON be 
initiated at this tine in an effort to remove his from a 
position of influence in the klan. Zt is further suggested 
that a code name be given to this objective and a separate file 
be opened, inasmuch as It is expected that Jacksonville and 
Miami may be of assistance in this matter. 

To begin such a program, Taspa suggests that a news¬ 
paper article entitled ♦Portrait of a Klnnsman** be carried la 
The Orlando Sentinel newspaper, circulation 120,000 In Central 
Florida, jack 'RAYMOND, Assistant Managing Editor, Brevard 
Section, Orlando Sentinel , has previously advised that he wodd 
be more than willing to assign a reporter to such a story, 
RAYMOND fans been cooperative with the Bureau in the past in 
this regard and the Bureau can be assured that RAYMOND will not 
divulge the source of his Information. Tampa contemplates 
only furnishing RAYMOND with RICHARDSON*s name, address, 
occupation, klan position, time and place of his arrests or 
involvement in racial situations. In addition Tampa will 
furnish the date and number of BlGMBDSffl's wife's divorce 
complaint, filed last year. The above Information will give 
RAYMOND sufficient lead material to develop a story regarding 
RICHARDSON which by any standards will be damaging to hie 
and the klan.

At a regular Informal meeting of the Vero Beach 
Klavern, UKA, Vero Beach, Fla., on 6/22/67, LEON BLANTON, 
Exalted Cyclops, stated there must be a "pimp" in the Eau 
Gallic Klavern, UKA, because nobody knew about the proposed 
Melbourne cross-burning except Eau Gallle men. He said 
the Eau Gallic "pimp" must have told the FBI who tipped 
off the Melbourne Police. BLANTON said he planned to meet 
with the Eau Gallle Klavern on 6/21/67, but the meeting 
was canceled. 

BLANTON said MELVIN JONES* parents were giving 
JONES a "hard time" about the arrest. BLANTON said in 
the future when any new members are under 21 he will go 
to the parents and gec£ the parents to sign a paper that 
the Klan would not be responsible for any trouble the boy 
got into. 


BLANTON said he had contacted J. B. STONER, and 
STONER had advised that the bonds at Melbourne be forfeited. 
He said the charge "conspiracy" could mean many things.

On 5/27/67. r° IA(b > < 7 > - < D >l urther advised that on 
5/24/67, LEON BLANTON and J. W. HAMBLIN went to a meeting 
of the Eau Gallie Klavern, UKA. The purpose of going was 
to determine where the $848 bond money for Vero Beach 
Klansmen was coming from, and also to discuss how the 
information got to the Melbourne Police concerning the 
proposed cross burning. 

BLANTON and HAMBLIN reportedly had car trouble 
in Eau Galli e a nd were met at£a service station by BOB 
ROACHE. ROACHE took them to the Eau Gallie Klavern meeting 
and dropped them off as ROACHE has reportedly resigned. 

Approximately 11 Klansmen were present, including 
NORMAN CARTER and BILL RICHARDSON. Three guns were observed. 
RICHARDSON had what appeared to be a .38 caliber revolver on 
a table, another man had what appeared to be a .38 caliber 
revolver in his lap and a third had what appeared to be a 
.25 caliber revolver lying on the bench beside him. LEON 
BLANTON was also wearing a .25 caliber revolver in his belt. 

BLANTON asked why so many Eau Gallie Klansmen knew 
about the Melbourne cross burning when only one or two were 
to have known about it. CARTER said only one or two were to 
have known but that a meeting was canceled, all members were 
not advised and several appeared at the meeting place and saw 
the cross. 


BLANTON said his main reason for coming up wab to 
inquire where the $848 bond money was coming from. BLANTON 
said he had already spent $500 towards BOYD HAUBY’s car and 
with the bond money and other Klan expenses he now has 
approximately $1500 invested in the Klan and cannot afford 
any more. 

RICHARDSON said he thought each of the 11 Eau 
Gallie Klansmen could pledge $100. One man said he could 
pledge $100 but would have to pay $10 a week. Finally two 
pledged $100 each and one $50 to be paid at $10 per week.

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A collection was taken and $38 turned over to BLANTON.

for making an unrelated, exploratory search of the defendant 
or his car, the search is not justified.”

On 5/29/67, Mrs. LOU DEMAREST, formerly of 1624 
N. W. 15th Place, Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, and a former 
neighbor of subject, telephonieslly advised as follows: 

On the evening of 5/26/67, she received an 
anonymous telephone call from an unknown white male, 
who requested she meet him at the Crossroads Bar, Highways 
441 and 84, Broward County, Florida. This Individual 
stated he had seen her, that he was from Tjgxas and referred 
to her by her first name. She Informed this individual 
to call 1 back ifi 45 minutes and she could see him. Immediately 
upon receiving the call, she notified the BCSO, who sent 
an officer to her residence who was there when three 
additional calls were received from this individual. The 
individual made no threats, but did proposition her. The 
call was traced by local authorities to a telephone booth 
near the Crossroads Bar and FLYNN was arrested while making 
the telephone call to her and was charged by the BCSO 
with making an obscene call and failure to register under 
the Criminal Registration Act. Bond was set at $1,500 for 
failure to Register, $500 for the obscene phone call and 
a previous bond of $1,000 wasllfted by the bondsman. This 
individual, who has been identified as LEON FLYNN, is 
presently in the Broward Co. Jail under $3,000 bond.

I have just received in the mail a letter from the 
National Intelligence Committee of UKA dated June 5, 1967. 

This letter reprimands me for the way I have gone about 
criticizing Mr. Shelton and Mr. Jones, and although I feel 
that I did the right thing, I accept this criticism as a 
good klansman. 

I know that Mr. Jones will make every effort to 
discredit the letter from the National Intelligence Committee 
and will attempt to keep klan members from seeing this letter 
inasmuch as the committee has removed him as Grand Dragon, 
and has instructed that all of the units not send any money 
to him or to Mr. Shelton until this matter is cleared up. 

For this reason, I am sending a copy of the committee letter 
with this letter so that all of you will know exactly what 
has happened. 

The committee has appointed Fred Wilson as Acting Grand 
Dragon, and although Mr. Wilson has been too close to 
Mr. Jones for several years, at least it is a step in the 
right direction. 

The committee has criticized Mr. Jones for wrongfully 
using klan funds and for personal misconduct. I hear that 
Mr. Jones is still trying to use the klan for personal gain 
by having Joe Bryant mail out letters all over the state 
asking members to bring him expensive gifts for his new house 
which he admits the klan built fcr him. 

All klansmen must strive to re-unite the klan and follow 
the orders which have been handed down to us and look forward 
to electing a new Grand Dragon who will have and keep the best 
interest of the klan foremost.

It accuses Jones of personal 
misconduct and malfeasance, 
and has been delinquent in that 
he has neglected to visit the 
units and provide literature and 
klan material. He is also ac¬ 
cused . of failure to abide by 
the Klan constitution, 
specifically by musing to hold 
an election for his post. 

NIC says it must be effective 
or even the best klan unit will 
grope and fail and therefore 
“by virtue of the power and 
authority vested in this com¬ 
mittee” did "remove” Jones as 
of last night.

According to a letter re¬ 
ceived from the NIC by the 
Rev. George F. Dorsett of 
Greensboro, Robert Shelton 
has been replaced as Imperial 


Wizard by Melvin' Sexton, 
former Imperial Kligrapp (na¬ 
tional secretary). Shelton and 
Sexton are from Tuscaloosa, 
Ala. 

The letter also said that 
Fred Wilson of Salisbury has 
been named acting Grand 
Dragon of the North Carolina 
Klan to replace J. Robert 
Jones of Granite Quarry. Wil- 
' son formerly was the Tar Heel 
Klan’s Klabee (treasurer). 


THE COMMITTEE also 
gave Dorsett an.official repri¬ 
mand for failing to air any 
grievances he had concerning 
other klansmen or the admin¬ 
istration of the klan. Dorsett 
*'is found to be derelict and 
remiss,” the letter said. 

Dorsett’s letter was mailed 
from Atlanta on Tuesday. The 
NIC action was taken on Mon¬ 
day and became effective 
Wednesday, the letter said. 

• Shelton and Jones were 
ousted after an NIC investiga¬ 
tion of Dorsetl’s charges that 
Jones had misused Klan mon¬ 
ey and had been derelict in his 
post as grand dragon. 

Dorsett, Clyde Webster and 
James (Catfish) Cole were lat¬ 
er banished from the Klan by 
Shelton.

THE NATIONAL Intelligence 
Committee charged that Jones 
had wrongfully used Klan 
funds entrusted to him; had 
failed and been deliquent in the 
administration of his office in 
neglecting to visit units and 
failing tO\ provide literature 
and klan materials as pre¬ 
scribed. 

The committee said that 
Jones "is found guilty of per¬ 
sonal misconduct, of malfeas¬ 
ance in office, and of violating 
the Klan constitution.” 

The NIC statement said the 
charges against .

J. Robert Jones of Granite 
Quarry, N.C. Grand Dragon, said 
Thursday he had never heard of 
the United Klans of America’s 
National Intelligence Committee 
and that he has no plan to sur¬ 
render his title. 

Jones’ statement was backed 
tip in Atlanta by Calvin Craig, 
Georgia Grand Dragon, who said 
the Klan does not have an offi¬ 
cial intelligence organization. 

The Daily News r /as unable to 
reach Robert Shelton of Tusca¬ 
loosa, Ala., for comment. Shelton 
reportedly was removed as 
Imperial Wizard of the UKA by 
the supersecret NIC. 

Jones said ibat he had talked 
with Shelton, who was quoted as 


saying he also had never heard 
of the NIC. 

But the Rev. George F. Dor- 
sett of Greensboro said the NIC 
is composed of about 250 Klans- 
men throughout the nation. The 
NIC is described as a type of 
“private detective agency” 
which acts as the eyes and ears 
of the Klan.” 

Doresett said, “I imagine one 
of the NIC members will be 
named as a spokesman” if the 
ousted Klan leaders “deny the 
committee exists.” 

Dorseti said that he is still 
Imperial Kludd (national chap¬ 
lain) of the UKA despite bis re¬ 
cent banishment from the organ¬ 
ization by Shelton.

Charlotte feels that the above recommendations in 
furtherance of its counterintelligence action has great potential 
to further the deterioration of the klan in North Carolina, and 
Charlotte would recommend strongly for Bureau approval of the 
operations set out above, particularly as relates to the follow-up 
letter of NIC and a subsequent letter thereafter over the signature 
of J. R. JONES, utilizing his personal letterhead. 

If these programs are approved by the Bureau, Charlotte 
would recommend that the follow-up letter of the NIC again be 
mailed from the Atlanta Division and the subsequent letter on JONES' 
letterhead will be mailed from the state headquarters, Granite 
Quarry, North Carolina. 

The Bureau can be assured that these programs will be 
conducted in such a way that the Bureau's interest is protected 
and full security will be given this operation.

On June 9, 1967, SAM MC BROOM, Great Titan 
of Province #1, United Klans of America, received 
in the mail a letter addressed to him in care of the 
Klan Building, 232 SW 30th St., Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. 

This letter contained the letterhead of the 
National Intelligence Committee of the United Klans 
of America, Inc., and purported to represent a committee 
of Klansmen formed to hold a hearing concerning the 
suitability of the Grand Dragon of the State of 
North Carolina, ROBERT JONES, to continue in office 
after certain allegations had been made against him. 

This letter stated that the findings of 
this committe resulted in the expulsion of JONES 
from the Ku Klux Klan and also that the Imperial 
Wizard ROBERT SHELTON would be temporarily suspended 
from the UKA because of his failure to take action 
against JONES after certain charges were made that 
JONES had misappropriated Klan funds and refused 
to hold an election in his state, 

MELVIN SEXTON, Imperial Kligrapp was 
appointed Imperial Wizard protempore in SHELTON'S 
place.

On July 31, 1967, at approximately 8:30 P.M., 
there was a regular meeting of the UKA, Unit #6, Ft. 
Lauderdale held at 232 S.W. 30th Street. 

Among those present were the following: 

KUEHNER, BURD, STEPHENS, ABERNATHY, ANDERSON 
JR., ANDERSON III, MORGAN, ZBIN, MC BROOM, TAYLOR, HEFLEN, 
WILLIAMS, SHAW, MC LAMB, NEVINS, TALBOT, GETTENGER, CLAY 
ABERNATHY, CARLSTEDT and a visitor from Unit #1, Titus¬ 
ville, who now lives in Miami and is transferring into 
Unit #6, a Reverend CRIBBS. 

It was agreed that as many men who could 
participate, would meet at the building Thursday, August 
3rd to clean up the mess left by the men who put up 
the new petitions in the Klavern and also straighten 
up the recreation room. 

The EC introduced some new literature that 
was purchased by ABERNATHY that morning and reported 
that the money for it was donated by a JEW who uslked 
that the word JEW be removed from the "old literature" 
that was copied, and replaced the word with "RED" and 
where the word "JEWISH" appeared, it would be replaced 
with the word "COMMIE". 

ANDERSON, JR., objected to making deals with 
Jews, and also said that the minister from the NSRP who 
originally wrote the artic le w ould si*e, or be upset 
about the changes. ABERNATHY said that the name was not 
the same minister’s name that was on the original, so 
there would be no trouble. Also the new minister's name 
was solicited and got approval to use his name. 

Later it was heard that the name Rev. JAMES G. 
FOREST, that was on the literature was FICTITIOUS, and 
made up by ABERNATHY. 


2. 
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CARLSTEDT asked if the letter to the school 
board was sent that the EC was to have written last 
week. The EC apologized and said that it would be 
written and sent out in the up coming week. The 
letter was to reprimand the school board for taking 
the "Pledge of Allegiance" out of the classrooms 
after the 1st Grade, particularly at Oakland Park 
Elementary School, in Oakland Park, Florida. 

HEFLEN asked if apyone could donate paint for 
the new partition in the Klavern, he (HEFLEN) would 
come in and paint it. 

HEFLEN also said that he attended the trial 
of ALCEE HASTINGS' wife, who was standing trial for 
shoplifting and she was released without any fine. 

ZBIN related that Re collected money from 
ALIENS to pay for the News Flashes that were got out 
last Friday when it was rumored that a Negro riot was 
to hit Ft. Lauderdale. 

ANDERSON asked the EC how the literature was 
got out without the approval of the Titan, which 
KUEHNER answered to with the Ep gave its permission, 
and according to Unit by laws the EC has full authority 
in these matters. 

MC BROOM asked that the secretary read the 
minutes of the last April meeting, which states that 
all literature must be approved by the Titan. 

The secretary read the minutes of April and 
May and could not find anything that stated MC BROOM'S 
statement. 

KUEHNER read the Constitution regarding the Ex¬ 
alted Cyclops and accented the part that states that the 
Exalted Cyclops is the Supreme Ruler of the Unit and has 
full authority in all matters.

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ZBIN took the floor and complimented the 
EC for the great job that vas done in getting the 
literature out. 

The EC asked all thp men present to return 
next week with 25 names out of the phone directory, 
which is located in the N.W. section of ft. Lauderdale, 
especially names which are Negro sounding names. He 
stated that a mailing project is under way to send 
literature to Negroes in Ft. Lauderdale. 

Everyone present agreed to return with 

25 names. 


A welcome was extended to Rev. CRIBBS who 
said he i6 transferring into the unit. He said he now 
lives in Miami and is a minister of the Metroplitan 
Baptist Church in Miami. 

This man is believed to be the same man who 
was (name) sent in from the Imperial Office a few weeks 
ago, saying for someone to call on a TOBY CRIBBS, 1135 
N.W. 104th St., Miami, (tel) 635-5337. 

STEPHENS reported that the picnic was a success 
but more planning is needed for the next project of that 
kind. 


Mention again was given the National Meeting 
which will be held at the Statler Hotel in Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., on September 2, 1967, at 11:00 A.M. 

STEPHENS passed around five "Letters to the 
Editor" to be sent to the Ft. Lauderdale News, which he 
asked that different men should sign rather than "he" 
sign them. 


The meeting ended at approximately 10:30 P.M. 
It was noticed that TAYLOR, HEFLEN, KUEHNER, STEPHENS 
and BURD drove to Lester*s Diner where they discussed 
the meeting.

Miami Is placing FLYNN's substantive 157 file 
in a closed status, however, the outcome of his trial for 
Election Law violations will be reported to the Bureau under 
the caption of this letter.

GENE STRUHL, News Director at Channel 7, advised 
that this program was shown from 6:30 to 7:00 P. M. The 
audience rating period for this time spot indicates that 
between 150,000 and 200,000 persons in the area from the 
Palm Beaches to Key West, Fla., viewed this program. 

The production of this film cost Channel 7 approxi¬ 
mately $1,000. It was narrated by WAYNE FARRIS, WCKT news 
reporter. After the showing of this program, over 60 
telephone calls were received by Channel 7, all of which, 
with few exceptions, were favorable. 


According tp STRUHL, 60 calls are about the 
maximum number of calls ever received on a similar type 
program. This type progr&mi usually results in receiving 
approximately 20-30 telephone calls.

STRUHL stated, based on the favorable audience 
reaction of this program, a special showing of it was 
made for the owner of Channel 7 on the morning of 9/18/67. 
Based on the results of this showing, Channel 7 now con¬ 
templates preparing a kinescope recording of the film 
for replay at a later date and for the purpose of making 
the film available to social and church groups for 
private showings. 

For the information of the Bureau, this program 
dealt primarily with the NSRP in the State of Florida, 
and on a local level. The first part of the program con¬ 
sisted of filmed recordings of interviews and speeches 
by NSRP leaders at the National Convention held in Jack¬ 
sonville, Fla., on 8/26/67.

LEON BLANTON, Exalted Cyclops of the 
Vero Beach Klavern, put up $848 brad money, which was 
subseque ntl y forfeited by the Klansmen. This has reportedly 
put BLANTON in serious financial straits and he has indicated 
to Klansmen that he was about to lose his business. 


B. LEON STEPHEN FLYNN 

Former Member of the NSRP 

and Klan, Ft. Iauderdale, Florida 


FLYNN was arrested in Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, 
by local authorities based on information developed by 
Bureau Agents that FLYNN had illegally registered and 
voted after having been convicted of a felony. FLYNN is 
scheduled to go to trial October 9, 1967, on charges of 
election law violation. Miami Klan informants have 
advised that since FLYNN's arrest and exposure as a 
Klansman in February, 1967, he has completely severed all 
relations with the Klan and has not been involved in any 
matters relating to the racial field.

Commissioner 
HAMILTON was contacted and information regarding his son's 
activities in the Elan at Okeechobee and the fact that Elan 

meetings were being held in the Okissimmee Restaurant, was_ 

brought to his attention. As a result. Commissioner HAMILTON 
contacted his son, which resulted in a heated argument and 
his son resigned his job as manager of the restaurant, which 
was subsequently closed. This resulted in the Elan having to 
find a new location to hold their meetings. 

NATHAN FRANK PLATT is also a member of the Okeechobee 
Elavern and is employed at the State School for Boys at 
Okeechobee, Florida. Based on Bureau authorization, WILLIAM 
SULT, Superintendent of the State School for Boys at Okeechobee 
was contacted and PLATT's affiliation with the Elan discussed. 
In addition, the matter was furnished to Florida Governor 
CLAUDE EIRE, in accordance with existing instructions relating 
to matters of this type. No information has been received 
that SULT has taken any action in this matter, but he has 
made Inquiries as to what he should do. 


D. National States Rights Party 
Ft, Lauderdale, Florida 

Based on Bureau approval, GENE STRUHL, News Director, 
Channel 7 WCKT-TV, was furnished public source material and 
lead matexlal relative to the activities of the NSRP in the 
State of Florida, and in particular as it relates to South 
Florida. STRUHL, through the new department of WCKT-TV, 
prepared a 30 minute TV program entitled "Thunderbolt on the 
Right" exposing the NSRP. The program was aired on Channel 7 
September 17, 1967, and was well received by more than 150,000 
viewers based on telephone calls and letters received by the 
station. Following the program, an editorial was written for

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the "Ft. Lauderdale Tribune," Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, 
favorably commenting on the program and urging its 
readers to communicate with their law makers protesting 
activities of NSRP. 

In addition, two Miami informants have reported 
that since presentation of the television program exposing 
the NSRP members in Broward County, NSRP members have voted 
to disband and discontinue meetings due to pressure applied 
to members by their employers. 

GENE STRUHL has advised that several requests 
have been received by the station for private showing 
of the film. 

This counterintelligence measure has greatly 
assisted the Miami Office and will continue to assist the 
Miami Office in preventing the growth of the NSRP in 
Florida.

A result of the counterintelligence letter and 
petition mailed at Titusville, Fla., on 8/17/67, the following 
information has been furnished by informants of the Tampa 
Office. 


When WILLIAM RICHARDSON was first notified of 
the existence of the petition, he became furious and 
immediately placed the entire blame for the petition on 
NORMAN CARTER, a recently resigned member of the Eau Gallie 
Klavern of the UKA. The evening that RICHARDSON was advised 
of the petition, he sent two of his underlings to CARTER'S 
home where they threatened CARTER and his wife before being 
ousted at gun point. CARTER reportedly notified the Imperial 
Wizard ROBERT SHELTON of the incident and was given assurance 
by SHELTON that the matter would be investigated, inasmuch as 
this was not the first complaint that he had received concerning 
RICHARDSON. 


The Exalted Cyclopsof the Vero Beach UKA Klavern was 
also advised of the incident and he indicated that he would take 
the matter up with JOHN PAUL ROGERS, the Grand Titan of Pro¬ 
vince Two, Realm of Florida UKA. 

Six members of the Cocoa Klavern signed the petition 
against RICHARDSON and mailed the signed petition to SHELTON. 

The leader of the Klavern refused to sign the petition which 
caused a split within the Klavern and this Klavern has not 
been meeting since shortly after this took place. 
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The Orlando Klavern reportedly was in favor of -'.ho 
petition but had a meeting with RICIIARDSON present, at ’‘fc-rh 
time RICHARDSON agreed not to meddle in the affairs of sh;'

For the information of the Florida offices, 
especially the Jacksonville Office, the Los Angeles Office 
is conducting a counterintelligence program which would cause 
a split between VENABLE and the NKKKK and FOWLER. FOWLER, 
in leaving the Los Angeles area, left owing large sums of 
money to creditors in this area. Letters have been prepared 
by the Los Angeles Office, over the name of FOWLER, telling 
the creditors that they can collect the money owed them by 
sending a statement to JAMES R. VENABLE, Attorney, c/o 
Walter R. Brown Building, Atlanta, Georgia Since the 
original intent was to cause friction between FOWLER and 
VENABLE, and this has already materialized, it is requested 
that Jacksonville determine if FOWLER is operating with 
the KKK in that area, and who is the Exalted Cyclops. 

When this is determined, it is the intention of the Los Angeles 
Office to have these letters changed, and advising the 
creditors that the money can be had by writing to the 
individual in Florida. In this way a further breach will 
develop, this time between the KKK in Florida and FOWLER. 

For the information of the Jacksonville Office 
the Bureau has authorized that these letters be prepared 
and mailed from Atlanta, Georgia, when FOWLER was definitely 
in that area, thus adding to the authenticity of the letter. 

It is requested that nothing be done by Jacksonville until 
the Bureau has once again approved this counterintelligence

measure and allows the letters to be mailed from the 
Florida area where FOWLER is operating in behalf of the 
KKK. It is hoped that if the Exalted Cyclops in that 
area suddenly receives numerous letters from FOWLER's 
creditors in the Los Angeles area, this will drive the KKK 
in Florida and FOWLER further apart. 

By airtel dated 9/27/67, captioned "WILLIAM VIRGIL 
FOWLER, RM-KLAN", all of the offices in the Southeast area 
of the United States were alerted to the possibility that 
FOWLER might visit their area. Photographs of FOWLER were 
sent to these offices for their assistance in identifying 
FOWLER. 

The Jacksonville Office is requested to inform the 
Los Angeles Office concerning the presence of FOWLER in 
their area, and to advise the Bureau and Los Angeles of the 
possibility of utilizing the counterintelligence program 
as set forth above.

Source one advised that In late August, 1966, 
large amounts of literature were dispensed in the San 
Fernando Valley area, of Los Angeles, advertising the ’’Ideals 
of the Xu Klux Xian, a California Committee", and containing 
Post Office Box 312, La Crescenta, California, and the name 
of Reverend WILLIAM V. FOWLER, State Chairman of the CKXKX. 
Also distributed was an announcement that a rally of the 
CKXKX and a ’’gigantic cross burning" would be held on 
September 17, 1966, at Saugus, California. 


A second source advised that the CKKKK has attempted 
to hold two rallies, one on September 17, 1?66, at Saugus, 
California, the other in an open field at San Bernardino, 
California, on November IQ, 1966. The first rally attracted 
approximately 200 persons, half of this number being members 
of the news media. This rally came to an abrupt halt as the 
road into the rally was closed ir. the interest of public 
safety. The second rally, which attracted about 70 persons, 
never got started as FOWLER was arrested for holding a meeting 
without a permit.

This source advised that at a consolidation meeting 
at Atlanta, Georgia, September 2-5* I960, at which the North 
Carolina and Texas Klans were not represented, it was resolved 
and passed that their name be changed to National Ku Klux Klan.

The organization was granted a charter in DeKalb

ABERNATHY said that the publicity was 
in good taste, and felt that there was in no way room for the TV 
station to "Louse it up with cuts, and etc." Kuehner was heard to 
have told the interviewer whose name was GREENW0LD(spelling unknown) 
of the "image" that SHELTON(imperial wizard) wants KUEHNER to try 
to get across to the public.

KUEHNER annoumced on the floor earlier diirlng the meeting 
that during his interview in the afternoon, with Channel 7, he rec= 
elved a telephone call from Elizabethville, South Carolina from 
MELVIN SEXTON, who after asking KUEHNER why he vranted SHELTON a few 
days earlier, KUEHNER asked permission for the Channel 7 crew to 
interview him (SHELTON) for the "Special" Show that will b'e shorn 
on OCTOBER 22, 1967 at 6:30 PM. SEXTON immediately turned the phone 
over to SHELTON who told the Ft. Lauderdale EC to send "them" up 
to TUSCALOOSA between the 9th and 11th of OCTOBER, because they will 
be preparing the magazine (Fiery Cross)'.

As a counterintelligence measure to further deter 
Shelton from his plans in this regard, a suggested news 
article was recently made available by the Bureau to a reliable 
news media contact at the Tuscaloosa Times, Tuscaloosa,Alabama, 
for publication by that paper and possibly other papers in 
the South, 


The article is critical of Shelton and, among other 
things, reveals reliable sources have advised that Shelton is 
having difficulty holding the Klan together, • It states he 
recently threatened to use truth drugs and lie detector tests 
on his critics in an effort to maintain a firm hand on the 
"Invisible Empire," The article further relates that the 
feeling in some circles is that Shelton, though re-elected 
without opposition, is having great difficulty in recruiting 
new Klan members and holding the old-time klansmen in line. 

It concludes with a statement to the effect it appears that 
the Klan, although claiming to support patriotism and democracy, 
actually is resorting to Gestapo tactics and techniques reminiscent 
of the rack and screw to hold it together. 

The Bureau, as yet, has not received any indication 
that this or a similar article has been published. Recipient 
offices should be alert to this and advise the Bureau of the 
publishing of same. 

It is entirely possible that Shelton does not intend 
to subject anyone to any type of truth test. The important 
thing is for the informants not to overplay their hand to the 
point where mere talk of such examination might be used tc trick 
them into divulging their cooperation with the Bureau, 

As previously instructed, informants are to be 
indoctrinated against taking any such tests. They should 
literally yell "loud and long" in an attempt to raise a smoke 
screen and avoid taking either test. Under no circumstances 
should the truth serum test be taken. Informants should point 
out the danger of having truth drugs administered without proper 
medical supervision. It is entirely possible that persons being 
subjected to injections of sodium pentothal could suffer serious 
effects or die as a result of taking the drug. 
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With regard to a lid detector or polygraph exam¬ 
ination, informants are to be under instructions that all 
efforts should be made to avoid taking this type of test. 

They can point out that there are many factors which could 
cause a polygraph instrument to register possible deception. 
Such things as anger, fear of being falsely accused, 
nervousness, dislike for the person giving the test, outside 
noises or disturbances could all be interpreted as deceptive 
on a polygraph instrument. 

If, however, all else fails and an informant is 
forced to submit to the polygraph examination, continued 
and complete denial, if confronted by an accuser who believes 
an individual to be an FBI source, is absolutely necessary. 

For your information and guidance, the best defense for 
interrogation in conjunction with the polygraph is complete 
confidence in one’s own ability to avoid detection, and prior 
absolute determination not to make any revelations while under¬ 
going the examination. This determination must be maintained 
throughout the examination regardless of any results shown 
on the polygraph or any statement made by the examiner. It 
is common practice for examiners to attempt to bluff an 
individual into making a damaging revelation even though the 
polygraph does not show reactions of sufficient importance 
for the examiner to make an evaluation. If, on the basis of 
the examination, he is accused of being an informant, he 
should vehemently protest his innocence and challenge the 
qualifications of the polygraph examiner. The polygraph 
examination is not a fool-proof technique and, therefore, 
the examiner is open to severe criticism. He should insist 
that Shelton, or any Klan leader v/ho demands his submission 
to the taking of the polygraph examination should also take 
an examination under the same conditions. The informant 
should definitely, and in no uncertain manner, let it be 
known that it is uncalled for that his integrity and loyalty 
to the Klan be questioned in any manner. 

Recipient offices must clearly understand that 
there is no guaranteed method of successfully passing a 
polygraph examination. Also all recipient offices must 
clearly understand that,in answer to your questions, the 
Bureau must insist that you not tell informants that the

above suggestions are made in order that they may successfully 
’’beat the polygraph.” The above suggestions are furnished 
solely for the benefit of informants, if all else fails and 
they are forced to submit to a polygraph examination. It 
must be clearly understood that informants avoid this exam¬ 
ination if at all possible. The above instructions are 
furnished to be used only if necessary and informants should 
be advised that they are being made to them not to "beat the 
polygraph” but so they may resist the effectiveness of the 
polygraph test and continue to maintain their confidential 
informant status. 

Keep the Bureau advised of all developments and of 
' any further suggestions you may have relative to this matter.

No need for that worry in 
Brevard, according to a source 
close to the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation.

The same thing is happening 
in most of the state, according 
to the FBI source, but the most

Williair Herbert Richardson is 
a man who firmly believes is a 
good image. 

Richardson, a Titusville con¬ 
tractor, is a Titan in the United 
Klans of America. He has some 
positive- ideas about what the 
klan image should and shoind 
not be. ;j 

“It should not be somebody 
trying to create mob violence 
and a bunch of radicals,” Rich¬ 
ardson said. “That’s not the 
image we w:nt. We don’t con¬ 
done a lot of head-knocking.” 

Richardson attended a state¬ 
wide UKA rally in Virginia last 
year and found the image he 
was looking for. 

The affluence and influence of 
the Virginia klan impressed him. 

“They h. J thousands of people 
there. Lots of shiny black cars 
bringing klansmen to this fancy 
hotel. Policemen were all around 
directing traffic, opening doors 
and saying ‘yes, sir’ and ‘no 
sir’. 

“I . , =aw right then what money 
could buy and how things could 
be,” Richardson said. “I com¬ 
pared it to what we had in Flor¬ 
ida—which was almost nothing— 
an<$ vowed to go back amjl work 
to ipake the klan a success.” 

ijhe first thing Richards 
worked on was getting ria of the 
Grand Dragon at the time, Boyd 
Hamby.

PLATT continues to be employed in the Florida 
State Correctional Department as a "Cottage Father" at the 
Okeechobee School for Boys, Okeechobee, Fla. 

Uhder the Counterintelligence Program previously 
a letter has been directed to the Governor of the State of 
Fla•, and to the head of the Okeechobee School for Boys 
officially advising them of PLATT's activities in the UKA. 
Additionally, as a follow-up, this matter was discussed with 
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Mr. WILLIAM SALT, Superintendent of the State School 
for Boys at Okeechobee, Fla. 

Mr. SALT gave no indication of being sympathetic 
toward the Klan, however, appeared to be somewhat reluctant 
to take any action with regard to PLATT. He indicated that 
he had not received any instructions in this regard from the 
Governor's Office nor from the head of the State Correctional 
System. 


As an additional follow-up to this counterintelli¬ 
gence proposal, the Miami Division recommends that another 
letter be directed to the Governor of the State of Fla., 
with a copy to the Director of the Florida Division of 
Corrections in Tallahassee, Fla., again advising them of 
HiATT's position with the School for Boys and of the fact 
that PLATT now holds what is equivalent to a state office 
in the UKA, as well as having appeared publicly at a UKA 
rally. 

For the further information of the Bureau, in the 
Governor's rejly to the initial letter, he indicated that his 
office would communicate with the necessary state officials 
regarding what action should be taken, and that this Bureau 
would be advised of the progress. 

It is felt by the Miami Office, with the many other

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Under the provisions of the Florida State

or aore in any Florida corporation requires registration 
with the Secretary of State as a public corporation,, with 
the right to offer stock for sale to the public. 

For any corporate official to soil stock without 
so registering id a felony under the Uniform Sales and Secur&Les 
Act. 

Since Seaway Engineering, Inc. has not registered 
with the State to go public, the FSC is conducting a pre¬ 
liminary inquiry for the purpose of establishing prims facie 
evidence that Seaway has engaged in the public sale of its 
securities. 

TAYLOR feels his investigation so far has established 
this fact and that the FSC Commissioner will shortly hold 
a public inquiry into Seaway with subpoena powers.

On 10/18/67, WCKT-TV, Channel 7, Miami, Fla., 
taped a Bureau approved program dealing with captioned 
organization, which was to be shown an 10/22/67. 

The program, a follow-up to the successful 
"Thunderbolt on the Right,” NSRP expose, is entitled 
”KKK—A change of Linen.” 


The premises of the latter program, which was 
prepared on a confidential basis primarily from Bureau 
approved and supplied public source information, is a 
refutation of the UKA claim to respectability and law 
abidingness. 


The program was previewed before shown on 
Sunday by TV critics of the "Miami Herald.” In the 
10/22/67 issue of that newspaper, this program was rated as 
"one of the week's best bets,” in a survey of all national 
and local programs of the coming week, of whleh only eight 
are selected for this rating. 


On Sunday, 10/22/67, "KKK—A Change of Linen” 
was shown as scheduled and did an outstanding job of 
exposing local Klansmen and their false claims to 
legitimacy.

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The program consisted primarily of Interviews 
of Klansmen from Imperial Wizard ROBERT SHELTON down to 
rank and file South Fla. members f all of whom claim the 
KKK is not a racist or a bigoted organization. The 
interviews were interspersed with a long recitation of 
Elan violence documenting UKA murders, bombings and 
assaults. 


The first part of the program was a brief history 
of the violent history of the KKK, from the Civil War up 
until World War II, with the resurgence of Elan activity 
In the early 1960s. It was pointed out that the UKA 
emerged as the larges t s plinter group. This was followed 
by an Interview with SHELTON, who was described as a 
convicted criminal currently released on bond arising 
from his Contempt of Congress conviction. In this 
interview, SHELTON referred to the Justice Department 
as a "babysitter for communists" and that the Department 
"buys off pimps." 

The remainder of the program was a cleverly 
devised expose of local Klansmen, their backgrounds, 
employments and social standing in their communities. 

The program ended with a warning that "Actions 
not image count in any assessment of the Elan." It was 
urged that the State of Fla. should follow Wisconsin and 
\ proh ibi t the incorporation of hate type organizations like 
1 the KKK by the Secretary of State. 

This film will be obtained in the near future and 
forwarded to the Bureau for review. The Bureau will be 
kept advised of all tangible results from the showing of 
this film as they are developed.

Hereinafter set forth are additional tangible 
results developed from the shoeing of ,T KKK - A Change of 
.Linen** on Channel 7, WCKT-TV, Miami, Florida, on 10-22-67. 

The 10-24-67, issue of the "Miami Herald*' carried 
an article entitled "Klan Aim Still the Same". ThiB article 
commended Channel 7 for its documented survey of the KKK 
in its program entitled "ICKK - A Change of Linen". This 
article stated that although the Klan is now taking on a 
businessmen's front, in reality it has not changed and "It 
is the same tired, shabby, bigoted line". 

On 10-23-67, the Florida State Securities Commission, 
Tallahassee, Florida, instituted an investigation of ’'Seaway 
Consultants, Inc.", the KKK front organization in South Florida, 
which is Incorporated under Florida state laws. 

According to GENE STRUL, News Director, WCKT, EARL 
FAIRGLOTH, Florida State Attorney General, immediately after 
the presentation of this program, ordered an investigation 
of Seaway to determine if there were any irregularities under 
the state incorporation laws involving this corporation.

It has been ascertained that CARLS TEDT, an Assistant Scout 
Master of Troup 120 » Plantation, Florida, is currently under 
investigation by the Boy Scouts of America on charges that 
he attempted to furnish Elan propaganda to Boy Scouts of 
that troup without consent of their parents.

Upon arriving in the Orlando area, the plane 
could not land at Me Coy Air Force Field, inasmuch as 
it is a military installation, and refused to accept 
the proposed landing. The plane was then taken to Herndon 
Airport, Orlando, from which airport this party travelled 
by taxi to the Holiday Mid-town Motel, Orlando. 


At the Mid-town Holiday Inn, SHELTQN's party 
was met by BOB COLLINS,-^Imperial Klokard, from Atlanta 
Ga. ® • 


COLLINS, who registered at another hotel, 
moved into Rm. 225, at the J^id-town Holiday Inn and 
stayed with KUEHNER f 4SM2j/SHELTON and SEXTON and COY 
NEAL stayed in Rm. 227, at this motel.

On the evening of 10/15/67, representatives of 
Channel 7, Miami, Fla., appeared at SHELTON’s room and 
stated that they were prepax'ed to record an interview 
with SHELTON, as previously arranged. Because of the dis¬ 
order, in SHELTON’s room, the TV crew moved into KUEHNER’s 
room 225, for the interview. The interview was conducted 
by MIKE SILVER and the Camerman was one CHEFALQ. 


SHELTON was pleased with the results of the 
interview in which he attacked the U.S. Department of 
Justice and referred to its employees as "pimps”. 
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On the evening of 10/14/67, the scheduled 
rally of the UKA took place at the Colosseum, located 
at 6050 N. Orange Ave., Orlando, Fla. 

This rally had been preceded by a Bar-BQ which 
began at 11:00 A.M., that morning. 

Guests at the Bar-BQ were entertained by MARSHALL 
KORNEGAY, Grand Dragon of Virginia, who has his own 
hillbilly band and entertained with anti-Negro ballads. 

At 7:00 P.M., that same evening, a Klan v/edding 
took place at the Colosseum. Unknown^to .those in 
attendance, the couple were in fact/'marri^ r d'' v aiid the Klan 
wedding was a facade in order to obtain additional news 
coverage. 

Shortly after 8:00 P.M., the rally got underway 
and the Master of Ceremonies, FRED KUEHNER introduced 
HOMER CANADA, the local Kludd, who delivered the opening 
prayer. The prayer was followed by Titan of Providence 
#2, JOHN PAUL ROGERS, who gave a very brief speech. 

MARSHALL KORNEGAY delivered a 40 minute speech 
v/hich he bitterly attacked the President of the U.S., 
and also held up DEAN RUSK, Secretary of State, and his 
family to ridicule because of the RUSK’s daughter’s 
marriage to a Negro. 

DURING KORNEGAY*s speech, ROBERT SHELTON, BOB 
SEXTON, FRED KOEHNER, and BOB COLLINS remarked that KORNEGAY 
made a vay/poor image for the UKA. SHELTON also criticized 
the Orlando rally as being too much like a& 0gj?fair instead 
of a rally. 

KORNEGAY ended his speech with a pitch for a 
third political party and that Klansmen should support 
GEORGE WALLACE in the next Presidential election. 

During KORNEGAY*s speech, a commotion started 
outside the rally gounds as teenagers began to belittle the 
Klansmen. Security guards broke this up and no further 
incident took place. 

KORNEGAY’s speech was followed by that of ROBERT 
COLLINS, Imperial Klokard, who delivered a short speech 
on the technicalities of Klan Kraft. __- -

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The next speaker was the principal speaker of 
the evening, ROBERT SHELTON. SHELTON's speech lasted about 
40 minutes and was his same speech he always delivers 
concerning the Communist conspiracy. 

The rally concluded with the burning of a 
30 ft. cross which was preceded by a short speech by 
BILL RICHARDSON, Titan of Providence #3. 

During the cross burning, HOMER CANADA closed 
the rally with a prayer. During the rally, a raffle 
was taken on a boat and trailer which was won by an 
unidentified Klansman. During this rally, it was noticed 
that ROBERT SHELTON was fol lowed?, ?.at all times by his 
bodyguard FLOYD NEVINS, and after the rally, they went 
into the Colosseum office and talked to some officials of 
the City of Orlando. 

On 10/15/67, the state officers meeting of the 
UKA, Realm of Fla., took place in the Klan Building located 
near Orlando, off the Chicksaw Trail. This meeting 
began at 10:00 A.M., and concluded at 3:00 P.M., with a 
lunch break. 

This meeting was attended by 63 persons including 
the Imperial Wizard, ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Kligrapp, 
ROBERT SHELTON; Pilot, COY NEAL; Imperial Klokardj, .COLLINS; 
^and : Imperial Klokann, FRED KUEHNER. 

The four Providences of Fla., were represented 
and among those recognized were as follows:

12 Klansmen, which group did not include the Titan 
of this providence, PAUL MIMS. 

During this meeting $59 was colfected on the 
sale of a Klan ring. 

ROBERT SHELTON conducted this meeting and opened 
the conference by asking for any complaints against the 
Imperial office. SHELTON stated that he did not believe 
that the State of Florida is ready for a Grand Dragon, 
and furthermore, he knew of no qualified man for the post 

at this time. He stated that he would not make a 

final ruling but he recommended that the Titan sy^ern 

be continued for at least 90 days and if at that time, Fla., 

desired a Grand Dragon, they could hold another State 
officers meeting and elect same. 

SHELTON praised the growth of the Klan since the 
Titan system v/as set up and claimed it has grown 300 per 
cent during that period. 

A representative of Providence #3 took the floor 
and stated that WILLIAM RICHARDSON is a great Klansman, 
that he is qualified to be Grand Dragon; however, Providence 
#3 felt that they should accept the recommendations of the 
Imperial Wizard and wait ,for a later date to recommend 
and elect RICHARDSON to the post, of Grand Dragon. 

... • 

A motion was made from the floor that no elections 
for a Grand Dragon be taken at this time and it was carried 
unanimously. . \ .. •. 

BOB COLLINS gave one half hour speech on Klan 
Kraft, and stated that the Klorann v/ill no longer be a 
secret document but will be opened to the public. 

SHEL^ON^requested Klansmen from throughout the 
State of Fla. be in Ft. Lauderdale, 

two weeks hence to attend (, a rally in that city so that 

officials will receive the impression that the KKK i-* 3 -' 

in a healthy condition in South Fla. •-." 
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Following the rally, SHELTON, SEXTON, KUEHNER 
and COLLINS and Pilot COY NEAL, flew to Atlanta, Ga., 
where COLLINS left this party. The party then travelled 
on to Tuscaloosa, Alabama, and arrived there at approxi¬ 
mately 8:00 P.M* 

From 10/15/67, through 10/19/67, FRED KUEHNER 
stayed at the residence of MELVIN SEXTON, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. 

During this time, KUEHNER was able to fix 
the printing press of the UKA, which had been inoperative 
and to run off the current issue of the "Fiery Cross". 

Considerable discussion was had concering the 
production of altars, other Klan paraphernalia, as well 
as silk screen processing, which could be done at the 
Klan headquarters and sold through^the fMdg' for the 
purpose of raising revenue. 

It was observed that the manufacture and sale 
of license plates, decals, bumper stickers, and other 
Klan material, and symbols are a major source of income 
for the National Headquarters of the KKK. 

The UKA printing press is currently located 
in the old store of SHELTON’s father, and SHELTON is 
currently trying to locate a new printing press building. 
In this connection, he has offered to buy the "Southern 
Publishers Inc.", for $30,000; however, the current 
owners are holding out for $45,000. The "Southern Pub¬ 
lishers Inc.", previously published the "Fiery Cross" 
newspaper, however, it was closed by the Internal Revenue 
Service on the basis of a tax lien obtained by the Govern¬ 
ment .

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SHELTON has postponed administering this drug 
on the grounds that the physician who was to administer 
the serum has suffered a heart attack and has not been

Along personal lines, it was noted that MELVIN 
SEXTON, who is always amicable in the presence of SHELTON, 
makes belittling and suspicious remarks about SHELTON 
in his absence. These remarks concern SHELTON’s habit 
of leaving the house each day at 2:30 P 0 M 0 , to go down 
to the UKA press. SEXTON stated that the only reason 
he does this is to avoid going to school to pick up 
his children. He also remarked that BETTY SHELTON, 

Imperial Wizard’s wife, is lazy and when both officials 
are out of town, she visits with her mother instead of 
attending to her job. For his pait, SHELTON seems 
annoyed with SEXTON’s excessive smoking habit and in 
the same sense has made remarks to KUEHNER concerning 
his smoking. 

Before departing Tuscaloosa, Alabama, the following 
arrangements were made concerning SHELTON's and SEXTON’s 
proposed visit to South Fla., on 10/26 through 29/67. Al¬ 
though this will.Jje a business trip, SHELTON indicated 
that in fact,;£no"rallies were held, he intended to come 
anyway with his wife and v/ith SEXTON’s wife for the 
purpose of a vacation.

^ROBERT SHELTON and his party returned to 
Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., following the rally and v/as greated 
at the a-irpor-t- by a delegation headed by JESSE TAYLOR and 
OLIN ABERNATHY. 

ABERNATHY, TAYLOR and DON STEPHENS, met with 
SHELTON in his hotel room and stated that a problem had 
arisen concerning his reservations at the Ocean Manor 
Hotel, inasmuch as the hotel owner, CY YOUNG, felt that 
for the safety of SHELTON and his staff, they should 
check out of the Ocean Manor Hotel and into another 
Intel. It was learned that the press had contacted CY 
YOUNG concerning the Klan leaders staying in his hotel 
and he was afraid that an incident might take place. 

FRED KUEHNER who later joined the meeting 
in SIIELTON's room strenuously objected to the fact 
that Klansmen were asking the Imperial Wizard to 
move from one hotel to another. SHELTON stated that this 
never happened to him before and it was an insult. 

STEPHENS and TAYLOR stated that they would re¬ 
contact CY YOUNG in the morning and request that YOUNG 
met with SHELTON personally so the matter could be 
straightened out. It v/as learned : that on the following 
morning, 10/27/67, CY YOUNG met with SHELTON in person 
and it was agreed that he would remain in the hotel; 
however, any inquiries from the public would be met with 
the reply that he had checked out of the hotel. 

On the afternoon of 10/27/67, ROBERT SHELTON 
and COY NEAL flew from Ft. Lauderdale to West Palm 
Beach, Fla., where at 6:00 P.M., SHELTON was interviewed 
by a local television station. This station WEAT-TV 
Channel 12, Palm Beach, Fla., taped the interview which 
was to be shown at a later date. 

FOIA(b)(7) - (D) 
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WILLIAM H. RICHARDSON, Great Titan of Pro- 
vince #3, Realm of Fla., followed SHELTON on the speakers 
platform. RICHARDSON stated that the Klan would continue 
to fight integration of the races in the public schools 
system.

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SHELTON returned to Ft. Lauderdale for the 
purpose of attending a closed meeting of Province #1, 
Realm of Fla., which began at 8:00 P.M., on 10/27/67, 
at the Klan Building, 232 S„W. 30th St., Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla. 


SHELTON, himself presided over the meeting 
and told those in attendance that the Klan must re- 
organize and grow in strength and members in order to 
combat the International Jewish and Zionist conspiracy 
to foster Communisum and the World. He stated that he 
would return to South^Fla., during the winter months of 
1967, and 1968, for the purpose of attending Klan rallies 
and helping the Fla. organization develop. 

SHELTON was of the opinion that the vacant post 
of Titan for this province should not be filled at this 
time inasmuch as the local Klaverns could report directly 
to the Imperial Office in Tuscaloosa, Alabama. His re¬ 
commendation was unaniously passed by the members present.

FORT. LAUDERDALE — The Broward County 
solicitor Monday charged a 38-year-old Lauderdale 
Lakes Ku Klux IClansman with second degree murder 
in the shooting death of a 19-year-old Vietnam-bound, 
soldier.

Oakland Park detective 
sergeant Pieree Pelletier said 
Brownlee and two compan¬ 
ions, Vernon Stephans and 
Philip Armstrong, both of 
Pompano Beach, got into an 
argument with Hunsinger.

The 
incident occurred at 1:45 
a.m. Sunday at the Oakland 
Lounge, 3996 NW 9th Ave., 
Oakland Park. 

Hunsinger walked out of 
tl:e lounge) and went to his 
car with J;.is female compan¬ 
ion, but j&rownice and his 
friend followed the couple 
and continued arguing, l’o- 
gan said.

On November 27, 1967 at approximately 8:30 FM, there 
was a regular meeting of the UKA, Unit#6 held at 232 SW30Street 
ft. Lauderdale Fla. 

There were THIRTEEN members present who were; STEPHENS, • 
MC BROOK, ABERNATHY, KUEHNE3, HEFLEN, GILES, HERRIS, MILLER, 

(CLAY) ABERNATHY, NEVINS, BLAND, SMITH, and GRIFFIN. 

STEPHEN arrived INTOXICATED ._and opened, and conducted 
the meeting in a ’'sloppy" manner. He‘weaved as tie stood facing 
the men durins the opening ceremony, and was closely "watched", 
by ABERNATHY, MC BROOM, AND KUEHMER, who seemed to be the only 
ones ^K^r^-who noticed it. He (Stephens) worked his way "out of 
it" as the meeting progressed. He later admitted have "four drinks 
at the Oaklan Lounge", while trying to investigate the matter 
concerning HUNSINGER, who was this same date charged itfith SECOND

ETIER fLom the OAKLAND PARK PD., who asked him if he would come 
to the station. Kuehner commented that he went immediately with 
the thought that HUNSINGER had asked for him, but when he got 
at the station PELLETIER poured him a cup of coffee, and had him 
sit in his office, and start asking questions about HUNSINGLR’S 
KLAN ACTIVITIES. Kuehner said that he told the Detective that 
according to "his oath"(Klan) he couldn’t talk about another 
Klansman, but he also took an oath (KLAN) that he would support

Tampa has learned through informants and other 
sources that the editorials used by WFTV, Channel 9, 
Orlando, Fla., on the "Klan" have been effective in serving 
to disrupt not Only the UKA, but also the UFKKK. RAY 
RUESTER, News Director, Channel 9, has used several edi¬ 
torials on WILLIAM H. RICHARDSON, Titan, Province 3, UKA, 
and on the "Klan" in general. 

In accordance with previous Ehjreaj^authorization, 
Tampa plans to re-approach RUESTER to/lnterest him in 
putting the following ideas into use/*, UACBx ^ 

(1) That the UKA is openiy^sponsoring former 
Alabama governor GEORGE WALLACE for president and in fact, 
caused to be prepared tinusands of safety matches bearing 
the photograph of WALLACE on one side and the advertisement 
of the UKA on the other side. 

This information could be used by RUESTER in an 
"open letter" to Governor CLAUDE KIRK, JR. asking the 
governor just where he stands on the UKA. The "open 
letter" could also ask the question as to whether or not 
a State Grand Jury investigation of the UKA might not be 
in order or whether possibly an investigation of the UKA 
by the State Attorney General's office for the State of 
Florida might be called for.

The 
Florida Securities Commission will be taking additional 
testimony from key witnesses relative to the sale of stock 
in the Seaway Engineering Company. Considerable publicity 
through the press and television has been afforded this 
matter and additional publicity is contemplated upon the 
completion of the investigation by the Florida Securities 
Commission.

A. National States Rights Party (NSRP) 
Ft, Lauderdale, Florida_ 


Just prior to submission of referenced letter, 
Channel 7, WCKT-TV aired a program captioned "Thunderbolt 
on the Right" exposing the NSRP on a state and local level. 
This was a Bureau approved measure which resulted in 
excellent results in exposing the NSRP. Following the 
airing of this program, the NSRP disbanded and they have 
held no meetings in the Miami Division. 


/B. Ft. Lauderdale Klavern 6 
UKA 

Ft, Lauderdale, Florida 

On October 18, 1987, WCKT-TV, Channel 7, Miami, 
taped a Bureau approved program relating to the UKA and 
scheduled for showing on October 22, 1967. This program 
was a follow-up of the successful program dealing with the 
NSRP. The program, entitled "KKK-A Change of Linen" was 
prepared on a confidential basis primarily from Bureau 
approved and supplied public source information, refuting 
the UKA claim to respectability and law abidingness. 

TV critics of the "Miami Herald," a local Miami, 
Florida, newspaper rated the Klan program as "one of the 
week*s best bets" in a survey of all national and local 
programs of the coming week, of which only eight are selected 
for this rating. 

(to Sunday, October 22, 1967, "KKK-A Change of Linen 
was shown as scheduled and did an outstanding job of 
exposing local Klansmen and their false clalns to legitimacy. 

The program consisted primarily of interviews of 
Klansmen from Imperial Wizard ROBERT SHELTON down to 
rank and file South Florida members, all of whom claim the 
KKK is not a racist or a bigoted organization. The • 
Interviews were interspersed with a long recitation of 
Klan violence documenting UKA murders, bombings and assaults. 
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The first part of the program was a brief history 
of the violent history of the KKK, from the Civil War up 
until World War II, with the resurgence of Klan activity 
in the early 1960s. It was pointed out that the UKA emerged 
as the largest splinter group. This was followed by an 
interview with SHELTON, who was described as a convicted 
criminal currently released on bond arising from his Contempt 
of Congress conviction. In this interview, SHELTON referred 
to the Justice Department as a "babysitter for communists" and 
that the Department "buys off pimps." 

The remainder of the program was a cleverly devised 
expose of local Klansmen, their backgrounds, employments 
and social standing in their communities. 

The program ended with a warning that "Actions not 
image count in any assessment of the Klan." It was urged 
that the State of Florida should follow Wisconsin and prohibit 
the incorporation of hate type organizations like the KKK by 
theSecretary of State. 

Copies of the two films referred to above were 
made available by Channel 7 and have been furnished to the 
Bureau for review and possible utilization as a training 
film. 

The October 24, 1967, issue of the "Miami Herald" 
carried an article entitled "Klan Aim Still the Same." This 
article commended Channel 7 for its documented survey of the 
KKK in its program entitled "KKK-A change of Linen." This 
article stated that although the Klan is now taking on a 
businessmen's front, in reality it has not changed and "It 
is the same tired, shabby, bigoted line." 

On October 23, 1967, the Florida State Securities 
Commission, Tallahassee, Florida, I nst ituted an investigation 
of "Seaway Consultants, Inc.," the KKK front organization in 
South Florida, which is incorporated under Florida State laws. 

According to GENE STRUL, News Director, WCKT, EARL 
FAIRCLOTH, Florida State Attorney General, immediately after 
the presentation of this program, ordered an Investigation 
of Seaway to determine if there were any irregularities under 
the state incorporation laws involving this corporation. 
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STRUL also reported that his office received a 
letter dated October 26, 1967, from J. B. STONER demanding a 
script of instant program because of alleged references to 
himself and his client, the NSRP, on this program. 

The program identified DON STEPHENS, Klaliff of 
Klavern (76, at Fort Lauderdale, as the General Manager of 
Worden Young - Import, Export Corporation, which is owned 
by CY YOUNG, former Mayor of Fort Lauderdale. This program 
also identified JESSE TAYLOR, a Fort Lauderdale {Clansman, 
as a local contractor. Since TAYLOR'S principal source of 
work is CY YOUNG, Channel 7 Interviewed YOUNG concerning his 
feelings toward the KKK. 

On October 26, 1967, YOUNG was quoted as stating that 
"It is nobody's damn business w ho I hire and that he had no 
feelings whatsoever toward the KKK." 

It was announced on a local radio statical that a 
member of the local carpenters union in Fort Lauderdale has 
brought charges against JESSE TAYLOR to have him expelled from 
the carpenters union inasmuch as his Klan membership was 
inconsistent with union membership. 

This program also identified IC Ians man HAROLD WALTER 
CARLSTEDT as an official of the Boy Scouts of America. It 
has been ascertained that CARLSTEDT, an Assistant Scout 
Master of Troup 120, Plantation, Florida, is currently under 
investigation by the Boy Scouts of America on charges that 
he attempted to furnish Klan propaganda to Boy Scouts of 
that troup without consent of their parents. 

|foia (b)(7) - (D) [ has reported that DON STEPHENS, currently 
Exalted Cyclops of Klavern (76, has stated that he fears his 
job is in jeopardy in view of instant program which identified 
him as having been convicted for assault and battery. 

Miami is of the opinion that the Bureau's 
counterintelligence action in this particular case has been 
most successful. It has resulted in disruption of South 
Florida Klansmen. In this regard, it is noted that informants 
have reported that those Klansmen who cooperated with Channel 7 
in the preparation of this program have come under severe 
criticism from fellow Klansmen and it is hoped that this in¬ 
fighting will result in s ome Klansmen discontinuing their 
connections with the KKK. 
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On November 8, 1967, CLINTON E. TAYLOR, Investi¬ 
gator, Florida Securities Commiesion (FSC), 1220 South Olive 
Avenue, West Palm Beach, Florida, appeared at the Ft. Lauderdale 
Resident Agency for the purpose of furnishing the following 
information: 

A representative of the FSC recently reviewed a 
special documentary program produced by Channel 7, WCKT-TV, 
Miami, Florida, concerning UKA. This program was entitled 
"KKK-A change of Linen." 

The contents of this program indicated that Seaway 
Engineering, Inc., a private corporation, Incorporated under 
the laws of Florida, had engaged in the sale and/or transfer 
of securities in the firm. 

Under the provisions of the Florida State uniform 
Sales and Securities Act, the sale of five shares or more in 
any Florida corporation requires registration with the 
Secretary of State as a public corporation, with the right 
to offer stock for sale to the public. 

For any corporate official to sell stock without 
so registering is a felony under the Uniform Sales and 
Securities Act. 

Since Seaway Engineering, Inc., has not registered 
with the State to go public, the FSC is conducting a pre¬ 
liminary inquiry for the purpose of establishing prism facie 
evidence that Seaway has engaged in the public sale of its 
securities. V 

TAYLOR feels his investigation so far has 
established this fact, and that the FSC Commissioner will 
shortly hold a public inquiry into Seaway with subpoena powers. 

TAYLOR stated that when and if this public Inquiry is 
open, local Klan leaders and their records will be subpoenaed 
Inasmuch as Seaway has been properly identified on the Channel 
7 program as a front organization of the Ku Klux Klan. 

On November 28, 1967, the "Ft. Lauderdale News" 
reported an article entitled, "KKK faces illegal stock sale 
probe" which appeared on page one. In addition, an article 
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appeared in the "Miami Herald" on November 29, 1967, captioned 
"State to investigate charges of illegal stock sale here." 

Prior to the publication of the newspaper articles, 
MILTON J. KELLY, Managing Editor, "Ft. Lauderdale News," 
confidentially advised that the Florida State Attorney 
General, EARL FAIRCLOTH had summoned representatives of the 
press to Tallahassee, Florida, to announce an investigation 
of Seaway Engineering, Inc., the front organization of the 
Ku Klux Klan. 

On November 28, 1967, WCKT-TV Channel 7, Miami, 
Florida, interviewed FAIRCLOTH on their evening news program 
at which time FAIRCLOTH announced that his decision to open 
proceedings against Seaway Engineering, Inc., was based upon 
disclosures made In Channel 7's television program entitled, 
"KKK-A Change of Linen" which was aired on WCKT-TV. FAIRCLOTH 
praised Channel 7 for the ir originality in conceiving such a 
program exposing the KKK In South Florida. FAIRCLOTH 
announced at that time that the Securities Commission would 
have subpoena powers and would be calling local KKK leaders 
before the Securities Commission, 

Investigation of Seaway Engineering Company by 
Florida Securities Commission is continuing. The hearing 
as previously scheduled got under way and s everal member s 
of Klavern 6. UKA. were call ed to testify. I foiaqd) m - idi | 

I No testimony has been taken 

from K6y witnesses, including DAN ZBIN, Director of Seaway 
Engineering Company, and JOE BURD, both members of Klavern 
6 . The hearings have been postponed and will resume at a 
later date/ 

Channel 7, WCKT-TV covered the first day of the 
hearing, which was closed to the public, and Klansman 
JOHN GETTXNGER, Klavern 6 member, threatened to strike 
CHARLES KELLY, a cameraman for Channel 7, because the 
reporter was taking his photograph. GETTINGER told KELLY 
he was placing him tinder citizen's arrest, but then quickly 
rescinded this remark. The threat by GETTINGER was reported 
on the evening news by WCKT-TV. 
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Re: RODERICK GEORGE HUNSINGER 

HUNSINGER Is an active member of Klavern 6, Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florida, and on November 26, 1967, was charged 
with first degree murder by Oakland Park, Florida, Police 
Department. HUNSINGER was charged with the shooting and 
killing of private first class RICHARD K. BROWNLEE, a white 
male In a bar room brawl. Bureau approval was obtained to 
afford this matter national publicity through the "Ft. 
Lauderdale News" and Channel 7, WCKT-TV. As a result, this 
matter was given wide publicity, identifying HGNSINGER as a 
Klansman. 

Miami informants reported that on the evening of 
November 27, 1967, Klavern 6 held their weekly meeting. 
These informants state that the publicity resulting from 
HUNSINGER's arrest and subsequent Identification as a 
Klansman has totally demolished the image of the UKA in 
South Florida.

Informant has furnished reliable information in the 
past and furnished the following information: 



AD MINISTRATIVE : 

Information in this report concerning Klan groups in 
Northern Kentucky was furnished to Louisville by airtel, 12/6/67. 

Information re State Board meeting to be held in 
Louisiana, 12/9/67, was furnished to Hew Orleans by airtel, 12/6/67 
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Information was received in the National Office 
of the UKA that MELVIN SEXTON rented a white cinder-block 
house behind the Southern Publishing Compaq' on Highway 
43, north of Norihport, Alabama. The Klan press equipment 
is to be moved into this house. FRED KUEHNER of Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florida, is to move to Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and is to reside in this house. The house is a long- 
building and has a shop area built on to one side. The 
Klan printing equipment is to be put in this shop area 
and KUEHNER is to reside in the house and to do all Klan 
printing at this location. 

On 11/27/67, ROBERT M. SHELTON, MELVIN SEXTON and 
COY NEAL worked in the National Office of the UKA and also 
worked on the house just rented, getting it ready to move 
equipment in. 

On 11/28/67, the Imperial Officers worked in the 
National Office and later in the afternoon continued working 
in the Klan printing building. Information was received 
from WILLIAM CHANEY, Indianapolis, Indiana, that there were 
two Kleagles in northern Kentucky, a WILLIAM PINKSTON, 
Lexington, Kentucky, and CHARLES PURLY, Louisville, Kentucky, 
who were dissatisfied with the operation of the UKA by 
ROBERT SHELTON. They are saying SHELTON will not let them 
operate as the Klan is supposed to and that he has continually- 
told them not to commit any acts of violence and to leave the 
Negroes alone. They feel that this inaction is hurting the 
Klan and the units in Northern Kentucky are talking about 
pulling out of the UKA and forming a new Klan group to be 
called the Kentucky Klan. ROBERT SHELTON told CHANEY to 
let the groups go ahead and pull out and not try to stop 
them. He stated there had been alot of controversy and 
dissension in the Kentucky IClans recently. Information 
was also received by ROBERT SHELTON from the Ft. Lauderdale, 
Florida area that there are foir of five members of the Klan 
in the Ft. Lauderdale area that are out on bond after being 
arrested on some type of currency violation. It is reported 
that they were selling stock in a IClavern building without 
being listed as stock brokers. It is not know who SHELTON 
got this information from, however, it is believed he had 
been talking to DAN ZBIN concerning this matter . 
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Information was also received from the Louisiana 
IClan that there was a State Board meeting to be held at 
1:30 p.m., December 9, 1967, at the Holiday Inn in Alexandria, 
Louisiana. The people from Louisiana were wanting to know if 
ROBERT SHELTON could be there and he advised them that he would 
be in Florida on this date. 

On 11/29/67, the Imperial Officers worked in the 
Klan printing building. They painted portions of this building 
and moved all of the Klan equipment to the shop area.

HUN3INGER set up the microphones and acoustical equipment 
at the rally grounds. 

On December 9, 1967, at approximately 8:00 p.m. 
the rally got underway when opened by the Exalted Cyclops 
and master of ceremonies DONALD STEPHENS. The first 
event of the evening was the showing of the movie "The 
National Council of Churches" an anti-civil rights movie 
which depicted the National Council of Churches as 
being a Communist dominated organization.

ROBERT SHELTON accused the Fla. State Attorney 
General EARL FAIRCLOTH of persecuting the KKK by his ordered ' 
investigation of the Seaway Engineering Corporation by the 
Fla. State Security Commission as being nothing more than 
a political maneuver. SHELTON’S speech did not carry well 
inasmuch as there was a poor amplifying system at the rally 
grounds. 

This rally, which commenced at approximately 
8 P.M. concluded at 10 P.M., was not very successful inas¬ 
much as there were only approximately 100 to 150 persons in 
attendance at the rally. 

This rally was completed with a burning of a 
35 foot cross, however, no cross burning ceremony took place 
inasmuch as there was insufficient Klansmen clothed in their 
Klan robes. 

In private conversations with the Klan officials 
ROBERT SHELTON was heard to state that the Attorney General 
had served his purpose in issuing subpoenas inasmuch as 
it kept Klansmen and other Klan sympathizers from attending

execution of this rally were Mrs. JESSIE TAYLOR, Mrs. DON

COY NEAL, 
SHELTON’s personal pilot, sold rings and watches to spectators 
while MELVIN SEXTON, Imperial Kliglapp, ran the projector.

Tt was reported that $28 was taken in donations 
$26.95 was made in profit from the sale of Klan literature 
and $25.62 was earned through the concession stands selling 
food.

Exalted Cyclops read a letter from Mr. BOB GE-LMS-, 
Grand Dragon of the State of North Carolina, in which he 
explained that he was establishing a defense fund to raise 
money for the legal defense of 12 Klansmen who are being 
prosecuted under state laws in North Carolina for violating 
civil'rights. 

This letter was cantersigned by the Imperial Wizard 
ROBERT SHELTON and set up a plan whereby each donor of $100 
for individual or unit donor of that amount can attend a 
banquet to be held in Salisbury, North Carolina, on February 3, 
1968. In addition he said donor will win a prize and the 
last name drawn during the prize drawing will receive $5,000 
cash. 


Unit # 6 then voted to donate $100 to the North 
Carolina Klan defense fund. 

It is noted that January 25, 1968, is the deadline 
for submitting the money to the North Carolina Defense Fund.

By an open meeting, it is meant amply that 
former Klan members who owned stock in Seaway Engineering 
Inc., would be allowed to attend that aspect of the 
meeting in which it would be determined what disposition 
would be made of approximately $3000 realized from the 
sale of the Klan Building. 

The open meeting was preceded by a closed 
meeting of current members of Klavern #6. 

Three new members were sworn in at this 
meeting, which commenced at 8 PM and concluded at 
shortly after 10 PM.

LARRY BLAND allegedly is a former police 
officer of the Ft. Lauderdale, Fla. Police Deja rtment 
who got into trouble with authorities after he was 
arrested for assaulting a crippled person. 

During the closed session of the meeting 
RICHARD HARLEY, GENE JOHNSON and RIP RIDDLEHOOVER waited 
outside until the open meeting commenced. 

During tie closed meeting the matter came up again 
concerning the Negroes at Sunrise Junior High School who 
allegedly beat up a 33 year old white child. In addition, 
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Exalted Cyclops DON STEPHENS stated that his 13 year old 
brother was also beat up by Negroes at the same school 
without cause. 

As an affirmative reaction to this type of 
Negro harassment of white students, the Klansmen 
decided that they will publish a new>sheet, anonymously, 
informing the public of conditions in the public school 
system. This news sheet will be published in such a 
manner so it cannot be traced to the Klan. A special 
committe to formulate plans for the publication of 
this new? sheet was appointed as follows: 

CLAY ABERNATHY 
' JOHN GILES 
. ' BOB QUARTERMAN 

DON STEPHENS 

It was also decided that committees should 
be formed in each part of the county where Klansmen 
reside, for the purpose of gathering information on the 
local school situation which would be of value for 
publishing in the proposed newsletter. 

At the conclusion of the closed meeting, the 
open meeting commenced at which time HARLEY JOHNSON and 
RIDDLEHOOVER joined the group. RICHARD HARLEY 
stated that he and his men would not come back into the 
UKA under any circumstances. 

RIP RIDDLEHOOVER took the floor and stated 
that he was one of the first ten men sworn into the 
UKA and that most of the old Klan members were sworn 
in by him. 

RIDDLEHOOVER clamed to have a small group of 
followers and that he and his followers would 
like to return to the fold of the UKA. RIDDLEHOOVER 
himself stated that although he desired to be a UKA 
member, he did not want to hold a position as an officer. 
He stated he would not come in unless old members gave him 
a vote of confidence by standing and stating they wanted 
him back. 
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Most of the old time members of the Klan 
at this point stood up and gave RIDDLEHOOVER a round of 
applauseo 

SAM MC BROOM advised RIDDLEHOOVER that he 
was welcome to come back to Klavern #6, however, he 
would have to fill out an application card and 
pay the $5 reinstatement fee* 

WALTER CARLSTEDT complained about charges 
brought about by Klansmen against other Klansmen which 
were subsequently dropped and neither proven or 
disproven. 

Concerning the $2981 which is in the Seaway 
Engineering bank account and which was realized from 
the sale of the Klan Building, DANIEL ZBIN reported 
that he is going to turn this mousy over to an 
attorney and after the attorney's fees and other taxes 
are paid, the final amount will be prorated for each 
share of Seaway Engineering stock outstanding. HARLEY 
contested this approach stating that the $28 outright 
should be returned to each stock holder. HARLEY also 
stated that the '.'Confederate Gardens", the ladies 
auxiliary, had furnished money to Seaway Engineering 
and that this money should also be returned to the individual 
members* This plan was vetoed. 

It was figured out later than DICK HARLEY holds 
one diare of stock, JOHNSON, one share and probably 
GEORGE AUSTRA holds one share. HARLEY's group will 
receive no more than $75 in any event when this 
matter is settled. 

DANIEL ZBIN took the floor and stated tha t 
he recently returned from the State of Michigan, where 
he was met at the Detroit Airport by the Grand Dragon. 

ZBIN stated that in the future, when out 
of state Klansmen come to Florida, to vacation, they 
should be treated with more consideration./ 

At the conclusion of this meeting, OLEN 
ABERNATHY was heard to state that HARLEY had approached 
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him in private and stated that he and his followers 
would like to obtain their former charter so that they 
could operate a UKA Klavern in Hollywood, Fla, HARLEY 
stated the reason that he would announce to the Klavern 
meeting that he did not want to come back into the UKA 
was because of "Jewish harassment." He stated that 
any Klavern operated by him would have to be ultra 
secret or else the Jews would run them out of Hollywood

i. . Birmingham has, at various times, received information 

li indicating increased dissatisfactions on the part of some members 

of the UKA, Inc., with the manner in which ROBERT SHELTON, 
Imperial Wizard of the UKA, controls and rums the organization. 
Birmingham has previously pointed out that at present, at the 
National Headquarters of the UKA, four families are living off 
of or being financed by funds coming into the Imperial Office 
of the UKA. 


The operation of the National Office of the UKA amounts 
to the operation of a gold mine for the families working in this 
office in Northport, Alabama. It is known that North Carolina 
and several other states, send large sums of money to the UKA 
National Headquarters. It is also known that JAMES VENABLE, 
Imperial Wizard of the National Knights off the Ku Klux Klan, of 
which the Atlanta Office is Office of Origin, would like to 
alienate as many UKA members and UKA Klaverns as possible and 
have them join the NKKKK. 

In view of the above, Birmingham suggests the Bureau 
authorize the preparation and mailing off a letter which might 
. j- read as set out below. The letter should be prepared on paper 
that could not be traced to th© Bureau. It is also suggested 
ijjjjij!- that the mailing should be don© from Atlanta, Georgia, since the

SHELTON and 
his wife are full-time paid employees of the Imperial Office 
of the UKA. MELVIN SEXTON, Imperial KXigrapp of the UKA, is 
the next-door neighbor of the SHILTONS and resides in a home 
valued at over $20,000. SEXTON drives a late model Plymouth 
automobile and SEXTON and his wife are full-time paid employees 
of the Imperial Office of the UKA. At present, there are two (2) 
other full-time paid employees off the National Office of the UKA. 
in Northport, Alabama. The Imperial Officers of the UKA in 
Northport have there own private airplane, which SHELTON, SEXTON 
and the UKA pilot of this plane, use to travel about the United 
States.

The general decline in Klan activities in South 
Florida and the complete disbandment of the Klavern in 
Vero Beach, Pahokee and failure of the Klavern in 
Moore Haven can generally be contributed to the success of 
counterintelligence activities previously undertaken in the 
Miami Division.

On July 17, 1968, CHARLES KELLY, Broward County 
Chief, WCKT-TV News, Telephone 522-7878, Ft. Uiuderdale, 
advised that he was instrumental in furnishing the Miami 
Office with information regarding the Seaway Engineering 
firm re sale of unregistered stock in connection with Klan 
activities. He stated he wanted to do a follow-up article 
on this matter and in this regard advised as follows:

On 7/29/68, JOSEPH P. MACKEY, Investigator, 

Florida Security Commission, 1220 S. Olive Ave., West Palm 
Beach, Fla., telephone number 833-7739, appeared at the 
Ft. Lauderdale RA and advised that he has taken over the 
investigation of Seaway Engineering from Mr. QUENTIN E. 
TAYLOR who had previously handled this matter. Mr. TAYLOR 
is presently running for the position of Sheriff of Palm— 
Beach County. 

Mr. MACKEY advised that on 6/24/68 the facts of 
his investigation and those of the investigation conducted 
by Mr. TAYLOR concerning Seaway Engineering were discussed 
with the Chief Assistant County Solicator of Broward County 
JAMES B. BALSIGAR, Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., concerning the 
sale of unlisted stock by Seaway Engineering. At that time 
BALSIGAR entered an opinion that the facts of this matter 
present little or no case for successful prosecution. There 
appears to be non-sufficient evidence for a successful 
prosecution. 

MACKEY stated that even though the case of Seaway 
Engineering has not been closed as yet, his Office is not 
conducting investigation concerning the strictly illegal 
„ sale of the unregistered stock and he contemplates the case 
will be closed in the near future based upon the opinion 
of BALSIGAR.

MACKEY Inquired whether or not the FBI was 
desirous that the Florida Security Commission "push" 
the investigation and prosecution thereof. 

He was told that the FBI in no way wanted to 
influence the investigation by the Florida Security 
Commission, however, the FBI is interested in the results 
of the investigation and if any prosecution is forthcoming 
and of course the FBI was desirous to cooperate in any 
way possible to assist in their investigation if they so 
desired any assistance. 

Mr. MACKEY stated that he appreciated the offer, 
but felt that due to the non-sufficient evidence gathered 
thus far in their investigation that prosecution would not 
be forthcoming and that the matter would be closed in the 
near future.

Lauderdale, Florida, Resident Agency and advised 
that be has taken over the investigation of Seaway Engineer¬ 
ing from Mr. QUENTIN E. TAYLOR who had previously handled 
this matter.

Mr. MACKEY advised that on June 24, 1968, the facts 
of his investigation and those of the investigation conducted 
by Mr. TAYLOR concerning Seaway Engineering were discussed 
with the Chief Assistant County Solicitor of Broward County 
JAMES B. BAISIGAR, Ft. lauderdale, Florida, concerning the 
eftle of unlisted stock by Seaway Engineering.

The Bureau authorized furnishing the source data 
on a confidential basis and the show appeared 7/7/68. A 
great deal of research was done by Miami Agents and it 
resuled in an excellent program. The show, which ended 
with quotes from the Director on the nature of the New 
Left, was so well received that the television station 
received requests for a film of the show by local civic 
groups. 

As you are aware publicity about New Left 
and black nationalist groups, especially television 
coverage, sometimes enhances the stature of these groups. 

At the same time, Miami has demonstrated that a carefully 
planned television show can be extremely effective in 
showing these extremists for what they are. Local New 
Left and black nationalist leaders were interviewed on 
the show and seemed to have been chosen for either their 
inability to articulate or their simpering and stupid 
appearance. 

Miami furnished a film of this diOw for Bureau 
review and it was apparent that the television source 
used the very best judgment in editing comments by 
these extremists. He brought out that they were in 
favor of violent revolution without their explaining 
why. But he also brought out that they, personally, 
would be afraid to lead a violent revolution, making 
them appear to be cowards. The interview of black 
nationalist leaders on the show had the leaders seated, 
ill at ease, in hard chairs. Full-length camera shots 
showed each movement as they squirmed about in their 
chairs, resembling rats trapped under scientific 
observation. 

Each counterintelligence office should be 
alert to exploit this technique both for black nationalists 
and New Left types. Miami learned from sources that those 
who appeared on the show realized that it presented them 
in a most unfavorable light. One even complained to the 
television station about it. This counterintelligence 
operation will be of great value in the South Florida area

and the Bureau hopes these results can be duplicated In 
other offices. Success In this case resulted from hard 
work and acumen on the part of the Agents who handled 
the matter. Especially important was the choice of 
individuals interviewed as they did not have the ability 
to stand up to a professional newsman. The fine job of 
interviewing and editing done by the news people involved 
was also most important. 

Each office should be alert to the possibility 
of using this technique. No counterintelligence action 
should be taken without Bureau authority. For your 
information operations of this type must be handled 
through reliable, established sources and must be set 
up so that the FBI is not revealed as the source.

These Klansmen are to attend the meeting as 
individuals, and not sit together. Those Klansmen who 
may be known as such are to sit in the back of the room.

On January 29, 1966, a source advised that the 
United Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
Realm of Florida, has its headquarters at P. 0. Box 1764, 
Titusville, Florida. This unit is affiliated with the 
national organization of the United Klans of America, 

Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, and has the same aims 
and objectives as the parent group; that is, to advocate 
segregation of the races and white supremacy.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 

Georgia, reflect that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, Georgia, 
under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc.. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that United 
Klans was formed as a result of a split in U.S. Klans, 

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Inc.. According to the source, 
the split resulted from a leadership dispute and United Klans 
has the same aims and objectives as the parent group. These 
are the promotion of Americanism, white supremacy, and 
segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised in 
July 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan of 
America, Inc., merged with Alabama Knights, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan, The merged organization established head¬ 
quarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. 
(The organization is directed by ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial 
Wizard, and is the dominant Klan group in the South, with 
units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U.S. Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans of 
America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the UKA 
is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in several 
states. This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON is the 
Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected to 
this position on September 5, 1964, at a National Klonvocation 
in Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that during April 1966, 
the national office was moved from Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the carport of SHELTON’s residence, 

#18 Lake Sherwood, Star Route, Northport, Alabama, which 
space he had converted into a room.

This information was brought to 
the attention of local authorities, based on Bureau 
authorization, and charges were brought against FLYNN, who 
was arrested in February, 1967, and charged with illegal 
voting. In the fall of 1967, this charge was dropped by 
Broward County authorities, however, the counterintelligence 
measure was responsible for removing FLYNN from membership 
in the UKA and his completely severing himself from Klan 
activity.

Informant advised that during the regular meeting 
of Klavern #6, UKA, Inc., Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., on 1/30/69, 
the Exalted Cyclops,ROBERT ANGOVE, controlled the meeting 
and discussed Klan security. ANGOVE wanted to ascertain 
the feelings of the membership re possibility of giving lie 
detector tests to those suspected of being security leaks. 

Most afthe members felt that the leaks were caused by toose 
talk and not by informers.

Several members expressed fear that such testing 
would bring about the demise of the Klan in Broward County.

Neither feels that 
anything will come of this conversation and in all likelihood 
no lie detector tests will be given. 

Miami is keeping close contact with informants 
in this matter and the Bureau will immediately be advised 
of all pertinent developments.

A special meeting of United #6 was called at 
the order of Imperial Wizard, ROBERT SHELTON. 

Mr. SHELTON sent out a flier describing his 
plight concerning a recent decision of the U.S. Supreme 
Court. 

In this, he demanded that each unit EC call a 
meeting to order each member to, if possible , send a 
telegram to Senator STROM THURMOND and Mr. MITCHELL of 
the Justice Department. 

ROBERT ANGOVE, EC of Unit #6, did not obey the 
order. SAM MC BROOM took it upon himself to call the 
meeting after contacting ARCY ANDERSON, the next in command 
of unit #6, when ANGOVE did not call to him for his attendance. 

At the meeting, ROBERT ANGOVE was most disturbed 
by the fact that a meeting could be called by anyone 
other than himself. OLIN ABERNATHY appears to have had 
a hand (since he brought a box of preprinted mailers and 
samples of telegrams to the meeting) in calling of the 
special meeting. 

After the meeting got underway, ANGOVE seemed to 
become less excited about the whose thing and actually 
seemed to enjoy the discussions.

On 1/23/69, Klavern #6was visited by JOHN 
PAUL ROGERS from Lake Wales, Fla., who reported a recent contact 
with ROBERT SHELTON. ROGERS said that SHELTON wants no adverse 
publicity; all news releases must come from the Imperial 
Headquarters; Klansmen are not to talk to newspaper people; 
Klansmen are not to become Involved In illegal acts and get 
caught, and the Klan did not have any planned rallies in Fla. 

In view of Klavern friction, concern over security, 
and SHELTON'S instruct Ions, It would appear this is an 
escellent time for the "Ft.

On January 23rd, 1969, 1 received a court order to surrender in Washington, February 14th, to 
begin serving time in the District of Columbia. However, due to the dedicated and sincere manner in 
which all of you came forward and participated in our letter writing campaign, you have succeeded in 
putting enough pressure where it counts most. This vigorous voice of protest from all of you has been 
heard, and another court order has been issued for me to surrender to the Federal Marshals at 8 A.M.. 
February 14th, in Birmingham, Alabama, and be transferred immediately to the maximum security 
Federal Prison in Texarkana, Arkansas. For all intents and purposes, starting on February 14, 1969,1 
shall become a Political Prisoner of the Federal Bureaucracy.

The principle involved in my imprisonment is that 1 would not break my Klan Oath taken before 
God, with my right hand uplifted, that being not to reveal the membership and sacred rituals of our 
Fraternal Organization. Regardless of all the pressures the Federal Bureaucracy might exert, this I will 
never do. 

After much thought and consideration, I have chosen to sene the time rather than file for a rehearing 
before the same liberal Supreme Court. This would only prolong the inevitable end of imprisonment 
anyway. 1 have reasons to believe that I will be the only one to serve time.and probation possibly given 
to the other Klansmen, with a fine. 

The Imperial Board, at a meeting in Danville, Virginia on January 18th, decided on the necessity of 
the following: 

1. That every KJansman re-dedicate himself in a concentrated bond of unity to overthrow the shackles 
of tyranny. 

2. We must get the Fiery Cross magazine in the hands of every patriotic American possible, to pro¬ 
mote patriotism and educate the uninformed. 

3. We must raise the funds to relieve the financial pressure on our organization and the dedicated 
Klansmen who stood firm in upholding their oath. 

4. We must not let the Imperial Wizard serve time in vain. 

5. By unanimous decision of the Imperial Board, the Imperial Office will remain as is, with the 
Imperial Kligrapp, Melvin Sexton, assuming the responsibility of executive administrator of all official 
business until such time as the Imperial Wizard is released from prison. 

This project has been designated as “Operation Patriotism”. First, we are asking that every Klans- 
person participate in this project by making a SI0.00 donation for which he or she will receive the Fiery 
Cross magazine for one year, or if you are already receiving the magazine it will be extended for 12 
months upon your present expiration date, or if you so choose, you may have the Fiery Cross sent as a 
gift to a friend for one year.

A state meeting of the Florida Realm of the 
UXA was held on Saturday, February 22, 1969, at 2:30 PM 
at the Orlando unit of the UKA. 

The principle speaker was MELVIN SEXTON, Imperial 
Secretary, who elaborated on the necessity of continued 
growth and the importance of becoming more militant. Mr. 
SEXTON emphasized the need to come out in the open and to 
have more rallies.

cated to the destruction of our 
American way of life. 

“I believe,” Bowie said, 
“that when the forces behind 
the scenes that control bur 
government feel the time : is 
right, they will impose the 
most ruthless kind of mililiry 
dictatorship on the land and 
liquidate all opposition.” 
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It was Dan Zbin who first

For “an initial membership 
fee of $10, Bowie joined the 
Minutemen. For that $10, and 
for three dollars a month dues, 
Bowie was promised a sub¬ 
scription to “On Target,” the 
Minuteman magazine, and the 
monthly “Minuteman Bul¬ 
letin.” 

For ten bucks he signed a 
piepe of paper that pro- 
■ claimed: “To the res tori.tion 
of.our Constitutional Republic, 
to.the defense of the individual 
freedom and to the preserva¬ 
tion of our American heritage, 


we pledge our lives,-ouc, for- 
tuns5-an4our sacred honor.” 

To the Minutemen, Bowie 
wrote, “I understand that you 
are preparing a nationwide 
organization to infiltrate gov¬ 
ernment agencies for purposes 
of espionage in an attempt to 
forestall some of the plans of 
the Conspiracy. 

“in the event of a takeover 
of our country, either 
from within or from without, 
you have secret groups of 
armed" and trained citizens 
ready to take orders and go 
into action against the enemy 
by guerrilla tactics or by any 
other means at hand. 

“I further understand that 
you have many retired, high- 
ranking military officers and 
able civilians who could take 
over the government as a 
temporary patriotic dictator¬ 
ship, if this should ever be¬ 
come necessary. 

“I believe you know,” he 
said, “that no amount of in¬ 
forming the people is going to 
do any real good. 

“The apathetic majority 
will accept a Minuteman gov¬ 
ernment as readily as they 
have accepted the gradual so¬ 
cialization of the constitution¬ 
al government. 

“It’s too late in the game 
for talk,” he said. 

Bowie said all he could see 
in the future was “eventual 
slavery for my children, and 
possible liquidation for my¬ 
self.

As can be seen from the above, the immediate 
tangible results in connect ion with this counterintelligence 
undertaking are widespread and, of course, it is expected that 
other such results will develop as a result of this article.

Characterizations of the UKA on a national 
and state level are contained in the Appendix 
of this memorandum. 


On May 7, 1969, a confidential source advised that 
three members of the Klavern 6, Ft. Lauderdale* Florida, 
departed Ft. Lauderdale on Friday, May 2, 1969, for Pahokee, 
Florida. Upon arrival in Pahokee, the trio met with Richard 
Keen, a local Pahokee Klansman. They also met with Melvin 
Sexton, Reverend James Spears, Imperial Officers of the UKA, 
and a Mr. Peterson, Tuscaloosa, Alabama. The rally was to 
take place a quarter mile north of the Pahokee Airport on 
State Road 715. James Crawford, a local Pahokee Klansman, 
had the responsibility of distributing rally posters. As 
of 9:00 p.m., May 2, 1969, no Klansmen had arrived for the 
rally and the total crowd consisted of John Paul Rogers, 
Florida coordinator of the UKA, and his wife, as well as 
a few children from across the road. Reverend Spears 
felt that the Klan would have suffered great embarrassment 
if a cross was burned, especially since there was no crowd 
to view the burning. 

The Imperial Staff immediately left the area 


and proceeded to Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, arriving at the 
Holiday Inn at State Road 84 and 1-95, Ft. Lauderdale, 
Florida, shortly after midnight, May 2, 1969.

This same confidential source and a second con¬ 
fidential source, advised on May 7, 1969, that most of the 
active members of Klavern 6, Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, had 
prepared the rally grounds located in Davie, Florida, on 
Saturday morning, May 3, 1969. The Imperial Staff had been 
told that approximately 6,000 people would attend the rally. 
The State Meeting was to be held at the Holiday Inn on 
State Road 84 and 1-95 at 3:00 p.m. When the Klansmen 
arrived it was discovered that no arrangements had been 
made for the meeting room at the Holiday Inn. Finally 
the meeting started in Melvin Sexton's room and he stated 
that he liked to be informal at little meetings. By 3:45 p.m 
approximately twenty-two Klansmen were squeezed into his 
room. Finally they were ushered to another regular room, 
however, the beds had been removed and chairs had been 
installed. 

At the meeting, Sexton spoke about the Klan 
growth in the North. He pointed out that in the State of 
Michigan they have sold more "Operation Patriotism" sub¬ 
scriptions than in Florida. 

Reverend Spears did not talk at this meeting, 
however, John Paul Rogers pointed out that sex education 
in the schools is a new Klan target. 

Sexton also mentioned the possibility of Imperial 
Wizard Robert Shelton being released from prison before 
serving his entire year.

At approximately 8:00 p.m.. May 3, 1969, the 
rally, sponsored by Klavern 6 in Davie, Florida, began. 
Klavern 6 Klansman Joe Burd was robed and rode a horse 
attired in appropriate Klan regalia. A. J. Anderson, III, 
Exalted Cyclops of Klavern 6, acted as the emcee. Dan 
Zb in, a local Ft. Lauderdale Klansman, said a few words, 
and John Paul Rogers also gave a short speech on sex in 
the schools. 

Reverend Spears gave the key-note address in 
a racially laden speech that lasted for an hour. He 
told a variety of jokes and gave slanted facts on the 
United Nations, Federal Government, Civil Rights, and 
the United Klans. Spears became quite emotional and 
finally the emcee had to tell him to cease talking and to 
ask for donations. The crowd donated approximately $50 
to the robed Klansman who passed the hat. 

The cross burning ceremony finally began at about 
9:40 p.m., burned for about 10 minutes, and then the crowd 
dispersed. 

There were a total of 14 robed Klansmen at the 
rally which included those from Orlando, Florida. Approxi¬ 
mately 250 "hard core" Klan supporters, including women, were 
at the rally; however, literally dozens of men, women, and 
children, and especially teenagers, were observed as being 
curiosity seekers, who watched the proceedings. 

Needless to say, the turnout was not close to 
that as anticipated by the Imperial Staff.

A source advised on February 27,1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in U, S, 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Xlux Klan, Inc, According to 
the source, the split resulted from a leadership dispute 
and United Klans has the same aims and objectives as the 
parent group. These are the promotion of Americanism, 
white supremacy, and segregation of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Xu Klux 
Klan of America, Inc,, merged! with Alabama Knights, 

Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, The merged organization 
established headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama, (The organization is directed by 
ROBERT SHELTON, Imperial Wizard, and is the dominant Klan 
group in the South, with units in several southern states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the U, S, Klans, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United Klans 
of America, Inc,, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, 

Third source advised on May 25, 1966, that the 
UKA is currently an active organization, with Klaverns in 
several states This source said that ROBERT M. SHELTON 
is the Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected 
to this position on September 5, 1964, at a National 
Klonvocation in Birmingham, Alabama. Source stated that 
during April, 1966, the national office was moved from 
Suite 401, Alston Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the 
carport of SHELTON'S residence, #18 Lake Sherwood, Star 
Route, Northport, Alabama, which space he had converted 
into a room.

Members from Unit #6 Attending were Dan Zbin, James Penny and 
Bill Newell. They departed the work yard of Dan Zbins shortly 
Afer noon on Friday May 2, 1969 in Zbins Pickup truck. 


The trio arrived at Richard Keene office at 3:25PM where they 
were met by Richard Keen, Melvin Sexton, James Spears, and a 
Mr. Peterson from Tuscaloosa Ala. They departed Keens where 
nothing was acomplished t to A Cafe owned by James Crawford. 


The group had lunch at the Countryboy Restaurant, and then 
left for the general location of the Rally grounds. 

The Rally grounds were located approximately ^ Mile N. of the 
Pahokee Airport on SR 715 where the Highway forms a Juncture. 

The Rally was held in the middle of the Junction on State Rd. 
property. 


James Crawford took the responsibility of distributing Rally 
Posters. He hired two Teenage boys to distribute the material. 

Keens Responsibility seemed to be Unclear. His observed contrib¬ 
ution was to furnish a Motel room for the Imerial Staff. 

The Rally materials consisted of a portable generator, a sound 
amplifier, and the Platform located on the rear of Zbins truck, 
this Platform was an old wooden door. 

The Cross was constructed of 4x4 lumber and covered with 
Burlap Bags. The Cross was stood up-right at 8 :PM. 

James Shirley, Texaco Oil distributor, donated the Diesel fuel 
to be used for the Burning. 

As of 9:00PM no public had arrived. No Klansman had arrived, 
the total crowd consisted of John Paul Rogers and wife, and a 
few children from across the road way. 


Rev. Soears felt the Klan would suffer greater erabarrasment 
if the Cross was burned with no crowd. There was also talk 
concerning a State Law requiring a permit to burn a Cross on 
state property. Several times during the evening,sheriff cars 
would drive by, and this caused concern. 

All said it was a most sad affair. Fortunately no newsraedla 
was present to view the Debacle, 

When the Imperial Staff wanted to get out they ment it. They 
left and penny, Zbin and Newell were left to clean up the Grounds. 
They later met at the Motel and followed together to Ft. Lauderdale. 
Arriving shortly after midnight. Zbin had no trouble getting 
them rooms in the Holiday Inn at SR 84.

The meetlhg centered around the recent newspaper article concerning 
the Klan in Broward County. 

Various comments were made relative to the ancestry of Jed Drews the 
News Writer, no mention of violence was discussed. 

Several members were concerned about the image of the Klan as depicted 
and Sam MeBroom had an Idea. He wants Unit ft6 to help feed and care 
for a Colored Man who was beaten because he wanted to work and abstain 
from ’’Handouts". 

It was Discussed, Several members thought it was a good Idea, but 
James Penny thought if the Unit got Involved the Colored man might 
get more Trouble. The Idea was put up as an item for the membership 
to vote on. 

Olen Abernathy told the Officers he had known from a Friend named 
"Art” at the news that there would be a 181 line article about the 
Klan the night before and was told some of the names that would 
appear in the article. 

Lee Gramiras also spoke of his friend that had forwarned him of the 
article. He said that a girlfriend of a Minuteman friend of his 
works at the paper and Informed him of the article at least a week 
in advance. 

Olen Abernathy told of Bob Q,uarterman leaving the Klan and related 
that Jack Mauro had burned all of his Klan Regalia Including his 
Security Guard uniform. 

Arcy Anderson related the problem he had within his Church; He 
had a talk with his pastor and the net result was get out of the 
church or the Kkan 
end of report. 


Observationsj: Arcy is in trouble at home and in church, and may 
withdraw from being an active member. 

All members seem to feel, prompted by Abernathy, the upcoming Rally 
will be a huge Success. 

A few members will drop out but more will join as a result of the 
news. 

a push will be on to bring in new members so the Unit can be 
more active.

Schedual of working parties; 

Heflin, Taylor, Zbin, Abernathy were to meet at the Klavern 
at 8AM to pick up materials for the Rally. Heflin to use his 
trailer. Taylor and zbin thier trucks. 

Cook,Griffin to move Telephone pole from Zbins yard with boom 
truck. All members to meet at Rally Grounds to assist with 
preparations, not later than 9:00AM. 

The group assembled at 9:30AM Saturday, and proceeded in the rain 
to clean up the pasture, build a speakers platform, hook up the 
power and in general assist, because of the rain it was decided 
to provide a tent to help keep materials dry. Newell, Penny and 
Joe Burd went to pick up the tent at Burds shop in Pompano. 
Meanwhile Cook and Phelps were constructing the Cross. Zbin was 
escorting the Imperial Officers with Sam McBroom. 

The morale of the workers was rather low due to a combination 
of events. 

1. The word was out concerning the Rally in Fahokee. 

2. The membership was scared of the poor news a similar 
affair would have in Ft. Lauderdale. 

3. The Rain continued all day and everyone knew how that would 
affect the public. 

4. The recent expose' would keep a great number of the public 
away; especially the sympathizers of the Klan. 

5. A number of members had recently quit the unit and many 
members were contemplating doing the same. 

6. Many of the key members were not present and this caused 
concern. 

The tent crew returned to the Rally site and proceeded to put 
up the tent. V/hile this was in progress the Imperial Car 
arrived with the Staff for an inspection tour. The Imperial 
Staff had been told that approximately 6,000 would turn out. 

It was obvious with the placement of 40 chairs that many people 
were not expected. 

The work crew finished around 2:00PM and went to thier homes 
to clean up for the state meeting to be held at 3:00PM. The 
location was to be the Holiday Inn on State Road 84. 
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When the members began to arrive at the Holiday Inn the 
embarrasment had just begun. There was no meeting hall. 

There had been no arrangements made that were firm. The 

talk began, concerning the pressure put on the Klan by the press. 

John Paul Rogers ran around looking for Zbin,trying to find out 
why there was no room for the meeting. The Meeting started in 
Mr. Sextons room at his behest. Mr. Sexton said he liked to have 
informal little meetings. There were 22 Klansman present in his 
room by 3:45PM. Finally Zbin arrived and said he had gotten the 
management to let the Klan have a reserved meeting room. The room 
was a regular bedroom with the beds removed and chairs installed. 
There was still not enough room but the meeting did not last long. 

' . Mr. Sexton spoke of the Klan growth in. the North. In Michigan, 

for example, he said,they have sold more Operation Patriotism 
subscriptions than Fla. Also they have had more Racial Strife. 

He implied that the Klan could do very well in areas where Racial 
problems abounded. 

Rev Spears did not speak at the meeting, but Rogers did. He 
spoke of Sex education in the schools. A new Klan target. 

Mr. Sexton said that the New*article concerning the Klan was 
so fnessed up" that it could only help the Klan. "in fact it 
was the best thing that could have happened as it helped to 
weed out those who would have run in a tight spot anyway," he 
said. 

Also Sexton spoke of the possibility of Robert Shelton getting 
out early, "don't count on it" he said,"because they will attach 
strings, such as not attending rallys, speaking, etc., etc." 
Apparantly he feels Mr. Shelton would rather spend the year in 
prison as a Martyr. 

After the meeting, James Penny was observed in private conversation 
with Mr. Sexton and Mr. Spears. The trio was too far away to over¬ 
hear all of thler conversation. It concerned Penny's desire to 
help weed out the disenting faction in Unit #6, and the fact 
that some of the Old members resented the proper use of ritual. 

Mr. Spears and Sexton assured that they would back him 100$ and 
that it was his Job to be a Critic, and if he didn't do his job 
someone else would report it to the Imperial Office. 

The members departed the meeting and went back to the Rally grounds. 

Joe Burd, James Penny and Lee Granims were observed having a 
few drinks in the Lounge at the Holiday Inn. Thier conversation 
centered around guns, they left around 6PM, and proceeded to 
the Rally grounds. 

At the Rally grounds, meanwhile, the few working members were 
trying to get the Cross upright. The Crane(Boom) truck was just 
not big enough to do the Job oroperly. The: crew finally got the 
Cross upright and in the process caused many cars to stop and 
watch the "Boondogle" it was a farce watching at least 15 men 
trying to put up a 60 foot Cross, in fact, passerbys got put to 
help. 

As dark approached, the Rally got underway. Joe Burd rode the 
covered horse,. A news man from the Sun-Sentinal came in and 
was escorted to Sam McBroom and then one of the Security Guards 
went around the grounds with the news-man as he took "Approved" 
Pictures. As other News media nersonnel arrived they too were 
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It was decided to have R.L. Wright, the nighthawk, light the 
Cross as a matter of accepetd ritual. 

Unit #12 from Orlando sent approximately 7 members including 
3 of their Security Guards to help with the crowd control. 


Arcy Anderson spoke first, as the MC, and Introduced Dan.Zbin 
after an opening prayer. Zbin did not say much. He did say 
that he thanked the Ft. Lauderdale News for thler slanted opinion 
that would be exposed this evening. Rogers said a few words on Sex. 
Rev. Spears Gave a Racial ladened Speach that lasted for an hour. 
During this time he told a variety of Jokes and gave slanted 
Views on the UN, The Federal Govt., Civil Rights, And the Klan. 


The wind was quite strong and the possibility of Rain existed all 
the while. Rqv Spears was loud but the wind caused distortion to 
the speech and the crowd began to get restless, and some actually 
left. 

Finally Arcy Anderson gave the word to Mr. Spears to cease, and 
ask for donations. The crowd responded by donating §50.21 in the 
Hoods the robed Klansman bassed around.(Same thing as passing the hat) 

The Cross Burning.,Ceremony finally began at 9:40 PM. The news 
Media took a lot of snapshots in the fire light from the Burning 
Cross. 

There were a total of 14 robed Klansman in the Ceremony, and 
that included the Klansman from Orlando. 


After the Cross burned for approximately 10 minutes, the Crowd 
began to disperse. 

The Crowd was estimated to be approximately 1200 Persons counting 
men women and children ana teenagers. There were dozens of 
teenagers that were outside the Rallygrounds as Curiosity seekers, 
there were also scores of Cars parked up and down the road way 
whose occupants never left. There were Hundreds of persons that 
never came into the rally grounds for one reason or another, 
even though Robed Klansman went among them to ask them into the 
Rally grounds. Of the number of "Hardcore" Klan supporters there 
were around 250 persons, including women, Robed and Un-Robed 
Klansman. There v/ere many Klansman present not Robed, perhaps 
as many as 30 or 40. 

Although the crowd turnout wasent anything like the 5-6 thousand 
expected, the Klan Management decided that the Weather, Adverse 
News of recent, and members quiting caused the poor turnout. 

The next Rally is expected to have a better turnout, and the 
Klan membership expects to gain more for thier §600.00 spent 
next time in terms of increased dues paying membership. 

Most of the Klan membership fears the exposure type of coverage 
given by the Ft. Lauderdale News.

BOB ANGOVE came in before meeting started and stated he talked 
to DREWS, the newspaper reporter - and the man gave him 4 
names as to who was talking to the police - also talking to 
him (DREWS) said one of the 4 men called him after a meeting. 
Stated he had a key to building. ANGOVE was standing in 
center of floor and looking toward MC BROOM & OLEN. Stated 
"one of the 4 men is in this room now" I wonder if he was 
talking about himself. 

ABERNATHY stated the lease - fire permit - and insurance for 
rally site was all taken care of. 

ABERNATHY also stated that due to write up in paper ROBERT 
QUARTERMAN had resigned and no one was to talk Klan business 
to him. 

J. PENNY is to take care of getting the spots on Radio WIXX. 

ZBIN gave ANDERSON, III the E.C. a letter which the E.C. 
read to the unit. He also signed it and gave to ABERNATHY 
the mail to the Ft. Lauderdale News as a letter to the editor 
if it is not printed as is then the Unit will vote on to buy 
space to print it. 

The E.C. stated do not gang up outside of the building before 
or after the meeting. 

It was decided on to check ca. man's card and write the Klan 
# down on a sheet with date then if anything comes up they 
could check back and see who was there that night. 
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It vas brought up that no names will appear in the notes 
taken at meetings - to use their no's.

The Regular meeting of Unit #6 ooened at 8:35 PM with the 
admission to the Klavern of a new member, Earl Cook, Brother 
of Jack Cook.

Present at the Klavern before the meeting was Robert Angove 
who snoke of the need to find the Source of the leak within 
Unit #6. He further stated the need for the use of Lie Detector 
tests and Sodium Pentathol . He also told of his visit with 
Jed Drews of the Ft. Lauderdale News; Drews told him, he said, 
that a member of the unit had given him a key to the Klavern and 
supplied him with a membership list. He said he did not even 
know most of the names on the list but knew the names of several. 
on the list. He also stated that Drews said there were no "BUGS" 
in the Klavern. Angove left as the meeting was to open. 

Sam McBroom told the members the Imperial Board will arrive 
with the equipment required to find out If the Klavern was 
"Bugged". They would also be able to help In uncovering the 
source of the "LEAK”. 

Olln Abernathy said that Bob Quarterman was dissident and had 
quit the Klan, and was calling other members to also have them 
leave for thier own good* Arcy told the members not to discuss 
any Klan Business with Quarterman. 
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Arcy asked the officers to explain the various actions taken at 
the officers meeting. 

Olln told of the defections within the ranks concemlng"one"or 
"two" dissident members which would be offset by a projected 
increased membership and that Is was better to shake out the 
shakey members now rather than when it got "rough". 

Arcy told of Lee Granlms relating how a friend of Granlms had 
found out a week in advance that the News would print a Story 
concerning the Klan. 

James Penny related the Image suggestion of Sam McBrooms. He 
said Sam had come up with the idea to help the image by giving 
aid to a Colored Family whose Breadwinner was injured by militant 
Negros while trying to get a Job. Arcy mentioned a figure of 
$20.00 worth of food to start with. Then he entertained a 
motion of a member to help this family with no Klan publicity. 

R.L. Wright made the Motion and It was Seconded, On the 
Discussion, Dan Zbin spoke favorably,saying he had that day 
personally talked to Mr. Gore of the Newspaper. Mr. Gore was, 
he said, impressed with the idea that the Klan would help a 
colored family. Jack Cook spoke against helping any Nigger, 

James Penny said It would cause more damage to the Colored man 
than good, and Carl Carlstdet sald"we could more good If we helped 
a poor white family". Arcy asked once again for any and all 
to speak on the matter befor the vote or never again mention the 
matter. The vote was Two for "help" and the rest against. 

R.L. Wright and Chip Frey were for.

Dan Zbln read three aoplicatlons for membership. 

Earl Cook was not comoletely initiated since Olin Abernathy 
did not bring the "Oath* as he was not going to carry any Klan 
material with him a3 a precautionary measure. 

Dan Zbin produced a letter to be sent to the Ft. Lauderdale 
News. 

Arcy Anderson Read it aloud. The Gist of the letter was to 
gain a more favorable image through the news media. 

There was discussion whether or not to pay to place the letter 
in the paper as an open letter. 

The cost,according to Zbln,would be #173*00. It was decided 
the best way would be to try to get the letter published by 
the naner free and if it did not get published an attempt would 
be made to have an ad run. 

Arcy Signed the letter as EC. 

Olen Abernathy had made a "PICK-UP", he said, of the Klan 
printing negatives from Bob Quarterman. He gave them to 
James Penny to burn but McBroom had already made'arraingementB 
with Zbin to burn the whole can of incriminating material so 
it was decided to put the garbage canVof material in the rear 
of Zblns truck. full 

Anderson stated a few new rules. 

1. No discussion of Klan business by telephone. 

2. All members attending meeting to show klan Card to Chip Frey 
for the recording of the Members number so that a record of those 
attending can be maintained.

The first order of business was the discussion concerning 
The Secret Initiation of 12 new members. 

This caused most of the discussion and brought a complete airing 
of the action. The suspicion that one or two members ran the 
affair was not erased.

The next matter of concern was the indiscretion of Dan Zbin 
and the possibility of his having lied to the EC. Previousley 
Zbin had been advised not to send letters to the Imperial office 
unless they had been cleared by the EC.

III. TANGIBLE RESULTS 
UKA 

Klavern 6, Ft. Lauderdale, Fla . 

In 2/69, the Bureau authorized Miami to contact 
the Managing Editor of the "Ft. Lauderdale News” relative 
to a follow-up article on activities of Klavern 6 in Ft. 
Lauderdale. The "Ft. Lauderdale News" on 4/25&25/69 published 
a two article series,each consuming one full page in the 
"Ft. Lauderdale News" re Klan activity in Broward County. 

The tangible results from this article have been outstanding 
in the disruption of Klavern 6 with the effects still being 
noted during each Klavern meeting. 

The principle tangible results Indicate a mistrust 
and suspicion between the various members of Klavern 6. 

Other tangible results are as follows: 

1. Informants report widespread dissension in 
Klavern with everyone being suspected as possible source of 
information used by newspaper in preparation of article. 

2. Suspicion that number of members are talking 
to persons outside Klan, which is directly or indirectly 
responsible for article being prepared. 

3. Suspicion that newspaper has developed and 
is operating informants within the Klavern itself, and has 
installed electronic devices from which information obtained.

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4. ROBERT QUARTERMAN, former Klallff (Vice 
President) has publicly renunciated Klan membership and 
resigned. 

It should be noted that QUARTERMAN, according 
to our sources, mas one of the most militant members of 
Klavern 6. In addition, QUARTERMAN did all of the printing 
for the Klavern and they are now concerned that they mill 
have to pay for such printing in the future. 

... 5. JACK MAURO, Klexter (Outer Guard),has resigned, 

burned his robe and security guard uniform. Additionally, 

MAURO is owner of Jack*s Plumbing concern at which 4 other 
Klavern 6 members were employed. This undoubtedly will have some 
effect upon their employment. 

6. Klavern leaders believed the newspaper exposure 
of the Klan affected the Ft. Lauderdale rally held 5/3/69 
where the Klan spent over $600.00 in expenses and recovered 
only. $50.00 from donations. 

\ 7. Special meetings have been held by Klavern 

leaders in an effort to find ways to prevent leaks and 
prevent members from discussing Klan activity outside of the 
Klan meeting. They have recently proposed the hiring of a 
private detective to lecture to the Klavern on "bugging" and 
to examine the Klavern meeting hall for "bugs". In addition, 

Klan leaders have again proposed that lie detector tests be 
given to all members of Klavern 6. 

8. A. J. ANDERSON, who has been active in Klavern 
6 since the beginning,recently indicated he intends to resign 
from the Klavern in view of the mistrust and dissension 
among the leaders of the Klavern.

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INTRODUCTION 

You are about to read one of the most shocking accounts of the brazen and terrorist 
Black Militant Sneak Operations yet perpetrated to white American Citizens. 

As you read this summary of a minute by minute factual report on the actual events that 
took place you are sure to be appalled and yet this is merely one more incident, on a lengthy 
list, that has happened in white communities throughout the country. 

At the conclusion you will find our answer as to what we propose to do to end this com¬ 
munist inspired negro revolt against the White Citizens of America. 

ACTUAL EVENTS THAT TRANSPIRED IN MIDDLETOWN, N.C. ON JULY 4, 1969 

On July 4, 1969 around 4 o'clock in the afternoon two negroes in a car blocked the road in 
front of Al Gibbs’ home near our Rally site in Middletown, North Carolina and refused to let a 
white lady driving a Rambler automobile pass. Some of our people asked them to move. 
They started cursing the white people and appeared to be drunk. Our people asked them 
again to move on and the negro in the right front seat stuck a rifle out the window of the 
car and fired. The negro driver flashed a nickel plated pistol. At this point the white people, 
after having been fired at, fired several shots at the car. 

The Highway Patrol were called in and some came about an hour later. In the meantime 
the number of negroes around the rally site increased. Sgt. Smith, the investigating officer, 
said there was one bullet hole in the windshield of the negroes car and that it was fired from 
the outside into the automobile. There was never at anytime any white people in front of 
the automobile, this shot had to have been fired by the negroes themselves. 

Joe Bryant, in charge of the rally, asked Sgt. Smith of the Highway Patrol to remove the 
negroes that had gathered. Sgt. Smith said he had called for more help and if everybody 
would go inside the house he would have plenty of help in forty-five minutes to clear the 
negroes out. It was about an hour and a half before any more help arrived and (hey did 
not attempt to move the negroes. 

At approximately 8:15 Sgt. Smith told Joe Bryant to go ahead and start the Rally. More 
negroes had been gathering all this time and were cursing the white people and threatening 
to burn their homes, the building we were in and shouting insults and vile language at all the 
white people. It was not enough that they were shouting obscene language in the presence 
of the women and children, but they were yelling Black Power during the entire time. 
They kept disrupting the speakers by yelling and singing which made it near impossible to 
continue at times, but the white people remained calm and as attentative as possible. The 
officers, instead of trying to move the negroes back or trying to stop them from using the 
vile and abusive language, stood in the road and chatted amicably with them. 

Again and again Sgt. Smith was asked by Joe Bryant to anest the negroes or at least 
move them away from the area. Sgt. Smith would reply: they have done nothing and they 
arc standing in a public road. Finally Joe Bryant called Sgt. Smith to the side of (he plat¬ 
form and told him that he had asked him several times to move the negroes back and that 
now he was asking hint for the last time, before two witnesses, to move the negroes and also 
stated he would swear out a warrant for the arrest of the negroes. Sgt. Smith replied, you 
don’t need two witnesses and repeated the negroes are on a public road and have a right to 
be there. At this point Joe Bryant, knowing the white people were tiring of this abuse, told 
Sgt. Smith we have obeyed all your orders and you have not moved the negroes, which you 
said you would do, and if you do not move the negroes I cannot be responsible for holding 
the white people back any longer, and now I am asking you for the last time to move the 
negroes. 

Sgt. Smith returned to the road and gave orders to his men to move the negroes back. 
They moved the negroes about 30 or 40 yards down the road. During all this time the 
negroes had been openly drinking whiskey and beer and throwing the bottles and cans down. 

The Rally continued, but the negroes kept hollering and cursing from the intersection 
where the patrolmen had moved them. 

When the rally was closing a cross lighting ceremony was held and in the light of the 
burning cross a shot was fired from the crowd of negroes between and near an old store at 
the intersection and a bridge. Two more shots were fired by the negroes from the comer of 
the Post Office across the bridge. All these shots struck the house the women and children 
were in. The women and children started screaming and crying and the white people started 
firing back. The women and children were told to get on the floor and all the lights were 
turned out. 

When the firing ceased someone shouted to shoot the street light out, but after three or 
four shots were fired by some unknown person the light was still biurning and the patrolmen 
shouted “stop that firing” and ran back into the yard and started taking the weapons away 
from the white people. One patrolman shouted to Sgt. Smith, this man has a rifle pointed 
out the window. The elderly man denied this charge. The patrolmen rushed into the house 
and grabbed the man and Sgt. Smith hit him with a blackjack. 
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After taking all the weapons away from the white people, they told tkiiOago out the 
door and everyon^B^Brched at the door, including the women and I^B^Bcverybody 
to leave. Sgt. SmlH^Pe orders to arrest Joe Bryant and that preache^^SRpears) and 
all Security Guards. He never at anytime made any attempt to arrest the negroes. 

While the white people were attempting to' leave the scene, another shot was fired by the 
negroes. One patrolman was struck with some shots. The patrolmen did not return the fire 
and all the white people had been disarmed and therefore could not, but fortunately that 
was the last of the shooting. Still the arresting officers made no attempt to arrest any 
negroes. • 

The seventeen white men were directed to the Swanquarter courthouse where three 
were charged with inciting a riot, all seventeen were charged with aiding and abetting in a 
riot and damaging property less than $1,500.00 and one was charged with resisting arrest. 
All were later released on bonds ranging from SI50.00 to S500.00. 

CONCLUSION 

Now that you have read the facts, we must add here that from the very beginning of this 
fiasco, the controlled news media told the story as being a “shoot out” and carefully con¬ 
cealed the facts that the Klansmen were in peaceful assembly on private property and the 
target of a planned armed militant attack. 

As much as we dislike asking for financial support, we (The Imperial Wizard, the Board 
and myself) feel this case is of the utmost importance to the salvation of this organization as 
we go to battle for our seventeen brothers. 

As you know wc have been harrassed and intimidated from the very beginning of the con¬ 
ception of the United Klans of America, but with your dedicated help, we have survived 
other storms. The seventeen men arrested on false trumped up charges are the caliber of 
men rarely found in any organization. Their names are as follows, and l‘m sure you will 
recognize at least a few of these’dedicatcd klansmen as your noble brothers: Dr. Joe Bryant, 
Rev. James Spears, Dean Williams, Ronald E. Batts, Charles H. Bozell, Elijah “Buddy” Pate, 
David L. Daughtridge, L.E. Daughtry, Cecil Wm. Brown, Thomas C. Curlings, James E. 
Scott, Jessie Mathews, Donald Hattcin, Janies M. Booth, Edward Dawson, Gene Perry and 
Robert L. Payne. 

This is your organization Patriots, and these men are your brothers. It might be well to 
remember that it could have been your own wife or child, lying on the floor in fear for their 
lives, in the bullet riddled building that these brothers had to protect. 

The Imperial Wizard, the Board and myself, feel this case warrants special attention and 
should be fought, as we finally have irrevocable evidence that the negroes mentioned in the 
above summary were wholly responsible for the events that transpired and that law enforce¬ 
ment officers have been rendered helpless to do their job because of the fear the Justice 
Department has instilled in any officer who defends the white man's position against the 
negroes. 

As you well know our previous defense fund has long been exhausted and so, in order to 
fight this and other cases with the best possible attorney, who believes in our cause and will 
render us justice, we are setting up a UNITED DEFENSE FUND that will enable us to carry 
on our never ending battle to preserve our traditional American way of life. 

Wc have set up the UNITED DEFENSE FUND as a separate branch of the United Klans 
of America and Alabama Rescue Service. The UNIJED DEFENSE FUND will be controlled 
by the Board of Trustees named on this letter. Your donations to this fund entitles you to 
receive professional legal services against any legitimate case deemed Klan Business, and such 
case will immediately be defended upon the vote of approval by the Board of Trustees from 
your State and the Imperial Board. 

We have retained the international famous attorney, Arthur J. Hanes. This patriotic man has 
made tremendous financial sacrifices in the past and was relieved from the James Earl Ray case 
on the killing of Martin Luther King without'pay. Therefore due to these circumstances he 
said that he would start on the case and fight it to hell and back as soon as I gave him a check 
for 512,500. Wc are fortunate to be able to obtain such a well known attorney to defend us 
and Klansmen I am asking you to support this fund, so that we can build a fund that will put 
the fear of God into the one worlders, and destroyers of our great nation. 

You may begin by emptying your treasures into this UNITED DEFENSE FUND, which 
will enable your organization to benefit you a thousand fold. May God enable your help to 
be the salvation of our nation.

On July 4, 1969 around 4 o'clock in the afternoon two negroes in a car blocked the road in 
front of Al Gibbs' home near our Rally site in Middletown, North Carolina and refused to let a 
white Lady driving a Rambler automobile pass. Some of our people asked them to move. 
They started cursing the white people and appeared to be drunk. Our people asked them 
again to move on and the negro in the right front seat stuck a rifle out the window of the 
car and fired. The negro driver flashed a nickel plated pistol. At this point the white people, 
after having been fired at, fired several shots at the car. 

The Highway Patrol were called in and some came about an hour later. In the meantime 
the number of negroes around the rally site increased. Sgt. Smith, the investigating officer, 
said there was one bullet hole in the windshield of the negroes car and that it was fired from 
the outside into the automobile. There was never at anytime any white people in front of 
the automobile, this shot had to have been fired by the negroes themselves. 

Joe Bryant, in charge of the rally, asked Sgt; Smith of the Highway Patrol to remove the 
negroes that had gathered. Sgt. Smith said he had called for more help and if everybody 
would go inside the house he would have plenty of help in forty-five minutes to clear the 
negroes out. It was about nil hour and a half before any more help arrived and they did 
not attempt to move the negroes. 

At approximately 8:15 Sgt. Smith told Joe Bryant to go ahead and start the Rally. More 
negroes had been gathering all this time and were cursing the white people and threatening 
to bum their homes, the building wc were in and shouting insults and vile language at all the 
white people. It was not enough that they were shouting obscene language in the presence 
of the women and children, but they were yelling Black Power during the entire time. 
They kept disrupting the speakers by yelling and singing which made it near impossible to 
continue at times, but the white people remained calm and as attentative as possible. The 
officers, instead of trying to move the negroes back or trying to stop them from using the 
vile and abusive language, stood in the road and chatted amicably with them. 

Again and again Sgt. Smith was asked by Joe Bryant to arcest the negroes or at least 
move them away from the area. Sgt. Smith would reply; they have done nothing and they 
are standing in a public road. Finally Joe Bryant called Sgt. Smith to the side of the plat¬ 
form and told him that he had asked him several times to move the negroes back and that 
now he was asking him for the last time, before two witnesses, to move the negroes and also 
stated he would swear out a warrant for the arrest of the negroes. Sgt. Smith replied, you 
don’t need two witnesses and repeated the negroes are on a public road and have a right to 
be there. At this point Joe Bryant, knowing the white people were tiring of this abuse, told 
Sgt. Smith we have obeyed all your orders and you have not moved the negroes, which you 
said you would do, and if you do not move the negroes I cannot be responsible for holding 
the white people back any longer, and now I am asking you for the last time to move the 
negroes. 

Sgt. Smith returned to the road and gave orders to his men to move the negroes back. 
They moved the negroes about 30 or 40 yards down the road. During all this time tire 
negrucs had been openly drinking whiskey and beer and throwing the bottles and cans down; 

The Rally continued, but the negroes kept hollering and cursing from the intersection.- 
where the patrolmen had moved them. 

When the rally was'closing a cross lighting ceremony was held and in the light of the ' 
burning cross a shot was fired from the crowd of negroes between and near an old store at 
the intersection and a bridge. Two more shots were fired by the negroes from the corner of 
the Post Office across the bridge. All these shots struck the house the women and children 
were in. - -The women and children started screaming and crying and the white people started 
firing back. The women and children were told to get on the floor and all the lights were 
turned out. • 

" When the firing ceased someone shouted ter shoot the street light out, but after three or 
four shots were fired by some unknown person the light was still burning and the patrolmen 
shouted “stop that firing" and ran back into the yard and started taking the weapons away 
from the white people. One patrolman shouted to Sgt. Smith, this man has a rifle pointed 
out the window. The elderly man denied this charge. The patrolmen rushed into the house 
and grabbed the man and Sgt. Smith hit him with a blackjack. 
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After taking all Uie^ttapons away from the white people, they told^mi^to go out the 
door and cvcryon^B^Arched at the door, including the women and ^H^Bcvcrybody 
to leave. Sgt. Snra^^W orders to arrest Joe Bryant and that preache^^t^^pcars) and 
all Security Guards. He never at anytime made any attempt to arrest the negroes. 

While the white people were attcmplingto' leave the scene, another shot was fired by the 
negroes. One patrolman was struck with some shots. The patrolmen did not return the fire 
and all the white people had been disarmed and therefore could not, but fortunately that 
was the last of the shooting. Still the arresting officers made no attempt to arrest any 
negroes. . 

The seventeen white men were. directed to the Swanquarter courthouse where three 
were charged with inciting a riot, all seventeen were charged with aiding and abetting in a 
riot and damaging property less than SI,500.00 and one was charged with resisting arrest. 
All were later released on bonds ranging from S150.00 to S500.00. 

CONCLUSION 

Now that you have read the facts, we must add here that from the very beginning of this 
fiasco, the controlled news media told the story as being a “shoot out" and carefully con¬ 
cealed the facts that the Klansmen were in peaceful assembly on private property and the 
target of a planned armed militant attack. 

As much as we dislike asking for financial support, we (The Imperial Wizard, the Board 
and myself) feel this case is of the utmost importance to the salvation of this organization as 
we go to battle for our seventeen brothers. 

As you know we have been harrassed and intimidated from the very beginning of the con¬ 
ception of the United Klans of America, but with your dedicated help, we have survived 
other storms. The seventeen men arrested on false trumped up charges are the caliber of 
men rarely found in any organization. Their names are as follows, and I‘in sure you will 
recognize at least a few of these dedicated Klansmen as your noble brothers: Dr. Joe Bryant, 
Rev. James Spears, Dean Williams, Ronald E. Batts, Charles H. Bozcll, Elijah “Buddy” Pate, 
David L. Daughtridge, L.E. Daughtry, Cecil Wm. Brown, Thomas G. Curlings, James E. 
Scott, Jessie Mathews, Donald Hattcm, James M. Booth, Edward Dawson, Gene Perry and 
Robert L. Payne. 

This is your organization Patriots, and these men are your brothers. It might be well to 
remember that it could liave been your own wife or child, lying on the floor in fear for their 
lives, in the bullet riddled building that these brothers had to protect. 

The Imperial Wizard, the Board and myself, feel this case warrants special attention and 
should be fought, as we finally have irrevocable evidence that the negroes mentioned in the 
above summary were wholly responsible for the events that transpired and that law enforce¬ 
ment officers have been rendered helpless to do their job because of the fear the Justice 
Department has instilled in any officer who defends the white man's position against the 
negroes. 

As you well know our previous defense fund has long been exhausted and so, in order to 
fight this and other cases with the best possible attorney, who believes in our cause and will 
render us justice, we are setting up a UNITED DEFENSE FUND that will enable us to carry 
on our never ending battle to preserve our traditional American way of life. 

We have set up the UNITED DEFENSE FUND as a separate branch of the United Klans 
of America and Alabama Rescue Service. The UNIJED DEFENSE FUND will be controlled 
by the Board of Trustees named on this letter. Your donations to this fund entitles you to 
receive professional legal services against any legitimate case deemed Klan Business, and such 
case will immediately be defended upon the vote of approval by the Board of Trustees from 
your State and the Imperial Board. 

We have retained the international famous attorney, Arthur J. Hanes. This patriotic man has 
made tremendous financial sacrifices in the past and was relieved from the James Earl Ray case 
on the killing of Martin Luther King without pay. Therefore due to these circumstances he 
said that he would start on the case and fight it to hell and back as soon as I gave him a check 
for $12,500. We are fortunate to be able to obtain such a well known attorney to defend us 
and Klansmen I am asking you to support this fund, so that w r e can build a fund that will put 
the fear of God into the one worlders, and destroyers of our great nation. 

You may begin by emptying your treasures into this UNITED DEFENSE FUND, which 
will enable your organization to benefit you a thousand fold. May God enable your help to 
be the salvation of our nation. 

Klansmen, Friends, and fellow patriots, we have at hand the opportunity to put some 
justice back into our courts, won't you please send in your donations before July 16, 1969, 
as this is the date set for the trial of the seventeen men arrested in Middletown, North Carolina 
and we must be able to have legal representation at this trial. 

Your donation to the UNITED DEFENSE FUND will be deposited in a Special bank 
account and in the future we will have ready funds to defend ourselves against this outright 
disregard of our (White People) rights. 

Upon receipt of any unit or individual donation the donator will receive a certificate of Merit 
printed in gold, naming the amount and unit number or individual's name in Ole English 
lettering.

Esteemed Klansmen and Klansladies: 


We, members of the Imperial Board, have known for sometime that the time would come when it would 
be necessary for us to have a United Defense Fund for the purpose of defending Klansmen or Klansladies 
who are willing to speak out and stand firm for Cod, Country, our purposes and principles, rather than 
submit to the tactics of the bureaucrats and move silently in the background and .await the take over. 
Time after time we have witnessed the harrassment tactics of the Federal bureaucrats, the break down in 
law and order and the injustice in our courts. It was plain, for the whole world to see, when our Imperial 
Wizard and other leaders were carried to prison for contempt, that justice no longer prevailed in our Land. 

Again and again, case after case which you are familariy with and would be too lengthy for us to print 
in this letter, we have fought these battles in the courts one at a time. The United Defense Fund would 
assure us of immediate funds when such emergencies arise, and would guarantee every Klansman or Klans- 
lady legal defense council in event he or she falls victim to the harrassment type arrest as has been before. 

In order to build this United Defense Fund and KEEP IT, it will be necessary for every Unit to abide 
by the following By-laws and mail assessments to United Defense Fund, P.O. Box 2369, Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. These assessments will be deposited in a Special account (United Defense Fund) and held in 
escrow for future legal council. When it becomes necessary to employ legal council, the total amount of 
the cost will be drawn from the United Defense Fund and each Unit will be notified, as soon as possible, of 
the amount of the pro-rated assessment needed to replenish this Fund. 

BY-LAWS of UNITED DEFENSE FUND 

Units with membership of 50 or less are assessed S200.00. 

Units with membership of 51 to 100 are assessed S300.00. 

Units with membership of 101 to 150 are assessed S400.00. 

Units with membership of 151 to 200 are assessed S500.00, and so on. 

All Units are required to increase their assessment SI00.00 when membership increases above first stated 
figure. 

After the United Defense Fund is established and in event it becomes necessary to use any of the funds 
accumulated—When total cost of legal council is known for each case, then and only then will every 
Unit in the United Kians of America be informed of its pro-rated assessment for the case. 

Each Unit will be required to send in its assessment to replenish the Fund, the total cost of the case. 
This assessment will be based on the number of Units participating and the size of each Unit. 

Every Unit will be assessed a portion of the cost of each case, no matter where the case is being fought. 
In event any Klansman or Klanslady is arrested for speaking out or standing up for God, Country and the 
principles of this organization, while in the line of duty representing the United Kians of America, he 
should contact the trustees from his or her state and request legal counsel. 

The Trustees should then bring this to the attention of the Imperial Board and they in turn will validate • 
said case for payment. 

It is imperative that every Unit send in their initial assessment, whether it be S200.00, S300.00, $400.00, 
etc., to this fund immediately. To realize our purpose we must raise this fund to $50,000.00 or more. 
With this kind of a showing we can put the fear of God into the destroyers of our great nation, return law 
and order to our country and bring justice back into our courts but we must act immediately. 

Each of us enjoy our social fraternal meetings but let us not forget our real purpose for meeting. To 
accomplish this purpose all Units and States must unite their efforts and make the United Defense 
Fund a success, realizing victory or defeat for all. And my brothers, whether you believe it or not our 
Country is in grave danger from aggressors, who are attempting to destroy it through violence, and corrup¬ 
tion. We pledge»to go with you to death if necessary to prevent this great tragedy, but we need your 
assurance that you are ready and willing to bind yourselves by an unyielding tie to carry out our purpose.

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LESSON SIXTEEN 


KLANS 

• • • - : : 

ARTICLE XVIII 

This lesson should be carefully studied as a know¬ 
ledge of its contents will enable Klansmen to avoid 
many mistakes and to function intelligently as a 
member of their own particular Klan. The provisions 
are clear and explicit. There need be no guessing 
nor doubting, but there docs need to be conformity 


to the law as set forth here.

I. INSTITUTION OF KLANS: 

1. Unorganized Realms: 

(a) In states having no Realm organization the 
King Klcagle shall be the judge of the location to 
institute a new Klan. 

2. Disbandment of any Provisional Klan: 

(a) The Grand Dragon in Realm organizations, 

or the Imperial Board in states without Realm organiza- 
¥ • 

tion, shall, upon being authorized by the Imperial 
Wizard, upon recommendation of the Imperial Board 
have power to order the disbandment of any pro¬ 
visional Klan for the same cause that the charter of 
a chartered Klan maybe revoked; and such order of 
disbandment shall have the. same effect as a revoca¬ 
tion of the charter of a Chartered Klan. 

3. Applicants: 

(a) Are to be voted on: Upon the organization 
of a Klan, a vote shall be had on the petitioners, and 
if there be three negative votes cast on the ballot as a 
whole, then an individual ballot shall be had by the 
balloting on the petitioners one at a time, three 
negative ballots rejecting. 

(b) Challenging an applicant: After a Klan has 
been organized and prior to the issuance and closing 
of its charter, charter applicants must be submitted 
to the Klan in Klonklave assembled. 


(c) Method of challenging: If any Klansman 
present knows any just reason that disqualifies an 
applicant for membership, he must rise to his feet 
and challenge that applicant and state his reasons for 
so doing. 

(d) Investigation by the Klokann: This done, 
the Provisional Exalted Cyclops, or the Kleagle in 
charge acting as such, shall refer the application to 
the Klokann and the Klokann shall investigate the 
application on the basis of the grounds of objection. 

(e) Findings to be reported: And they shall re¬ 
port such applicant at the next subsequent Klonklave, 
if possible, or at which Klonklave final action shall be 
taken. 

(f) Rejected Applicant: An applicant who has been 
finally rejected cannot apply again until after the 
expiration of twelve months from date of rejection. 

(g) Prescribed report: If after a careful investi¬ 
gation the Klokann finds that the objector was in 
error, they shall report accordingly and recommend 
the passage of the applicant, and the Klan shall take 
definite and final action on the report of the Klokann. 

3.-B APPLICANTS CONTINUED: 

(a) Method of presenting applicant in Chartered 
Klans: Applications for membership in chartered Klans 
shall be read three times in Klonklave assembly, and 





an opportunity given each member present to make 
objections. 

(b) Objections: All objections maybe made in 
writing, signed by the objector and delivered to Klokann, 
whose duty it shall be to investigate the objections and 
make their findings and report the same to the Klan 
body for its adoption or rejection. All petitions must 
be made in writing on Form K-115. 

3. -C REJECTED APPLICANTS: 

(a) An applicant who has been finally rejected 
cannot apply again until after the expiration of twelve 
months from date of rejection and shall be within 
the jurisdiction of that Klan for a period of three 
years. 

(b) Provision for special dispensation: Provided, 
however, upon request of the Klokann of that Klan 
through regular channels the Grand Dragon and Staff 
of Organized Realms or the Imperial Wizard and 
Staff in unorganized states, a special dispensation may 
be granted ordering another ballot taken immediately. 

4. Duty of Klansman presenting name of applicant: 
A Klansman who presents the name of an applicant 
for membership in this Order must know the applicant 
'personally and be familiar with his qualifications accord¬ 
ing to this Constitution and Laws. 

(a) Further duty of Klansman presenting name of 
applicant: All members of a Klan must faithfully 
guard the portal of the Invisible Empire so that no 
person not qualified to enter therein shall be admitted. 


5. Klectokon to be returned to rejected applicant: 
In the event a petitioner or an applicant is denied 
membership in this order, the sum of his Klectokon 
shall be immediately returned to him. 

6. Objections and rejections to be kept sacred: All 
actions of a Klan in rejecting an applicant for member¬ 
ship, as to the Votes cast, and by whom objections 
were made, are a positive secret of this Order. 

(a) Penalty for violation: Members who have 
knowledge of same and divulge or intimate in the 
slightest degree or cause such knowledge to be in any 
way communicated to any person not a member, 
shall be at once banished from the Invisible Empire 
for the violation of his oath. 

7. Chartering a Klan: 

(a) When the required number of charter peti¬ 
tioners have been obtained in a community where a 
Klan is to be located, a regular petition for the 
issuance of charter shall be forwarded to the Imperial 
Wizard through regular channels. 

(b) Petition must give Certain Information: Such 
petition must give the name selected for the Klan, 
time of the meeting of regular Klonklave and must be 
signed by the Kleagle in charge of the officers, giving 
the address of that Klan. 

The Klan Charter shall be dealt with in the next 
lesson. Pointing out the assurances and responsibilities 
of petitioners as well as the powers, privileges and 
prerogatives conferred upon them.

A Rally was held at the Orlando Klavern(Unit #12) on November 
1, 1969. The Ladies Aux. provided a Chicken and Rib Dinner for 
the public attending, the Rally. The fee was §2.OO/person for dinner. 

The Crowd turnout was estimated at 40-60 Non Klansmen. The 
weather was inclement and water was standing on the Rally Grounds. 

, The number of Robed Klansmen varied but was estimated at 22. The 

actual count at the Cross Burning was 19, and included two women. 

The Cross Burning Ceremony was considered a failure; The 
Klansman in charge couldn't get a lighter or match to work. They 
could not get the torches to light for a long time. The Ceremony 
was marred by torches going out and the Main Cross did not catch 
, fire quickly and people left long before the cross burned out. 

Several persons spoke to the crowd as "official Speakers M of 
the Klan. They were: "Bud", Unit #12 acting Klaliff, Subject, Sex 
in- Schools; John Paul Rogers, Sex in Schools; Ed Jones, Unit #12 
EC, Niggers integrating the white school system; Fred Kuehner, 
Manager Fiery Cross Magazine, Patriotism and the importance .of 
law and order. Kelvin Sexton, Imnerlal Kligrapp, Helping the Law 
and sto-oping Crime paused by the Mafia and.others. The response 
from the crowd was less than enthusiastic. 

The Rally, for all practical purposes, was over at IOjJOPK. 

The Imperial Rep re sen at ives, Kuehoer and Sexton, along, with 
Unit #6 RepresenatIves Abernathy and McBroom retired to the Reinada 
Inn,where they were staying, and'had a few drinks together.

Date: Feb 2, 1970 

Just Prior to the Regular meeting schedualed for this night 
an officers meeting was held with the following Officers Present 
and the New Grand Dragon of Florida: John Paul Rogers, 

James Penny EC, Dan Zbin, Lonnie Smith, Buck Mattern, Olen 
Abernathy, Dick Brainard, Sam McBroom, Bill Phelps, Rev. Chandonnet 
Gus Johnson, Gary Wycall.

The subject of the meeting was the advisiability of dividing 
Unit #6 into two units. The discussion following covered pro and 
con effects and possibilities. The majority of the members of 
the meeting desired or thought that two units could work together. 

The discussion soon shifted to that of dissention witin Unit //6. 

John Paul Rogers wanted to get to the bottom of the problem and 
asked for the facts concerning a recent allegation concerning 
Charges planned or pending. 

Phelps^ restated his complaint of recent concerning the lack of 
confidence in the EC(Penny) and the charges of neglect of duty 
in promoting KlanKraft. He also told of smelling Booze on Pennys 
breath at the Rally. Rogers said the political charges did not 
amount to anything but that he was concerned about the drinking 
charge. Rogers Asked every member if he had actually smelled 
drink on Pennys breath. Olen Abernathy stated that Penny had 
taken him to the Bus Depot after the Rally and had been with him 
at least 45 Minutes and he did not smell or notice anything wrong. 
Rev Chandonnet, Phelps, Mattern, and Zbin said they thought they 
did smell boose on pennys breath at the Rally. Rogers gave a 
Stern Lecture on this petty backbiting and said in view of the 
number of witnesses he would place Penny on 60 days probation 
and this matter never had better leave the meeting room. 

The officers proceeded to the meeting across the yard from Zbins 
office and proceeded with the meeting. t ‘ 

At the meeting the subject of dividing the unit brought sharp 
dissention from the members on the floor. Jess Taylor spoke 
out aginst this move. Zbin apparantly thought the matter had 
gotten out of hand and moved to table the matter for a two week 
period to allow more members to think about the proposal; 

John Paul Rogers said he was neither for or against the move DUt 
that it v/as up to the members to decide. 

No other Business was discussed and the meeting was closed at 
10:30PM. '

Miami continues to maintain close contact 
with News Director, GENE STRUL, WCKT TV, Channel 7, Miami, 
Fla., relative to a possible follow-up film on Klan 
j ^a ctivity in South Fla. 

Imperial Wizard ROBERT M. SHELTON, UKA, 
Tuscaloosa, Ala., will be in South Fla. during the latter 
part of Feb., 1970, and is scheduled to appear on Channel 
7, Florida Forum program, a half hour panel type program 
aired in South Fla. on Sunday evening. A list of questions 
have been submitted to the Bureau by Miami and Birmingham 
for Bureau approval to be submitted to Channel 7 for use 
on the panel program. The filming of the program is 
scheduled for 1:30 p.m., 2/27/70. 
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Miami is re-submitting a proposal to utilize the 
"Ft. Lauderdale News" to expose Klavern 6, Ft. Lauderdale, 
Fla., in utilizing a new Klan building in violation of 
municipal codes. This proposal «as previously submitted 
and it was suggested by the Bureau to advise municipal 
authorities of the misuse of the building, thereby 
permitting them to take appropriate measures to prevent 
the use of the Klan building as a Klan meeting place. 

The desired results were not realized through this measure 
and for this reason it is being re-submitted to the Bureau. 

III. TANGIBLE RESULTS 

Possible violation of building code as well as 
other possible violation of municipal codes were furnished 
to the Ft. Lauderdale PD relative to the new meeting hall 
of Klavern 6. Certain minor building and zoning deficiencies 
were noted by building inspectors and DAN ZBIN, an active 
Klan leader in Ft. Lauderdale Klavern 6, was ordered to 
bring the building plans as well as the plot plans up to 
date. Since no further action will be taken by the Dept. 

' of Building and Zoning, Miami is re-submitting a request 
to the Bureau to utilize the local press in Ft. Lauderdale 
to gain additional tangible results re various code 
violations.

In accordance with Bureau's instruction, Sgt. ROBERT 
LUTES, Community Relations Unit, Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, 
Police Department, a trusted official of the Ft. Lauderdale 
Police Department, advised on January 12, 1970, of the 
possible building code violations as well as possible 
violations of other municipal codes concerning the construc¬ 
tion of the new meeting hall of Klavern 6, UKA, Inc., Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florida. Sgt. UJTES later advised that he had 
confidentially furnished this information to appropriate 
authorities; namely, Mr. CALVIN B. HOWE, Director of the 
Department of Building and Zoning, City of Ft. Lauderdale, 
Florida, for action he deemed appropriate. 

On February 5, 1970, Sgt. UJTES, Supra, advised 
that he had determined from WILLIAM BENNETT, Department of 
Building and Zoning, City of Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, that 
BENNETT and other representatives of the Building and Zoning 
Department had inspected the property and buildings located 
thereon of DAN ZBIN, 2600 S.W. 2nd Avenue, Ft. Lauderdale, 
Florida, on Monday, February 2, 1970. It was determined that, 
when the building which reportedly is utilized for meetings 
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ZB1N that the key £or the building was not available. Upon 
return to inspect the following day, there were no signs 
present that this building was utilized as a meeting place. 

According to LUTES, certain minor building and 
zoning deficiencies were noted and ZBIN has been ordered to 
bring his building plans as well as plot planB up to date. 

It was determined that a permit had been Issued for the 
construction of the building to be utilized for storage; 
however, no permit had been issued for the addition thereto 
and through this department ZBIN will be ordered to and 
expected to rectify the minor deficiencies. 

LUTES stated that it appears that no further 
action will be taken by the Department of Building and 
Zoning subsequent to the rectification of deficiencies by 
ZBIN regarding his property and edifices contained thereon. 

It is not believed that the desired results have 
been obtained through the furnishing of possible violations 
of the building code to appropriate authorities. 

Miami requests authority to contact MILT KELLY, 
Managing editor of "The Ft. Lauderdale News", a close and 
trusted friend of the Bureau, to consider the possible \ 
exposure of building code violations by Klavern 6 of the Ft. 
Lauderdale UKA. It is noted that the construction permit 
issued for the building was for storage and not for the 
purpose of holding meetings in this building. Mr. KELLY 
has been utilized several times by the Miami Office in 
exposing Klan activity in Broward County and it is believed 
additional results can be obtained through exposure of the 
Klan in "The Ft. Lauderdale News".

Reference is made to memorandum from the Miami 
Office of,the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), 
dated March 3, 1970, captioned, "UKA, INC. KKKK (BANQUET 
FOR ROBERT M. SHELTON, UKA, IMPERIAL WIZARD, SPONSORED BY 
KLAVERN 6, FT. LAUDERDALE, FLORIDA, FEBRUARY 28, 1970; 

UKA STATE MEETING AT KLAVERN 6, FT. LAUDERDALE, FLORIDA 
MARCH 1, 1970) RACIAL MATTERS - KLAN". 

Characterisations for the United Klans of 
America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan 
(UKA) on a national and state level are 
contained in the Appendix section of this 
memorandum. 

As previously furnished in referenced communica 
tion, ROBERT M. SHELTON, Imperial Wizard of the UKA, 
appeared at TV Station WCKT, Channel 7, Miami, Florida, 
on Friday, February 27, 1970, at which time he was inter¬ 
viewed for the "Florida Forum", a local news information 
panel half-hour show consisting of four panel members 
and SHELTON. This program was videotaped, to be aired by 
Channel 7 on Sunday, March 8, 1970. 

On Sunday, March 8, 1970, from 6:00 p.m. to 
6;30 p.m., this videotape was aired by Channel 7. The 
four panel members were as follows:

During this half-hour presentation SHELTON 
covered the following items in response to questions put 
to him by the panel: 

He attempted to point out that the terra Ku 
Klux Klan was a term belonging to the public and that 
he was the Imperial Wizard of the United Klans of 
America, which has only been in existence since 1961. 

He admitted that he was a full-time employee of the UKA 
but would not specifically state his salary other than 
he was sure that it was less than the salary of many of 
the Federal snoops. He stated that he holds his position 
of Imperial Wizard for a period of three years which is 
an elected position. He pointed out that his Klan was 
against violence of any type and that should any member 
of the Klan fail to abide by its constitution, these 
individuals would be dealt with severely and upon 
further elaboration SHELTON stated that this meant they 
would be expelled from the organization. 

SHELTON did not elaborate upon whether or not 
while he was in prison in 1969 internal conflicts developed 
between Imperial officers within hijS organization. He 
pointed out that he had just served time in prison for 
refusing to name or identify Klan membership or the handling 
of the money that the Klan obtains from its members. When 
asked if the number of members in the State of Florida is 
about 200 according to Grand Dragon of the State of 
Florida, JOHN PAUL ROGERS, SHELTON refused to make any 
comment on this number other than he was sure it was much 
more than 200. 

He stated that he felt the integration of the 
schools was destroying the public school system and 
mentioned that the Washington officials who are pushing 
this integration send their own children to all white

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public or all white private schools in McLean, Virginia. 

It was his opinion that the law enforcement agencies are 
being shackled and handcuffed today in fulfilling - their 
legal duties. 

He mentioned an article that appeared in a Los 
Angeles newspaper where the FBI had conspired with a Jewish 
organization and between the two paid $76,000 to individuals 
who would set up a bombing incident in Meridian, Mississippi 
which end result would be the arrest or killing of the 
individuals responsible for the bombings in Meridian, 
Mississippi. As a result of this it was his feeling that 
the Justice Department should conduct an investigation into 
the conspiracy and entrapment perpetrated by the FBI and 
this Jewish organization. 

SHELTON was questioned about the Klan's activities 
in Alabama concerning the leasing and purchasing of land 
surrounding land that has been purchased or leased by the 
members of the Nation of Islam. SHELTON was asked whether 
or not the Klan’s action in Alabama is an effort to confront 
the Nation of Islam and perhaps to push the Muslims out 
of Alabama. SHELTON replied that maybe it was the "niggers" 
who came to Alabama and obtained this land who were 
actually forcing the confrontation. 

A characterization of the Nation of 
Islam appears in the Appendix section of this 
memorandum. 

He also stated that if the Klan was able to get 
enough land that perhaps it could be placed in a Federal 
Land Bank and could be subsidized by money from the Federal 
Government such as other organizations have done and are 
doing. 

One copy of this memorandum is being furnished to 
the U. S. Secret Service, U. S. Attorney, and 111th M.I, 
Group, all Miami, Florida, and to 111th M.I. Group, Orlando, 
Florida, and NISO, Charleston, South Carolina. 
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This document contains neither recommendations 
nor conclusions of the FBI. It is the property of the FBI 
and is loaned to your agency; it and its contents are not 
to be distributed outside your agency. 
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NATION.OF ISLAM 

A source advised on January 12, 1970, the Nation 
of Islam (NOI), an orgauization for members of tne black 
race only, had its origin in Detroit, Miculgan, in the early 
193u’s. Headquarters is Muhammad 's Temple Number 2, 533o 
South Greenwood Avenue, Chicago, Illinois, which affords 
direction to numerous affiliate branches, commonly referred 
to as Muhammad's Temples or Mosques, located throughout the 
United States. The leader is Elijah Muhammad, self-styled 
"Messenger of Allah" anu tne only divinely appointed leader 
of the black race in the United States, who controls all 
policies and programs.

Muhammad's teachings stress Allah (God) selected 
him to lead the so-called Negro out of slavery in North 
America through establishment of an independent black nation 
in the United States; the white man is the "devil" and open 
enemy of the black man; black and white races must be 
separated; the white man, his Government and religion win 
ue destroyed by Allah through the forces of nature in tue 
"War of Armageddon," a war between Allah and the "devil." 
Muhammad's teachings are spread through weekly radio broad¬ 
casts throughout the United States and through "Muhammad 
Speaks," the official NOI organ which is publisnid weekly 
in Chicago and distributed to affiliate Mosques for use in 
weekly sermons and for distribution to the public. 

Muhammad and other NOI members have re fused to 
comply with Selective Service Laws stating that they respect 
laws of the United States provided they do not conflict with 
NOI iaws. They do not believe the Government should force 
them to participate in wars when they have nothing to gain.

UNITED KLANS OF AMERICA, INCORPORATED 
KNIGHTS OF THE KU KLUX KLAN (UKA) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, show that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 

Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Incorporated. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in United 
States Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Incorporated. 
According to the source, the split resulted from a leader¬ 
ship dispute, and the United Klans has the same alms and 
objectives as the parent group. These are the promotion 
of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of the 
races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Incorporated, merged with Alabama Knights, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organiz.ition 
established headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama. (The organization is directed by 
Robert M. Shelton, Imperial Vizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South, with units in several southern 
states.) 


Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the United States 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United 
Klans of America, Incorporated, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 7, 1969, that the UKA 
is currently an active organization with Klaverns in several 
states. This source said that Robert M. Shelton is the• 
Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected to this 
position on September 3, 1967, at a "National Klonvocation" 
in Tuscaloosa. Alabama. Source stated that during April, 
1966, the National Office was moved from Suite 401, Alston 
Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the carport of Shelton's 
residence, #18 Lake Sherwood, Star Route, Northport, Alabama, 
which space he had converted into a room.

Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, and has the same aims 
and objectives as the parent group; that is, to advocate 
segregation of the races and white supremacy.

The newspaper item enclosed for the Bureau, 
written by JACK ROBERTS, is demonstrative of the favorable 
publicity that was hopefully anticipated as a result of 
this television program. This article is quite derogatory 
toward the Klan and toward SHELTON. 

The enclosed audiotape was taped directly from 
the television set when the "Florida Forum" was aired on 
3/8/70., from 6:00 to 6:30 p.m., and not when it was taped 
at Channel 7 on Friday, 2/27/70. This audiotape was taped 
by Special Agents PATRICK E. FARRELL and THOMAS H. STOY 
within the Miami Office on 3/8/70.

The one half hour TV program was aired 
in Miami on 3/8/70 and SHELTON was questioned by 
a panel of 4 individuals including JACK ROBERTS, a 
columnist for the "Miami News". A number of the 
questions submitted to GENE STRUL by the Miami Office 
were utilized during the interview of SHELTON. 
Following the program JACK ROBERTS, in his newspaper 
column, set forth unfavorable publicity concerning 
SHELTON and the Klan and was generally of a derogatory 
nature.

He commented he had done some 
work on his own attempting to ascertain the identies of the people 
who gave out the card. 



The caller said that apparently the school officials are aware of 
the situation.

On 2/25/70, Reverend TILLMAN HABEGGER, Vice President, 
Missionary Church Association, 3901 S. Wayne, Ft. Wayne, Ind., 
was contacted by the FBI regarding CHANDONNET, and was cooperative 
and expressed complete surprise of CHANDONNET's association with the 
Klan. Subsequently, HABEGGER came to Ft. Lauderdale, Fla., to 
investigate alleged misconduct of CHANDONNET. He determined that 
CHANDONNET had forged checks and misappropriated church funds in 
excess of $2,000 and the congregation desired he be arrested and 
prosecuted. After having attained a State position in the UKA, 
CHANDONNET was instrumental in establishing a second Rlavern in 
Broward County, which ultimately was chartered as Rlavern #108. 

Per referenced Bureau teletype, information concerning CHANDONNET's 
background and his forthcoming prosecution for checks was given to 
MILT KELLY of the "Ft. Lauderdale News", which resulted in the 
exposing of CHANDONNET by the local Ft. Lauderdale newspaper as 
evidenced by the enclosed articles. 

As a result of this CIP program, the following positive 
reactions have transpired:

A self-styled Davie preacher 
and alleged state chaplain of 
the United Klans of America 
was 'charged in Broward 
County Court of Record today 
with three counts of cashing 
forged checks. 

Named in the charges was 
Armand James (Jim) Chan- 
donnet, 40, who for six months 
had been pastor of the Peo¬ 
ple’s Missionary Church in 
Davie until his resignation 
May 10. 

According to. the charges. 
Chandonnet cashed forged, 
check's in the amounts of, 
$153.19, $99 and $25 with three 

Broward County businesses. j 
Davie police, who filed the 
charges with the county solici¬ 
tor's office today, said more 
than 60 checks were involved 
during an intensive three- 
week investigation. 

The investigation was con¬ 
ducted by Police Chief Rich¬ 
ard Nickel, Lt. Jim Georges 
and Detective Sgt. Peter El¬ 
more and was joined in the 
latter stages by investigators 
of the county solicitor’s office. 

Chandonnet originally was 
arrested on forgery charges 
by Dalie police May 15 and 
was peld three days in 
Browafd County Jail until 
charge's were dropped '?y the 
county solicitor's office for 


lack of sufficient evidence. 

Davie police continued the^ir 
Investigation and turned jp 
dozens of checks which at one 
point, they said totaled more 
than $2,000. 1 

According to Chief Nickel, 
the forged checks were cashed 
over a five-month period and 
primarily involved food store 
chains. He said other arrests 
were expected in the case. 

The checks involved in the 
charges were drawn on the 
People’s Missionary Church 
account, which was set up to 
require two signatures ( on 
each check. Authorized to sign 
the checks were “The Rev. 
Arihabd J. Chandonnet” ( >and 
“William Phelps,” a member

Lauderdale, but no such 
seminary was found during 
the investigation. 

A. teacher’s certificate from 
the same “seminary” was is¬ 
sued to Chandonnet’s wife, 
Rhonda, the police said. 

Meanwhile, police sources 
.■said Chandonnet was elected 
Grand Kludd (chaplain) of the 
United Klans of America in 
Florida Jan. 25 during a meet¬ 
ing in Orlando. "Grand” des¬ 
ignates a state office in the 
UKA. 

The UKA, headquartered 
in Tuscaloosa, Ala., is headed 
by “Imperial Wizard” Robert 
Shelton, and is listed by the 
Department of Justice as a 
subversive organization. 

Chandonnet reportedly was

hce sources said. TheKlavern 
recently split and a splinter 
group, headed by a former 
North Carolina man who is a 
member of Chandonnet’s 
church, is in early organiza¬ 
tional stages. 

Earlier this year, Chandon¬ 
net reportedly was working 
with other klansmen in con¬ 
nection with the establishment 
of an all-white “Christian 
school’ for the Davie area 
the sources said.

. Police sources said Chan- 
donnet was first arrested May 
29, 1953, in Gretna, La., on 
charges of forgery and issuing 
worthless checks. 

In 1959, while working as a 
private detective in Amarillo, 
Tex., Chandonnet forfeited 
$300 bond after being released 
from custody on charges of 
vagrancy and investigation for 
being drunk. 

According to the Manches¬ 
ter, N.H., credit bureau, 
Chandonnet filed bankruptcy 
in 1968. In 1918, he was given 
two 1 years’ probation oi a 
charge of being a “delinquent 
child” by the Manchester ju¬ 
venile court.

Arraand James Chandonnet, 
. 40-year-old alleged chaplain of 
the United Klans of America, 
surrendered himself to 
Broward sheriff’s deputies 
over the weekend and . posted 
$4,500 bond on three counts of 
cashing forged checks. 

P.avie Police , Lt. Jim 
Ge'jrges said it is believed 
Chandonnet — who was pastor 
of (the .Peoples’ Missionary 
Church for six months until he 
resigned May 10 — walked 



into the sheriff’s office with 
his attorney late Friday. 

Deputies said he posted 
bond on the three counts Sat¬ 
urday afternoon. ' 

Thursday he was named in 
the charges in Broward Court 
of Record. He is accused of 
cashing forged checks in the 
amounts of $153.79, $99, and 
$25 at three Broward County 
businesses. 

Davie police and investiga¬ 
tors of the county solicitor’s 
office investigated Chandonnet 
for three weeks and raid more 
than 60 checks were involved. 

He was arrested on forgery 
charges May 15 and stayed 
three days in the county jail 
before the solicitor dropped 
charges. 

Dozens of checks which po¬ 
lice say totaled more than $2,- 
000 were turned up in a subse¬ 
quent investigation. Chandon¬ 
net allegedly forged the name 
of .William Phelps. 

Chandonnet, who received, 
no salary for his pastoral du¬ 
ties but lived .rent-free with 
his family in a church-owned 
duplex, old police he was a 
certified minister from the 
“Faith Bible College and The¬ 
ological Seminary.” 

An apparently forged Bible 
seminary certificate which he 
presented to police carried the 
seal of a Ft. Lauderdale insti¬ 
tution which police said could 
not be located.

In the meeting BOLDEN called off the 
formalities, and indicated that they would just sit 
around and talk klan business that night. He said 
that Unit 31 was not going to have any "tribunals" and 
that if a man deserved expulsion from the klan, he, BOLDEN, 
would handle it himself. He stated that he had already 
pulled the membership cards of CARL HOOD and PRINCE 
RICHARDSON for activity unbecoming to a klansman, and 
that he would pull more cards if the need arose. 

BOLDEN stated that the Lake Wales Unit was 
going to be around a long time and that they were going 
to be in a position of leadership insofar as the XJXA 
is concerned. He said that he would control the klan 
as he saw fit, and that anyone disagreeing with him, 
could make a complaint to the Grand Dragon, who would 
see that he was brought up on charges before a National 
Tribunal. He said that he was the only person in the 
LakeWales Klavern who would be brought to trial, and that 
insofar as the rest of the members were concerned, 
he would accept them or disapprove them fcr membership 
as he saw fit, 

BOLDEN furthermore stated that there would 
be no more violence within the klan, that they would 
continue to grow to become a political force, and 
that the days of fighting people were over. He said 
that if they had serae disagreement with school authorities, 
or anyone else, they would go to them like gentlemen and 
present their grievances. 

After the meeting a number of the members went 
up to BOLDEN and stated that this was the best meeting 
that they had attended i» some time, and that if all the 
units were run like this, a lot more would be accomplished.

Reference Is made to memorandum of the Miami 
Office of the FBI, dated September 4, 1970, captioned as 
above. 

On September 15, 1970, in the Broward section 
of the "Miami Herald", a daily Miami, Florida newspaper, 
appeared an article captioned, "Funds, Klan Split 
Bussing Opponents". This article reported that the 
Broward County, Florida chapter of United Stand for 
America, Inc. (USA) split wide open Monday over money 
and the Ku Klux Klan. Miami Beach attorney ELLIS RUBIN, 
attorney and statewide chairman for USA, announced his 
disassociation from the Broward Chapter of USA at a news 
conference in Miami, Florida on Monday, September 14, 1970, 
and charged that the Broward group had: (1) pocketed 
money collected for memberships and contributions at 
rallies; (2) took advice from a Ku Klux Klan member 
rather than from him; (3) paid babysitting fees for the 
Broward County Chapter's President, ANNICE CAPRIO; and 
(4) engaged in slipshod business practices and had no 
control over sale of memberships. 

Characterizations of the United Klans of 
America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, on 
a state and national level are contained in the 
Appendix Section of this memorandum. 

RUBIN said that he will form a new organization 
in Broward County to fight "forced bussing." 

RUBIN identified PAUL ORTH as the Ku Klux 
Klan member whose advice was being accepted by leaders 
of the Broward County Chapter of USA.

On September 15, 1970, sources familiar with 
the United Klans of America, Inc. and Ilian activities in 
the South Florida area advised that ORTH is not a member 
of Klavern #6, UKA, Inc., which is the only active 
klavern in the South Florida area and it is not believed 
by these sources that ORTH is a member of UKA* 

These sources have advised that DAN ZBIN, a 
member of Klavern #6, Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, had 
helped ORTH distribute fliers calling for a boycott of 
county schools on August 31, 1970. This flier was purportedly 
sponsored by United Parents of Florida, Inc., P. O. Box 
24025, Oakland Park, Florida. The facts surrounding the 
distribution of this particular flier have previously 
been reported. 

Also contained in the Appendix Section 
of this memorandum are copies of the following: 

1) The "Miami Herald" newspaper article 
dated September 15, 1970, previously 
reported. 

2) The "Miami Herald" article appearing 
in the September 15, 1970 edition 
captioned, "Factions Develop in

3) Article appearing in "Sun-Sentinel",

UNITED KIANS OF AMERICA, INCORPORATED 
KNIGHTS OP THE KU KLUX KLAN (UKA) 


Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, show that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 

Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan of America, Incorporated. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as a result of a split in United: 
States Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Incorporated. 
According to the source, the split resulted from a leader- 
ship dispute, and the United Rians has the same aims and 
objectives as the parent group. These are the promotion 
of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation of the 
races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Incorporated, merged with Alabama Knights, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization 
established headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama. (The organization is directed by 
Robert M. Shelton, Imperial Wizard, ahd is the dominant 
Klan group in the South, with units in several southern 
. states.) 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama, on October 22, 1961, the United States 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United 
Klans of America, Incorporated, Knights of the Ku Xlux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 7, 1969, that the UKA 
is currently an active organization with Klaverns in several 
states. This source said that Robert M. Shelton is the 
Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected to this 
position on September 3, 1967, at a "National Klonvocation" 
in Tuscaloosa, Alabama. Source stated that during April, 
1966, the National Office was moved from Suite 401, Alston 
Building, Tuscaloosa, Alabama, to the carport of Shelton's 
residence, #18 Lake Sherwood, Star Route, Northport, Alabama 
which space he had converted into a room.

An election 
was held and John Paul Rogers, of Lake Wales, Florida, was 
elected the Grand Dragon for the Realm of Florida. 

The same source advised that the Grand Dragoh 
would continue to use a mailing address of the Lake Wales 
Klavern of the UKA as Post Office Box 908, Lake Wales, 
Florida. 

This same source advised the objectives of this 
Realm of Florida to be the same as the parent organization, 
the UKA, Inc., with headquarters at Tuscaloosa, Alabama, 
and they would continue to promote Americanism, white supre¬ 
macy and segregation of the races.

Sources familiar with UKA activities in South 
Florida have advised that a nucleus of approximately five to 
seven individuals have been sworn in as members of the UKA 
who reside in the South Dade County, Florida, area. These 
individuals are hopefully trying to organize and establish 
another Klavern in this area. 

In conjunction with SHELTON's visit to Fort 
Lauderdale, 2/27/71, this particular group is presently 
attempting to establish a UKA rally th> betheld in South 
Dade County on Friday, 2/26/71, which will feature SHELTON 
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MM 157-1114 

The.leader of this group is GLEN COLEMAN. 

On 2/1/71, Fi A < b) < 71 - (D) l advlsed that COLEMAN had 
stated that the rally could be held in South Dade County 
per permission Metro Police and that this police agency would 
have persons in attendance. COLEMAN also stated that he 
had obtained papers to apply for a burning permit so that 
a cross could be burned. Also, that power units, PA systems 
and movie equipment had been arranged. Hopefully, a rally 
in this area will promote enthusiasm among local residents 
to join the UKA and would hopefully swell the ranks to. the 
necessary 25 men needed to obtain a charter.

COLEMAN has inquired regarding any charges of 
SHELTON for attending the rally, but has been advised by 
Klavern 6 that inasmuch as SHELTON is coming to Ft, 
Lauderdale, no charge need be paid by the South Dade group 
for his appearance at the rally on 2/26/71. 

On 1/27/71, Detective JACK CURTIN, Intelligence 
Uhit, Dade County Ptiblic Safety Department, advised that GLEN 
COLEMAN, P.0. Box 303, Princeton, Florida, had made inquiries 
concerning a permit to hold a Klan rally and cross burning 
in the near future. This rally or activity was to be held 
in a field located at S.W. 248th Street and 209th Avenue, 

Dade County. COLEMAN has been sent appropriate forms for a 
permit* /

news media are being contacted concerning possible interviews 
of SHELTON when he comes to Fort Lauderdale. It is noted 
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that SHELTON had previously appeared on Channel 7 Florida 
Forum and certain questions were asked of him which questions 
had been prepared with this Bureau's cooperation. 

Zn keeping with an effective counterintelligence 
program* the Bureau is requested to approve the following 
measures t 

Miami recommends in order to eliminate the rally 
presently being scheduled for South Dade County 2/26/71, that 
arrangements be made with necessary authorities for needed 
permits to be refused* especially a permit allowing a cross 
to be burned in view of the dire problem confronting this 
area by lack of rain and semi-drought conditions. Any 
unnecessary fire could possibly result in a holocaust and 
great damage* 

Inasmuch as COLEMAN has made application* it is 
recommended he be interviewed vigorously with an all-out 
effort to discourage any plans for forming a new Klavern. 

Zt is also recommended* if need be* the owner of the 
aforementioned rally site be contacted and discouraged from 
allowing a rally to be held on this property. 

Zn addition* Miami is targeting its Klan sources 
to 6bject to such a rally in view of monetary expenditures 
and needed backing of Klavern 6. These souroes are also being 
targeted to de-emphasize the necessity of establishing another 
Klavern in South Florida.

It is further recommended that if these sources continue 
to report that another Klavern appears likely* an all-out 
vigorous and exhaustive interview program be instituted to 
thwart this new Klavern, 

Birmingham and the Bureau are requested to advise if 
any particular questions should be asked of SHELTON if* in 
fact* he does appear for interview on local TV or radio 
stations. It is noted that Channel 7 has cooperated with this 
Bureau on a strictly confidential basis in the past* which 
has resulted in positive accomplishments. 

Miami anticipates* should the Bureau approve these 
requests that positive results may occur* to wit a (1) Elimination 
of the rally presently being arranged; (2) elimination of a 
second Klavern In South Florida? (3) by eliminating the rally* 
tiers fore* eliminating internet of South Dade residents and 
their knowledge of the UKA and thereby thwarting various 
avenues of gaining, new members and sympathizers* and (4) 
should SHELTON appear on television* pertinent and possibly 
embarrassing questions will be asked of him leading to 
deglorification'of this particular organization. ~ 

The Bureau is requested to authorize the Miami Office 
to implement the above mentioned counterintelligence measures.

MC BROOM stated that he and COLEMAN vent to Perrine 
to meet vlth a man by the name of VAIL and Capt. MAC FARLAND 
but they were a little early and had to valt for a Major 
SHELTON from Miami Office up town.

Johns believes there will 
be 30 or 40 black militants at 
the meeting in the Richards 
Community Center at 8 p.m. 
to "let them know what they 
think of the Ku Klux Klan 
meeting in Homestead.” 

A cross burning ceremony 
celebrating the 10th birthday 
of the UKA was announced 
this week by Klansman Glen 
Coleman, who said it would 
take place at 8 p.m. south¬ 
west of 248th Street and SW . 
209th Avenue. 

A spokesman in the Dade 
County Building and Zoning 
Dept. Health Department 
and the clerk of the county 
commission said Friday the 
UKA had not taken out a 
permit for the rally. 

Johns, a Perrine business¬ 
man, said he was shocked 
not over the rally being held 
but over the lack of concern 
by South Dade community 
leaders. 

"It’s ironic they are always

United Klansmen of America, meeting in South Dade Fri¬ 
day night to raise new members, will light their cross with 
electric light huibs instead of setting fire to it to skirt county 
fire permit requirements. 

This was revealed by a police officer who spoke at a pub¬ 
lic meeting in South Dade Monday night. 

THE MEETING was called by tbe Southern District Advi¬ 
sory Council of the Community Relations Board to report on 
local feeling about the Klan recruiting drive. 

The United Klansmen of America, claiming to be dissoci¬ 
ated from the Ku Klux Klan, is to meet in a 10-acre field at 
SW 209th Ave. and SW 248th St. 

Monday’s meeting, to oppose the gathering of Klansmen, 
was held in a department store auditorium at the Cutler Ridge 
Shopping Center and was attended mostly by local black resi¬ 
dents. 

THE BLACKS spoke of fear for themselves and their 
children at having the Klansmen so close. 

Several whites said they planned to go along to heckle if 
they didn’t agree with what was being said. 

The chairman of the Southern District for the Communi¬ 
ty Relations Board, London Haynes, called for a cautious ap¬ 
proach to avoid meeting violence with violence. 

He said that of four Klan meetings held in Dade since 
1966, fewer than 50 persons had turned up at each. 

Community Relations Board member Thomasina Hunter 
called on whites to show clearly that they did not want peo¬ 
ple like Klansmen in Dade. 

Many blacks said they wanted a clear indication from the 
- “white power structure” that Klansmen would be meeting 
against the opposition of all people in South Dade. __,

K group of Klansman from Unit #6 left Ft. Lauderdale at approximately 3:30 EM 
and proceeded j to the Rally site to help with the preparations. Joe Cara held th^ 
groufe up and caused them to be two hours late. The Work Party consisted of 
McBrooro, Cara, Abernathy, Newell, and Heflin and two others. There was no 
organization and the preparations necessary for beginning a Rally had not been 
completed when they arrived. The Platform was not completed and everything 
was makeshift'. 

When the Rally finally got underway it was found that the Movie could not be 
shown as there was no electrical outlet from the light plant. Mr. Shelton urrived 
late and thejsecurityvgurads weee fewer than originally planned. A light 
turn eraCi out(consisting of curious passerbys occured until dark. Many peopla 
remained in their cars . The total attendance of non-Klanspeople is estimated 
‘between{2^0-300. 

Robert Stvelton and John Paul Rogers spoke and Shelton tried to put forth the 
thought that 1 the Klan was going to be a strong political force and was already 
influncing a return to conserative principles. He attacted the International 
Zionest Conspiricy and the fact that Blacks were being Used by Jew Communists 
where possible. He did not get into Violence in his speech. 

There were several cameramen and newsmen present with escorts at times and they 
wereeunder orders not to take pictures of the Crowd. 

There was no cross burning ceremony although a lighted cross was present. It 
was a makeshift wooden cross lit by red light bulbs. 

Therefwere no Black persons present and as far as is known none tried to disturb 
the Rally. There was one man who tried to speak to Shelton and he was escorted 
to two Metro Sheriff deputies^ and left without an$ violence. 

The important factor from the rally is the fact that almost 50 persons signed 
up to become Klansmen. That is to say applications were taked with and with-out 
.* initiation money for a Klan Unit in S. Dade. \ 

Another Rally is being scheduled in the same location for March 26, 1971» with 
the same personal1 as backers. ' *

Reference is made to memorandum of the Miami 
Division of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, dated 
February 17, 1971, advising that a rally of the United 
Klans of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux Klan (UKA) 
was scheduled to be held on Friday evening, February 26, 
1971, at Homestead, Florida (South Dade County, Florida 
area) at Southwest 209th Avenue and 248th Street, 

Homestead, Florida. 

Oha >-act erizations of the United Klans 
of America, Inc., Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan (UKA) on a national and state level 
are contained in the Appendix section of 
this memorandum. 

On February 25, 1971, confidential sources of 
the Miami Division of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
who have furnished reliable information in the past advised 
that as of this da + e the UKA rally will definitely be held 
beginning at 8:00 p.m., February 26, 1971, .featuring 
Imperial Wizard ROBERT M. SHELTON, as the main speaker. 

In response to this rally the Dade County Public 
Safety Department (DCPSD) will set up a command post af 
n local residence located approximately seven blocks from 
the rally site. The rally site is in an isolated farming 
area with a sparce population in rural South Dade County, 
Florida. The DCPSD, Perrine Substation, Perrine, Florida, 
has made elaborate plans to provide approximately fifty 
radio patrol ear coverage on the route to the rally site.

Officers will also be on standby duty all day Friday, 

Friday evening rind Saturday in the event any problems 
develop during, prior to or after the rally. There will 
also be a Stol aircraft which will be at the rally site. 

In addition to units from DCPSD, the Homestead, 

Florida Police Department will have all personnel on duty 
or standby on Friday, February 26, 1971. These plans 
have been formulated due to the widespread public reaction 
to the rally. 

In this regard numerous public open meetings 
have been held in the South Dade County, Florida area 
where members of the communities expressed concern, with 
the members of the black community requesting that 
perhaps the Black Panthers should also have a rally in 
South Dade County, in view of the fact that the UICA is 
able to have a rally. The black community is con¬ 
cerned over the fact that the white establishment would 
allow a Klan type rally to be held. 

Sergeant JOE VAIL, DCPSD, reported on February 22^ 
1971, that he received and verified information that TALMADGE 
WILLARD FAIR, a 36 year old Negro male who is Assistant 
Director of the Miami Urban League, plans to take a bus 
load of 30 to 40 blacks to attend this rally, 

ODELL JOHNS, Negro attorney and leader in the 
South Dade County, Florida area, advised on February 22, 1971, 
that the entire black community is disturbed about the 
Klan rally and in his opinion he cannot assure that the 
rally will not provoke incidents and confrontations 
between blacks and whites. He further advised that the 
incidents which may occur may possibly erupt in the 
surrounding communities of Homestead, Perrine and 
possibly Miami, Florida.

Racial tensions remain high in Dade County and 
sporadic racial violence developed in the Coconut Grove 
area which is located some 25 miles from Homestead, 

Florida. This concerns the fatal shooting on February ZO, 
1971, of JOSEPH VEARGIS, a seventeen year old Negro who 
was involved in the theft of an automobile. His funeral 
ifi scheduled for Saturday, February 27, 1971, as is the 
funeral for Miami Police Officer VICTOR BUTLER, JR,, who 
was fatally shot by unknown Negro males on the evening of 
February 20, 1971, when he and his partner responded to a 
domestic problem. 

The racial violence in Coconut Grove involved 
the throwing of numerous Molotov cocktails, shooting at 
a Dade County motorcycle patrolman, and the burning of 
two automobiles. 

The following law enforcement agencies have been 
advised of this situation: 

Dade County Public Safety Department, Miami, Florida 
Miami, Florida Police Department; Homestead, Florida Police 
Department; Florida City Police Department; Coral Gables, 
Florida Police Department; Florida Highway Patrol, Home¬ 
stead, Florida Air Force Base, 111th M.I. Group, U. S.

On February 26, 1971, Detective JOHN CURTIN, 

DCPSD, advised that the UKA rally began at approximately 
8;00 p.m. and estimated attendance was approximately 
1,000 persons. Those attending sat in their cars while 
others milled around at the rally site. There were 
approximately 400 to 600 cars parked at the site and many 
teenagers were observed. He stated that Imperial Wizard 
ROBERT M. SHELTON spoke at length and discussed his 
problems with the Federal Government and his imprisonment.

The crowd waved American and Rebel flags and 
shouted such phrases as "right on" as SHELTON made point 
after point subject to the crowd's approval. Approximately 
six Klansmen were in Klan robes and a cross was lit 
electrically with light bulbs. There was no cross 
burning. He stated that the rally concluded at approximately 
11:00 p.m. and no major incidents of violence occurred. 

. However, one individual questioned a remark made by 
SHELTON but he was shouted down and subsequently removed 
from the rally by several male individuals standing nearby. 

On March 2, 1971, confidential source one 
advised that SHELTON ar riv ed from Tuscaloosa, Alabama 
in the company of FRED KUEHNER, another Imperial officer, 
at approximately 8:00 a.m., Friday, February 26, 1971, in 
Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, by automobile. A room was 
obtained for them at the Holiday Inn, State Road 84, Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florida. SHELTON then traveled to West Palm Beach, 
Florida, where he appeared briefly for a television interview 
on Channel 12. He then returned to Ft. Lauderdale. During 
early evening February 26, 1971, SHELTON, KUEHNER, Grand 
Dragon for the State of Florida JOHN PAUL ROGERS, and other 
local Klansmen left Ft. Lauderdale for the UKA rally in 
South Dade County, Florida. SHELTON spoke before a crowd of 
approximately 1500 on various political and typical Klan 
type topics, including integration of the public schools, 
anti-Jewish and anti-Negro sentiments and the subversive 
communist takeover of the United States. He emphasized 
the recruiting factor of the UKA and urged all interested 
Americans to join this patriotic organization. SHELTON 
spoke for approximately an hour and a half and gave an 
impassioned speech. There were about six Klansmen in robes and 
the cross was strung with electric light bulbs inasmuch as no 
fire permit was obtained to burn a cross. " At one point 
during SHELTON's speech someone from the audience interrupted 
him and this person was immediately taken from the rally site. 
However, it was not believed that any Klansman participated in 
the removal of this individual and no incidents of violence 
took place.

On March 2,1971, confidential source two advised 
that a group of Klansmen from Unit 6, Ft. Lauderdale, Florida, 
left Ft. Lauderdale late afternoon, February 26, 1971, and 
proceeded to the UKA rally site in South Dade County, 

Florida, at Southwest 209th Avenue and 248th Street, 

Homestead, Florida, to assist with rally preparations. 

The preparations necessary for beginning the rally had 
not been completed before people started arriving at 
approximately 8:00 p.m. When the rally began it was 
determined that the movie previously scheduled could not 
be shown inasmuch as there was no electrical outlet from the 
light plant. SHELTON arrived late but delivered the major 
address lasting approximately an hour aid a half. In addition 
Grand Dragon JOHN PAUL ROGERS spoke briefly and CHARLES BUSCH 
acted as the Master of Ceremonies. SHELTON attempted to 
put forth the thought that the UKA was going to be a strong 
political force and was already influencing a return to 
conservative principles. He attacked the International 
Zionist Conspiracy and the fact that blacks were being 
used by Jew Communists where possible. He did not 
actually profess violence In his speech. There were 
several cameramen and newsmen present With escorts at times 
and they were under orders not to take pictures of the 
crowd. There was no cross burning ceremony although a 
lighted cross lit by red light bulbs was present. There 
were no black persons present and for all practical 
purposes no one tried to disturb the rally. There was 
one man who tried to speak to SHELTON during the speech 
but was escorted from the rally grounds without violence. 

About six persons wore robes and it appeared 
that the various Metro police departments had more than 
enough men present for security and protection at the 
rally.

Records of Superior Court of Fulton County, 
Georgia, show that this Klan organization was granted a 
corporate charter on February 21, 1961, at Atlanta, 

Georgia, under the name United Klans, Knights of the 
Ku Klux Klan of America, Incorporated. 

A source advised on February 27, 1961, that 
United Klans was formed as n result of a split in United 
States Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, Incorporated. 
According to the source, the split resulted from a 
leadership dispute, and the United Klans has the same 
aims and objectives as the parent group. These are the 
promotion of Americanism, white supremacy and segregation 
of the races. 

The first source and a second source advised 
in July, 1961, that United Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan of America, Incorporated, merged with Alabama Knights, 
Knights of the Ku Klux Klan. The merged organization 
established headquarters in Suite 401, Alston Building, 
Tuscaloosa, Alabama. (The organization is directed by 
Robert M. Shelton, Imperial Vizard, and is the dominant 
Klan group in the South, with units in several southern 
states). 

Second source advised that at a meeting in 
Prattville, Alabama,- on October 22, 1961, the United States 
Klans, Knights of the Ku Klux Klan, merged with the United 
Klans of America, Incorporated (UKA), Knights of the Ku 
Klux Klan. 

Third source advised on May 7, 1970, that the 
UKA Is currently an active organize ion with klaverns in 
several states. This source said that Robert M. Shelton 
is the Imperial Wizard of this organization and was elected

to this position on September 3, 1967, at a ’’National
